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PREFACE. 



It is held by many that the main value of Astrologic Law is the 
knovriedgv il ftfibrat whanby the chitf evtnts of any life may be knowni 
beforehand, if sufficient care is sjipsodtd oa the necessary calcnUtionsi 

and due judgment displayed. ' 

I am not wholly in agreement with this conteotloB ; for although I 
must admit the use of Astrology in foretelling the outcome of certain 
causes, it is not of vital moment (it seems to me) that we should attach 
more importance to the events than to the csosee which led op to those 
events* 

This consideration, of course, opens up the whole question of Fate 
mmtt Freewill, and it at once determines the difference between the 
"exoteric" and the " esoteric " astrologer. The former is a confirmed 
fatalist, wiio believes himself forever uoder the bane of Destiny, with his 
whole life mapped out before him — a life over which he himself has no 
control whatever. For him there is no re-embodiment of the soul, no 
continuity of existence, no real meaning or purpose in life. A cruel or a 
kind fate, as the case may be, has (otodd him into existence, and has 
imposed upon him his present environment, and until he is released 
therefrom by the same capricious power he must abide by its decree; 
aor can he alter the terms of his bwid by one iota. 

The " esoteric " astrologer has nosoch creed. His faith is based 
apon the belief that as a man sows, so he must reap ; his motto is " man, 
KNOW THYSSLP " ; aod he knows that man may become master of his 
destiny, being hin»el£ in essence inseparable from the Divine Ruler 
of that universe in which he is manifesting. It is from this latter stand- 
point that all the "directions"* given in this work are made, and all ., 
Its rules are based ttpoa the idea that *' ths stars ooNomoM, tbbv \\ v 

DO NOT COMPBL.*' 

No statenent is made in this book that has not been verified, any 

SQggestions of a speculative character having been reserved for the 
appendix. No rules are given that have not been tested by the autiior, 
oie foUowing prefistory note^

In conclusion, a few words as to the mode of " directing " employed 
in this work. After seven years' investigation, in 1895 i abandoned all 
adherence to the various ' systems ' and ' methods ' of oorectinff advocated 
by the different schools of exoteric astrology, and commenced to evolve 
from my own study, based on experience, the best method suited to 
practical requirements. I gradually fotud myself adopting a system io 
which the Progressed Horoscope formed the centre, as it were, from 
which the successive events of life were determined ; and this system I 
have used in my duly practice for the past nine or ten years, with the 
most satisfactory results. To some it may be already famiUaTf to othect 
entirely new ; to all it must appeal upon its own merits. 

Those who have worked on similar lines will know how to appreciate 
its value, but to those to whom it is unknown I recommend, before 
passing it by, at least a trial of its principles ; for if not the ideal system 
of prediction, it will at any rate be found, I think, the most simple and 
00 the whole the most satisfactory that has hitherto been put forward. 

I desire to record my grateftu acknowledgments both to Mr. H. S. 
Green for valuable help in supervising the whole of the manuscript and 
for sandiy excellent suggestions, as well as for the whole of Chapters VI. 
and VI 1 1.; and to Mr. Heinrich Diath for permission to reprint his 
excellent treatise on The Art and Practice of Directing^ which originally 
appealed in the pages of Modbrn AsraoLOGv, and which he has cevtaed 
nao in aenie cespects amplified and improved ; also to Mr. A. H. Barley 
idr hit aaaiitance in the various details of arrangement, and far aeveru 
saggestions, both in the Appendices and elsewhere.

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INTRODUCTION. 



As has been said in the preface, the prfalcipAl use to which astrology 
is applied by those who fail to realise its true purpose takes the form of 
searching for future happenings, so that predictions may be made and the 
future known — to a greater or lesser extent acoordtng to the sIdU of the 
practitioner. 

Now it is quite true that the future may be foreseen more or less in 
every nativity, yet while some persons will respond to every vibration 
{whether good or evil) that affects them from without, others will fail to 
so respond, either from lack of sensitiveness on the one liaud, or, on 
the other, through the exercise of a strong will trained to control the 
sheaths or vehicles of response. 

Roughly speaking, there are three separate classes or types of 
persons, for each of whom the same directions or predictions will have a 
different meaning. In the lowest class stand undeveloped and untrained 
souls, those who are yet young in evolution ; in the highest, those 
who are older and more experienced souls, practising self-control and using 
reason and reflection both in thought and action. Between these two 
stands by fax the largest class, in which are found the majority of sonlsftt 
our present stage of evolution, souls who can neither be called ' old ' nor 
* young,' but wiio are at that critical stage wherein the will has not yet 
full power, while on the other hand it is not entirely plastic ; there is 
sufficient receptivity to respond to certain vibrations and not to others. 
Such souls are strong on some points and weak on others, not having 
obtained as yet that all-round «iperience which is the result of age akme. 
Now the exoteric student of astrology would naturally apply the same 
rides to all three classes and thus would make great mistakes, failing in 
hia judgment in many cases while meeting with remarkable success in 
others. A careful study of human nature has convinced my mind that 
fate applies more to the majority — the middle class above alluded to 
»than to the few, the more experienced souls ; and for the purpose of 
establishing a better system of "directing" or predicting I shall 
endeavour to make clear in the following pages the best method to adopt 
when seeking to forecast the future in eadi individual nativity. 

As I have often pointed out in my works there is to my mind no 
permanent value in the study of astrology without a belief in the idea of 
the soul's re-embodiment, and those who reject this idea as illusory or 
valueless will therefore be wasting their time in endeavouring to follow 
my reasons in astrological thought. I shall not now repeat what I 
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have so often explained in connection with this idea, but those who have 
studied my previous works will be familiar ^th my views upon this 

subject. Consequently, I will take it for granted that my readers 
understand what is meant by Reincarnation, ami also uhiif it is that 
reincarnates.* 

Every soul that comes into the physical world briuf^s with it the 
web of destiny it has spun in previous lives. Thus, for instance, during 
this present life we are spinning the web of the next from the fabric- 
matter into which are woven those various colours and patterns which 
correspond to, and hence are the natural outcome of, our Ihous^kls and 
dtsim. We are either weak, or strong ; that is, we are either swayed by 
outer circumstances and moulded by environment, or, we compel our 
snmtmdings and conditions to be moulded by ourselves, from within. 
The middle course is to be neither wholly the one nor wholly the other, 
but to oscillate between the two, sometimes drifting and floating 
with the general tide of humanity, in the main carele<!s, indifferent and 
slothful, yet sometimes pulling ourselves together and for the time being 
dominating and moulding our conditions and circumstances. 

The weak-willed are constantly being affected by all desires and 
forces outside of themselves, and these forces being too strong for their 
inherent will to overcome they eventually succumb to what is called 
fate, responding blindly to the major portion of the planetary influences. 
The strong-willed on the otiierhand refuse to he dominated by externals, 
and sooner or later they realise that within themselves there is a power 
which is superior to matter in any shape or form. 

In the former class Desire is paramount, while in the latter class it 
is being gradually brought under control and transmuted into Will. 

Attraction and repulsion are the two great forces ever at work in 
the world of form. Like and dislike, love and hatred, ambition and 
sloth, are some of the " pairs of opposites" which dominate more or less 
all touls until the permanent higher Sdf is realised, and duality is finally 
conquered. 

It is my task in these pages to deal with the subject of the progressed 
horoscope in a manner never before attempted ; and in the hints which 
the earnest student will discover therefrom he will find the warrant for 
my repeated assertion that there is an esoteric as well as an exoteric 
aqiect of astrology. 

All kmsccfi •■ ^■ / < r.:>fyj;t i- iuui ccntain innnuuu'.l'.e /, ^ ■:!■:' it if i f> r future 
indopment. Even the very sign under which the native is born holds 
concealed within it characteristics that cannot be fully expressed during 
one earth life, and at any time surpris :s may await those whO hav6 
never penetrated deeply enough into their own natures. 

The Central Point of every horoscope may be thought of as 
representing' the iiurlevs of the Sftritwnl Energy, or Ego, the rays from that 
centre gradually either gaining power over, or becoming submerged by, 
faccordug to the Ego's growth and development)! the various quuities of 
MatUr represented by the Signs of the Zodiac andTthe Pkinets. The chief

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attractive force is in the Ascendant, which is always the first to unfold, 
as it represents the typ>e of brain and denotes its p^eneral character. In 
ooojonction with this will come the Moon, special ruler over the brain 
cells, infantile stage and the home environment. Then gradually will 
unfold the Planets and their Aspects; and finally the Sun, as the 
tendency to self-reliance^ aelf-oootnl and independence more or less 
slowlv asserts itself. 

During the first four years of life every child comes under the 
influence ot the Moon as it affects the expanding brain, and during this 
time almost exclusively reflects its surroundings — the parental influences 
and the domestic environment. From four to seven the ascendant 
dually affects the child, and from about the seventh yearimwards the 
begins to definitely unfold and express itself through the influence 
of the b oroscope generally. 

In some cases the whole life may be occupied in identifying the 
consciousness with only one minute portion of the horoscope ; in others, 
every spoke of the Wlieel of Destiny will be grasped, so to speak, and 
the planetary vibrations rapidly al»sorbed ; these two extVSmes ma,rMng 
the difference between a young soul and an older one. 

All souls are not of the same age, all did not start upon their long 
pilgrimage from the divine centre at the same time. Yet all are in 
essence one, and identical in spirit, though each is coloured differently 
according to the special planetary ray it was born under and Its position 
in its chain of evolution. 

"Each man's life the outcome of his former living is." The 
horoscope of any man is the ootcome of his thoughts, desires and motives 
in previous lives. These have materialised into a web or garment, 
as it were, in which the soul is clothed ; and this constitutes his "karma," 
bte, or Destiny. 

All are reaping that which has been sown, none have other than 
that which they themselves have chosen. All may improve, and change 
existing conditions according to the strength of tlieir will. It is the -fi!! 
behind every horoscope that makes it progressive ; and this will is either 
God's will, moving for good, or man's personal will, moving to (apparent) 
evil. Hence every horoscope must he in some sense progressive, wbsther 
moved by providence or by man's blind folly. 

In the following pages an attempt will be made to deal with the 
metaphysical aspect of astrology, and the scientificlaws governing human 
destiny will be fully explained from a practical and common-sense stand- 
point, in order that the predictive aspect of the science may be rightly 
understood, and SO made useful and helpful to all who have felt the 
need of this interpretation of the Riddle of Existence. 

For it is the glorious mission of Modern Astrology to teach and prove 
man's Freewill, within limits self -set by God's limitless Divine Will.

CHAPTER I. 

Hbrbdity, Environment, Charactkr. 

Sous mea pass tbroaf b tventful livm, otiitti merely drift through 
theirs, leading a tame, prosaic existence consisting chiefly of routine. 
It is in fact not uncommon to find one in a family who leads a roving 
and wandering life, while the remainder spend their days in ease and 
comfort, free from all care or anzie^-^he rovw meanwhile passing 
through a period of suffiBring, starvation, or ahlptRock, perdiaiice^ 
aocompaaiad hf hair-breadth escapes from peril. 

Why are lives so Strang^ differeat ? Are some fiUi to be born 
rich and happy, others poor and miserable, some possessing sound wit 
and clear intellect, while others are fools or idiots ? Or is life merely a 
matter of chance, a kind of ' fortuitous concourse of influences' ? 

Asbrology gives the only clear and definite answer to these 
qtwstioiis, as wdl as to many more, for it is the language (so to speak) of 
those who govern all tldngs and bring them to a wise and perCsct end. 

Hmdity--Etmronmmt-~Cht(raeUr. These are the three great factors 
in human destiny, a right understanding of which makes dear the 
problem of fate and the way to escape from its bondage. 

Heredity is the first fetter which binds the feet of all born into 
physical existence. We cannot dmnw our parents, and ws find, as 
soon as we become conscbiis of the fact, that wo have either 
good or bad parents, rich or poor, heslthy or diseased, while we are 
moreover heirs to various moral conditions which either accord or 
disaccord with oqr character as the case may be. Thousands are 
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Unlay living wrecks, solely through lieceditary oonditiooi over whldi 
Atf apptnofly bad no control at die moment of Urtb, wUb thoosands 
on the other hand are blessed with healthy and in every way aattsfoctory 

hereditary conditions, kind parents, and easy circumstances. Therefore 
the problem is to discover the justness of such a state of things ; onr task 
is not merely to find out the " How " of life but the " Why ? " 

Our various environments, so far as the majority are concerned, are 
in the main as we find them at birth, altering in some cases for better or 
worse aa life advances. We have no choice over onr early environments, 
they are prepared for us— or we for them. Thoosands are moulded and 
shaped by their surrounding conditions, and environment thus becomoB 
their destiny ; but thousands also alter and shape their own environment 
and are not ruled by it. Is it their 'fate' to do either the one or the 
other, or have they control over it all in the pre-natal and post-natal as 
well as in the ante-natal state ? 

Character is different in all bebigs. Some are bom <* bad dmracters," 
and no amount of moral or mental training can alter or improve them ; 
they apparently go from bad to worse, cursed from birth by bad heredity 
and wretched environment, everything conducing to draw out the very 
worst and the most evil part of their natures. What explanation do we 
obtain from our moral and religious teachers with regard to these 
characters ? Is it that a pure soul is placed in an impure vessel in 
sordid and unholy conditiooi at Wrth, or n the aoul impure though 
placed in dean and healthy surroundings at birth, aa in the case of the 
mentally brilliant yet morally deformed 7 And if to, why Is one aool 
pure and another impure ? 

Astrology throws light upon all these vexed questions. In its 
scientific aspect it points to the stars (planets) as the cause for the 
events of life which take their rise from human birth, while in its 
metaphysical aspect it leads to a knowledge of the cause behind the stars. 

The three ikctors bdbra apokm of. Heredity, Environment and 
Character exercise tiieir faiflnence aa foUows : 

MppUea the vessel, — ^pure or impure according to past 
causes in previous liv es b y an affinity of physical partidet, liko 
attracting like. 

Environment gives conditions in which expression may be made of the 
latent qualities inherent in the soul, and it harmonises with the actual 
needs and reqmremeDts of the soql in order that the latter ma^ obtaiq 
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its freedom from the fate of other previous lives by paying ofiF the debts 
it has incurred and by developing those traits of character for the lade of 
wUdi die oontinned evdatioii of the aool, at Uie pobt thao feachedt 
nould be delayed. 

CktandtriB that inbereot quality of the soul which it brings with it 
as an asset, and is the *' root of merit " through which it is either 
susceptible and conformable to its eaTuroamont, or rises above and 
dominates, alters or changes it. 

In this sense Character becomes Destiny, and this will be the 
subject of our next chapter. 
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CHAPTER II. 

Charactbr is Dbstimy. 

At first sight it does not seem possible that Character can wholly 
account for Destiny, in the sense in which this word is often used of a life's 
career, yet upon careful reflection it is found to be indeed true that 
Chancter w Dettioy. All wbo haw stadied or been Interasted in 
the growth of young childran most have noticed certain traita of 
character not wholly accounted for by heredity or environment while in 
some instances many members of the same family, even whero all were 
distinguished, have been notorious for their great difference in character. 

As a factor in the making of Destiny, Character plays the most 
prominent and important part. Every person we meet in life is endowed 
witfi a cftarad^, strong or weak, good or evil, pronounced or indiflbrent ; 
and we an all of us affected coosdoualy or unconsdoudy, by the character 
ofeveryone with whom we come into contact. Badcharactecs will corrupt 
weaker ones, and good characters will raise the standard for others. 
Character wiU make itself manifest, and it will either control, modify or 
stir into greater activity passing events ; in fact, on close investigation 
*' character " is found to be at the root of every difference that we remark 
between one haman being and another. 

A Strang character will rise above as envlxoimient that is not 
congenial, while a weak one will succumb to its mflnenoe and absorb its 
conditions, thus proving that within every character there is a wiil — a 
will which may be either weak, or strong, according to development. 
Habits that bind are persistent modes of the manifestation of character, 
these modes being chosen wisely or unwisely as the case may be. 

All who study human nature are aware of the complex nature of 
character. Human beings manifaat themselves through (a) temperament, 
(ft) fssUngs and emotkms, and (e) mental expressfens; also (rQ through 
phases of thought. These different modes of nunifestatioa of tlie nature 
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are expressed through the horoscope by (a) the Ascendant, (i) theMooOf 
(c) the Sun and Planets, and {d) Directions" respectively. 

Thus, the Physical Body is of a certaio "temperament," and 
c h a ra cter 'Jb ia the main dependent npoo the temperament through 
which it is to manifiest. A man poaaearing the VUal temperament wiU 
not fit comfortably into a hard environment, for he will love and deeiie 
ease : through this temperament the feelings and the emotions will 
affect destiny. Those of the Menial temperament will live in the mind, 
and will be affected by mental conditions more than by physical. On the 
other hand the Motiv* temperament inclines towards power, organisation 
and force. That each temperament will affect snrronndings and 
environment according to the strength of the character or will tiiat is 
behind. 

Again, if human nature be Studied from a higher standpoint than 
that of the physical alone, we are told by those who are truly clairvoyant 
that man is surrounded by a magnetic field, termed the "aura," which 
is coloured by Itis thoughts, feelings and emotions ; and we learn further 
that each man is always surrounded by his own aura and that be brings 
it with him on his entry hito each earth-life. Now the child tlut is 
newly born is the vehicle or body which tliis anra surrounds, and when 
the Ego behind can gain full possession of the body, it malces it answer 
to the vibrations inherent in it, and this we call Character. But the Ego 
may not have a mind and body able to express all its latent character. 
Indeed we rarely if ever see all of the character manifesting through any 
one body, unless it be through the body of a " Master," or perfect soul. 

Hence it will be seen tliat Character is a very complex and difficult 
thing to understand, and tiiat is why destiny is not an easy matter to 
interpret. But the one fiwt tliat it is necessary always to bear in mind 
is, that all living creatures are identical in spirit and in essence, though 
they differ in manifestation, according to the matter in which they an 
clothed and their attitude towards it. 

Matter is fated to assume shape and form, yet the life within tliat 
form is destined to control it sooner or later. 
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CHAPTER III. 



Why DiJtBcnoMs Sombtimbs Fail 



If all *'direcUoas" came to pass exactly as delineated and all 
pvadicHoot mn actually verified by definiu Mwrft, it would be an 
exceadinglj atroog axguawnt in fitvour of absolute fataUsm, and tbe fact 
that directions sometimes ' fail ' b evidence lot the Fireedom of Will, no 

matter how limited the scope of that freedom may be. 

The undeveloped Ego will always be liable to act in response to 
outside influences, and will be moulded and shaped in mind and feeling 
according to the circumstances and the surroundings in which be is 
placed. 

A develoinDg Ego, whose mind is less fettered and lestrained by 
eactemal conditions, will not always set in predsely the sane manner 

during repeated experiences, and there will be some exercise of the 
freedom of choice in certain directions which will tend to break up fiMrmer 
habits, and to alter the attitude towards recurring events. 

The developed man who has learned by experience the control of 
bis emotions and thoughts will not only maintain an attitude of calmness 
and serenity when pasdng throngh ovents, (which are merely the resalt 
of thooghts and derires set in motion while be was yet in the nndevdoped 
or developing stages), but will also seek to torn those events to a useful 
purpose in furthering his spiritual unfolding. 

Thus we have three classes of human beings for all of whom the 
same set of interpretations of directions will not answer; and if the same 
fixed rules are applied to each one some are bound to fail. For instance, 
a man who is taking his personality in hand and making strong efibrts to 
overcome anger and jealousy, or greed and oovetousness* will not act so 
impnidvdy as those who 4il9iw#ii«wv that they are jeakMis or greedy I and 
hence in the case of the developed man evil predictions resulting from any 
severe affliction to ,J or Ij will not prove so unfortunate as anticipated. 
Tliis is why it is so very important that the Progressed Horoscope 
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•liould«liM«|«bejadg«diBOODjttdetioo with the Nativity, and the fret 
never lost sight of that " Character is Destiny." 

Some " directions" will fail in normal cases from the apparent lack 
of opportunity, want of ability, indifference, or need of ambition which 
are a part of the native's character or karma, as shown in the nativity. 
TherafoM a itody of that branch of Natal Astrology known as '* dirae- 
tioos" b never complete nntil the foil poifliUlities and the deficiendes 
Of s h ortootninga of tiie nativity itself are thonmghly understood. 

The young spendthrift whose nativity is given at the end of Htm t$ 
Jtulgea Nativity, Part II., was born under the influence of Mars square 
Jupiter, Jupiter ruling his third house (mind and intellect) and placed in 
the ninth bouse (the wider and broader or "higher " mind), while Mars 
rnled his second bouse (money), his ruler, Venus, being moreover 
in oppoeitioo to the cn^ of the bitter. He was fated to be atravagant 
and seemed to have no control over his qwndthiift habits, and yet he 
was by nature mean and quite careless as regards those whom he 
impoverished by his reckless mode of life (Sun square Saturn, angular). 
This native had some remarkable opportunities to study occultism, but 
he confessed that he had not the ability to concentrate his thoughts for 
more than a second on any single subject (Mercury square Uranus). 
Directioniin his case never fiiiled accurately to denote the events thioagh 
which be would pees. A Uwsoit was piedicted for him several yean 
before the litigation b^an,and he could apparently have prevented it, but 
he let matters run their course, and loet through his legal troubles over 

;^3O,0OO. 

The most fateful horoscopes are those in wliich the majority of 
planets are in the Common or Mutable signs, and those where Saturn 
afflicts the luminaries. Jupiter afflictod 1^ Mars, or the Sun by Uranna 
are fstefol nativities, as in the case of P. B. Shelley.* 

Apart from cases where a strong will and knowledge are causing the 
evil influence of adverse aspects to be modified, 'Directions* will some- 
times fail owing to the student interpreting positions and aspects 
erroneously — which of course will be due to his own faulty judgment ; but 
In the majority of cases that will come before him, at least three«quarters 
of die predictionB, if carefolly thought ou^ should prove correct, 
espedally if Uie noHmty is fully understood. 

Stndeata of Directions" must be prepared tor the poesibility of 
• £r«v ft jMift • IMfsi^. Pmt Un p. iS|; 
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meeting witli a few saints and yogis, and also some sinless psrsons who 
are on this planet for some special purpose; bat he should beware of the 
individual who chdms to be so mighty and strong that he has riara above 

all planetary influence. There are a few groups of persons in London and 
the principal cities of the world who lau^h at the idea of their being in 
any way aflected by horoscopes, fixed or progressive, and who glibly 
deny the interference of angels or archangels in their destiny. Experi- 
ence has satisfied the Author that no man does or can live up to all the 
vibrations expressed in his nativity, and those who deny the influence of 
the heavens upon them deny the existence of a supreme ruler and his 
protecting care over the whole of humanity. To live up to one's 
horoscope means to be a perfect man, and but a very little reflection is 
needed to perceive the truth of this statement. None save the Masters 
have so entirely purified their astral bodies as to live above the influence 
of the Signs of the Zodiac, even, — to say nothing of the planetary influence 
operating upon those signs— and therefore to assert ona*8 immunity from 
all the vibcatioos of the planets is msrely to makea display of Ignorance. 
It may be granted that people who make such slatrarants axe above 
the nMogn*! interpretation of those influences. But the man who is 
born, say, under the influence of Mars, and who maintains that he is not 
a martial man, is simply a self-sufficient person who will not give the 
subject a moment's study. The Author has met many such people and 
has found the study of their horoscopes repay him better than the 
attempt to oonvinoe them, while the way in whkfa they respond year by 
year to the hoflnenee of the progressive boroecf^ is saflident refutatioa 
of their clwimSi 

Nevertheless, the student shonld be canfhl not to predict pradst 
events until he has had a great deal of practice, and he should 

beware of colouring certain aspects by his own peculiar experience, bias 
or prejudice. In other words he should, like a scientist, take into 
account the " personal equation." He will find his interpretation of 
*< Directions " sometimes fail through his not having allowed for his own 
mental cokmring, or through his want of experience npcm a oertahi linst 
It will be seen fitwn the foregoing that a certain allowance most be 
made for the failure of Directions," through the student's mevitably 
limited knowledge, since none save an Adept can really get into touch 
with the inner motives and internal root of merit " within the 
individual. As the result of a long and very wide experience the Author 
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is convinced that considerably more than half the civilised world respond 
to " Directions " as ordinarily interpreted, and in his current practice 
om oinety per cent, of the *' Directiods ** tuppliad each year prove 
Mtiafiiclacy to eUaiits. However, «■ of the judgments on Nativities 
very nearly mnety-mne per cent, have been pronounced correcti the 
deficit, representing those clients who were not satisfied, is certainly 
evidence that " Directions " sometimes ' fail.' 

Failure will sometimes arise through not attaching sufficient impor* 
tance to the Houses ruled by the planets forming the various aspects, 
and great care will always be necessary to distingnidi between the 
influence of Uie Progressed Horoscope and that of the Nativity. Fce- 
fecence should always be given to the rolers of the mtti houses, and too 
modi stress should never be laid npon the houses governing the 
progressed horoscope, for very few have SO bx advanced as to overcome 
the radical tendencies entirely, though here and there such a person 
may be found, in which case he will respond readily to the progressed 
horoscope. It will therefore be seen that much depends upon the judg- 
ment of the studsnt as to whether he will be snccsssfnl in ascertaining 
how the operating influences will act upon the native. More lies in the 
wUr^nMin of these influences than many students imagine, and it is 
always best to make general predictions only, until the intuition is 
sufliciently active to form correct conclusions. Otherwise, failure must 
inevitably occur until be has bad a very considerable amount of 
experience. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

Patb and Frbb-Will. 

Man is a spirit, or to speak more correctly a SOUL, with a body. 
His " spirit " is free, immortal, undying and permanent, but bis soul is 
impcisoned in the ** matter," or bo^es, through whidi it neoifMts on 
the lowor idanes. Matter is ever-chanc^gi impermaoettt, Umited and 
drcumscribed, hence matter is f<U€d while the spirit is fret. Between 
motive and act, the spirit and the body (or " matter'*), man's soul is at 
some times bound, at others free — never wholly free, nor wholly bound, 
but linked to both states of existence by subtle bonds and thus ever 
harnessed to the Circle or " Wheel" of Necessity. 

Astrologers who have tliottght over the problem of Fate and Wttb^ 
irill express dwr ideas throi^;h symbaUt which serve as steppiog-stooes 
to the higlier and mora metaphysical thoughts of mtbOitm and g^Mm, 

Beginning at the commencement of a solar system the ■* woid'* or 
Logos is symbolised by a point, ( . ) representing the first appearance out 
of the darkness of the Divine Spirit who is about to define and 
circumscribe His universe, which is thus symbolised by the point 
within the circle, (0). From this symbol all other symbols arise, just 
as from Him ail that is to be must come fiorth. AH that exists within 
His Universe (wluch we ordinarily term the eotar system) came from 
Himself, and has no other being apart from Him ; for truly **in Him we 
live and move and have our being." 

He is our fate, our destiny, our only hope and guide; for in essence 
we are but the 'divine fragments' of His life. 

In the solar system are moving planets, archangels, angels, and 
luMts of Other living crea tares besides ourselves and tboee we see on the 
eartii: l>at aU move in the One Spirit Liie. Each monad* is at one 
with every other, and all fbnn one udissoluble whole. 

* This term, here used in the technical sense adopted by Western students of 
Eastern philosophy, may l>e paraphrased as "spiritual individuality" and pertains 
alike to angels and archangels and to plants and animals, as vrell as to man, implying 
the separated fragment of Divine Life which has started on its long pilgrimage tluoush 
" matter "—this word * matter ' applying not only to the matter of this pbyncal world* 
b«t 10 all tlM Mv« planar pbyaicBlt Mtral. BMntal, ate.* of the manUntad anivane. 
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Complexities of character arise from the soul's ideDtification with 
umuf and vuious fiimu of nuittw. ** Th Om Ihmmi mMy" and tba 
aumy wen made aepacate throagh the aheatlis irf mattar in triiich each 
was involved, each sheath of matter belodging to its own plane and 
being colooied and acfanged according to the quality or special natnre of 
that plane. 

There are seven of these 'planes,' each of which is presided over by 
a lord or ruler, and to one or otiier of those lords or rulers all human 
bebgs belong, humanity being divided into seven groups» From each 
of these Rulers emanates a osrtaio ray or cdoar, so that each divine 
monad that we know on eartii as * man * commences hbjoani^ with one 
of these seven primordial rays as a guiding influence and this remains his 
special ' bent ' or ' line of least resistance,' during the whole of his 
pilgrimage through matter. Throughout ages of evolution connected 
with many spheres he rises successively through the mineral, vegetable, 
and mdmal fcingdoms into the human, where, the e ii si ef HWiii stage, he 
commences to *tnrn hiwards*— Co pass back again, or cadier onwaid 
and upward again, through the human once more into the Divine. 

Thnmi^ioiit the ages both Life and Form have been evolving, 
consciousness or life gaining more expansion and greater freedom as it 
gains more aud more liberation from the bondage of the grosser forms of 
matter. At first matter is the stronger and life is apparently the weaker, 
but slowly and gradually the permeates the/om, and finally triumphs 
over it In this strnggte some souls obtain liberation sooner than others. 
Each is free within certain Umits^he Umits, in fact, of the matter in 
which it is encased. 

Each portion of man's sevenfold being corresponds to some other 
portion of the universe. His physical body to the mineral kingdom, 
over which the planet Saturn ( ) presides. His psychical counterpart, 
or envelope through which the life forces play {dkim dMI*) to the 
vegetable kingdom or the Moon (p). His vitality or life-lbroes (^iwm) 
to the Sun (O)* His anhnsl soul or passional nature {tuini Mk) to the 
animal kingdom and the planet Mars (^). His mind and intelligence 
{mental body) to the human kingdom over which Mercury ( 9 ) presides. 
His higher self, and the aura which surrounds the monad always {buddhic 
body) to Jupiter {!(.). And that divine fragment which is in essence 
immortal {(Umic whicU) to Venus ( $ ). Man's consdousnsss may be 
bonndtoanyonoofthasediviskms cf hlmsel4 and while he Mentifies 
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himself with any particular expression or manifestation of himself 
in that direction, so long will he be fated. Ignorance will keep him 
bound to the wheel of &te, knowledge will liberate him. 

The fblknnng article, writtttn fay the authro'e wife tar the pages of 
MtitmA$lnhgy, will form a fitting coodosioo both to this chapter and to 
the topic that has hitherto chiefly engaged us — ^namely, the bearing of 
ekaraeUr on "fate" or "destiny" — and after that we shall leave the 
discussion of the moral and other problems connected with " directions'* 
once for all, and proceed forthwith to the scieatific and practical portion 
of our subject. 

Should there be anj who axe inclined to fancy that too mudi space 
has already been devoted to tiiis aq;iect of the matter, and who are 

impatient to get on to the ** predicting,'* let them be advised to moderate 
tiieir impetuosity, for sooner or later sorrowful expe ri enc e will force them 
to recognise the bearing of such considerations upon every astrdogical 
problem that presents itself. 

To put the matter in a nutshell : just as character furnishes a clue to 
destiny, so does the nativity supply the key to the progressed horoscope. 
Hence a thorough knowledge of the nativity will show In which 
direction knowledge lies, and where Cor that particolar sonl libeiatioB 
may be gained. 



Among the many minds studying Astrology we find two distinct 
typett on the one band the objective or ''practical " mmd that directs its 
attention diiefly towards external appearances and applies its Cunlties to 
a purely utilitarian study of this science ; and on the other, the subjective 
or philosophical mind coming under the influence of Uranus— (that 
truly occult planet), — ^a type of mind which focuses the attention chiefly 
on the metaphysical and spiritual side of a subject, and seeks to under- 
stand, when studying national or individual nativities, the problems of 
lifil and the law of catttation involved. These two types of mbd may 
be l e ip e cU tdy compared to the third and tdntfa honsee of the horoioope. 

The mfageodve or U^ier mind it ever concerned with causes rather 
than their manifiestations, with the essence of things rather than thdr 
form. This type of mind recognises the presence of law everywhere. 
No oo^ it is truei can study Astrokigy for any length of time without to 
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some extent apprehending that the different planetary vibrations 
producing all events in this physical world must be the emanation of 
living entities, carrying out in a greater or lesser degree the divine will. 
Bottbow who tliiiik oat problematotlidrGOBelttiioii an forced to go one 
it^ farther, realisbg that there caa be no such Abg as *' dunoe,** and 
that every happening to the resdt of Congoae«iiMi», acting and reacting 
upon each other according to certain definite and fixed laws. When 
this conclusion has been reached, it sometimes happens that a sense 
of desolation falls down upon the human soul as it realises itself in 
the grip of a passionless Destiny that can be neither intimidated 
nor cajoled, fmding itself apparently the helpless victim of *' blind 
fate." 

There ia a beautiful passage in the MsAaMorste in whidi the great 

warrior and hero Bbishma is depicted lying wounded on the field of 
battle, and holding his life within his shattered form by his own indomi- 
table will, until he considered the aspect of the heavens suitable to his 
departure. While in this state, there drew round him young and old. to 
ask him to teach them, as his wisdom was remarkable. And one among 
the nnmber asked this memorable question : *'TeU aS| oh Bhtshma, of 
two fiicces which is tlie stronger, Bffiirt or Fata ?** Bhtshma gave it aa 
hb opinion that of the two great forces Eflbrt waa the greater, and that 
eiertion wedded to knowledge could overcome Fate. 

Now Fate is not a single force or energy with which we are born as 
something complete at birth, in itself a totality, but on the contrary is a 
constantly changing quantity. Our very nativity changes, unfolds and 
onroUs, different aspects come into play, diftrent vibratiooi fall apon ai, 
bringing clianges of environment, and changes both of character and 
consciousness. Hence the value of rightly directed effort— note the 
qualification, rightly directed effort — at every step on life's journey, 
whereby the one force may often suitably change and transmute the 
other. 

Thus, a person may be born under the complete aspect of the Sun in 
square to Saturn. But as the planets progress he will in the thirtieth 
year of life come under the aspect of the Sun In sextile or trine to 
Saturn. This will considerably modify and reduce the malignancy of 

the square aspect at birth and will afford an opportunity whereby the 
habits formerly set in motion and made concrete under the square of 
Saturn may be broken up : this would bo ail the more patent if Saturq 
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wwe tlM significator at Urth, and the lioroaoop« by pragrass had ebaagid 
the upon the aaoendant Innumerable forther inataiioea could be 
given to show how the horascope is always being modified by the 

progress of the planets, and how one aspect may considerably modify 
another. The person born with the Sun square Saturn at birth, for 
instance, might have that luminary applying to a trine aspect of Jupiter. 
Again, the Moon must pass to a favourable aspect with Jupiter several 
timss during her passage round the zodiac, and thenfora every person 
who reaches the age of twenty-eight, by which time the pcogreated 
Moon anives once mora at her own radical place^ haa during his life 
had several opportunities, indicated by the Moon*a various aspects to 
Jupiter, whether by conjunction, sextile or trine. 

Thus each nativity may be compared to a kaleidoscope, every turn 
causing a new pattern to be formed. What that new pattern is will 
depend partly upon the angle through which the kaleidoscope is turned, 
and partly upon the shapes and odours inherent mental and moral 
tendendee) of the fragments from whkh the pattern is oompoeed. Let 
any one devote a few minutes to the study of this '* child's toy," as it is 
often contemptuously termed, and the meaning of what has been said 
will be brought home to him in a very striking way. Let him take two 
kaleidoscopes and turn them both simultaneously, and see what different 
patterns are formed by the same amount of turning, and he will then 
understand the better how life holds audi difieniit posaifaililiea fer 
two difieient people. No better illustiatioo of a h ocoacope and its 
progression could be i^ven* 

Predictions about the future sometimes fail, and yet they woik out 
fairly accurately in the majority of cases. Why is this ? Because most 
people drift along the stream of life, never taking themselves in hand at 
all — the mind or the emotions entirely ruling them, instead of their being 
able to some extent to dominate both mind and emotions. Such persons 
cdlapss nndsr disaslsr, or sit tamdy down without opposiag tiie force by 
will and by exertion and effort on their own part. On the other hand, 
we have casss on record where (for example) a man, though under a train 
of evil aspects toucliing bis position and circumstances which threatened to 
completely ruin him, made every exertion and spared no effort, displaying 
indomitable courage and perseverance, so that what to another would 
have been a crushing defeat became with him success, for by sustained 
effort and sCnngth of wilt he overcame the opposing forces at test and 
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obtained employment of a remunerative kindi even in the teeth of very 
" bad " aspects.* 

It is true that thara aro some things that we aumoi avoid. The 
desires of the past and the thoughts of the past may have been terribly 
strong, and death may have suddenly cut off the actions resulting bam 
those thoughts and desires. Then, on the reappearance of the man 
or woman on the physical stage, the event must and will happen, 
directly opportunity gives the forces previously set going a chance of 
showing themselves. 

It has ever bsen a problem vesing the minds of students of Astrology 
as to why certain aspects act in a marked manner in the case of one 
person, yet do not appear to take effect in the case of another. Let us 
suppose two men had exactly the same bad aspects in their nativity. 
The one struggled with all his force and energy to overcome the adverse 
influences, while the other did nothing whatsoever. Think you the 
result would be the same in both cases ? By no means, for the one 
making every exertion be possibly couldi would be calling forth new 
force to transmute and change the other, and even if he could not quite 
wrest victory from defisat would at least be able to avert the full 
measoK of the calamity. If this were not so, we slioald be forced into a 
position of blind fatalism, so that if we saw from his nativity that some- 
one whom we were tending in illness could not possibly recover, we might 
leave him severely alone, without nurse or provision, saying the person 
must die and all efforts would be useless. 

But that would be a fiital enor. It Is our duty in audi a case to 
leave no stone unturned to seek to save that UCb. For it may be that 
our will and skill employed may supply just the force that will turn the 
balance. And whether it proves so or not we should have the conacions- 
ness of duty perfectly rendered. Indeed, the activity of the moment 
makes all the difference, and we should do all that is possible at a crisis 
to counteract undesirable iniluences, remembering that each person's will 
IsafijKaittthennlverae. Mbrt is grsater than Fate. Fateisnotthat 
rigki, unbending monster that we set up for ourselves, but Is capable of 
being m odi fied an d indeed Is dianghg at every moment. 

If we each fdt our own inherent divini^ strong from within, we 
should each have more power to act. Let us use well the liberty and

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fireedom we have, and not bind oaraelvee to much bf the ihacklet of 
fiite. Let 08 tiy to andentud the law and tlwa wmrk with it. Wfaeo 
we have sufficient knowledge to do thu we shall be mastert of Fate^ 

which will then be oar wilUng servant. We are helpless because we do 
not know, because we do not understand, that there is One Universal 
Law working: the Law op Good, and that to that law we must conform 
ourselves. 

Let us remember that after all it is the attitude of the mind to 
evwts that roallj matters, end not the events tbemselves. The sea 
batiher who is inexperienced, or too rash, may be overthrown by the 
surf before he has even fully realised his danger, or on attempting to 
swim maj have bis back broken by the inrolling breaker. As for the 
timid, he will never venture in beyond his knees. But the well-trained 
swimmer knows how to choose his steps as he wades through the 
surf, he keeps his eyes ever on the approaching wave, and just as its 
ctest towers over him he plunges boldly into it— and the ardiing 
glasqr «*U that threatened a moment ago to dash him to ineces goes 
thnndering harmlesiljr beUnd, whilst he himself emerges freriiened sad 
exhiUrated by the encounter ! , So if we meet dangers and difHculties 
with courage and resolution they will work us little harm, while backed 
by skill and judgment they may become lifting forces rather than 
crushing blows. When we see a misfortune coming, let us not lose 
hope and so allow ourselves to be cmshed by it, but let us be strong 
and make it a ke^ If «ve tried to ad^ onrsdves to things and drcnm- 
stanoes and people, the stnun of lib would be much easier to bear. Let 
us try to understand the laws of life, those unseen laws that guide human 
evolution. The ignorant man must drift and become the victim of 
faite, but fate is burnt up by knowledge. Still, it requires strength to act 
according to law rather than impulse ; great strength to forgive and think 
kindly of an enemy; greater strength to pardon all wrong-doers ; greater 
Strength still to control tke mind, letting only pure thoughts and pure 
desires kold sway; greatest strength of all to pnt the personality on one 
aide and do right at any cost. 

If we are to oooqner fate in the future we shall all have to become 
graduates in the science of life, to understand and obey the law of 
harmony, to burn up all the evil that comes to us, transmuting it into 
good by sending out vibrations of peace in return. But many of us need 
Strength ; rarely can an astrokiger tdl a penMo of s misfortune likely 
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to fall upon him because in most cases he could not stand it ; it would 
be too great a shock, and he would live in constant fear. And yet 
such a person often exclaims, " I wish I knew all my past Uves I " 
Suppon that they iai duit visbn, and law a tbundar doud of past 
wmig>doiog about to dbchargo its ccmfents on them-^wlif, thdr 
prwent lila would know no peaca or comlbrt 1 No, it is only whan 
tha soul has become indifferent to pain and pleasure as it affects 
the personal self, that the past can become known. For in very truth 
we meet our prosent lives better because the past is hidden. All 
action is the ripened fruit of the past, aod if we would control action 
or late wa must first oontiol desire and tiiottght, which axa tha seeds 
of action ; tot aooordiog to the seed we sow so must the reaping be. 
Henoe, as wa do not know the past and thus can only dimly gauge tbe- 
luture, it ia well to act without the " incubus of fate " banging over 
us. To judge with our best mind, to put forth our best efforts, re- 
membering always that no event can really injure us except when we 
allow despair and want of hope to crush us. It is that that defeats 
us, and not "fMa.** There are many sad cases to be read in the daily 
papers of psopla who through desptur have comnutted snidde, just at tha 
very moment when help was on its way towsrds them. Let us 
ever bear in mind that " Man's extremity is God's opportunity." 

For any student of Astrology to say: "Oh, I have this bad 
aspect in my nativity ! " or, " My horoscope is such a very unlucky 
one, and therefore I cannot help myself," is to deliberately fall under 
the wheels of the chariot of Fate, instead of electing to be oneself tha 
charioteer. There is a certain hw known to occultists which shows 
that the h oroscope of birth only teprasents us «i m w$r$, not as aw 
•M to>day. We are all in advance of our nativities, for the past over- 
laps the present ; and it is the soul's inner attitude, its present thoughts 
and aspirations which rtaliy matter, as these determine its future 
nativity. 

When sliali we rightly understand and apply the great truth that 
*' morality is sdenoe applied to conduct,** and that its kws are based on 
fundamental principles fai nature? When we do this we shall be ruling 
our stars in very truth, for as we become harmonious we cannot vibrate 
with an inharmonious nativity. A generous soul cannot be born with a 
mean horoscope, and viu versd, for this earth plane is the field of action 
of spiritual forces, and this wonderful play of life in action that we call 

B 
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stdlur influences ever vorks towards the devdopment and onloldinent of 
conscioiianeaa. 

Let co-operation with these spiritual forces be our aim. Life is 

given us " to do the will of God," says a writer. But it is more than 
that, it is — fo become \t ! When we apply our science to conduct and 
are giants in morality we sliall then be Masters of Destiny, and Fate 
will be our servant. 
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CHAPTER V. 

Thb Author's Systsm. 

EvBKY horoflcope is progreaaivei This is no speculative hypothesis 
but u actual matter of fiict For «vmi if a aool been into tiie irarld 
nadotdy nfbsed to make p rog resB on its own accoimt, the pragiws of 
mtnre would inevitably carry it beyond the stage into which it wai 

bom ; infantile complaints, enforced changes of mood on the part of 
the parents, new environment, altering conditions and fresh faces would 
all do their silent worlc of affecting the matter in which that soul was 
imprisoned. 

Hence no aonl can continua in azactly the same state. Changat in 
climate and temperature, tlie growtli of the body, intercfaangie of pbysical 
and otlMr particles with other human tieiogs* all these must and do 
influence, modify and affect tlw soul, »MA«r tki wmd n ctmrim 4/ d «r 
wt. 

At birth, the planets impress their especial modes of vibration upon 
the ether and the matter which is drawn around the incoming Ego. 
Bach day, month, and year after birth tlieM natal oentras are lieing 
unceasingly modified and afiected, both by the pragresrive m otions 
of tlM pfawets and lominaiies and also by the daily transits and aspects 
of fresh planetary influences over and to the places marked at birth. 

What is it, then, that is marked at birth ? 

A child is born, aud at the first breath which is independently taken 
it btarts upon a cycle that is its own. The first inrush of Prana, or 
positive breath, contains the Solar breath. If the Sun at birth is 
throwing ita raya in a benefic or adverse aspect to a powerful planet, the 
Prana is chai^ged witii this planet's influence. At tlie first inhalation 
there ia also a Lunar breath charged with the Lunar influences. Into 
every pore of the skin, into every atom of the body, there is an indrawing 
of the electric and magnetic atmosphere upon which the influences of ail 
the planets impinge. Upon each degree of the Zodiac as it rises upon the 
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horizon with the turning of the earth on its axis— which degree acts as 
a talisman ihroughut the life o( each form born at that moment into the 
world — all other rising and settinpf or planetary motions and lunar cycles 
have their effects, either modifying or accentuating its own inherent 
nature, and thus extracting or suppressing its own essential qualities. 
This degree, the Asoendanttis thus the keystooe of the whole nativitj, 
fat in it are syntiiedsed flie whole of the mnltifiuious etements of 
the natal chart, «/wJUpAlilif«li«» Maid d^^JSi^ Thus 
the nativity is truly called the ' radix,* the Root, out of which each 
Pragressive Horoecope springs as do the leaves npon the branches of a 



These considerations have been put as emphatically as possible — for 
it is impossible to overrate their importance. It is not too much to 
say that tiiey conatitntethe fioundation of tiie whole subject of ''directing*' 
(as it is usually termed), end the student will do well befbie going 
fnrtiier to recapllulate what has been sdd. For if he once firmly 
impresses upon himself the principles here enunciated he will not make 
the mistake that so many do, of expecting from " Directions" that which 
is not promised by the Nativity. A great teacher has said '* Men do not 
gather grapes of thorns, nor figs of thistles," and this truth is just as 
applicable to the study of horoscopes as in other departments of life. 
Let it be said once mors, the nativity te the Root fiom wliidi all fatnrs 
manifesting must spring, and according as it is a vine, a fig tree, a bramble 
stodc or a furze stem, so must we expect grapes or figs or priddes. 

Let us think of the world as a living entity floating in space amidst 
other planets and around the Sun, the atmosphere around the earth 
extending for some considerable distance but enclosed in a shell through 
which the rays of the Sun penetrate. The solid earth may be thought 
of as the joOc and the atmosphere as thsirinte of an egg. wlule the shdl 
of tiie hitter will reprassnt the etheric garment which ooofines the 
atmosphere to the earth. Withfai this shell we find (i) Tk$ Afmnfkm 
in its various forms of density, each sphere interpenetrating the others, 
and consisting of air and ether, and (2) The Earth, consisting of land and 
seas, the two together supplying the four ancient ' elements,' Fire, 
Earth, Air and Water (or etheric, solid, gaseous and liquid matter 
respectively) and corresponding to the first four signs of the zodiac, 
ilftet Tmm$f GmM, Omar. Outride of the earth's wghact there are 
other pknets revdvbg, each having a special vibratioo or influence of 
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itB own, and aflfecting the earth and the other planea each hi its own 
peculiar manner. 

The solar system is one Great Family, composed of 0, 9 , 9,0,' 
SiUt b > 9> y> snd X)> each possessing the same essence or spirit as its 
centre but a different colouring and mode of influence according to 
the arrangement of the matter composing its body and atmosphere. 
Observation and close study have enabled astrologers not only to 
distinguish a great di£brence in tlia nature of each planet's influence 
bat also to nnderstand the essential nature of thess difisrencss. Thns 
It} is proved bj «iperience to havs a cold, binding and restricting 
influence, ^ on the contrary a hot, expansive and explosive influence. 
Again, 71 is a warm, temperate and harmonising planet, ? a brightening, 
cheerful and loving influence, while 5 conies between these four, and acts 
as a receiver for each in turn, absorbing and reproducing the influence in 
a mors or less modified conditioo, it bsbg fonnd to aflect the mind 
more directly than anj of the fdanets. 

AU these varying influences have been fully described in the 
pravious books of this series, but it is imperative that we should be fully 
conversant with the nature of each planet in its radical influence before 
we attempt to study its eflfect in directions. For, as has been hinted before, 
unless the student is capable of judging the nativity with tolerable 
aocnraqrtit will be quite hopeless fiir ham to attempt to determine the 
natnra of the ** dheetions *' ariaing therefrom.' 

Tub Sun and His Influbncb in *' Dirbctions." 

The Stm is the ruler of the Will and Motive or Moral power, that 
which is summed up as the Individuality, the solar rays being coloured 
and modified according to the sign through which they were passing at 
birth. This Individuality is either permanent in its expression of the 
mind, or unstable and c/umguAUt according to the suge of the native's 
pru g ress in evdntion. It is modified by the planets aspeeting the Son, 
in the same manner that the iDslings and smotjons are modified by the 
planetary positions and aspects affecting the Moon. 

The pure Individuality of all human beings is represented by the 
Sun apart from the sign through which any one soul receives its rays 
during any separated earth-life. For the Sun is the true Ego, the immortal 
and undying part of all life and consciousness, a proof, when realised, 
that we ate all one hi essnoe dioqgh wanifasting diflsfsotly. The solar 
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rays come direct from the Sun, but the Moon borrows its light from the 
Sun, having no light of her own, and therefore in this sense the Sun is 
giver of all life and consciousness. Both light and heat, and similarly 
both intallact and fading, all have their primal source in the Sunt whose 
lays— whether physicali astral, or tnental'the Moon and Planets receive 
and break op or modify according to their nature and rate of vibration. 

The Son may be considered as the life of the mind, the highest 
centre man can reach while he is hum-in, and is that which may be 
conveniently considered the Individuality in each human being. There 
is but One Mind, the Universal Mind, which is the Wisdom of God. 
Man reoeivea at much of that mind as he can absorb or express through 
his mmd, body and desire nature, bdng limited in bis expression on 
the physical plane by the law (rf Kama, 

The passage of the Sun [mind] through each of the signs [desire] 
colours the Universal Mind according to the particular nature of that 
sign and so man uses (or abuses) his mental powers according to his 
degree of ignorance or enlightenment — in other words, according to his 
desire nature, whether it be pure or impure. The foUoMringclasuiication 
will explain this 
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Patriotism, heroism, love of tnitb, intellectaal

The Moon is a symbol of the instinctual consdoosness in each 
individual and represents the lower mind as the Personality, with all its 
sensations, feelings, and emotions. She is ever changing, fluctuating, and 
akering the moods of those who come more or less under her influence. 

The positioii of the Moon at birth will denote the nature of the 
native's perBonal fsdhigB and hia power to respond to external vibrations 
— dtber from the planet or planeta hi aspect to her, or the vibrations 
of the quality of the sign in which she was placed at that time. The 
influence of Mars to the Moon will expand the feelings and intensify the 
response to sensation, sensation chiefly of the physical and psychic 
order. The influence of Saturn on the other hand will contract, restrain 
and chill or subdue the feelings and emotions ; Jupiter will temperately 
expand and harmonise the feelings, raidng them to a high level of 
morality and pure sentiment. Venus will make the feelings pleasurable, 
cheerful, refined and joyous. Mercury will raise the feelings and emotions 
and blend them with the intellect, either for good or evil according to the 
nativity. Uranus and Neptune will also affect the Moon according to 
the condition of the nativity ; but as the average man is only slightly 
aflected bj these two planeta, little must be expected firom them in most 
casss, except in the caseof severe affliction by either, which will prodoce 
calamity, disagreements or losses. 

The Moon in the signs of the zodiac will tinge the soul or personality 
according to the nature of the sign it is in, and the aspects of the planets 
will increase the sensuousness, or purity, of the emotions according to 
the nature of the aspect and the planet concerned. The sign occupied 
by the Mooo will modify or accentuate the aspscts according to the 
quality of the rfgn, aa follows

The Mood affects the fancf, the speech and the expressive side of 

the nature generally whenever sensation or personal feeling is concerned. 
She is therefore very easily modified by the influence of any of the other 
planets, graduating from coarse and vulgar sensations through feelings 
■ensttous, sympathetic and refined, to the purest emotions and the 
lofdast moral exprewion of the muI. This maj be imaged by the Moon 
waxing and waning, by her changes and motions from New Moon to 
Full, when she receives most light from the Sua. Bat in all cases she 
should be studied as the Personality, or that fleeting, transient part of 
the nature which is impermanent, changeable, and inconstaut. She 
is therefore the representative of the native during the one physical 
earth-life, in which experience is being gathered and garnered for 
pfmansot espnssioa through the mind or Individoality. 

Thb Pioorbssivb Angus. 

The Mid-lMftven and the Ascendant and their opposite points, 
technically laioini as tbn "angles" of a horoscopei are fixed points of 
tho celestial sphsin^ and their sodiacal position is decided by the moment 
of birth ; it is therefore essential that the exact moment of birth be 
•ocorately ascertained, by a proper rectification of the hocosoope^ if 
necessary. 

(See Astrology for Alt, Part 11., chapter Vill. ; also the article 
on "Rectification" in MoosaN Astrology, Vol. II., New Series.) 
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These points are really the points of intersection with the zodiac of the 
meridioiMlaiid horiaootal circles respectively ; they serve tonuurk off the 
space around the earth in the plane of the Inrthplace at the given time ; 
thej dedde the natore of the Houses b each nativity, and also» what is 
scarcely less important, the exact portions of the Planets as n^ards 
these Houses. 

Each day after birth represents one wliole year of life. During that 
time, the M.C. (as the midheaven is called) has progressed about one 
degree. The astronomical reason for this is clearly explained in 
Astrology for All, Part U,, page 8. 

Hence In any givm nomber of years, the M.C. will have advanced 
about an equal number of degrees, and this advanced M.C. is what is 
meant by the term * Progressed Midheaven ' or * prog. M.C 

At the same time, the Ascendant will also have similarly advanced, 
hut not always quite at the same rate, as a reference to a " Table of Houses " 
for the place of birth will show. This advanced ascendant is then the 
* Pragcessed AseendaiU.* 

In a snbaequent diapter the method of cahmbtting this will be 
explained in a way that adnuts of no difficulty being encountered. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

ThB PitOGllBSSION OF THB HOKOSCOPB. 

The movement of the signs and planets away from the places they 
occupied in the horoscope of birth is due to two factors ; first, to the 
rotation of the earth on its axis, whereby all the heavenly bodies appear 
to rise, cnlnuiMte, and set ; and Bocoiid, to tha ravolntioii of the variooB 
bodiea in their orlnts, the Moon nNind tlie earth, and ttie earth and 
planets round the Snn. 

Upon these two movementa are based the two chief systems of 
directing followed at the preaent daj, the ao^alied Piimary and 
Secondary systems. 

I. Pfogmswit hy Axud Rtt&Hoitt 

This system is so fully described in Section D. of this book 
that very Httle need be said of it here. In order to understand how the 
earth's rotation forms directions, it is necessary to grasp clearly the 
diatuiodoii between aodiacal and mnndane posttion. If the horoscope of 
the PrinceM of Wales (p. eS) is taken by way of illustration, it will be 
seen that the toduutl position of the Moon is 8^X23' and that its mmiUm 
position is about the middle of the ascendant. Similarly the iodiacal 
position of Neptune is I4°T2i' and its munJatu position about a quarter 
of the house space below the cusp of tlic second house. The effect of 
the earth's axial rotation upon any heavenly body in the horoscope is to 
separate xodiaeal position from mundane position. In the pcesent 
bstsnosi the Moon's iodiacal place gradnaUy rises ; and when 8"X S3' is 
exactly on the cnsp of the ascendant, the direction ** asc. d D sod.** will 
be formed. At the same time, Neptune will be passing out of the sscond 
house into the first; and when ^''tsi' occupies the same mundane 
position (about the middle of the ascendant) as that which was occupied 
at birth by S^'h 23', the direction " ]) d y zod. " will be formed, lioth these 
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are conjunctions, but aspects are similarly formed. For instance, when 
the Moon's place has risen above the ascendant, it will enter the twelfth 
honse; and when 8°K 23' has arrived at the mundane position wbicli was 
occupied at birth by 14*^2 1'» the direction *< X) □ will befonned* 

In this STstem, the eo-called * mimdane* directioiis diflbr from the 
precedhig in being based upon mundane aspects instead of upon zodiacal 
aspects. For instance, the zodiacal square of Neptune, as we have just 
seen, is i4">5'2i', but its mundane square is a point the same proportional 
distance below the cusp of the eleventh house as Neptune was at birth 
below the cusp of the second. When the Moon reaches this pointi the 
NHMNfafw direction ]>□ V will be formed. 

The rules fat working this system are so framed as to show how 
many degrees of Right Ascension pass across the meridian while a f^wa 
direction is being formed ; and these are then converted into years and 
months by means of the " measure of time," which ia alx>ut one degree 
for each year of life. 

II. Pn^aumt by OriiUil Rm^uUoit, 

The revolutions of the earth, moon, and planets in their orbits bring 
about great changes in the positions of the various heavenly bodies; 
they take up new places in the signs and houses, and form new aspects 
among themselves. These changes are tabulated in order, are classified, 
and then interpreted acooxdhig to the rules given fortiber on. The 
nwasoreof timeinthissyston is one day. That is to say, the changes 
among the heavenly bodies during the first day of life qrmbolise the 
events that will occur during the first year of life ; the second day, the 
second year ; and so on. 

The Princess of Wales was born on May 26tb, 1867, 11.59 p.m., at 
Kensington Palace. 

If a new map of the heavens be calcnlated Sox one complete day 
UOer, May aytb, zz.59 p.in., it will iorm what is called a "Progressed 
Horoscope " corresponding to the data when the Princess was one year 
of age, on May 26th, 1868. 

A map for ten complete days after birth will form a Progressed 
Horoscope for ten years of age. 

A map for twenty*six complete days alter birth, will form a 
Prpgressed Horoscope for twinty«six years of age. This will be 
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calculated for Juim aistp 1867, at zi.59 p.m.; and will meason to May 
afitb, 1893. ^ oMUPest birthday to the date of the Princesafs 
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Pri»uuafWdtt, PngrtmtHtmto^Hmify'axyimafi^. sul/«w, 1867. 11.59 /.m. 
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marriage (July 6th, 1893). This map is given here, and it shows at a 
glance the changes that have taken place in the houses, signs, and 
planets. 

In calcolnting this map, as wdl as the hotoaeope of birth* the 
teoorded birth time, KX.59 p.m., is assumed to be Greenwich Mean Time ; 
and as the Inrth place was about 51 seconds in time West, the tnw local 
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meantime of birth would b« iihrs. 5miD. Qsecs., for which latter time, 
therefore, must the houses of horoscope be computed. 

A comparison of the two horoscopes will show that the ascendant has 
progressed to the end of Pisces (the Prince's ascendant is the beginning 
of Aiies) and the cusps of the other hooaet have altered proportioiiately. 

The method of tabukting dbections bom two audi mapa aa theae 
will be explained in Chapter VII.,* but in the mea nt i m e it may be 
mentioned that in this caae the following aie the chief directiona 
significant of maniage, 



The letter p. after a planet refers to the progressed horoscope ; the 
letter r., the radical horoscope (that of birth). These two directions 
thereiinra signify that the progressed Swi is in sextile to the progressed 
Mars ; and that the progiessed Venus has advanced to the conjmiction 
of the radical Smi. These are both very characteristic of such an event 
as marriage. 

A comparison of tlie two horoscopes will show that the mid-heaven 
and the Sun both advance, roughly speaking, about one degree per 
annum ; the rate of advance of the ascendant depends upon whether a 
sign of long or short ascension is rising. But the fact that there should 
be any advance at all of the angles of the horoscope at the end of each 
complete day is extremely important; for it ahows that although tiie 
primary method ci progression by axial rotation can be nominally 
separated from the secondary method of progression by orbital revolution, 
in reality the two go on together, are perfectly co-ordinated, and the 
second includes and necessitates the first. 

As we have seen, if a progressed horoscope be drawn for each 
sncceedve day of life, the mid>h«aven is found to have advanced about 
one degree in each map. At thia rat^ at the end of 365 days, the cusps 
of the houses will have performed one complete rotation, and the signs 
will be found again as they were at birth. The complete rotation 
which takes place once every day, also takes place once every year; the 
day is, as it were, spread out over the year, and made to measure the 
year. All the directions that are included in the primary system, without 
a single exception, am also involved in the secondary system. The 
separation of the two q^strais is only a matter of convenlraee, because 
diCGstent methods of calcufetioo have to ba fallowed ; but there is no 
such separatioD iq nature ; th^ are two halves of one whole* 
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Table of Rotations.

This table illustrates the rotation of the day, and compares it with 
that of the year. Starting with the Princess of Wales's horoscopei the 
iiiid>heaven of which ia6° f , it shows that two hours after Inrth the mid* 
heaTon hasadvanoed one sign ; four houn after, two aigDs; and bo od, 
until it describes a complete drde in twentf-fonr hours. Starting again 
from birthf if a new horoscope be drawn one calendar month afterwards, 
at the same hour and minute as at birth, the mid-heaven will be found 
to have advanced one sign ; two months after birth, two signs ; and so 
on, until this also describes a complete circle in twelve months. The 
circle of the day is thus prolonged over the year, and any given two hours 
of the day may be shown to correspo n d to a monUi of the 'year. The 
other booses of the horoscope of coarse fUIow the motion of tiie mid- 
heaven, as may be seen by reference to a Table of Houses for Z^ndon ; 
but for the sake of brevity only the mid-heaven is shown here. 

These two rotations go on together. Starting from the moment of 
birth, the meridian describes one complete circle, and returns to its 
radical position at the same hour and minute the next day, plus its 
advance of aboot one dsgree. During the second day of life a second 
rotation occurs, and the meridian has advanced another dsgne at 
end of it. On each day, therefore, there is the diumal rotation, which 
given in the first half of the table, and the increase of one degree, the 
day's proper proportion of the annual rotation, given in the second half 
of the table. 

In calculating progressed horoscopes, the student must not forget 
that, be twe e n any coasecutive two of thmn, one complete diurnal rotation 
|tts tsken place, during which all those vomUttarigns of pontSons wfaidi 
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constitute primary directions have been formed and dissolved. This 
diurnal rotation between the progressed horoscope for one birthday and 
that tor the next, corresponds, of course, to the interveDing year of life, 
«t the rate of two hours to the mooth. The months when malefics or 
their radical idaoaa are angular in this diurnal rotation are unfortunate ; 
and it has been shown that the ascendant calculated in this way is 
sometimes the same as the actual rising sign at the moment of some 
important occurrence. For cases bearing upon the moment of death, 
treated in this way, see Modern Astrology, Vol. II. (New Series), p. 311. 

If the question be asked why these changes among the heavenly 
bodies Should correspond to the events of life, we find ourselves compelled 
to assume that it is because nmiUur changes are taking place within the 
man himself. At birth, the subtle forces operating in man'a Iwdy, and 
constituting his characteristics and powers physically expressed, answer 
exactly to the positions of signs and planets ; and Natal Astrology is 
simply an interpretation of the latter in terms of the former, of planets 
and signs in terms of character and fate. After birth, changes at once 
begin to take place within the man, anaweiuig to aimilar dumges 
occuning outside him In the heavens. We ave i^tparently driven to the 
conclusion that thoae sets of changes which, in the univerae, the 
maCfOOOSa, take place in a day, in man, the microcosm, are spread out 
over a year. So that when such a direction as the conjunction of the 
Sun with Venus takes place (as in the Princess's horoscope) twenty-six 
days after birth, the similar subtle changes within the living human 
being are not completed until twenty-six years of age ; and thb is why 
the direction measures to the event. 

If we ttiambe the experiences through which a man passes, we find 
that they are diviaUe into two dasses; events originating within 
himself, due to changes of character or conduct, good or bad, over which 
he has, or ought to have, control ; and events forced upon him by his 
environment, and over which he has no control. As an illustration of 
occurrences belonging to the first of these classes, we may take trouble 
cansed by some txpnuuM of ill-temper on hb part, or pleasure resulting 
from some manifestation of aflfection or benevotence. As an illustratioo 
of the second class, there are such events as sudden death in a railway 
accident, or the inheritance of a title by the eldest son of a peer; for 
over these he has no control. Of late years there has been a growing 
tendency to interpret the horoscope, both radical and progressed, in terms 
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of character and its modifications. This is as it sboald be ; for, as the 
world at large very well knows, most of our troubles are more or less our 
own fault ; that is to say, they belong mainly to the first of the two 
classes just mentioned. Events that belong solely to the second class are 
comparatively few ; and Uttm cannot bo mncii doabt that Astrology in 
the past has been far too fatalistic, fu too much inefined to regard all 
evonis CavMhadowod hi Hhm horaacopa as if tbof won a neoaamy and 
onavoidable fate. The Gteat Afchitect of the Universe can bring 
events to pass through a man's own actions as wdl as through those 
occurrences which he cannot control. 

It is easy to see how those subtle changes within a man's own being, 
to which reference has previously been made, can produce changes of 
mood* temper* dhpoeition, character ; how one change may oondnce to 
britability, anotiier to diqikya of afiectioo, a tiiird to de^oodenc^, and 
so on ; and how corresponding events may lesnlt finwi theee. The 
second class of events, those that cannot be averted, necessitate our belief 
in the intervention of those superhuman controllers of man's destiny who 
are appointed to carry out the divine will and purpose in evolution. The 
suggestion has been made that possibly the two systems of directing, the 
pchnary and secondary, may correspond lo the twodasses of events ; tiie 
fanner to tiie inevitable occurrences and thektter to those resulting firom 
modifications of character and mood. But this is at present only con- 
jecture —though it indicates a profitable time of research Cor enthusiastic 
students. 

Readers interested in the points here raised will find some interest- 
ing suggestions in Appendices II. and V. at the end of this book, in the 
ibrmec of which is givsn an easy way of determining the principal 
<* primary ** directions for any year. 
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CHAPTER VII. 



An ExAMPts OP THE Calculation op a Progrbssbd Hokoscopb, pkom

It will no doubt assist the reader if an enmple is given of the 
manner of calculating the Progressed Horoscope : and it will perhaps be 
well also to show how the aspects should be computed and set down in a 
systematic manner, so that important ones do not get overlookedi as 
might otherwise liappen.

We will suppose that we require the Progressed Horoscope for the 
year 1907. We will not introduce the expression "47th year of life," 
because one is apt to get muddled between the two years, that in which 
a man is in (say) his " 47th year " and the year following, when he is " 47 
TSBis old ": the method given avoids that difficulty.

The date last given is the one we want, since it furnishes the P.H.

The Progressed Horoscope is therefore to be calculated for 5.49 a.m.,

IMPORTANT NOTE. 

At this point it becomes possible to introduce a modification which 
HMtns a great saving of labottr wiwre many maps have to be eateidated, 
and wiiidi need lead to no coniiiaion or mistake if reasonable care is 

In order to avoid any possiUe mtBnnderstancHng let us explain all 

in detail. In the given map,

oonaeqnently if the planets' places were calculated for any time between 
tliese two dates, say 5.49 p.m., 32/9/'6o, they would represent the 
progressed places of those planets on a date between August ylh, 19061 
and August 7th, 1907 ; namely, in this instance, February 7th, 1907. 

All this is quite obvious, or if not, a moment's thought will make it 
dear. In the same way, thereibcep if tills process is reversed, tiie planets* 
places coold be ascertained so as to correspond to any date desired^ 
January ist, 1907, for instance. But the most useful application that 
can be made of this principle is, to utilise the position of the planets just 
as they are given in the Ephemeris, ia., lot mean noon, Greenwich time 
(G.M.T.) on any date. 

For, to take the horoscope we are dealing with, if 5.49 a.m. 
measures to August yth, and twenty-four hours is, as has besn shown, 
equivalent to one year (ahzs.« i month : 4 mins.«z day), it is dear that 
noon will measure to three months and two days later, •*.«., November 9th. 
Hence, if we take the planets' places as given in the Ephemeris for 
noon on September 22nd, i860, we shall have their " progressed positions' 
corresponding to November 9th, 1906, which is quite near enough 
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to the commcncCTien t of 1907 for oar purpose. For the sake of 
distinction we will csll this date of the year corresponding to noon on the 
lay on which the P.H. fidls due (November 9th in this case) the 

'limiting date." 

It can easily be seen what a saving of time this means — when 
calculating the progressed maps for a family of peoplci for instance — ^for 
instead of making any calculations whataoem, as regards the planets, 
one has only to copy out the degrees and minutes exactly as they are 
l^ven in the Ephemeris. 

Clearly, of coursOt if the given time of birth in this case had been 
p.m., noon would have measured to 3 months and 2 days before August 
7th, namely, May 5th. Similarly any other time can be adjusted to noon 
by considering the progressed horoscope to date from the equivalent 
portion of the year, instead of from the birthday, as it otherwise would. 

N,B. (i) It is important to avoid the error of computuig the hmt$ 
for noon; as Itas been shown in the calculation given above, th^ 
must be reckoned for the actual time at birth, or p.m. as the 
cass may be, on the given day — which latter, by the way, has by some 
been called The Progressed Birthday, a very convenient term. 
(2) Another important thing is to understand clearly that such a 
horoscope is a " makeshift," a convenience, and not a true astronomical 
figure. In order to avoid any con fa sion , it is advisable to write 
the letters P.A.N. {jfimuh at jmm> boldly in the centre of the figure: 
otherwise all sorts of ndstakes might be made, especially if the map 
were shown to anyone without explanation. (3) Further, if one desires 
to include the Part of Fortune, that must be properly calculated for the 
correct time, though the moon's place itself may be given its noon 
position in the map. (4] As can easily be seen, the trut Progressed 
Ascendant at the date given, November 9th, would be about 11' more 
than b here shown, namely vg, 39.10; similarly, the true progressed 
M.C. should be n ^.53; but it is scarcely necessary to trouble about 
such precision of detail in ordinary cases. (5) In the case oj Fitnigm 
Horoscopes, the stuJtnt must be carejul to calculate his " limiting date" as we 
have called it, by the difference between — not the given Local or Standard time 
of birth, but — the equivaUnt G.M.T. of birth and {Greenwich) Noon of the 
day uud4ir coHsidoratioH. Neglect of this pnauttum in the cau of American 
ApfMMjl^i/tr flM^en^ wvM ikrom a d c mta H om Mrt ikm moiitkt or mm.

the zodiacal symbols being placed as shown for the sake of clearness. 
The columns headed "(t.15)" are formed by adding or subtracting 
fifteen to the adjacent number; thus, in the first column, 28 — I5=»i3; 
16—15 = 1; 84-15 = 23, and so on. The Moon's position is given 
separately at the foot, aad wfll be conaidered later. 
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Tlw OM of this teUtt is «8 follows:— The figons in aU the oolainiis 
r e p went those urtdch alone can indicate any complete aiqiect. If Ihitn- 

fore on taking the planets in order, the figures given on the right are also 
found in either of the left-hand columns, there is a possibility of those 
two being in aspect. This possibility can thus be seen at a glance and 
calls for no reckoning, while a moment's thought will show whether or no 
they really aio in a^ect or not.* 

We ficst find the aqwcts of progressed i^nets and co^ to radical, 
and next the aspects of tiie pcogresaed amoi^ themselves. 

For instancei in column F " Asc. p. " is seen to be 29. A glance to 
the left shows us ^ 29 in column B ; and a further glance, that these 
are K and respectively. Accordingly we write down, " Asc. p. g ^ r., 
□ M.C. p." We find no other 29 in either of the left-hand columns ;

And so we proceed, taking the planets in order one after the othefi 
and nierring the progressed planets first to the ndical, and afterwards 
to the reooaining progressed planets. 

This plan may seem tedioas in description, but it Is very shnple in 
actnal use. In reckoning up the aspects, the simplest plan Is to tahe 
thenumbers given in columns F and G against the planet whose progressed 
position is being considered. Cast the eye first down column B, and if 
either of the numbers appears, a possible aspect to a radical planet or 
angle is indicated, which if confirmed on examination is enterad on this 
list : next, the same procees is repeated with column F, which will show 
in the same way any aspect to a pntgrtssed planet or angle. A fow 
minutes' practice will render this both rapid and easy. 

Remember this : figures occurring both in columns B and F indicate 
V, ^, □, A, A or 8 : figures occurring both in columns B and G (or 
A and F) indicate only Z, y , or no aspect at all.

As to the lunar Aspects, since the Moon moves in a year (day) 
twelve or thirteen degrees, it is advisable to set out each degree passed 
through during that time, and also the ± 15 degrees corresponding 
thereto, remembering that each after the first will bXL due ahoat a month 
later, so that the last in the fist, if it dundd prove to be in aspect to any 
planet, would not come uito operation till about October, 1907. This 
has been clearly shewn in the example list just given. 

No doubt a little practice will enable the student wlio is quick at 
figtures to dispense with the trouble of making out a table in the manner 
here given. But it has this great recommendation, that it ensures that 
no aspect shall bo overlooked; and semi.squares and sesquiqnadrates 
an especially likely to be miiaed^-eioq^ <rf coarse by dioee who are 
very experienced. Shoold there be any doubt, the stodsnt can refer to 
the table of aspects given on p. 48. 

When all the aspects are set out in this way, the list looks 
somewhat formidable at a first glance, but a very little judgment will 
enable one to select the most important ones. For instance, 0 Z 0, 9 d

In any sign, ths fiist dscaaate 
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is of the nature of the sign Itadf ; tlie aeoond contains an undercurrent 
of influence firom the next sign of the same triplicity, counting in the 
order of the signs ; and the third contains a similar influence from the 
third sign of the same triplicity. This will be made clear by the table. 

Thus the first decanate of Aries is purely Aries; the second is Aries 
with a rab-inflmiice of Leo ; uid the thifd is Aries iHth a sob-inflmoee 
of Sagittarius. It mask not be forgotten, lKnievar» that in each case the 
influence of the sign as a whole comes first in importance ; and that the 
influence of the subdtvinon only modifies that of the sign slightly mthoot 
altering its inherent nature. 

(It may be mentioned that tliesG influences are real and actual in 
their natures, quite as much so as those of the signs. A case is recorded 
in which tiie elder d two twins was pldced oat fipom a photograph solely 
ftom a knowledge of the two decanatesi eg-ty and ift- 8* under which 
the diildran had been bom.)

In the daasification by dwadsshimshas, each sign is divided into 

twelve equal parts of 2^°. This is a Hindu method of subdivision, and 

more than one way of appljring it has been indicated by the various 
schools ; but the one we have hitherto found to give the best results is 
that employed in the accompanying table. 

* " S«squi-alterate " would be the equivalent Latin-dtrivtd word, corresponding to 
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It is a well-known principle in occultism, that each part of a whole 
reflects the whole within itsdL Thtiit Mch one of the seven cosmic 
^anee lefleets the whole oosmos witUn itself, and so becomes divisible 
into seven solvlanes. When this principle u i^ied to the zodisq, we 
have each of the twelve signs reflecting the whde twelve within itself, 
and so giving rise to the dwadashdmshas. 

As with the decanates so here ; it must not be forgotten that, no 
matter into how many parts a sign may be divided, the influence of the 
sign is predominant everywhere, and the influence of the part is subor- 
dhiate to that of the sign. On the other hand, it is also tme that each 
part, when oonndered alone, is a vriiole in itseUL Thus each ^gn, 
although only a twelfth part of the zodiac, is complete and perfect in 
itself; and so is each decanate and each dwadash4msha, when con- 
sidered apart from all the rest. It would not be correct, for instance, to 
assume that the influence of the first dwadasbimsha of Aries is composed 
of the influence of the first degree of Aries plus that of the second degree 
pins that of the first half of the third degree. It is quite true that it 
covers this extent of loo|^tude ; but nevertheleBs, each dwadashAmsha, 
when considered in itself, is an indivisible whole, uniform throughout. 

The manner in which the decanate modifles the influence of the 
rising sign in the horoscope of birth has been given in How to Judge a 
Nativity, Part I., Chapter VI. ; and the modifying influence of decanates 
upon the progressed ascendant is given in Chapter IX. of the present work. 
The reader who is fandUar with these two chapters will be able to 
eatimate for himself the modifications that wiU be introduced by tlie 
successive dwadash&mshas through which the ascendant progresses by 
direction after birth ; and it will, therefore, not be necessary to tabulate 
them in detail. One or two illustrations may be given, however, to 
make the method clear. 

Let us suppose tliat, in any horoscope, the ascendant has progressed 
so as to be just entering the first dwadashftmsha of Aries. This is an 
«f . \i influence. While passing through this division, the energy and 
impulse of Aries will be directed towards pleasure, enjoyment, holiday* 
making, etc. (5 ruling), and some financial matter will arise for settle- 
ment, whether iiEivourabie or the reverse wiJi depend upon the prevailing 
directions. 

When the ascendant enters the second dwadash&msha of Aries, 
which is V'Uf intellectual matters, or affidrs liearing upon books, 
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writiiigB, edocatkm and brethnn, will be to Uia fore, and aiany short 

journeys will be taken. 

While passing through tha tiiird dwadaghimiha, T-tl* hOBBO and 
the household will occupy the .ittention ; sometimes a move will be 
made, or a house acquired for the first time ; the affairs of the mother 
may come forward in the life, or a journey by water be undertaken ; and 
if tha diiactiooa ara badi aonow may result from any of these causes. 

The occult teaching is that our whole scdar system, visible and 
inviaible, fiorms the body of one great Bekig, ita creator and aostahier. 
His consciousness and vitality permeate it everywhere, to tiiat all 
smaller modes of energy and consciousness within the system are only 
modifications of His own, appropriated and altered by the various classes 
of lesser beings through whom it flows. The twelve signs of the zodiac 
are twelve modes of this life and consciousness transmitted through 
twdve diflecent claaaea of beings, each dasa a mighty host in itself; and 
to oneor other of tiiose daaaea every human being bahmga apiritoally. 

Concerning the subdivisions of these signs, we have as yet little 
positive information from occultists; but the probability is that analogy 
holds good. We may look upon decanates, dwadash&mshas, and such 
other subdivisions as are really existent in nature (in contradistinction 
from those that are only mathemaiicai abstractions) as representing 
daaaaa of bainga sobordinati in natora and powers to tfaoaa belonging to 
the sign as a whole, but each one as truly living and consdooa an entity 
aa ia man himael^ and each with a definite part to play and worii to do 
within the system. This helps to explain the apparent anomaly that 
some of these subdivisions of signs are represented by other signs not 
in sympathy with tlie one in which they fall ; for instance, the sign 
Aries contains the Taurus, Cancer, Libra and Pisces dwadashimshas ; 
and hiara, the lord of Aries, is not well placed in any of these. Here we 
have groapa of energies, modea of conaciouaneBSi called forth nndsr 
variona drcnmstancas and exeidaing varions powers, not leally antago- 
nistic to those pertaining to the main dgn, Aries, under which they are 
classified. The work of the beings representing the subdivisions is in 
furtherance of that of the greater beings who represent the signs, 
although differing in detail ; just as the work of a private soldier is 
different from that of his colonel, and both of these from that of the 
Ccnmandar-in-Chief. 

It ia also Ughly probable that tha inflnanca of anbdiviaiooa ia not 
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exerted uniformly. It seems likely that one planet when passing through 
a sign, may tend to call out the influence of one particular kind of sub- 
division, and another planet that of another. By this it is meant not 
merely that Mars, for inatapce, is strong in an Aries subdivision and 
Venus in a Taums one; bat rather that ooa planet taMls to sabdhrida a 
sign by, say, three, another planet by seven, and another l>y twelva. 
Thus, when the planet signifying three is rising, the inflnence of deca* 
nates will be far more noticeable than at another time ; and when the 
one which signifies twelve rises, the dwadashAmshas will be the most 
potent. 

Some such variation as this must certainly exist ; for, as the student 
will discover from pwmonsl azparienoe, while the signs are nnmistalcabte 
in their natures, the snbdivisionB do not seem to be of nnilMrm importance 
in all bocosoopes*

CHAPTER IX. 

Trb Progussbd Ascbmimmt. 

As has been explained in a previous chapter the horoscope 
progresses, at the rate of about one degree per year, until in course of 
time a new sign comes to the ascendant — thereby to a certain extent 
transferring the rulership of the Progressed Horoscope to its own ruling 
planet, though the influence of the original ruler of the nativitj remains 
paramount throughout life. Tlitts if Gemini ascends at birth, Mereury 
is the ruling planet during the whole life ; but when the pcogressed 
ascendant becomes Cancer, then the Moon begins to exercise a powerful 
influence over the temperament, though the Mercurial characteristics 
will still reign supreme over the disposition as a whole. 

There is yet another consideration, and that is the sub-influence of 
each dacaaata. The nature of these has been deacribsd is Chapter VIII. 
of the last section, and their general influence on character and fertune 
as they progressively control the ascendant will form the contents of the 
pvesent chapter. 

As regards the planetary rulership of the Progressed Ascendant, it 
should be borne in mind that the ruler of the sign itself will during the 
period of the said sign's ascendancy have the main influence over the 
life, but it will have as assistant and coadjutof the planet ruling the 
decanate rising. For instance— if the first decanate <rf Aries is rishig 
the mfluenoe will be wholly Martial; if the second decanate 
(T-a), chiefly Martial, but partly Solar; if the third (*!>'#), chiefly 
Martial, but partly Jupiterian ; and so on with the others. 

To sum up. At any given moment in the native's life the most 
prominent zodiacal influences affecting him will be those having control 
over the following factors, in the order given, the first having the widest

There will be a danger of his 
becoming somewhat jealous and resentful, and he should therefore 
endeavour to keep tlte lower nature well under coatroL This period will 
prove a father txyiag time all roondt andheahoiild do all he can to avoid 
giving way to any of the evil tendencies that the directions may indicate, 
for the emotional and passional nature will be re-awakened.

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CHAPTER X. 



SOLAK AbPBCTS. 



The Solar Aspbcts are tliose formed by the Sun to tiae Ifooa and 
idanets. 

The Sun is as it were the 'short hand 'of a clock marking the Jwnr, the 
time when the " directions"* are due. The Moon is the 'long hand* 
pointing to the minute, the time when the influence will operate. It may 
happen that a solar aspect is in a sense anticipated, by the Moon 
forming a similar aspect some months prior to the actual formation of the 
•olar aspect ; or it may on the other hand be delayed until tin Inner 
aspects coincide some niootlis after the solar aspect is formed. Solar 
aspects operate during a period of three years or more. One year when 
the solar aspect is becoming complete, a year when complete, and 
another year as the influence passes off. It may be in force for several 
years, as is the case when the Sun passes from a radical aspect to any 
planet towards an aspect of the same planet's progressed place. In this 
way such a position as 0 d ^ • for instance, may extend over a period oif 
a decade or more in its general inflnence, though the most acute 
eftct will of course be when the conjunction is exact. 

A great deal depends upon the sign and house occupied by the Sun at 
birth as to the precise nature (and also the duration) of an event 
indicated by the solar aspects, but in a general sense they may be said to 
operate as described in the following pages. It is of course impossible to 
enumerate let alone separately describe, all the possible combinations of 
sign, house and aspect, but the reader should have little difficulty in 
making the requisite modifications due to the influence of (i) sign and(9) 
house, these being successively subordinate to the planetary influences, 
as has been before explained. 

In all the ensuing delineations to avoid circumlocution the pronouns 
(*he/' **hlm,*' <'his,*' etc, have been used, but it need hardly be said 
that they are intended to apply equally to both sexes.

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IMPORTANT PRELIMINARY NOTES. 

The Solar influences bring the vital part of the "directions" to 
what may be termed an epoch in the native's evolution, and changes, the 
nature of which can be seen from the following pages, come into the life 
at the time when the Lunar influences are of such a nature as to Jocm 
the Solar influences and make them active. But apart from the Moon's 
period of influence tbcst; rliarv^es are already in a state of activity on 
Other planes, higher than the physical, and they only await a physical 
Unk to bring them into objective existence. This has been already 
commented on in the preceding pages. 

Mentally they will affect the native by causing the motive power to 
work toward the eonsummation of the influence ; but, unless his will is 
very powerful, he will have to nnit for the time to ripen, as explained 
above, till the aspect can take tangible shape in the physical life and its 
general sitrronnaings. AU S«far lasi «wr a pSnoi cf thm y§an

When there are no Solar aspects operating, during the period for 
which the calculations concerning "directions'* bavs been made, the 
year that lies ahead is not likely to be so important or eventful as 
would have been the case had the Sun met any aspects during his 
progress throos^ the horoscope. And no matter how impoctiitt any 
other influence may seem it will have far less potency and power to 
affect the life, for good or ill, than would have been the case had the 
Sun an aspect to mark the cycle and stamp its primary character upon 
the life at the stage the native may have reached. 

It is, on the other hand, possible to make a finer use of the Lunar 
aspects, for they will not be hindered or affected so much as if there 
were Solar influences also at work. Yet the "directions" as a whole 
wili be less definite in their influences and more restricted in their scope. 

N.B. — The whole of the ensuing Solar aspects are con<;idered as 
being formed between the progrtssed position of the Sun and the radical 
ptnHmt of the planet in question. Thus, suppose U is vf9 and 
015°® at birth; when by progressed motion © has arrived at 27"®, 
this will be " 0 d 4 " in the sense here used : it will be some 12 year* 
days after birth, and Jupiter will have moved meanwhile to [say] i^Stt 
so that the actual 6 m the ordinary sense would not be reached until 
four years later. These readings may nevertheless be taken as applying 
also to aspects formed by the progressed 0 toprogressed planets ; with this 
proviso, that, in the latter case, the native will be affected only so far 
as he is able to take advantage of every helpful circumstance and is able 
to build on foundations he has himself laid in the present life. Moreover, 
these positions should be interpreted in twms of tho Progressed 
~Horoscope rather than of the Nativity. . . 
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O P>D A vary important position, for it denotes beneficial chai)|^ 
and the forming of new attachments which will eventually prove 
favourable and helpful. Domestic affairs, feelings and affections will be 
to the fore under this intluence, and some general improvement or 
dericabto changes will be produced thecabf. It stum the advent of 
some inner changes, and the conquest of a certain part of the lower 
nature, which will expand the consciousness and lift the aatiTe to a 
higher level of thought and feeling. This will have also its correspond- 
ing effect in the outer world, and bring opportunities to rise higher in 
Ufe socially, mentally or morally. Some credit or honour will be 
obtained from this aspect, or rather " position," and as it is generally 
in operation lor a few years, it gives time for all that it mdicatea to be 
consummated. N.B. — It is not so fsvoarable in the case of a female. 

0 d D This is a powerful influence and denotes an entire change 
in the native's life, producing either advancement and elevation to a much 
better state of things, or a critical period in which a crisis of affairs is 
reached, and important changes follow. It is a beneficial position 
for the lumittftries. The Moon, being a conductor of the solar force, 
brings heat and vitality into the system and qmckens all the vital 
forces; and this is good, if the natal influences are not too poor 
to allow the solar (ire to permeate the whole system, in which case 
danger is threatened from too much life, feverish tendencies being 
then the result. In the matter of environment it is good, and a 
new influence is coming into the life which will materially benefit the 
native^ bringmg opportmdties for anooess and gain, more especially 
where the higher emotions and inner feelings axe concerned. N.B.— It 
is not so bvounUe m the case of a female. 

O \1 J) This is a rather weak aspect, but as the Sun is the greater 
light, and the Moon the lesser, the Moon benefits by the illumination. 
It denotes some personal benefits, also beneficial changes with the 
probability of better prospects in the immediate future. From a 
financial standpoint it will benefit the native somewhat, and it gives 
hope of some advancement, either social or mental. It will make 
domestic conditions peaceful and hannonious, and generally tends to 
give opportunities for improvement of surroundings and environment. 
This will be a good time to push all affairs of the heart, or those matters 
in which the greatest interest is taken, and use should be made of all 
good lunar aspects to take action in these matters. 
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O z }) TbU is an nafovooniUe aspect whiditiizcsteiis unpleasant, 
and unbvoanble dianges that will bring trouble uoleas cafe is taken to 
avoid making changes in either environment or general affiurs, eio^it 
when the D is otherwise very favourably aspected. Sspscial care 
should be taken of health, in order to prevent sickness, as ill-health 
would now tend to be prolonged and not very easily removed. It is 
an unfortunate period for the native's financial affairs and for social 
or domestic concerns, and sometimes brings affliction or other causes 
toe sorrow, so that care ahould be taken of those dependent upon him, 
or intimately oonueoted with him, whether bj fiunilj ties or personal 
attachments. It is a generally unfortunate and unsatisfactory period 
and especially so for females. 

O ^ D A very fortunate and also generally favourable aspect : all 
affairs tend to go well, the health is good and the mind hopeful, bright 
and cheerful. This aspect produces beneficial attachments and some 
new undertakings, which will aflect the domestic or social welfare. The 
whole period during which this good solar aspect Operates will be 
successful for the native, and his consciousness will expand, new light 
coming from various sources : in fact the real nature of this aspect is to 
influence the mind and enable it to see clearly and intuitively, and 
therefore able to make the most of opportunities. It tends to bring 
dther travel or some entire chanfe of a &voorable nature often bringing 
satisfactory removals and changes that mean happiness and better 
conditions. Its influence is towsrds improvment in everyway, physical, 
mental and moral. 

©□D A very unfortunate and unhappy aspect, for it denotes 
changes in the physical body which will either produce illness or so 
debilitate the general health as to bring grave liability thereto. This is 
one of the most unfttvoorable aspects, producing sorrow and grie^ often 
bringing death into the fsmily drde, and denoting a very sorrowftd time 
generally. It mgnifies disappointment, especially in connection with 
domestic affairs, also disputes with superiors and acquaintances, 
separations and estrangements. It is, in fact, a very trying and haras* 
sing period, when all things tend to go wrong, and nothing appears to go 
right. Viewed from a higher standpoint this is a good vibration, as it 
quickens the personality and calls out all its strength to battle with die 
changing fitte; tot the changes, although apparently disastron*, an for 
•ventual good. 
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0 A ]) An exceedingly favourable and beneficial aspect, tending to 
bring general sunshine and happiness into the life. It denotes a period 
when a fortune may be made either by speculation or investment, this 
being the time for new enterprises and successful undertakings. The 
health will be good, the mind very hopeful and buoyant, and the 
ideae sound. The native*e conackMunesa will expand, ao that be will 
be enabled to see the best oonrae to tNursue in the foture. This aspect 
either brings lasting attachments, or unions and agreements which bring 
another influence into the life which is helpful and fortunate; and hence 
the native will obtain advancement, social success and recognition in the 
sphere in which he moves. It is a period of general success, and when- 
ever the lunar aspects are favourable, the native should push all his afiaifs 
to tile atmost ; fot much will depend upon his own action and the attitude 
of his mfaid at this time. 

OQP This is an evil aspect, affecting in some degree health, 
honour and reputation. It brings an altogether unfortunate period, in 
which unpleasant changes are threatened, and affairs tend to go wrong, 
bringing much worry, anxiety and disappointment. The native should 
look wdl to his general liealth, toneuptheqntemandkeqitliedieulation 
in good ocder, avoiding all things that are lilcdy to produce siclfness and 
ill-health. He should enter upon no fresh undertaldngs, and should keep 
dear of enterprises involving risk, as financial losaand monetary troubles 
are threatened. This aspect produces a trying period, and either brings 
deaths into the family circle, causing sorrow and grief in that way, or 
else affects those to whom the native is attached, thus affecting him 
indiinctlj. 

07^]) *Tbi8, altiiongh somewhat weak in itsinfluence, is bvourable 

on the whole, for the Moon gains bj the influence of any illumination 
which it receives from the Sun, no matter how slight that may be. It 
brings some material gain or benefit, but is not good for health ; for 
there is an advent of new life under this influence, and the quickening of 
tlie life forces is apt to bring some feverish tendencies until the system 
has accustomed itself to the new stveam of life which is flowing through. 
Smne changes are denoted about this time, according to the position of 
tlie Moon, and the other lunar aspects operating. But much will depend 
upon the mtaltl ttUtndi as to the good that can be derived from tliis 
aspect.

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O S ]> A very critical position, bat in an innar aenae a ramailiabla 
pontiao fat thoae who ara davdoping payddeaUy. This is the period 
wlien a crisis Is reached in the native's life and matters long held in 
abeyance will now come to a climax, this being a culminatinf^j influence 
in every respect. Separations, deaths, disappointments, sorrows and 
troubles are now threatened him, and enemies will now seek to injure 
and annoy him. Important diaagaa ara mada and tiie mtive is brought 
into fresh aurroondings; there is every probability of old ties bdng 
bflolteot and the aevenmce of attachments under thia oppodtion. Thia 
position affects parents, gaardians, partners, friends and all who ara 
bound by social and domestic ties; it awakens painful emotions and 
stirs up all feelings that are bound up with the personal side of life. 

0 P., d , ■)(• , A 9 * The Sun progressed to any of these aspects 
signifies an important change of consciousness, a much higher state of 
mentality being experienced under such influence, whicli is good for 
travel, changes, literary work, correspondence, interviews, writings, 
and in short ibr all those alhirs in whidi an active mmd, dipl<Knatic 
dealin|{a with others, and adaptation to new and fresh surroondings or 
undertaldttga are required. Any connection with solicitors, agents, 
literary persons, and those who act as intermediaries will now be 
successful and advantageous. It is, however, rather the influence of 
mnial quickening, and is hence the forerunner of greater activities to 
coma in the futora rather than the immediato indicator of eveata ; so 
that it depends Cor outward effiKt much mora upon the lunar aapacta 
than any other aolar influence. 

OZ.or a ]t\ The Sun progressed to these afflictions of Mercury, 
the mental ruler, denotes troubles of a mental nature and the experience of 
anxiety, worry, etc., in various ways. The mind will be unsettled, 
changeable, and prone to make mistakes and to look at things from an 
onfiivourable atandpcint. Care ia neoesaary in deaUnga with agents, 
messengers, servants, infsriors, or those who transact business fo 
others, such as solicitors, lawyers, and literary persons; caution is

0 P. ; The Sun in parallel with the planet Venus is a very good 
pontion, indicating pleasure, sncenss and prosperity. This very 
be ne fi c e n t position is, however, largely dependent upon die corresponding 
of others in the directions operating, far it extends over rather a long 

period and has no definite or fixed moment when its inflnence acts 
directly, unless the Moon is at the same time forming a favourable aspect 
to Venus, when it will operate specifically at that time. This may 
therefore be called au indecisive influence, in which good vibrations 
abound and are thus helpful in many ways. To tahn full advantage of 
this positiott, financisl aflbirs should be looked after and steps taken to 
increase monetary benefits, or to extend the social sphere of influence, 
taking all advantage of the opportunity now afforded for cultivating the 
feelings and emotions, to make attachments more binding and thus bring 
about union, or to effect permanent amalgamations for mutual benefit.

It is a very splendid solar 
influence, especially in regard to the cultivation of the faelings and higher 
emotions. This position often denotes Marriage. 

O ^ $ This solar influence is, on the whole, fovourable, although 
the aspect is one of the weakest, and not at all decisive in its character. 
It is a good time to improve die general financial conditiotts, and it Is 
also & voorable for social and domestic attachments. The native may now 
profitably invest or seek to gsin financially ; for the influence of Venus, 
although weak, is very responsive to all that makes for happiness and 
improving conditions. He will form good and profitable connections, 
and find it easy to get on with others, while the feelings will now tend 
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to be fvfined And Inanly wmitive to snj call that may be made npon 

them by or through others. The fact of the Sun and Venus b^ng fal 
touch is in itself good, but a great deal depends upoo the native's OWn 
ability to avail himself of the benefits it ofTers. 

Q Aor □ $ Ad unpleasant, and, in many ways, unfavourable 
inflaenoe. It brings many drains opoo the purset a tendenqr to lose 
moo^, coupled with domestic afflictions, and sorrows and disappoint- 
ments of many kinds. Matters in which the iselings and emotions are 
involved will suffer, and existing ties will be severed, or the native will 
lose friends and those to whom he is deeply attached under its influence. 
It is not a good time for any domestic affairs, and all those who make 
Up the family circle will in some way or other feel the influence of these 
solar ejects operating. Care is necessary indealing with tho«e who liave 
n shave in the a&ctioii^ and also with regard to all monetary interests» 
lest losses of affection or of property, as the case may be, occur 
under its unfavourable vibration. The mind will not be over-cheerful, 
nor will any matters reUted to pleasures, society or entertainments be 
successfully negotiated. 

0 -N- $ The native should make the very most of this period in all 
directions, financially, sodally, and also as regards the aflectioos ; fiar he 
will now be Hble to improve his financial and social condition aooocding 
to the capacity within him to respond to the good influence that Venus 
always brings, for opportunities will come in his way, advancement, 
recognition and general uplifting being the usual result of this beneficial 
solar influence. Attachments and relations with others will now 
produce unions and permanent connections, while all will ^ well with 
the native as regards the fteltngs and emotions, happiness resolting as 
the oatoome of all present engagemeats and undertaldqgs ; it will, 
therefore, be advisable to make the most of this very good influence, 
which marks an important Stage in evolution.

OAS* A very fortunate influence, denoting financial gain and 
many benefits, all of which tend to improve social and domestic affidra, 
so that the native will now enter upon a happj and pleasurable period 
in which success and pra^erity may be looked for. All investments, 
^eca]atM»8 and enterprisse vdU be praepenMis and beneficial and the 

* The squar* or trine aspect can, of course, only be formed iMtnean th* ftOg 
Sun And tlie rad. Veant, and very rarely even then. 
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more he seeks to exalt and improve his position the more success will 
attend his efforts. His affections will have a good issue and all those to 
whom he becomes in any way attached will help him to realise his hopes 
sod w^MSf and happiness inll fiollow all engagements and connectiooa 
with others. Both socially and mentally his influence will increase and 
ei^and, nntit he has reached the highest faint his capacities will 
allow; for this is an influence which expands ilie whole of the natiuret 
more eqiedally however the feelings and emotions. 

O P. ^ A malefic inflnencOi in which there is every tendency to 
acddents, inflammatory conditions, and a generally feverish state. 
While this parallel of the solar orb and Mars operates (which is generally 

for an extended period overlapping other aspects) it will be necessary to 
act as discreetly and temperately as possible : a great deal will depend 
upon the inherent temperament and natural liability to act impulsively 
and rashly, for all the outgoing energies will now be accentuated. 
The native should on no account allow this feverish state to cause 
him to act without thought or premeditationt or it may lead to very 
difficult and trying conditions^ through which he will seriously salbr; 
for he will feel a desire to be more than usually active, and will be very 
easily excited or provoked. Much will, however, depend upon the 
current Lunar Aspects, as to how this solar influence will operate. 

06 S A very critical and unfevooraUe position, representing a 
condition in which the spirit and its counterfeit will be linked together, 
Caving fer greater animal heat than isusual. It therefore producesa more 
fisirerish state, the native beooodng easily excited, much more readily 
angered than usual; self-assertive and somewhat aggressive; very 
energetic, active and enterprising, however, and very much inclined to 
acts of daring, and hence he will need to practise self-restraint lest he 
should become too adventunms or over-forcefuL He will now meet 
with martial persons of various kinds and their influence upon his life 
will be to sccentuate the feelings, stirriiig them into greater activity, and 
malring him moro hopeful and expectant, perhaps, than is desirable. 
He should safeguard health and not allow the blood to become over- 
heated, should make no more changes than are necessary, and be careful 
to avoid quarrellmg with anyone, or it will bring serious trouble. He 
will indfaM to be very liberal, i n dee d extravagant, at this period. 

O ^ ^ This is rather a weak aspect, but slightly good and 
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favourable for new enterprises, and dealing with those who are 
venturesome and of active habits. The native will not gain anything 
of a very marked nature from this aspect, but it is good for activities 
generally and for all actions requiring courage, force and energy. It 
will to aoma aitent awakan any acquisitivenesa that lie may lMif« latant 
within Urn, and if ha at die aame time oomea under ^miliar vibratioDa 
from other influences in the nativity he will bene6tfrom thia aolar aspect 
weak though it is. In any case he may extract some good from it, if he 
uses discretion in pushing himself and his affairs to the front, without 
allowing the forceful side of Mars to over-ride the dignity of the Sun ; for 
this influence stimulates the positive and progressive attributes of the 
Sun, and balances the animal tendencies of Mars, making both mora 
harmon!aed« 

019 Tbiaiaan Dnfavourabbaapect,onetocau8eagreatdealof 

petty annoyance and trouble likely to arise from hasty and impollivo 

conduct. The native should now avoid disputation of any kind, or any 
tendency to excess of feeling, living as calmly and as temperately as 
possible. He will find himself liable to monetary losses, to make mistakes 
m judgment tintb regard to poraooal mattera, and alao to farm aBquunt- 
aneea who will be ndther creditable nor beneficial. He will be in danger 
of soffering from feverish complaiDtB and his health will sufier through 
inflammatory tendencies while this aspect lasts. It is a somewhat weak 
solar influence, but at the same time it denotes a liability to sharp and 
somewhat acute attacks, which will have effect according to the lunar 
aspects, whether good or ill ; for it stirs up the heat of the body, and 
randeis tfie native mentally active but of a ntther turbulent state of 
mind. 

This is a very favourable aspect for enterprise, new 
ventures, and all matters requiring independence of action, and where 
courage and determination are necessary.

0 A ^ This is a very favourable influence, and tenda to maka 
this period successful, although nothing very extraordinary eta COme 
from Mars alone.

He will 
come into contact with persons who will stir him up both mentally and 
phyncaUy, and whoee influence upon liis file will be such as to make it 
active and bold, generous and free. He will be likely to give way to 
feeling and to form attachments which will be ardent and eventful while 
they last, but, as it is not an influence that is permanent in its nature, when 
the magnetic vibrations it has induced pass off, he will realise that he 
has only been stirred into activity from outside, as it were, more from 
excitation of the Desires than the energy of the inner Will. Ah eventful 
perioit wAieA wSl h$ nmtmbmi ffr years U com. 

This is an evil sohir influence and tends to cause feverish 
conditions, liability to accidents, and many troubles which result from 
impulsiveness, from over-estimating, and from want of sufficient caution 
and premeditation. The native will have losses and disappointments, 
and will suffer through separations, disputes and estrangements. He 
cannot act too temperately, or use too much care to escape the evil effects 
of thia a^ect; for it isrdy passss without disturbing the health, setting 
in motion causes that eventuate in illnesses of an inflammatory or feverish 
nature, and it often moreover affects relatives or those to whom he is 
attached, He should not (rav^ whjle this influence lasts, neither is it 
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wiMito bawtt money or tospecalate, nor to have any dealiogs with others 
wfaeie enterprlae or new ventures ue concerned. He is liable to be en- 
dangered by file or aoddnts, and therefore ahonld oae cara in all Us 

actions, avoiding above all things rashness or impetuosity. 

0 7;:^ This solar aspect is the quincunx or " inconjunct " (150" 
apart). It is not always an important aspect, but when the health is not 
good and the constitution weak it threatens much sickness and feverish 
tendeDcies, giving a liability to inflammatwy diseases. The native 
most therefore saftgnard his health, and act very discreetly while this 
solar influence is in ibroe* not giving way to impnlse or any rash 
tendencies ; or he will diereby precipitate Uie evil of Mars and cause 
the aspect to act as a conjunction, which in this case would be a malefic 
influence. If any of the family are ailing it is a critical time for them, 
and shows danger to those with whom the native is closely associated, 
or to wlioni Ho is in any way attached. In many cases this a^eet has 
been found to be weak, but in others, eqiedally where there has been a 
tendency to act impnldvdy, it has been roost unfortunate; tberefatet 
temperance and discretion a re imperative while it operates; and extremes 
of all kinds should be avoided. 

0 § ^ The period during which this influence operates is always 
one of danger and grave risk, and it is a very evil aspect in many ways, 
for it gives great liability to accidents, foverish compUints, and inflam- 
matory diseases; the native's health fo seriously threatened, and the 
utmost care will be necessary to prevent an illness of a severe nature. 
He Mrill do wisely not to exhibit too much bravery, nor to rush headlong 
into danger, also to use the greatest discretion in everything he does, 
taking especial care to safeguard his health, and maintaining as far as 
possible a calm and steadfast will. This opposition is not wholly bad, 
for it has a very deep and important meaning in a Uglwr sense, as it 
signifies a crids in hiuian evolution b which the animal and tiie divine 
in man struggle for supremacy ; and this war between the two sides of the 
nature, the higher and the lower, will follow the ' line of least resistance ' 
in each case. Will and Desire will be opposed, one part of the spirit 
Striving against the other ; and if the native cannot consciously realise 
die struggle, then troubla and difficulty will foil upon lum to awaken him 
to a realisation of his true nature. T» mui, ifmt UaUtUdswiU /mm t» 

Q P. V This influfnce will spreaci over a number of TsaiSy and 
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wImimvw the Moon bu good aqpectt to Jupiter, she will stir into meAvUy 
due very powerftil influenoe, bringing is a result good factane^ good 
health and social success. The nature of this parallel tqiSCt it Sttch es 

to bring enduring influences, not specially limited to one month or year, 
but extending over a number of years ; it fact it overlaps, as it were, 
both previous and subsequent periods to some extent, with an influence 
more or less beneficial according to the other aspects operating (especially 
the lunar aqiects). The native may now enter upon new undertakings^ 
and arrange iior his future welfare in the manner he thinks best, for very 
little harm can come to him nnder this very good solar position, which 
tends to a very successful and prosperous time, during which all things 
will go well, both socially and financially. [It should be pointed out that 
0 P. 4 may coincide with 0 □ 4 , in which case the losses and difhculties 
indicated by the latter enll be met with a cfaevfol and buoyant spirit.] 

O d V is A vcvy fortunate solar positkm, denoting snoceas, good 
fortune and much gain, with many social advantages, a favourable issue 
to all undertakings in hand, financial prosperity, and benefits connected 
with new undertakings, travel and association with others. The health 
will be good, and the constitution much stronger than hitherto ; but 
care must be taken to avoid excesses, for the life forces are considerably 
quidKnad by Ibis conjunction, and some tmdency to indulgence is 
likely in consequence. The feelings and qrmpathies will be awakoied 
and the native will form nnions, attachments, and ties that will be very , 
beneficial to him in every way. When the lunar aspects are good he 
will meet with all the success he can desire ; but be must avoid pride and 
not allow himself to become over-confident, for though success will 
surely come in the future as a result of this conjunction yet other 
influences at work must be considered as well, and especially also the 
radical influences. For this podtkm is much less fortunate to one who 
has an afflicted Jupiter at birth ; especially if the afHiction be from Mars. 
Nevertheless, the influence in itself is wholly good, and only foolish 
extravagance or excess can nullify its beneficial nature.

O Z 2^ A weak aspect of a mOie or less adverse nature, threatening 
financial losses and some difficulty in getting money as easily as usual. 
It is not good for health, nor for any social affairs ; in fact care will be 
aeoessary in all dealings with others in the social world. This aspect 
acts chiefly in the directitm of hindering and ddaying progressi but is 
very weak in its real power lor evil; still the period is not good, 
notwithstanding the &ct that Jupiter is a benefic planet. Disappoint- 
ments in dealings with superiors or those with whom the native is 
associated are probable, and he should take care not to offend, or cause 
a severance in affection, as the feelings are now likely to suffer, while 
financial losses may ensne as the result (tf disagreements between himself 
and others. It isnot a good time to travd nor to have deaUngs witii the 
cleigyi lawyers or reUgioos people, nor to commence any new under- 
takings ; but rather a time to live quietly and tempecatsly, keeping in 
the background as much as possible. 

© -Jf If This denotes a very prosperous and successful time, when 
all things will go well and when the mind will expand and become hope- 
fhl, being able to see dearly the best course to adopt for general 
improvement and success. Pnder this good inflnenoey which is one 
of the best of solar aspects, the native will obtain his desires, his 
ambitions will be gratified, bis social affairs will profit him, and he will 
gain from friends or relatives, or those with whom he is associated. He 
will also form honourable and lasting attachments, good and favourable 
vnicDS or connections with others. Under this influence he will either 
tiAVsi or make important beneficial changes ; while oonre^ondenoe and 
writings will faring snoosss, new undertaldngs will turn out sncceesfnlly, 
and the triwle period during which this aspect lasts will be beneficial 
and prosperous. It is m bet a most fortunate time, and will mark an 
epoch in the career. 

004 This denotes a period unfavourable and subject to much 
tfOoUe and difliculty, affecthig adversely domestic aflairs and also social 

F 
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matters in goienL The native will safier losses and trials which will 
extend over a somewhat protracted period. However, the planet Jupiter 
is a benefic, and therefore the square aspect, though evil in itself, will 
have much of its malignancy lessened by this fact. The native must be 
prepared for financial ^fficnltioa, and far numj minor tranliie8» aho tett 
losses tinroogii oUwrs, particularly those that affect the domestic sphers 
and the social engageownts. He will loae someone either bj death 
or ssfHiration, and suffer from the actions of others, experiencing 
sorrow and disappointment. He should not lend money at this time, and 
he should be on his guard against deception, treachery and hypocrisy. 
It is an unfortunate time, but may be turned into good, for out of this 
evil good often comes : it represents the struggle of pride against the 
spirit, Jacob wrestling with God. 

0 A 2^ One of the finest and most fertnnate ot solar influences. 
It denotes that the native has readisd an epoch in his life, for the oppor* 
tanities that are now before him surpass those he has had in the past or 
will have in the future, and he sliould tlierefore make the most of this 
favourable time. He may now either invest or speculate to advantage 
should he so dssire, for gain and financial prosperity ai« shown by this 
aspect i he will obtab advancement and social sncoeases, and will have 
the satisfaction of sseing his ambitions gratified ; he will form Ustmg 
and permanent attachments, and become linked with others to mutual 
advantage, and all things will go riglit with him. There is a spiritual as 
well as a material side to this aspect — which only comes once in a life- 
time—and this will enable the native to obtain a deeper insight into 
religious mattosi Mid also to become mose plnlosophical in his thought 
and wise in his actions. Thns he may use the aqMct for the uplifting 
and improvement of character, or for worldly gain and advantage, just 
as he chooses. 

0 0 2^ This influence is unfavourable, and one likely to bring 
trouble and los^; while it lasts. The native will find his circulation 
affected and his health not at all favourable about this time ; but strict 
temperance and moderatioo in aU things will do much to coonteciet this 
infloenoe, which canses suffering to health through surfeit and excess, the 
balanceof forces in thesystem undeigoing readjustment. It is an ill time 
tolendnonqTtto invest or to ^peculate, and care should be taken in every 
way to avoid monetary losses. Sorrows and disappointments of some 
kind are certain, for tht native will be either estranged or separated from 
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those to whom he has become attached, or whom he has allowed to share 
in his feelings and emotions. Nevertheless, although an un&vourable 
aspect it is between benefic planets, and is therefore not so evil as in 
Other cues, but genenUly ^eakiog such an aspect odierwiM would 
Indicate an vnbvonnfale tune, and with diaoordant innar ejects this 
fwriod b likely to prove a very trying and difficult one. 

0 7^ 2^ This is a rather critical aspect in rej^ard to money affairs, 
and is likely to bring the native trouble in connection with any specu- 
lative enterprises be may be disposed to enter into at this time. He will 
find Unsdf subjected to considerable strain between two contrasting 
influences, the desire for expansion and increase— either as fsgafds 
worldly mattersi the emotions, or the nligioos as|nration»— and the 
bternal spiritual or moral nature ; and this may lead him into courses 
he will afterwards regret. In a modified form, this may be taken as 
somewhat analogous to the square aspect {q.v.), but less crucial in its 
effects, and related rather to the mental or spiritual, than to the physical 
plane of bdng. The native should ke^ a watchful eye on all invest^ 
ments he may he concerned with at this tim^ and hxdc carefhUy aftor 
his pecuniary interests in every way. Social or lelipons dispntes, also^ 
are likely to occasion him annoyance. 

O 8 2^ This is a very unfortunate position and will bring the 
native a rather trying time: he is Uable to suffer through opposition 
from others, separations, legal difficulties and very serious disappoint- 
ments. Either those to whom he has been attached, or with whom Us 
lifo has been bound up, will now grievously disappoint him, or else he will 
fall under an illusion and become more bound up in them, only to realise 
greater trouble later on. He will meet with financial losses, and social 
disadvantages, probably by disagreeing with those who have been his 
friends, or perhaps through their own peculiar conduct. It often happens 
that apparent good comes out of this position, (owing to Jupitor being a 
benefic planet), but the good is only apparent and diould bo well 
a«amined» for it generally brings with it the opposition that tim a^ect 
implies. The native should not " stand upon hia dignity " too much ; 
should not be too expectant ; and should moreover avoid excesses of 
every kind, or his health will seriously suffer. He should endeavour as 
far as possible to maintain a just and balanced state of mind, but he will 
find it a difficult task. 

0 P. I; This is a truly evil solar influence, for this vibration lasts 
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for a long period and is in operation for several years, on and off, nntil 
other influences intervene and counteract its malefic character. It has 
the effect of hindering the vital forces of the Sun, and thus often 
debilitates the physical system, tending to bring on illnesses of long 
duration, and also earning a number of aorrows and triala while it lasts; 
it is therefore an nnfortanate aspect, and every care shonld be taken to 
keep the body in good order, and to promote a good circulation, so as 
not to feel its worst physical effects. While this malefic parallel is in 
operation, all affairs tend to go wrong, and disappointment, deaths, and 
many trials may be expected. It is therefore especially necessary for 
the native to keep the mind hopeful and cheerful by the exercise of the 
will, and not to allow the despondenqr which often accompanies thia 
influenoeto overcome him. (All aspects between the Sun and Satnm 
are more Of less unfavourable owing to the restricting and limiting effect 
that I? has upon the 0, and to its action upon the individual nature.) 

© d •? The conjunction of the Sun with the planet Saturn is a 
very unfavourable position, denoting a very critical time, in which all 
afiairs will tend to go wrong, thereby causing the native to become more 
than usually suspicions and appiehenaive of danger aliead, for though 
the will is stmngthened by tUs conjunction, yet on the other hsnd, it 
tends to cramp and warp the mind when the true nature of this position 
is unrealised. It is a position that brings responsibility, and a more 
anxious period into the life, and if the native can respond to the higher 
vibrations of Saturn it need not be at all evil but will prove to be the 
very beat influence for him to rise by ; for it faicreases tim amirition, 
giving more personal character and more staMlity than nmal. It is a 
position tiiat strengthens the individuality and causes the dispositiflD to 
be more st«tdy, persevering and industrious; as a character*prodacer it 
marks an epoch in the life. But it is not a favourable position for those 
who in ' forming the crystal ' become too narrow and limited ; for in 
this case the health suffers through poor circulation, resulting in liability 
to rbeumatiam and a danger of taldng cold or chill eaailj. The focnltiea 
of hope and a ooorageoosq^t should be encouraged. Phyricaleaerdse 
will be beneficial. 

b The effect of this is almost nil, but it tends somewhat to 
solidify and strengthen the current " directions," and shows a tendency 
to use more caution and forethought in the affairs ; hence it may bring 
some slight financial benefits. It will in any case improve the native's 
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■tabiUtyt and will indnoa a moce finn and aalf>raliant attitadtt, which 
win ba of service if he has realised his latent possibilities. He will 
come into contact with someone older than himself whose advice will 
be helpful, while some temporary responsibility may advance his 
prospects for the future. A great deal will depend upon himself as to 
how this aspect will operate, for it is a somewhat weak influence, but if 
ha can ezerdBe thrift and seek by diligence to place iiimaelf in a 
parmaiwmt position it wiU prove benefidaL Wlien Uie lunar aqwcts are 
good it gives new opportunities for development. 

O /. h A weak evil aspect, of such nature as to cause hindrances 
and delays to progress. The native will have to be careful to avoid 
monetary losses, also to guard against fraud, or financial losses through 
Others. This aspect aometimfis hmM» a daeth in tiie &nul j drde, or 
amongst firiendst or Uiose to wliom the native is in some way related. 
This aspect Isn^ to bring diaappqintmaBtSt and probably owing to 
the manner in which the native will look upon cirainiStances, he is apt 
to stand in his own light and to go against his own personal interests. 
He should now endeavour to keep his mind as cheerful as possible and 
not give way to despondency, or allow himself to look upon the dark 
side of thin^ for this aspect will tnd to main hfan anCortnnate by his 
attitode towards the affiurs off life, being fearfol and laddng in sufficient 
courage to overcome the difficulties tliat will appear in bxB way. He 
should cultivate all the hope he can and assume as cheerful an aspect as 
possible, or when the Moon forms any adverse aspect to Saturn he will 
be a pitiable victim of depression and despondency. 

0 « I? This is in many respects a very beneficial aspect, as it 
steadies the mind ai)d makes the character more firm and thooghtfol* 
The native will now have opportunities to assume Ear greater and more 
permanent responabilities than he hasprevionsly undertaken. It is a very 
fortunate influence for those whose " root of merit " is fairly established, 
for the individual characteristics are strengthened and the moral 
character rendered more reliable and capable of developing the physical 
virtues. The native will now meet with persons older than himself, 
who are tmfliful, honest and^ sincere, and they will benefit htm and 
prove to be rdiable and permanent friends and lidpen. His mind will 
bsoooe steadier, more concentrative and persevering, and he will go 
deeper into and endeavour to realise more of his inner nature than 
formerly. Honour and reputation will tend to become.established undcf 
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tilit powfal Bohr Inflneaca, and be thonld do all in his power to place 
himidf in a portion of trust, or whwe the future will be lecnre against 
change or nneertabty. 

OO^ This will tend to make the w1>oIe of the current directions 
more or less unfortunate. The native will have sorrow and grief while 
its influence is in operation, and there is every probability of someone 
in the domestic circle passing out of this physical world while it is in 
Ibcce. He mil eaperieaoe domestic troubles and will find it difficult to 
keep the mind fires from worry and anxiety while the aspect lasts. He 
durald not make any dumges unless they are absdatdy necessary, and 
should be very carefiil in all dealings with others, especially those older 
than himself. It is an evil period, but more so if he despond or allow 
himself to become depressed, for it will then afTect the health and may 
cause him to suffer from long illnesses of a somewhat protracted nature, 
as it awakens any latent tendenqr to rheumatism, and has some tendency 
to produce chronic disorders. The native should be careful in all his 
actions, and in his mental attitude towards others, as he is liable to 
suffer disappointments and also to be affected by the evil thoughts and 
wishes of others. Altogether it is a critical period, and calls for caUtion, 
Steadfastness and courage. A very unfortunate and trying influence. 

0^1; This is a good influence, but too much material benefit 
most new be expected from this aspect, for Saturn is not a very 
Ibrtnnate planet in regard to material things, being the planet of swwf. 
However, it is the best aspect the Sun can have to this planet, and it 
denotes a period in which all things will solidify and make more 
permanent conditions, so that the native will assume greater responsi- 
bilities than formerly, and he will now rise to an important position in 
life, and secure for himself a fixed condition whereby both honour and 
reputation will profit. He vrill also come into contact with those whoee 
influence upon his life will have a permanent eflfect, and by internal 
strength of character he will mould his future on a much firmerandmore 
solid basis than formerly : he will do well to take up sound investments 
and improve his financial prospects under this influence. Saturn is the 
planet of refinement, chastity and temperance, and by a study of all the 
virtues which make for purity, industry, patience, and perseverance, 
mudi progress may be made. A great deal will depend upon the native 
himself of course, and tiie methods be adopts, as to whether he will come 
onder the moet liivouraUe side of this good aspect or not. 
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O 0 I? This will be for the native a somewhat evil time, and it 
will be well for him to act discreetly and also to safeguard bis health. 
He should avoid taking chill, and he careful to keep the circulation in 
good order, or he will suffer from colds and general debility. He should 
be wary not to offend others, especially elders, or superiors in rank. 
This aspect often prodaoes nther a death or aepaiatioD, and severe 
diaappointment or sorrow, therefore he should watch his CseUngs and 
not give way to the depression or melancholia which often follows. 
The native's attitude towards others, and their effect upon him will not 
be good, as his magnetism will not be attractive under this influence ; 
it is in fact an unfortunate period generally, and he must make a 
oourageous stand against the difficulties and worries that now threaten 
him* His drcuhtion should be kept in good order and Ua general 
health np to the highest standard ; and be should cultivate hope and 
remember that all restrsuts put upon him may be for a good purpose, 
although this may not be apparent at the time. 

Q 7\ ^ The quincunx or " inconjunct " (iso'^) aspect of the Sun to 
Saturn is not a good influence and is more than likely to affect the 
health, owing to its diilling and debilitating effect. It is a rather weak 
aspect, however, and may not produce any appreciable effiKt if the 
nbd can be kept cheerfiil and frse from despondttiqr. It will, however, 
strengthen the whole character, if the body is able to absorb the united 
influence of these two forces, the one expansive, and the other contractive ; 
for by blending the two it is possible to obtain that steadfastness and 
perseverance which l; gives; but it will be advisable for the native to 
k)ok well to his own health, and to expect any of those connected irith 
hbn, the fiunily drde, etc, who are aiUng or suflering to be likewise 
afiected ; if the lunar directions mdicate it, there b danger of a loss by 
death under this influence. 

O R ^? A very malefic influence. The native will suffer in health, 
will experience much opposition, and many obstacles will come in his 
path while it lasts. Disappointments, losses by death, sorrows and 
trials of all kinds are indicated by this influence, and he cannot act too 
wisely while it operates, for the mind will tend to despair and vnll ever 
look on the dark side of things. Despondency and depression will assail 
him, and it will require all his care and forethought to keep his head 
above water while it lasts, for he will have both financial difficulties and 
many other troubles to endure. There is an occult significance attached 
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to diU Mpect ; and that is, the combat betmen the higher tad the loner 
iiatiiie» hetwaao moral character and selfishness, betweaii genero^ty and 

over-carefulness. The best attitude to this adverse opposition will be 
one of hope and calmness and the inner feeling that '* whatever ij, is 
best." If the lunar aspects coincide therewith, especially, it will be a 
very trying time. A very critical and memorable period, 

0 P. ^ This influence will extend over a period of several years, 
■ad win nuinifiMt a spatmodic influence at certain timeii when there' are 
other hiflueaces congenial to the Uraiuan vibration, operating. This 
inflnenoe will act peculiarly npon the native's consciousness, candng him 

to take a deep interest in occult and metaphysical matters, and so to 
expand and broaden his views, rendering him original in thought and 
free from conventional limitations. This influence will render the native 
either irritable or excitable at times, passing through magnetic changes 
that have a peculiar influence upon others. He will meet with persons 
holding what seem strange ideas, and they will afiect him mentally, 
bringiag htm iato a train of thoai^t above the average commonplaoe 
levd. 

O 6^ This marks an epoch in the life in which great changes of 
consciousness will take place and expansion of mind result therefrom. The 
native will either pass through a very romantic and adventurous period, 
or be estranged from friends and have intimate associations widi others, 
■Biociatiflna of a &r more mental character and of a more exalted ^fpe 
than such usually are. This influence denotes chmgu, but rather of a 
mental and subjective than of an objective nature. It is a period when 
sudden and unexpected events happen, when ties and attachments of a 
peculiar nature are formed or broken. The native should exercise great 
care with regard to those who come into his life, as very strange engage- 
ments and peculiar episodes occur under this oonjunctloo. TIdsbfluenoe 
only eventuates when the mind is ready to rsqiond to higher vibrationa, 
and when reforms are coming into the life ; it brings experiences tiiat are 
to awaken the higher part of the nature, and therefore it is necessary to 
be prepared for changes, and events that will tend to alter the future 
very considerably. This aspect affects friendships and unions, more, 
perhaps, than any other influence. 

Tins weak a^ect is bvourable ia a measurs fur changes, 
and for the advance of new thought, or the undertaldng of any study 
connected with the occult or with psyeUe affidrs of any kind. The 
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native will meet fiiA firiMdi or aioqnaJattnces whose bterest in these 

matters will coticern him, or draw his mind into a condition that will 
enable him to investigate matters relating to higher thought : he will 
feel more expansive mentally, and much more interested in all 
netophTsical subjects tlun fviiMdj. It will probably not aflect 
Urn dincdy ia any iwnulaible way, but will aaka it easier far 
good ejects to the Moon, etc., to act : lia may gain sobm money 
unexpectedly or gain benefits from others in a manner not previously 
thought of. It is good for the mind, more especially for all mental 
pursuits of an original nature, and if the native is that way inclined 
his inventiveness will be unusually active : some new undertakings may 
be entered on, productivo of fatma benefit. 

0^9 Iliia is a some«rtiatiiBalcl>ut adverse aqMcttliiedy to bring 
sodden and nnaxpaeted changes. It shows an unsettled and somewhat 
amdoos period, and it will be well for anyone under its influence if he 
can avoid trouble and difficulty while it lasts. The native will incline 
to be abrupt, and at times irritable, liable to offend others through his 
own mental attitude towards them. The native's magnetic conditions 
will not be liarmonions, and it wiU be advisable for him to act diserosdy 
and to do nothii^ Impolsivdy while this aspect lasts— especially wlwra 
othen are concerned with him in any domestic or social relationdiip. 
A great deal depends upon his own attitude at this time; for any 
exhibition of temper, excitability or nervous irritability will tend to make 
enemies and cause others to take a sudden dislike to him, and by 
reaction he will feel resentful of their attitude and inclined to act without 
careful thought or full cootroL While this faiflwenfls lasts the whole 
period of its operatioo tdll be un&vouraUa. 

O-N-^ This is likely to bring the native sadden benefits and 
unexpected gains. His magnetism will increase, so that he will affect 
others by the magnetic conditions which this solar influence will caus« 
him to generate, and he will probably take some long journey under this 
influence and gain by travel or changes which will tend to be for his 
good in some direction which may not at first be apparent. This a^ect 
win greatly bsnefit the native's mind, and causa Urn to be invantive, 
ingenious, and full of original ideas. His mind will expand, becoming 
interested in the higher thought, and in metaphyseal subjects, and he 
may take some definite step towards embracing occultism or mystical 
Studies, This is a ver^ favourable aspect in many ways, but particularly 
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as regards the meatal conditions, and under this influence the native 
will form new friendships and fresh acquaintances, or join some society 
orbodyofperaootitttereitod in higher thought, aesthetic cnltare or original 

009 This is probably tha wont aspect koown (except perhaps 

^ a Matters will now tend to go soddeoly wroog, and unexpected 
events of an unfavourable nature will occur. The native will meet with 
sudden and severe disappointments and will have unexpected separations 
and sharp disagreements to contend with. His mind will become 
pecnliarly irritabk^ and his health will salfor from strange ailnmts and 
peculiar aervoua dtsordera. This is not a good time to make any 
changes, althongh change or removal may be neces«tated by circum* 
stances, so that the native may be unable to prevent making unfavourable 
changes : his feelings will be affected, and those intimately related to him 
will cause him annoyance and worry, and perhaps disgrace. It is quite 
an evil period : matters of importance should be postponed, and ail 
travel avoided if possible ; estrangements and nnfiirtmute disooveriea 
are likely. If the current lunar aspects are evil then a critical perkMl is 
at hand ; otherwise, until other aspects coincide it will not act with 
full force.

This will bring unexpected and sudden gains and advan- 
tages. The native will increase in magnetic power and broaden 
considerably in mind, taldi^ very advanced views of life, becoming more 
than usually original, inventive and constructive. He will travel, or 
oaake important changes of a favourable nature, or will come into intimate 
contact with original persons and will take up the study of some meta^ 
physical subject, astrology, or occultism in some form. He may gain 
suddenly through investments or by speculation, especially through 
railways or other methods of rapid transit. It is a good time for such as 
are of a leformiiig and advanced turn of mind, anxious to improve 
Borrounding eooditions ; and the native will gain through friends and 
aoqualntaoces, and will probably also have some romantic or aovri 
experience which will be quite out of the common. 

O Q ^ This is an evil aspect, likely to cause sudden and 
unexpected troubles, affecting the health and tending to upset the 
nervous system. The native will feel irritable and inclined to become 
txdtable, or very easily provoked, and will either oSend othen by Us 
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attitude towards them, or strongly and fanatically resent their attitude 
towards himself. It is not a good time to travel or make aay important 
changes, and tba native thoold endeavour to keep always as calm and 
sdf'Contralled as possiUe : he will now be liable to diaappointnents and 
sq^vatUms between himaalf and hu friends, and he shonld act at 
Ascraetly as possible, and be guarded in all dealings with strangers, or 
those with whom he is accidentally brought into contact, as he is 
liable to misrepresentation and slander or at least very harsh criticism. 
If the lunar aspects are evil in nature while this solar influence is in 
operation, it irill be a very bad time; but if they are good then this

0 7^ 9 The qoincanx or '* inconjunct ** aspect between Uranus and 
the Sun is in general of a similar nature to the semi-sextile, but it is in 
the main more separative in its nature and somewhat more drastic in its 
operation (thout;h this is chiefly confined to the mental plane, unless 
Uranus be badly aspected at birth). It is, moreover, far more likely to 
afleet the health, if moderation and simplicity of life an not followed. 
This b a qdendid aspect for the truly regenerate^ bringing an expansion 
of consciousness that will not pass away. For the densely stolid and 
practical person it wilt have little advantage and will eiiBCt merely a 
fBW minor worries or misunderstandincrs. 

O 8 ^ A very evil influence. All the native's aflfairs will now tend 
to go wrong suddenly, and unexpected events of an astounding nature 
will happen during this period : he should avoid travel or making any 
diai^ or removals, if possible. He wOI meet with strenuous cppoA' 
tion, will suffer through separatloiis and estrangements, and will also be 
liable to lose friends and to come into unforeseen conflict with strangers 
and to suffer thereby. His magnetic conditions will be inimical to others, 
and he will be liable to act suddenly, impulsively, and very rashly while 
the aspect operates. He cannot be too careful in all dealings with 
Others, nor wdgfa too carefully the consequences off his actions, for he 
will be very liable to make mistakes, or to be made to act against his 
will by the desires or the hypnotic influence of others. He should avoid 
disputes and keep clear of all lef^al affairs, do nothing to offend others or 
to bring himself into unmerited disgrace or ill-repute. This aspect 
marks a very critical stage in the career, and it will not pass without

[The following are from tb« peo of a subscriber who has made a special 
study the planet Neptme^ bat th^ are offered rather as suggesttoos than 
descriptions oT the influences coDcemed. Little is actaally Icnowa of tbto 
strange planet, save by individual experience.] 

O P. Y This is tiw sune ss the conjunctioii in its genenl eficct, 

but opsrates for a longer poriod and indicalss a gsnsral ovor*haiiging 

influence of the nature described. It is unlilcdj to aflect any but the 
most advanced souls to any ^reat extent. 

© d Y This is a deeply mysterious influence and its full effect is 
scarcely likely to be felt by the majority, at least as regards material 
matten; modi will depend upon tiie aqiects to N^lnne at birth, and 
also on whether this planet is prominent in the nativity in any way; but 
an extremely remarkable experience of some kind is likdy to lesolt firom 
this influence if such should be the case. A psychic awakening of some 
sort is sure to take place and according to the stage of unfoldment reached 
by the soul, this may rar^^e from a romantic love episode to poetic or 
musical inspiration or clairaudience ; or, on the other band, some weird 
experience connected with the sea or with hatmted houses. In any ease 
the expsrience is sure to be aooompanied with either incaroenitlon or 
restriction of some kind : at least the renouncal of some long coveted or 
dearly prized object. For N^une is peculiarly connected with the mi 
of things. 

0 V ^ The general nature of this influence will approximate to 
that of the conjunction as to the kind of experience denoted, but it is 
likely to be stiU more recondite and obscme. Employment as a seeiet 
ssrvioe agent would be an appropriate experience under this aspect far one 
whose nativity denoted such capacities ; in a more ordinary horoooope^ 
affairs connected with hospitals, workhouses or mortuaries. 

Q I ^* This denotes a period of mysterious misfortunes, which 
dog the native's footsteps in a peculiar and unprecedented way. Psy- 
chic matters are sure to enter into the life in some way and affect it 
injuriously, but the aspect, in any case, is a week one, and unless the 
planet is heavily alllicted at birth little serious trouble is to be anticipated. 

O-N^ V* This b probably the most favourable influence of all, 
denoting (if other aspects are favourable) an idyllic period of blissful 
conteotuient. The musical or poetical faculty will be strongly 

* (See also 4 V abo\-e. j 
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Bwakenedf and a pronotmced tendency to mysticism — or refined 
MUtiOttsness, according to the type of horoscope — will be displayed. 
In ft material sense it denotes a period of surprising " good luck " ; bat 
this of course depends on the aspects at birth. 

0 □ This is the most evO a^ect of tha Son to N^nne. If the 
latter isafflicted at birth theeflfects are likely to be most serkms. Aa 
involved state of affairs in every phase of the activities is sure to ensii^ 
and a deep depression of the emotional nature may lead to some rash 
act. Neurotics and other psychically sensitive persons are the most 
likely to feel the worst effect of this aspect) which tends to weaken the 
moral fibre and to ruin the conatittttion : this only when Neptune is 
much ftflUcted at birth. 

0 A y * Other influences iieuig favourable, this aspect inaugnxates 
" halloa days." Prosperity of the most unusual description— a *' boODS** 
to use a slang word — may l>e looked for, unless the aspects at birth pre- 
clude such good fortune. Riches and favours will be showered on the 
native and bis cup will be full to overflowing. This as regards material 
wdfiue: to those who are more spiritually inclined this period it cm of 
fsijgioos eiahatiao and great blesah^ in a spiritual sense, or of axtrene 
crsative Cscandity in the case of a post or muridan. 

Og¥* This is similar In tttaek to the sead'Square. Delays, 
disappointments, and tantalising experiences of aa uonsual kind may be 
anticipated, and the period is one that is likely to live in the memory as 
unique in its way, grinding, as it were, " slowly, yet exceeding small." 

0 A V* 'thist the qianonue or *'inconjunct," is similar ia its oHect 
to the semi-seztile, but is somewhat longer in duration and more far- 
readiing in its eflfects. Its true misrioa b to e£hct a purificatun of the 
iadividuality. 

0 8 ^ This is, perhaps, the most tremendous obstacle that the 
individuality has to cope with ; for the soul is here weighed in the 
balances — and too often ' found wanting.' All the antagonistic forces of 
the lower aatnre^ or the qadevdoped part of maa, rise up and seek to 
swamp him, aad powerfiil indeed most he be if ho can breast them. 
Only the pore can do tOi and even they must prepare to see their most 
cherished schemes totter in apparent confusion to the ground. Failure, 
however, consists not in failing to maintain, but in ceasing to strive; 
and for the overcomer the reward is great.

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CHAPTER XI. 

Lunar Positions and Aspects. 

Thb Moon's aspects to the Sun and planets are always very imporUmt, 
iat tbe Mooo b the coUactor of infloonoes and brings th«m to the stags 
of frtiitioii; for witbout the Moon's oO'Opecstion the "mutaal** and 
** solar'* inflaanftus wouM be vague and uncertain. And therefore the 

Lunar aspects — apart even from the tendencies which they denote of 
themselves — act as an outlet or medium through which the Solar and 
Mutual influences can function. The Moon's passage through the 
various houses of the Radix and of tbe Progressed Horoscope indicates, 
Moording to the boossthroogh which she passes, the amtnie of the events 
most likely to alact tbe nativOi 

In tbe fbUowiog pages the influence determined by the house the 
Moon passes through is described, and also the signification of the 
various aspects, whether to radical or progressive planets. 

In connection with the latter, it is well to take it as a standard 
rule that tbe Moon's aspects to radicMl planets ar e to be inter pretedjn 
terms of the Radix, wh ile thoee to the fngnati planets ar e to Be 
rendered in terms of the Progressed noroscop^ Thus supposs Satnm 
is lord of the radical M.C., but of the ninth house in the progressed 
horoscope, and that the Moon comes to a bad aspect, first of the radical 
and next of the progressed Saturn. The first should be regarded as 
afl^ecting tbe tenth house matters of the native — his parents or profession, 
or sods! atettts (especially as concern s mdi find matters as family 
interests, entsilsd piopsrty, etc, etc.)^ while the latter would show out 
its infinence b nbtb bouse affairs, joomqrs, philosophical stute, etc, 
etc., according to the general tenoor of the radical and progressed 
ninth bouse and the cha ract e r of each of the two h o r oscope s as a whole*

IMPORTANT NOT£ REGARDING THE 
MOON'S ASPECTS. 

The Moon's aspects, formed by the progress of the Moon round the 
horoscope, are only of vital signincaace when they coincide in nature 
with the Solar and Mutual aspects. When this is the case during the 

Kriod for which the " directions" have been calcolated, attention should 
drawn to the fact by a mark or note, so as to araist the judgment. 
Otherwise, the lunar aspects are only indications of what may or could 
happen under the lunar intluences. It is, however, the correspondtnu of 
Lamr Aspects with ths Stiw of Mnlnal injltuncss which mahs ths ymrs 
eventful, for the Moon brings matters to the culminating point and marks 
the time when tlte major aspect has reached the stage of fruition, when 
causes already set in motion on the mental or psychic planes will begin 
to manifest on the physical or material plane. Lunar aspects, when not 
coincident with the major aspects, are somewhat uncertain in their 
opeintimi and may pass by without any appreciable effect, no matter 
how strong the aspect in itself, and hence at best they are only inctications 
of probable events. 

The same remark applies, of course, also to the Solar and Mutual 
Aspects. For instance, the ruler of the radical ascendant having pro- 
gressed to the conjunction of the ruler of the progressed ascendant 
means, that the lord of the twelfth house of the progressed horoscope is 
in conjunction with the lord of its ascendant — a hampering and restrictive 
influence as far as the progressed horoscope Is concerned, but having 
absolutely no influence upon the radical horoscope, unless it should take 
place in some d^rce that is in aspect to a radical planet or house cusp. 

In a similar way, the passage of the Moon through the various 
houses of the horoscope must not be expected to produce events of like 
importance in ail cases. Much for instance will depend on the promi- 
nence of the «^ corresponding to the house in question fai the nativity. 
Thus if Gemini is tenanted by many planets, or if Mercury is afflicted in 
a ' day ' horoscope, the passage of the Moon through the radical or even 
the progressed third house, is sure to be fruitful of events. Here, as 
always, the student's own individual judgment must be brought into 
play, and the map with its aspects, etc., taken as a whole, before 
conclusions are formed. Indeed, in all true sdence as in all true art| 
analysis and synthesis mmt go hand in hand. 

As bejore, the signifUatiom given apply prmarily fa the aspects of the 
progressed Moon to radical planets, but may also be interpreted in terms of the 
pr^^m$§ihmieop$mtk$ mmnmMieaM Mp* 69. 
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A. Tmb Lunar Position. 

I. TlM Moon paaaiiig through th« FtM H«m§ of tho nativity 

or the progressed horoscope* will bring all matters connected with the 
personality to the fore, and much will depend upon the native's own 
actions and upon his own attitude of mind as to how the " directions " 
operating will affect him. This position generally tends to break up 
enstiqg conditiaiiB, and cooaequently flometimos aflects the health, in 
acoordaooe with die strength of the Moon at Mrth or the aofawiiifltMiicea 
operating in the p togrea i ed horaaoope. Aa the Mooo going over tlie 
cusp of the ascendant nearly always ptoduces cka$$ges, it will be well for 
him to note carefully the kind of changes he desires, so as not to make 
mistakes. In a general sense be may expect the personality to come 
more to the fore, and all matters connected with the form side of existence 
to engage hit attention mora than previoaaly ; and aa the Moon now 
commencea that half off her drcle which Kes muUr th$ mhk, be most 
piipara far the change of condition iriiich the Moon*a paaiage over the 
ascendant nearly always brings, for, as has been stated elsewhere, the 
lower half of the horoscope (houses I. to VI.) concerns the personalis 
chiefly rather than the individuality. 

II. The Moon passing through the Stcond House will bring to 
the fine all mattera connected with finance. There are many advantages 
to be gained from the Moon's passage through the second hottse» for any 
good aspects that the Moon receives during each month will tend to be 
profitable from a financial standpoint, and those who are able to take 
advantage of this can nearly always find means to increase their incomes, 
either through judicious investment or through engaging the mind in 
general financial afikirs to their own benefit. It is a good position for 
thooe who have the in^inilional fiKolty, for imaginative and historical 
antboff^ etc* 

III. The Moon paaafaig thioogh the TtM Hm$ will afiect the 

* Wlut hu been Mid l>efore ngardlng the distinction to be observed be t ween the 
radical and the progteased horoscope Mrill also apply here. The native may be 
regarded as having, in effect, two personalities — the h^edllary or root temperament 
aod dieaoeitkm he was bom with, and the modification or ooignmih theraol that he 
hu evolved far himtelf baa the fanner by the play of hii thooght and will apoe the 
physical eo»iroomit he fannd himself placed in. The former will raoMlo ■naifccimt

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mental conditions, giving great activity in all matters connected with the 
miod, stimulating to greater thought, and also tending to bring changes. 
As tlw lunar oib is bsbw ths ssttbi ths nativs will be liaUs to braod 
ovsr his conditioiUi deriring to alter in some way the environment in 
which he is fdaeed. And so this progression of the Moon through the 
third house never fails to give some restlessness, while it also brings one 
into close contact with relatives, or persons who have some claim upon 
the native. The objective consciousness will be far more active than the 
subjective, the mind being more drawn towards objects and externals 
and bj these means stimulated and rendered mom indined to think 
deeply. 

IVt The Moon passing through the Fourth House of the natiinty 
will tend to awaken interest in all domestic affairs, causing the native to 
have his mind concerned about his residence, and may bring changes and 
removals or at least make him restless and desirous of change. From 
an occult standpoint the Moon's passage through this house is favourable, 
as it will precipitate OMny thhags that have been held b suspension : 
tfisre will, moraover, be an occult vdn running through the native's 
GOnsdousoess, whether he recognises it as such or not, this being one of 
the psychic houses in all of which the Moon has some strength, being 
able to receive all the vibrations that are active in the nativity. It will 
have a correspondence with the latter half of tlie day, t.«., from sunset 
to dawn, making this the best portion (tf the day for Mm for the time 
being, and will also bring hhn into touch with persons who are Hlrely to 
afieet him in the home lib. Although the Moon in one sense has 
not much ' strength ' when passing through the fourth house, still she has 
a natural sympathetic relation with it, owing to Cancer, the mUural 
fmrth house, being the sign of the Moon. 

V. The Moon passing through iho Fifth Home tends to awaken 
the emotions in ooonectioa with fove affurs, childran, pleasure generally, 
sfMl even games <d hazard, gambling or boMoess enterprises ; for tUs 
house governs everything of a speculative nature. It is a good period to 
engage in investment or speculation and to seek pleasures generally. 
In certain respects the fifth house has sympathy with the emotions,* 
tending to awaken all the feelings of the native to the utmost and 
allowing him to give vent to them along those lines of least resistance 

* That is, the Jury emotions, or those of the heart, as distioguisbed from the 
eelny, or ihoie of tl» pqpdcal MiMei. 

G 
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which are offered when the Moon is passing through this house. When, 
however, she is receiving evil aspects, care will have to be taken where 
the feelings are conceraed, similarly alio in tultaii of m ^•enlttive 
nature, for financial losses are then probable; but under good aspects the 
nativo may invest to advantage, or profitably engaga his mind in any 
speculative venture which prudence may sanction. 

VI. The Moon passing through the Sixth Houu, not altogether a 
fortunate bouse for the Moon to pass through, as it tends to bring some 
sickness or indisposition, will therefore be likely to affect the health, 
which should be well guarded during this period. Tba native should also 
be very carefol in all dealings with infiBcioni, as this is one of the 
- « uafBctonato** houses itf the nativity ; although it is tme that it gives 
some p^duc tendencies ; but this is merely owing to the latent side of 
the nature being awakened. All afflictions that the Moon receives 
while passing through this house will be likely to affect the health and 
cause indisposition, unless careful attention is paid to hygiene, and 
hence will probably prove to be tilo commencement of any ill*hoBith 
that will Icrilow. Therefore, when such afflictions occur, the native 
should take care to hasp the health in good order, so that when the 
Moon meets any hmJU aspect to the other ptaaets he may use those 
vibrations for the purpose of improvin;? his general health; for this 
house is intimately connected with hy^'iene, and is just as powerful for 
benefiting the health as for impairing it, being related to the r^ulations 
or adjustment ci the physical system generally. 

VII. The Moon pasang through the seventh, a house that is 
connected widi marriage, unions, partnerships, and association with 
otliers, the native is likely to be brought into contact with others who 
will greatly influence his life ; and he may enter into partnerships or 
unions, to his great advantage, if done while the Moon forms a favourable 
aspect to any of the other planets which is not itself afflicted. All 
' favourable bfluenoes coming from the planets to the Moon while she 
passes through this house will tend to unify tlie native with others and 
to bring him into contact with tlwse whose lives will run parallel with 
his own ; but no ties or attachments — no unions particularly — should be 
formed when the Moon in her progress through the seventh meets any 
affliction to the other planets. The nature of the aspects the Moon meets 
shouUl be carefully noted, so that the best time to become united or 
attached to others may be observed. The natal ejects between the 
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respective rulers of the first and seventh houses, and any affliction 
thereto, should also be carefully borne in mind and all testimonies duly 
weighed. 

VIII. The Moon pMstog tbiough the EigUk Hmm, oonsUerad the 
** House of Death,** it is probable thet deaths may occur in the native's 
social drdot or deaths v/ill in some way aflfect him. In a higlier sense, 

however, the passage of the Moon through this house has a very deqi 
significance, for it awakens interest in occult matters and usually brings 
some phase of the occult very prominently into the life : hence the native 
is likely to have some of his inner senses stimulated into greater activity 
hy this Inner position. Bnt mnch, of conrse, will depend upon the 
aqiects that tfie Moon forms to odier planets during her passage through 
tikis hous^ which lasts for sometimes as long as three jeais or more. 
The good aspects will bring gain dtber by will or legacy, and the adverse 
aspects, sorrow and trouble in connection with losses, especially in 
relation to the partner's incoine. A careful study of the aspects will be 
necessary before deciding definitely how the Moon's passage will operate. 

IX. The Moon passing through the NM Htm, e mther fortunate 
influence, tends to oonsidenibly improve the horoscope as a wliole, 
cauring the mind to be interested in all matters connected with either 
the occult life, or philosophy and religion, and if the native can aspire 
high enough he will now be able to come into touch with that plane of 
knowledge wherein all things are known : therefore, by awakening the 
intellectual side of the nature he will be greatly benefited by the Moon's 
passage through the house. Sometimes voyages are indicated when the 
Moon goes through the ninth house, bnt of course much will dqiendupoo 
the aspects, both those in the radical and also thoss in the p rogressed 
horoecope. 

X. The Moon passing through the Tenth House will probably 
bring some responsibility, and it will certainly accentuate the native's 
sense of jnstke, bringing out all tiie moral tandendes; for the tenth 
house has much to do with elevation to a better poritioo in life, always 
^ving advantages for progress and stimulating the moral dde of the 
nature, making the native endeavour to improve his surroundings and 
thus making the period a good time for asking favours or raising one's 
self into a higher phase of efficiency and service. All matters of a 
business nature will now come to the fore, and everything connected 
mth work in which he is intarostsd will tsod to become more prominettt 
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b the nttivt't Ufisb to that many advantages may be gainad wfaik the 
Moon U paasbig through this home. It will aim hava aomethmg to do 
with domestic arrangements, afiecting the maternal side of the home, 
and generally bringing activity into the lile UlTlMWdfllg tO the aipecta^ 
good or bad, that the Moon may meet. 

XI. The Moon passing through the Eleventh House will cause all 
matters concerned with friendships to be brought prominently to the 
fero. The native will either make new friends or acquaintances, or be 
cloeaty assodsted with those whom be considers his friends, and as 
this house is also connected with hopes, wishes and desires, his desires 
will become much stronger, and the more hope he can cultivate tha 
more successful will he be during the time the Moon passes through 
this house. At the same time, a great deal will depend upon the aspects 
formed by the lunar orb, for under adverse aqpects care will be 
necessary with regard to friends and acquaintances, while under good 
aspects help and assistance may come through friends, also much 
success in dealing with them. This house is somewhat fortunate for the 
Moon, therefore the most should be made of all the 0|q)0rtanitie8 that 
come in the native's way as she passes through it. 

XII. The Moon passing through the Twelfth House will probably 
bring sorrows and troubles, for this b considered the most unfortunate 
boose of the twelve. However, there is a side to this inflnanma that is 
worth noting, and that is the occult and psychic tendencies which it 
gives, and the ability to come into touch with the deeper part of the 
nature; for it brinf;s out all the sympathies, awakens the truly hopeful 
tendencies, and does much to stir into activity the deeper emotions 
which are latent in the native's character. He will probably have some 
experiences of a sorro wfu l nature which will awaken his feelings, and it 
is moreover possible that he may also aufier some treachery frtxn the 
hidden enmity of otlms wlule the Moon is passing through this house ; 
but be should remember that nothing can come to him that is not hia 
Ottfi, and therefore if he has made no enemies in the past he need not 
fear the Moon's passage through this house: yet if he has committed 
any acts which necessitate the working out of the fate attached to them, 
then while the Moon goes through this house ha will reap the results of 
tiiOM his former acts. For this is especially the house through which 
** Karma," or the fruit of past actions, works out its own destiny both 
the mfleiiaf experienced and the wisdom gained thereby. 
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B. Trb Lunar Aspbcts. 

D P. 0 An influence tending to awaken and make manifest the 
solar influence. The native will now find his mind prone to change, 
somewhat ambitious and aspiring, with the desire behind it to improve 
his gtoenl snmmodiiigi and to aqMrieiioft new oonditioos of a mora 
b en efi c i al nature. This is a positioii that is maiaty dq>endent upon 
other aspects to give it character and definite shap^ and while it often 
gives the desire for change it does not always bring the opportunity to 
carry out that desire. But it has however an effect upon the other 
lunar aspects, as it strengthens the Moon's aspects to the other portions 
of the horoscope, and brings individual effort into play either to 
cliange or to hnprove the environment. It often affiscts those who 
are indirectlj con n ected with the ISh, witliottt actually cansmg any 
difference in the native's own afiairs, affecting others indirectlj through 
himself. In some cases it is a weak influence, in others very powerful, 
according to the influence and power of the Sun both in the nativity and 
the progressed horoscope. 

D d O This position of the Inminaries will bring changes, and 
csthar sodal advancement or some snocess and gratified ambitkm. It is 
not always a fiavoorable podtioQ lor health* changes taking |daoe m th« 
system which bring ft liability to feverish complaints, affecting the 
circulation and the general health according to the normal condition of 
the constitution, and also the present mode of living, habits, etc. The 
native will either change his residence, experience some radical change 
in environment, or mideigo internal changes which will have a 
permansBt efiiwt upon his fiitore; for this influence marks a nunor 
^de in liib, bringing new undertaldagSi firesh reqmnsibUities, and 
attachments or unions that affect the future according to the oppor- 
tunities the environment affords and the use that is made of them to 
gain all the advantages which this important conjunction offers. He 
may now act with more confidence than usual, and seek to bring about 
tbcee conditions which his personal needs demand, for if he acts 
discnetly be wiU gain bis object. 

]) M O A very weak but nevertheless avourable aspect, tending to 
make the mind more hopeful and cheerful, and also giving an opportunity 
fx the better mflnsnoes in the horoecope to operate. It wiU bring some 
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slight improvemeiit ia the native's monetary a&in, and some gain from 
■nperion, paving tlMt way for improvement in the general oonditioiM of 
his environment. There is here a harmonious blending of the positive 

and negative forces, which will allow other aspects in the nativity to 
work freely, so that gain and success will attend effort on the part of the 
native to improve himself and his prospects in a general and all-round 
manner. The aspect is not a strong one, nor does it promise much ; 
but its fitvonnUe naturo sets in motion tlie vibration that irill allow 
the other good aq^ects to bo stiengthened, and the evil aspects to be 
minimited. Monetary advantages are indicated. 

J) Z 0 An unfavovirable aspect, though weak : generally produces 
some slight indisposition, which may turn to more severe and evil results ; 
it is therefore an influence rather of the nature of a warning note than 
an actual presage of evil. If the native does not live correctly the 
circulation of the blood will be aff»cted, the system will become dogged 
■ad the fi mc tl on s doggish, causing a feverish state which may either be 
quickly remedied by proper attention and abatemiousness, or if n^lected 
will lead to more serious complicationSi according to the attitude of his 
mind towards the result it produces. He should not allow himself to 
become excited or over-heated, or enter into any disagreement with 
another, or disappointment and disfavour will be the result. It is not a 
good period far monetary aSiurs, nor for matters connected with pleasure, 
society, friends or attachments. 

D ^ 0 The chief influence of this aspect is to brighten the mind 
and give a very hopeful outlook, inspiring confidence and leading the 
energies into a more enterprising and ambitious channel. Success will 
attend many of the native's undertakings while this aspect lasts, he will 
meet with prosperity and will gain from others, while If any short 
jonmeyt ace nndertahen, or travel, he will obtain sncoesa and benefit 
from the change* This is a good period ia which to mahe changes, 
Mther mental or physical ; also to form aew attachments, to make new 
friends and acquaintances, and to seek for social advancement. The 
native may obtain favours from others, or will come in contact with those 
who are mentally and socially his superiors, and benefit through them. 
This aspect favours all literary work, writing, reading and oorrespon- 
dence; also general interoonrae with pacaona who are cnltuied and refined 
or b good podtiont in the world. The meet shoold be made of this 
good Influence by eaerdsuig the mind aa much as possible.

^00 TIm native may expect to pass through a nth«r anxioiis 
time, for domesBe and fiunity affiiin are now likelj to become dis- 
organised, since this aspect not only threatens liis own health, but also 

the Iiealth of others in some manner connected with him, either by 
relationship or friendly attachment. He must guard his health, for 
sickness is threatened him if he allows the digestive organs to get upset, 
or the circuhition to be weakened, rendering him subject to some indis* 
position or other, which will affect him aocordiog to his general strengtii 
of Gonstitntioo and physical cooditiott at the time. He will find troubles 
and difficulties and several an«iettes now affecting him. It is not a good 
time to make changes or removals, neither is it good for travel, nor for 
entering into any new undertaking. If the other " directions " operating 
at the time become too severe it will signify a death in the family or 
todal drde^ or some rather serious trials. This is one of the critical 
positions, depending for its actual e£bct upon the current Solar aspects. 

^ A O The native will now enter upon a period of success, Ixlnghig 
the sati^RCtory realisation of many of his ambitions, hopes, and widies, 
in accordance with his capacity to answer to the aspect and to his own 
inner nature. It will bring him opportunities to improve his general 
conditions and surroundings, and is a good time to invest or to speculate, 
or to enter iqpOD new eoteipKiaes and fresh undertakings. Hewfflhave 
joy and pieasore from Us fodings and emolioos, will form new and 
honourable friendahipB, and will gain through friends and those who are 
bound up with his general welfare in life. He may ask favours of superiors, 
enter into fresh enjoyments, and do all to further his interests. This 
aspect denotes the advent of a pleasurable and fruitful time in which all 
matters connected with the domestic circle will proceed favourably, and 
isapiodtimefar healtfi and for the enjoyment of Itfo generally. Mncb, 
however, dqiends upon the native's own power to extract all the good 
out of the opportunities he will meet with. 

]) g O Malignant in its nature and likely to cause trouble and 
anxiety while it operates. Fortunately, although sharp and acute while 
it lasts, it is an aspect that docs not endure for any considerable time, but 
while it is in operation the health is liable to sufTer, and great care 
should be taken to cure oolds and all feverish tendencies. This aspect 
aJfoets tbs health through changes ui the viUl system, altering the 
drculatkm and bringing a Ikbility to suffer from ill-health subsequently, 
if can is not taken to ke^ the mind cahn and free from anxiety. The 
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nativiB win now sa0er fomi diaappoiatmaitt and win either offnd tliose 

«nth whom he is iatimately r^ed oc suffer through them in aomo 
peculiar way. It is an adverse aspect for dealing with superiors, or 
those in higher social standing than himself, and it will be well for him 
to act discreetly and cautiously. 

]) A O The Moon in forming this very weak aspect to the Son's 
radical poaitiott is Init indiflerently affected therabj; it will, however, 
operate favouiaUjr when the Solar or Mutual aqiects are good. The 
native may take advantage of this influence by sabguarding his health, 
for it denotes a change in the system ; and these changes produced by the 
luminaries in any aspect may affect the health — according as the general 
liability is to suffer or not to suffer when the magnetic currents alter. 
If the digestive organs are normally strong the aspect haa little effect in 
this partlcnlar ; hot when there is any tendency to worry or to beoome 
upset by domestie affiUrs or emotional states, thai the heatth is aflected, 
and this period becomes the fcrenmner of changes in the systenn that 
eventually re-act adversely upon the general well-being. 

D 8 0 A very critical position, often the culminating point of a 
train of "directions," and bringing with it unpleasant and trying 
oondiiioas, in which nnxiety, worry and sorrow are experienoed. This 
aspect is essentially sepsrative in its natnre, and is.therefNe lisblo to 
produce aepantkns, by death or otherwise, parting of friends, and 
disappointments, also loss of dignity, or such events as affect honour and 
social standing. In common with all aspects between the luminaries it 
produces changes, and tends to break up existing conditions. But 
although this aspect is malefic in its nature it will not act disastrously 
nnlsis the solar mflnances are also evil, hi wUdi case ill health, hissas, 
deaths, or domestic tfooUes ars thrsatoned. It will be well not to 
expect any bvomaMe teminslioB to any di^te with mveriots; 
neither is it a good time Uu the feelings and emotion^ wludi are now 
likely to suffer. 

D P. 5 This influence is very favourable for mental activities. It 
will bring changes, new friends, advancement, and intellectual energy, 
and will extend over a period of several months ; it will act chiefly in 
accordance with the primary (m., mutual and solar) directums in force 
rather than done; hat in itself it is good for the adnd, and fiir fMiersl 
operations in which both thoQgIrt and industry are veqoiied. Tbenathre 
should make the most of this bflusncs^ whethsr far pu rp ose s of nudiBf 
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and ■tndying, or for tmvd, for ■ link is Iwre formed between tlie bndn 
tobid and tiie stored-up mental abllitj. Hence it is a gpod time to 
attend lectures, to visit inteUectual |ief8ons» and to improve tlie mind 
generally. 

J) d 9 This position is very favourable for the Moon, and denotes a 
time when the mind will be most receptive and very keen and alert. 
The native will find himself acute and diligent, eager to be busy. This 
is tlie time, then, vdien be maj know the power and strength of bis 
mental aMlities, Car a link is now farmed between the bndn oells and the 
true mentality: hence in accordance with the stored^up knowledge 
within, so may he exhibit consideration, thoughtfulness, and method : 
the memory should now be very good, and if exercised \vill serve well in 
all directions. It is, however, proper to remark that this may be just as 
unfavourable as favourable, according to the Solar or Mutual influences 
operating in the nativity or the prc^reased map. To make it favoiiraUe^ 
the native should study, and exercise the mhid ^th ideas, and think as 
freely as he can ; above all, he should learn the value of amcentraUtn^ far 
thought dissipated over a thousand diflbrent objects is merely a great 
energy wasted. 

X) ^ 9 This is a favourable aspect, although not very powerful in 
its operation. Like all lunar-mercurial aspects it will have the effect of 
Unking up the brain with that portion of the mentality which is always 
mors or less ktent It will bring opportonities to improve the mind by 
Stad^ or reading ; and it will awaken an interest in general mind 
improvement. The native may gain financially through mental 
activities, since this aspect will stir the mind into a more energetic 
condition, arousing his curiosity and giving him the ability to improve 
his monetary prospects either by writing and correspondence, or by 
agendea and dealings duroogh others. This Inner ai^ect will tend to 
bring him hito new nndertaUngs, and dins always denotes a more or 
lam basy period : but a great deal will depend upon his own growth and 
progress as to how far it will affect him beneficially ; for it may only 
indicate agility and quickness physically, instead of mental alertness or 
the two combined. 

DZ y This is not a strong aspect, bat its inftoenoe ia not good 
and while it operates it will be well far the native to endeavonr to avoid 
disputes, and to abstain from any aort of speech diat is not quite accurate 
or tba intnra teralt of which he is net fiil^ cooacioas oL For this 
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aspect briogs a liability to be indiKnet both in speech and alao ui 
writing, therefore all ehonld be cafefnlly thought oat before he commits 
hhnaelf either in speech or uriting. Thu is not a good time for the 
native to travel or to deal with others, espedaHy those who liave any 
power to draw him out and use what he may say as evidence against 
him. He should not quarrel with anyone, should be guarded in all 
dealings with relatives or kindred, but above all things should use care in 
writing or in speech, sign nothing of importance, and keep his own 
counsel, trusting to no one while this a^wct is operating. 

]> -N- V A very fovoorable influence, which will mslce this a 
saccessfiil and fortunate period according to the native's own innate 
ability; moreover, the mind will tend to enlarge and grow under its 
influence, so that it is a good time to learn and study, and to improve 
the mind generally. For there is now a most effective link between the 
oltjecttve and sniijective consciousneiSi which wiU stimulate him into 
gathering more knowledge, tiius enabling him to expand mentally in all 
directions. It is a very good time to travel, to make changes, and to 
deal with relatives or kindred. The native may either deal personally 
with others, or, if more advantage is sought, write and correspond ; for 
he will now be able to express himself clearly and to the purpose, the 
mind being at its best, bright and clear and capable according to the 
inherent abilities and acquired mentali^. He should make the most 
of this period, for progress may be rapid under this aspect. 

]) O 9 This is an evil aspect, for it tends to bring a disturbing 
element into the surroundings, which may have the effect of upsetting 
or disarranging domestic afiiairs. It is not good for any dealings with 
kindred or relatives, and denotes disputes with them. The native 
should now use care with regard to all correspondence, for it is an evil 
time for expressing oneself in any way, and be is therefoie likely to be 
mistmderstood, so that misconceptions will arise which will for the time 
interfere with his peace of mind. He should not travel this month, and 
should keep himself free from engagements or appointments as far as 
possible until this aspect has passed, having no dealings with solicitors or 
agents, and signing no important papers unless compelled to do so. 
This is the aspect that brings libel or slanderous reports to those who 
from the positfans at bhrth ate liable to attsdm from othsrs. It is not 
good for ai^ litsrary work, bnt» fortunately, It doss not endure kng. 

j^AV This will give gieot activity of brain, stimnbtmg all mental 
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energy, and eoabliog the native to display as much talent as he has 
latent within him, a strong link being now formed between the brain 
and the mental powers, allowing him at this time to fittingly express all 
that is latent within him : and in accordance with the mentality stored 
witlda bim to will ha make this period fbrtonate and snocossful. He will 
display an enqiuriiig mind and diligent mental activity, and if he gives lus 
mind to rtttdy will learn much under this influence. It is a good time 
for writing or correspondence, also for travelling, and to make changes, 
or to remove if necessary. All literary undertakings and business 
pursuits will now prosper, and the more the mind is energised and 
Stimulated, the more alert and operative will it become. A great deal 
depends upon the innate ability to use tids period wisdy, yet it isa stage 
where good and useful work may be done, not for ibm present only, bat 
also for the future. 

J) 0 9 This is not a good aspect, and it is likely to make the mind 
sarcastic and the tongue inclined to expressions that will not be peaceful 
or harmonious. The native's relationship with others will not be 
conducive to a aatia&etory anderstanding, and dm less he lus to do 
with others at tins time, espedally kindred and reUtives, the better. 
He should not travel or ento* upon any firesh nndertskings, but postpone 
all aflbirs that can conveideiltly wait over, as signings of papers, etc., 
and dealings with others generally, are not likely to be profitable or 
satisfactory at this period. He will be liable to suffer from ill repute and 
from personal attacks whilst this lunar aspect operates, and therefore 
dmnld do nothing likely to give rise to nUsunderstanding but deal 
towards all with whom he may come into commnnieatioo in an impartial 
and non-personal way, taking care to ofiend no one. It is not a good 
time for writing or icNr correspondence^ and in speech great cantioo will 
be necessary. 

D A 9 This is a somewhat unimportant aspect. It will operate in 
accordance with the native's mental development, for all aspects between 
the Moon and .Hercory denote a Unk of a morepraoonnced type than 
usual between the brain and the mind, and it will therefore give him aa 
o^^onity to express himself more readily, and to use whatever hUent 
mental ability he may have in a more direct and decisive way than 
usual. It will be a good time to plan and arrange, also to correspond, 
or to undertake literary work of any kind, especially critical reviews, 
etc. He will be more expressive, and may make himself better 
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understood than usual. This is a good time to study and learn, and just 
as the mind is used so will the brain be willing to respond. If the 
mental abilities are stimulated it will now be a good time for independent 
thought, with freedom from personal bias. 

D 8 9 Ibis IB a voiy imfiivoafable influmce, tor it will toad to 
make the mind over diarp— too keen and alert, caodng tbe native to 
over-reach himself in some way, and to overstep the bounds of moderatian 
or discretion. This will either bring him into disrepute, or cause him to 
quarrel with others and thereby arouse much opposition. He will do 
well to avoid all correspondence or writing, and leave the signing of 
important papers until the mind can see clearly, freed from all prejudice 
or personal Mas. Tiiis aspect gives a liability to distort things, and to 
view things in a wioog lif^t, and the native afaonld therefore be caiefal 
in all dealings with others, especially agents and *''cute** people 
generally. It is not a good time to travel, to make changes, or to 
remove; in fact it is an ill time for the mind, which is prone to worry 
and become over anxious, seeing things in a jaundiced way due partly 
to an overwrought condition, for the nervous energy will be disturbed 
under Out ai^ect. The natsvs shonld use great care la all he does at 
this time. 

P. $ TUs is a very &voiirable podtioo, and likely to benefit the 
native and bring him good fortune and success while it lasts ; and as it 
is not confined to one month alone it is quite a general aspect for good. 
It will improve the mind, making it ch"erful, bright and mirthful, 
inclined to pleasure, and to take things in a lighter vein than usual. 
The native will obtain some social advantage under its influence, and 
wUl have dealings with others that will tend to bring about attachments 
or en g a g ements of a yaj favonraUe nature, his foelings and «notions 
being stined to respond to any demonstration of afiisction or disphyot 
feelbg on tbe part of others. He should make the most of this period, 
for it is a good time for all things ; and if he uses it for advancing his 
own interests he will find all things going smoothly and easily with him. 

]) (5 ? This is a very good position, deuoting a favourable time for 
all plsasures, for attachments, engagements and social afiairs generally. 
The foelings and emotions wiU now be pleaanrably eadted, and the 
native will respond to all diqilay of affsction readily and with lull 
sympathy, for this vrill bring friendships, and those attachments which 
will lialt htm to Others and make ties of a verv beneficial natures 
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it is a good time to seek pleasure, and to make oneself as attractive and 
pleasing as possible. This position very often brings a marriage, or its 
aqniralant, a partnership or tie that is &voiinbl« and good. The nativa't 
niiKl will now be peaoefnl and happy; he should therefore make the 
most of his good opportuaitieii using thb harmonious vibration for the 
refining and purifying of the personality. It is a iavoorable position for 
all artistic matters. 

D V 5 Although a weak aspect this is good, and tends to improve 
the mind by making it more pleasure-loving and peaceful, also more 
indined to society and ths Mhmship of others. It Is a good time to 
form new aoquaintanoes, to make friends, or to Ibrm attachments. It 
is not a sufficiently strong aspect to bring matters to a state of fruition, 
but it is good for the native to tnake himself active in regard to feeling, 
so that his affections may find a safe outlet. This aspect is slightly 
good also for monetary affairs, and he should improve his financial 
prospects under its influence. He will find it good for visiting and 
maldng finends, and for extending his social drcle, also for generally 
benefiting his domestie affidrs. It is only slightly good, being a weak 
aspect, but much more may be made of it by taking it as an opportunity 
to be utilised. 

J) Z $ This is not a good influence, though it is in many respects a 
weak one. It will cause the native some disappointment, or will arrest 
the flow of feeling and emotion. He will not be able to show or 
dsmanstrate all he feels, and will find some dday or hindrance to his 
aflectioos. It is not a good time to form new atta c hm en ts or to make 
friends and acquaintances, and he will do well also to watch expenditure, 
as he will be liable to some monetary losses. If careful, not allowing 
sensation or personal feeling to affect him, nothing serious will disturb 
his affections while this lunar aspect lasts ; but it will be just as well, by 
not looking for more than ordinary sympathy, to avoid having the 
personal sensitiveness affected while this aspect is hi foroe-Hnurely 
longer than one or two months at the outside. 

]> # 9 This is a very favourable and fortunate lunar aspect, and it 
will benefit the native in many ways. The mind will be more clear and 
lucid while it operates, and the feelings and emotions will be stirred, so 
that he will find an outlet for feeling through the affectional side of bis 
nature, forming attachments or unions that will be very snocessfol, and 
linking Umaelf to others in a manner that will bo highly beneficial and 
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fimitful. He should make the most of this aspect to bring to a satisfactory 
issue the Uoks that exist between himself and others ; for his feelings will 
be at their beat, and the whole ctf the nature will be filled with pteasant 
emotion under tlua aspect. It is a f(Ood period &r financial euooeest and 
the monetary prospects should improve and bring success and gain. 
The native should do all he can to advance himself socially, mentally, 
and morally ; for it is one of the best lunar aspects and should be used 
to improve the general conditions. 

D □ $ This is not a favourable aspect, and is one likely to cause 
Bome tnmble, especially with regard to the feeUnge and emotions ; for 
the native is likely to suffisr diaappointment» or to have disagreements 
irith others, which will cause him sorrow and anxiety. His attadi- 
ments and engagements are likely to go wrong nnder this aspect, and 
domestic affairs to be upset and disarranged. This aspect also denotes 
some monetary difficulties, therefore it is advisable to use care in all 
financial matters. It is not a good time for social undertakings, and the 
greatest care will be necessary to keep from frettii^, and from nndnly 
feefing the adverse vibrattons now operating. If the native allows 
personal feeling to aflhct him, he will now be very sensitive and easily 
wounded. He cannot be too careful in all dealings with the opposite 
sex, and should not allow himself to form any attachments that are not 
in accord with his ideals. 

1) 4& S This is a remarkably good lunar aspect, and if it coincides 
with other good directions operating it will mark an ^och in lib. The 
native will now find hb fsdhigs and emotions having a very satisfiMtory 
outlet, for it will make his attachments and engagements fruitful, and 
tend to bring all matters concerning the affections to a satisfactory issue. 
It is a very good time for pleasure, for social success, and for general 
advancement and prosperity. It is good also for finance and monetary 
prospects, and will bring gain, pleasure, and profit in many directions. 
The native tirill be wise to malw the most of this very fitvonrable lunar 
aqwct, and to do all he can to faring about his desires. A great deal 
will depend upon his environment at this time : he will have the 
opportunity, and it will be for him to respond himself to the opportunity 
that this influence will bring. In any case it is a good aspect, and will 
bring good in accordance with the indications shown in the nativity. 

2) Q ; Not a very important aspect, but when other influences 
are evil it denotes a death b the frunily drde, or Bome loss whkh is 
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kaeoly fdt. The native's feeliiigs and amotioos wQl sofler in aoae way, 
espedally if hiaaffectionshave not been altogether well placed ; financial 
matters, moreover, should be watched while this aspect lasts, for there 
is some liability to losses. Though not a powerful influence it will act 
adversely if the personal feelings are easily wounded, for there is a 
tendeDcy to make more of events that relate to attachments and 
engagements than wouM otherwise be the case. It is not a good time 
ibr domestic affiurs and far aodal ooneems. The native should be 
careful in all dealings with the opposite sex ; also with regard to his 
expenditure, which is likely to exceed his income, for this is rather a 
wasteful aspect : in fact, it is one that brings a great deal of anxie^ if 
at the same time other influences are adverse. 

J) 7^ ; This is a very weak aspect, and only likely to affect the 
native activdy if tlie fteliags and emotiooa hnve been called out, and he 
has any attachments or engagements into which some of the personal 
feelings have been poured. It will slightly bencBt him financially or 
socially ; and if he exerts himself personally during its operation it will 
benefit him according to his ability to infJuence others in his favour. It 
is a good time to visit, and to form new friendships, since acquaintance- 
ships now made will be likely to prove satisfactory ; moreover domestic 
aflUrs will go well while this iniiqence lasts. It is, however, one that 
will soini pass oC snd it is even possible that notUng at all of hnportaooe 
may occur. A great deal will d^end npoo the native'a own attitude 
towards others at this time. 

D 8 ? This is very unfavourable and is likely to bring sorrow and 
disappointment. It may produce a death in the family circle, or in some 
odnr way bring grief, for It b an mtpocA that aftcts tte fiseHogs and 
emotions, and will tend to prodooe a rather Ufag thne vridlst It 
operates* The native cannot be too caiefhl with regard to friends and 
acquaintances, or any attachments or engagements he may have in 
prospect. It will be an evil time for his financial affairs, and he should 
guard against monetary losses. All associations with the opposite sex 
will now require great care, for there is a liability to get into trouble or 
diegrace through eoimeetions with ofhen at this period. If the other 
directions aie operating adversdy this will be a very bad tim^ and great 
care will be necessary to avoid separations, ^sappohi tme nts, and 
sorrowful experiences generally. 

pP.^ This is a vecy evil position while UUnts, and it is likely to ^ 
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last fbr a longer period than other aspects. Duing its opentiflii tho 
native shooU be very guaided In his aetions, avoiding all impulae and 

tendencies to rashness. This is a lime m which all disputes and quarrels 
must be carefully guarded against, and all dealings with others should 
be marked by discretion and tolerance. It is also a time when there is 
a liability to accidents and feverish complaints. The mind should be 
kept calm and the actions temperate, for any of the major (mutual or 
■olar) aspects that may be evil at this time will be liberated by this 
Innar position. The native will be liable to infiectioas diseasesi to incur 
debts that will be difficult to pay, and to go to extremes in many ways. 
All excesses and out-rushings of energy should be checked or tempered, 
for this extends over a much longer period than other influences, and it 
always becomes acute when brought into action by the native's rash 
attitude towards drcomstances and general surroundings. Let his 
watdiwoffd now be caunoN. 

6 9 This is an evil position lor the Moon, as it exdtes and stirs 
into greater activity any latent desires that the native may have, and 
causes him to act more from impulse and out-rushing energy than at 
any other time. To those who are passionate it awakens passion and 
anger, to those who arc uncontrolled it gives opportunity to go to 
extremes, and it brings, moreover, a danger of accidents, fevers and 
inflammatory complaints. To all it dsnoles a tune when rash and hasty 
conduct shmdd be delibenUdy guarded against. The native should be 
careful in his dealings with others, also with regard to attachments and 
friendships ; he should also avoid travel as much as possible. Health 
will not be good under this lunar position, and in ull things where 
personal affairs are concerned it is a period that may be marked in large 
letters OANcsaous. If, however, the native has Us anims] nature under 
full control be need foar nothing from this position except a littie 
excitement or increase of mental energy. 

S This is a (weak) good aspect between the Moon and Mars, if 
any aspect between these two can he called good; but it is only such in 
the sense that it increases energy and adds fire and tone to the personal 
character. It will probably brmg a little more activity into the life and 
increaaa tim leeUng dde of the natun, maUng tiie native more 
expressive or Impulsive and inclined to vantme where otherwise he 
would have hesitated. It may |^ve Um a little more prospect of 
finiifH^^ benefit, but all rash or hasty ooodnct with regard to monetary 
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■lUn sboold be guarded againit. He should not allow hia paamns to 

get too strong, or the mental energy to be over-stimulated, but should 
treat the aspect as a little more force added to the desire-nature which 
can be fitly used for those purposes he has at heart, but not for the 
personal gratihcatioo of any excess of feeling. 

]) Z ^ Thb is a weak but also an evil aspect, for it brings excite* 
ment and an accession of force wbich it will be difllcult to use up as 
mental eneigy alone; hence an over-flow of this Ince is likely to make 
the native hasty and too apt to act from impulse, iHthont stopping to 
think of consequences. He should endeavour not to quarrel if he can 
possibly avoid it, and act as carefully as he can in all dealings with 
others. Any tendency towards rashness on his part will precipitate any 
evil that may be indicated as latent in the nativity. This aspect will 
make him assertive and vefy active but he shotild beware of excesses, 
and act discrestly where passion is concerned : for extremes would be 
likely to lead him into difficulties, and trouble would follow any outburst 
of feeling which he might give vent (0. It is only a weak aspect, and 
therefore may pass with but an increase of mental energy and an 
addition of impulse ; it is nevertheless not a time to go against the tide. 

D -K- ^ This will bring great activity and increase all mental effort, 
making the native very free and liberal, brave generally, and courageous. 
If he can avoid gobg to any extremes he will find that he now has a 
great influx of mental energy, bringing him the power to affect his 
surroundings and environment by his own personal efforts. It is a good 
aspect for travel and changes generally and if he wishes (0 add fire to his 
personal efforts this is the aspect to give all the ' go ' and energy he could 
wish for ; yet to many it will only mean adding fuel to the passknal aide 
ti the nature, thus firing the passkms to a higher pitch than it good, 
aa it will stimulate them into moch greater activity than usual. If the 
native would advance by utilising this force to the best advantage, he 
should let it work through his ambitions, and rather through the mind 
than the senses, thus bringing good health and plenty of enterprise, and 
so proving of lasting benefit. 

D □ This is an evil aspect and one Ukely to bring sorrow and 
trouble, but this will depend upon the native'a own attitude towards hIa 
environment and general surroundings ; for if he does not rein in the 
excess of force which it brings it will cause him to act very impulsively 
and to give way to hasty and rash tendencies which will re«act upon him 
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and cause him to suffer. He should take care of his health, for he is 
liable to inflammatory and feverish complaints under this aspect, and 
any excitement or tendency to go to extremes would render him liable to 
accidents or to suffer through violence in various ways. He should not 
travel if he can avoid it, nor should he sign any papers or dooiments 
tiiat have any risk attached to the signing, dealing only with those whom 
he can safely trust. He should be very carefbl in all dealings with those 
of the opposite sex, the influence of whom upon him at this time will be 
inimical and likely to injure him in some way. It will be an evil time 
unless the whole of the animal nature has been subdued, for it excite 
the lower nature and causes it to be difficult to control and manage ; but 
oaSy on account of the increased force which this vibration briogs. 

D «r This is a good aspect, but only to those who have their animal 
nature fully under control ; for it increases the passional and impulsive 
adeof the nature and tends to develop a great deal of force, which will work 
either through the mind or the senses, according to the stage of evolution 
that has been reached. If used as mental energy it will help the native 
to push his affairs, and the more enterprising and the more ambitious he 
i% the move trill he succeed and make his undertakings prosperons and 
socoessful. It is a good time to travel, and to extend operations 
fanerally ; it is also a good period for plamdng and arranging all 
personal matters. It will make the native free, open-handed and liberal 
minded, and cause him to be courageous, brave, and high-spirited. He 
may safely go with the tide of energy that is flowing through him, 
but he must avoid undue excitement and giving way to over-enthuaasm 
and seal* If he uses the force wisely, be may be a power for good, 
but if unwiady it will make bim feverishly impulsive, restless, and 
nnduly ardent ; for the martial energy which this aspect denotes is a force 
which needs wise direction in order to make it beneficial. 

DQ,y This is not a good aspect, and if the other directions are 
evil it denotes a period in which sooie impulsive conduct will lead to results 
that will cause sorrow* The native should avoid any omtflict or dispute 
with others, or he will regret his attitude ; for it may lead to quanrds 
and acts whose con s eque n ces will bring remorse. He should Im&p his 
blood pure also, as be is now somewhat liable to feverish or inflammatory 
complaints. He should .not travel, or make any important changes or 
removals, unless obliged to do so. This is a weak aspect, it is true, but 
DO aspect between the Moon and Mars is good, and therefore be should 
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keep A guard over hto tongue and temper, and not allow hinuelf to baoome 
irritaUe or eaaily excited, and all will then go well. 

J)7\ ^ This is a decidedly weak aspect, and can only harm those 
who havp not vft fully controlled the animal part of their nature, yet it 
brings some force to the personal character which if used menially will be 
beneficial, but if used through the senses will cause the native to give 
way to passion, and tend to make him rash and baaty ; he will also be 
liable to over>beated blood, giving rise to feverish or inflammatory 
complaints. He shotrid be discreet hi all his dealiofs with others, 
especially the opposite sex, and form no new attadiments under this 
influence, but deal with all friends and acquaintances cautioasly and 
with deliberation. It is not a good time to travel or make changes, nor 
to remove or commence any fresh undertakings. It will be well to let 
things go on as smoothly as possible and avoid all excitement or any 
tendenqr to overactivity. This aspect is nsefiil to those who are 
attempting {rfqrwcal regeneration. 

]} g <7 This position is very evil, denoting a rather critical time, in 
which health is threatened, making the native liable to feverish and 
inflammatory conditions and also apt to act more from impulse than from 
careful thought. Hence be must avoid all rash and hasty tendencies, and 
eschew disputes and quarrels ; for the least excitement is liable to arouse 
all the fire of Mars and act upon the passional aide of the nature, roosing 
it to its fullest expresaioo. He cannot be too discreet with regard to ^ 
opposite sex, and all actions should be carefully thought oat beforehand, 
as the result of any rash conduct will be likely to cause much sorrow 
and trouble in the future. Travel, and the making of any changes, should 
be avoided, and the native will be well advised to keep as quiet as he 
possibly can, living temperately and with all the senses well under control. 
Ho will now meet with obstacles and opposition and find many ^fficulties 
befora bim. He should not sign papers unless he is sure of tbo lasnlt, 
and should do all he can to keep the force flowing through him well under 
control, for he is now liable to discredit and scandal as the result of any 
intemperate act, and also to accidents arising from haste or precipitancy. 

jP.y This is a very benefic and fortunate position, which will 
benefit the native for several months while the parallel lasts. It is an 
excellent position for sodal welfare, also for any friendships or attachments 
that be may bsve formed ; ibr it denotes a peaceful and prosperoua time 
when all thmga tend to go wdl, and succeasoomes from all quarters. He 
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will now do well financially, and will have presents or gain under thil 
benefic position. It will be a good time to travel, and to undertake new 
enterprises generally, as it will increase opportunities both materially 
and socially. The health will benefit and the mind expand, inclining the 
native to 1m gm&mn ud Kbenl, also somewliat philoaophicid and 
diqMMd to turn towards the deeper side of Kb, Uiinking of tiie tufajective 
or inner world, as well as the objective or outer. Wlien other aspects 
are good this parallel will accentuate all the good that is promised by 
the nativity, and the nntive should make the most of tliis good period 
and miss none of the opportunities it will bring. 

jf6U This very benefic position will greatly improve all the 
native's present conditions and affairs. It will benefit him socially and 
alto finandallj, and it will bring him personal opportunities and 
advantages which he should make the most of; moreover all attachments 
and engagements will prosper and succeed while this influence operates, 
and he will increase and prosper in all directions, either throuf^h personal 
merit or by the help of others, or both. It is a very good time in which 
to commence new undertakings, also to seek to increase income and 
enlarge the future prospects. Under this inflaence the native will enjoy 
Hfe and experience pleasures which at other times ho cannot fully 
apprsdate. The more he exerts himself and pushes his own affiiirB, the 
more good will this vibration bring, therefore whatever desires or 
ambitions he may have are likely at this time to ripen and bring forth 
good fruit. It is not a position that lasts for any considerable time, and 
therefore he should make hay while the sun shines." 

J)^U This, although a slight and somewhat weak aspect, will 
nevectfadess benefit the native, for it shows some probability of financial 
gain, and also success in all his engagements and general undertakiogs; 
but it is particularly good for social matters, and it would be well for the 
native to fiive his best attention to advantages in this direction, for the 
help of friends and those who wish him well may now be secured. If of 
an enterprising and progressive spirit he may add considerably to his 
material welfiare while this influence is operating, but he should not 
expect much witiiont the aid of Ms own personal effiarts, whidi should be 
exardsed in the direction that the aspsct indicatss. Let him do all ha 
can either to add to his income or to promote his general sodal 
wel&re, while, by taking as philosophical and temperate a view of all 
tfiiugs as he possibly can, this aspect (if it does nothing dse) will bring 
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a peaceful firame 6t mind, and thus benefit both the health and the 
diepoeiUoo* 

T)IU This is a weak but at the same time unbvourable aspect, 
which denotes some social troubles or some temporary financial losses. 
It is not a good time to push monetary affairs or to enter into any new 
undertakings, to make fresh engagements, or to generally exert oneself 
for gain ; for the reBulta would not be sufficient recmnpenae for the outlay 
of energy. It is not good for travel or for religious matters, but is a time 
when it is best to remain quiet and restful. All speculation and invest- 
ment of money should be postponed, and all social affairs left over until 
the Moon has passed away from this aspect. The blood should be kept 
as pure as possible by living temperately, for blood disorders may arise 
out of this afflictioQ to the Moon: chiefly, however, through surfeit or 

jfltU This is a sptendid aspect for good fortune and general 
ptoeperity* It will greatly improve the mind and disposition, and the 
native will be enabled to gain many benefits and advantages during its 
op>eration. He will gain socially and fmancially, and will prosper in all 
he undertakes at this time. It is a good time to commence any new 
undertaking, to visit others, to deal with kindred and relatives, and 
indeed to do anything in his power to advance his prospectSi for this 
aspect improves the healtii and denotes a good period generally, when 
all things will tend to go well ; and he should therefore make the most of 
it by bringing all engagements to a successful issue, and by establishing 
himself under its influence. If the other principal directions are good then 
this will be a specially fortunate time, but if the other directions are evil, 
much leas benefit should be expected from it : bat m any case the native 
should push his aflain» and go with the stream of good that is flowing, 
for he will be aUe under this influence to deal with all thedrcurastances 
of his general environment m the most enlightened way. 

^ □ If This is an e\'il aspect, though as the planet Jupiter is in itself 
benelic it does not produce such adverse effects as would otherwise be 
the case. It is not a good time for either iiQauciai or social affairs. The 
native wiU find a tendenqr for eqieadBtura to exceed receipts, and all 
incKnatimis towards extravagance or undue generosity should be carefully 
guarded agafaist. It is not a good period to extend firiendship or to make 
new acquaintances, to commence fresh undertaktogs or push affairs. It 
will cause the Uood to be liable to disorder, and will affect health if there 
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be any excesses or extremes, and the native should therefore be very 
temperate in his diet and general mode of living, avoiding extremes of 
all kinds while this aspect lasts. It is not good for domestic affairs, and 
care should be exercised in all dealings with kiodred. Changes or 
naumh should be avoided if possible aod things Uken quietly, not 
aUowing the vibratioa to awalce any undue enthnsiftsm such as may 
^ve rise to an over-expansion of the emotional nature. 

D A 2^ Other things being equal, this will be one of the best periods 
of the hfe, and in accordance with the native's ability to respond to this 
very favourable aspect, so will his success be assured. It is a splendid 
time for all financial and social affairs, and promises good fortune in 
nearly all directions. It is a good period to oommenoe new undertakings 
and to begm anything ioc which a successful issue is e^edally desired. 
The native may invest money to advantage, or even speculate, and 
should do all he can to improve his financial conditions. He will be 
able to gain benefit from attachments and will form new ties or unions 
under its iailuence. This aspect often marks an epoch in the life, when 
things take n distmct tins for the better, but as to the future, a great 
deal depends upoa the innate ability to respond to the opportunities 
whidi it brings and to take the fnlkat advantage of them. There b one 
side to this aspect which should be known : it gives spiritual opportunitus, 
and to those who have awakened, it means an uplifting of the aspirations, 
bringing a more devotional attitude, and a more sincere spirit, which 
tends to raise the consciousness towards higher things. 

]) g 4 This b a lather weak aspect and not likely to affect the 
native seriously ; but it inclines to extremes, and thnefore all tendency 
to waste or extravagance should be guarded against, for it generally 
affects financial affairs, bringing a liabilUy to losses and difficulties where 
money is concerned. He should now see that his health is not adversely 
affected by the state of the blood, for any tendency to go to extremes or 
give way to excess will affect the blood and re-act upon the health. He 
should not borrow or lend money under this aspect, for losses are 
i ndicated. If the native lives temperately he will not Csd any great 
inconvenience from this aspect, but if other directions ate evil then this 
will be an unfortunate and harassing time generally. It is not a good time 
for social matters; hence visiting or dealing with others should be restricted 
as far as possible, so as to avoid either social friction or having the feelings 
unduly aliected by others while this inharmonious aspect operates. 
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J) A If This is quite a weak and almost unimportant aspect, but 
some benefit may be derived from it if the most is made of the vibration 
produced thereby. It is good for financial and social affairs, also for 
intercourse with others and for entering upon fresh ventures. It may 
benefit the health, but it mil be necessary to live temperately and to 
avoid any tendency to mcees or to extremes of diet. It will greatly 
improve the whole of the lunar directions, but to get all the possible 
good out of this aspect it will be well for the native to push his affairs and 
to busy himself while it operates. The aspect is not very powerful, but 
it has all the elements of good in it which will lead on to other things, 
therefore if hope is cultivated, and the better side of the nature 
Stimulated, the future will bring lorth fruit from the seed now sown. 

D 8 V This position is not a good one in many ways, but a great 
deal of good may be obtained from it, if the native will act discreetly 
and use it for his actual needs. It is not a good time for financial 
matters, but only so because there will be a tendency to go to extremes 
and to be rather extravagant. Therefore all waste should be stopped, 
and expenditure reduced as £ar as possible. It is not good for social 
aflairs, as there is a liability to be too expansive and over-seakms, thus 
offimdiog others, particularly with regard to religious matters : the nstive 
should act, therefore, as temperately as possible while the opposition ia 
in force. It is not a good time for health because there will be a surfeit 
in the system and the blood is liable to be disordered, less food being 
moreover required at this time, if all excess is avoided and he lives as 
temperately and moderately as possible, keeping the blood pure and not 
over-heated by stimulants or excitants, the native need have notUng to 
fear. He may gain through thb taptct, but it wili be gun at others^ 
loss, and not a legitimate gain. Travel should be avoided, and care 
taken not to bring about separations, which would prove disastrous. It 
is not a good time for legal affairs, 

T) P. h This parallel aspect will operate for some months, and 
during the whole period in which it is in operation the native will have a 
more or less troublesome time ; for it will cause him to experience much 
worry, due to disappointments and anxieties of various kinds, a£Urs 
tending to g/o wrong in every direction white this paralld operates. He 
may lose friends under its influence, have monetary or domestic troubles 
and experience a great number of petty annoyances which may incline 
him to give way to despondency. It is a position which sitadUs, causing 
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tha madiinery of life to slow up; for Saturn is the planet of "fate," 
bringing all things to a climax, and therefore his aspects to the Moon 
mark a critical stage. During this period the native should study thrift 
and be careful in all things, doing nothing that he will be liable to after* 
wards regret and having as little as possible to do with tiiOM who have 
power to make him suffer. It is not a good time» and great care in aU 
tilings will he necessary. 

D d I? This is by no means a good position for the Moon, as it tends 
to retard the native's pros^ress and to limit his actions, bringing him 
sorrowful and depressing experiences. It is no time for him to embark upon 
new undertakings or to deal with elderly persons or those whose influence 
is likely to be hard and unsympathetic, for he will be very sensitive and 
rather inclined to brood and despond, loddng upon the dark side of things. 
It will be well for him to avoid taking chill or cold, as he is now very liable 
to suffer if the system is allowed to get out of order, owing to the state 
of the circulation, which will be debilitated ; for this is not a good 
position for heiUh, nor for domestic or social affairs either, and the best 
oourse will be to take things in as philosophical a spirit as possible under 
this diqnritiog influence. It always marks a critical stage in the 
progressed hMosoope, thoogh its effiscts are never Mt to the fall until 
some time after ; for it is but the beginning of changes that are to come, 
affecting both the health and the environment and the general 
surroundings : therefore, all affairs should be ordered with great care. 

]) V b A weak aspect, but one that is in many respects favourable, 
for it steadies and quietens the whole nature, giving opportunities for the 
exercise of thrift, economy and oanfahiees where monetary affidrs ana 
concerned, and thia is likdy to benefit the native financially. It is good 
for the native in all dealings with elderly persons, and those who have 
any definite responsibility with regard to his personal life, and it may bring 
him some slight personal responsibility himself, at all events a period in 
which he will exercise more thought and prudence in the management 
of his affairs. But nothing important need be expected to happen under 
its inflnence, and this time shoold be used rather tot reflectmn, curbing 
impulse and over-aetivity, and steadying the inner nature, rather than 
for any special efforts in the direction of external activities. It will act 
as a retentive and restricting influence in a very good sense, so bras the 
mind and feelings generally are concerned. 

I; Not a good aspect, as it tends to iuriog some worry and

anxiety, especially with regard to finance and general aflfairs. The native 
will be somewhat depressed and inclined to despond and look upon the 
black side of things while this aspect operates, and it will moreover affect 
bis health by running the vitaUty to a lower point than usual, so that if 
1m takes GoM or g«lB tlw blood duUed he will niffiBr, the drcuUtion being 
depceaaed. It should be seen to that the teeth ue in good ocdeti end 
that the difestbm is not unpaired bj worry or over'«nxietj ; fx there !s 
a liability for things to go wrong, and disappointments will occur while 
this aspect operates, although it is somewhat weak in its character. Tiie 
native should avoid changes and keep himself free from responsibility or 
from any serious undertakings, as he is not likely to have much success 
while this influence is in opmtimi ; be dionld therefore take things 
qtdetly, not worrying or fretting, but trying to be as con t ent e d as 
poeaiUe, and prsserving a philosGphic attitude ooncemiog his difficnitisflb 
whidi will prove in the end to be but of a trifling character. 

J) -jf A very favourable influence, denotinf:^ some gain through 
either merit or persistence, it will bring the native responsibility and 
perhaps advancement, his affairs having now more stability and security 
than tomerly. His nund will tend to become more serious, thooghtfiil 
and sedate otider this aqpect, and a more peraeverii^, frugal and sober 
spirit mU undsriie all his actions. He will find himself more eamestand 
ttucere trader this influence, while its general tone will be soothing and 
steadying, and he should therefore make the most of the sobering 
character of Saturn to put all his affairs in good order, allowing the 
calming and quieting inliuence it will have upon him to beneht him in 
matters idathig to any buatness or duties is hand. Under this hmar 
directtoo he will make new and futhfiil friendships, and will benefit 
through the help and advice of those whonowbecome his firiends ; he will 
gain in honour and credit under it, and may rise to a higher podtion in 
life through its influence. If he seeks it, he will gain some notable 
esteem and recognition in the sphere in which he moves. A great deal 
will depend upon bis own attitude at this time, and also the progress he 
has made in evolutka, as to how much he wiU gala and benefit by tiiis 
aqwct: lor only naturs's older drildren are capable of benefiting under 
Saturn's influence. 

Dot? This is a very evil lunar direction, and it marks a very 
critical time in the native's aflfairs. He must now be guarded in all his 
dealings with others, and especially in his domestic affairs. It will give 
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him some financial troubles and worries, and throughout the whole of 
the time that it operates tliere will be a tendency to despond and give 
way to depression, for he will fret and worry if he is in the least 
discontented or unhappy in his enviroumcut and general surroundings. 
It is not a good time for removing or making any changes, nor for taking 
any new ventures in band. It will aiect the native's health according 
to the state of his oonstitttti<m, for the circulation and general vitaHtj 
will not be so good as usual, and any chill or cold that he may take 
under this aspect will upset the health and cause suffering until the 
recuperative powers re-assert themselves. It is always a very critical 
aspect, and marks a period when the greatest care is necessary to keep 
all affiurs firom going wrong ; it often brings sorrow and griefi deaths and 
other sad events according to the major bflnences iterating at the same 
time. In any case it is always an evil period, retarding progress. 

D ^ ^ This is a very favourable influence, for it brings a sobering 
and steadying influence into the life at this time, and the native 
will either gain promotion or undertake some added responsibility, or 
otherwise become more important io some way under this lunar direction; 
for it increases the natural stability and brings opportunities lor him to 
settle into a more fixed and harmonicas groove in the daily life. He 
wiU find himself much more thoughtful and serious than usual, and a 
strong inclination will be upon him to carry out duty without any 
hesitation, so that if he is ready for the new vibration he will become 
persevering, thrifty, careful, prudent and thoroughly trustworthy. He 
will get on well with elderly persons, and will make new friends and 
acquaintances, especially among elders, and dMMld gain help and good 
oounael from friends. His honour snd credit will improve and he will 
have some recognition in the sphere in which he moves or do something 
that will advance his interests, making sure and steady progress towards 
a better state of affairs. He should now do all he can to obtain a 
permanent post or to arrange his affairs on a substantial foundation. 

J) g I? This is not a good aspect, for Saturn will act as a disturbing 
dement and tend to bring disappointments and sorrows, especially if there 
are any other evil dhectioas operating at the same tioM. The native 
shooW avoid worry as much as poestble, for be will be liable to become 
over-anxious, being prone to ponder and brood over his troubles. He 
will be somewhat discontented and gloomy, desponding and giving way 
to depression, and thus affecting his health, the circulation being slower 
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than usual, which will upset the general health if he happens to take cold 
or get a chill in any way. It is a bad time for all engagements, and for 
dealing with other persons, especially elders or those who hold 
re^on^ble ports. It is not a good timo to commsoco anything fresh or 
to entw into anjr serious undertaldngs; in fact it is a time wlien affiufs 
will tend to go wrong and wben it will be the best ooorss to cultivate all 
the hope and cheerfulness possible. This aqiect sometiaies causes 
deaths or sickness in the family circle. 

J 7v Ij A weak aspect which will not afTect the native very seriously, 
though the influence of Saturn is never good so far as the Moon is 
concerned. It tends to bring a more serious and sober tone of mind* 
and will cause the native to look upon life and his general surroundugs 
in a far graver and more rteady mood than usual. It is not a good time 
for the health, as the system is never in very good order while Saturn 
aspects the Moon : the circulation should be kept in good order and the 
system toned up as much as possible. It is not a good time for financial 
affiurSi or for taking up extra responsibility unless the native knows that 
he can cany it through without rislt. If he is careful not to become toe 
de p r ess ed or despondent he may do well with the rteadying conations il 
brings ; but if he frets or pines it will only cause him to come under the 
worst side of the influence, so that it will retard his pro^'ress and deby 
bis affairs and keep hitn back in many ways, personal and general. 

T) 8 b "^bis is an evil position for the Moon, as it tends to brings 
about delays and disappointments, and hinders the native's progress in 
all directions. He will now be indmed to brood and despond and look 
upon the dark «de of thmgs. It b a critical period, and the native 
is in any way run down his health will certainly suffer. Yet if he is wise 
he will not allow himself to become depressed or to give way to 
melancholia ; for it is one of the most depressing lunar directions, and 
may affect the health, since the circulation will be poor, and the whole 
qrstem liable to suffer in consequence of deficient vitality. It is a very 
trying time indeed, and unfsvonrable fiv financial affairs, while all matters 
of responsibili^ and importance will also cause anxiety. The native 
should not trust too much to others, and have as few dealings as possible 
with very old persons. This position sometimes causes a death to occur 
in the family circle, and rarely passes without causing sorrow or grief. 
It is in fact an ill time for all who have not sufficiently advanced to 
overcome the lowering tendency it has, whether upmi the ndnd, health 
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or disposition. Tlie native should very carefully watch all he says or 
does whiltt this aMpeet is operating, but a fearfai or timid attitude should 
bo avoided and a firm, resolute and positive cood it ioB of tin will 
maintained in spite of all disooumgement. 

2>P. 1(1 This paralld will operate for some time, causing the native 
to have some very peculiar experiences, for it acts in strange iray^ 

bringing about conditions that are quite out of the common. His 
magnetic conditions will now be readily affected by others, and he will 
form very unique attachments, the friendship or acquaintance of some 
one who will have a marked and somewhat romantic effect upon his life. 
This position sometimes produces sudden changes and unexpected tra vel, 
or even entirely new oooditions are brought about by this lunar influence ; 
for it generally causes worry and anxiety and denotes a period in which 
domestic affairs are upset, estrangements often being brought about and 
troubles between those with whom intimate relationship has previously 
been the result of personal magnetism or sudden friendship rather than 
real esteem or true love. It is not a good time for affairs in general, and 
sudden devdopments an sure to take place if other directions are eviL 
All kinds <tf changes and disadvantageous a£Burs result from this parallel 
and the native should therefore act with great care and do nothing 
Impulsively or without due forethought. 

Ii6 ^ This direction will produce a sudden and probably entirely 
unforeseen change in the native's affairs, either physically or mentally. 
His magnetic conditions will now be such as to cause him to have 
peculiar experiences, and he is likely to isam sudden attachments iriiich 
will be more of a romantic and possibly illidt order than the orthodox or 
conventional attachments sanctioned by custom. The native should 
beware of doing anything rash or hasty during this time, for this position 
causes a tendency to unpremeditated and impulsive actions, and his 
disposition will undergo some change under this conjunction, causing 
him to £eel more than usually acute, or perhaps irritable, inclined to be 
rather too sharp and quick or even sarcastic. This position will make 
him intuitive or impreswonabtoi according to his stage of ^ritual growth : 
to the advanced it brings the opportunity to change thought from the 
purely objective to the subjective or metaphysical, to become more 
original and inventive, and also to investigate occult subjects, especially 
inclining them to the study of astrology and kindred subjects. This 
direction brings all latent fate or karma to the fore ; but this is really good 
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in many ways, for whatever evil effects it may have, it is only to bnak up 
existing conditions that the native may build anew. 

J) V ^ This is a very weak but somewhat good aspect, and may 
bring the native some good if his mental or magnetic conditions are such 
as to enable him to respond to this peculiar vibration. It will certainly 
cause some duages, dther ia mentel or in physical oooditioos^ and It 
irill i^ve him aa opportitnity to raise Ids conscionsness to a higber stage 
of thought; hence action resulting from this aspect should not bo 
impulsive, or hasty, but of a deliberately reformative and progressive 
nature. It is not a bad influence, and may bring new friends and some 
relationship with others th t will be useful to the native mentally. If 
any changes are de«rabl bis will be a good time to set them in motion, 
and if be is on the alei to respond to the vibtatioos operating it nay 
bring him some slight gain and advancement. He will find himself 
peculiarly attracted to the opposite sex, and the magnetism of others 
will affect him strangely : be should guard against yielding too readily to 
his feelings. 

J) Z ^ This is not good, and it is likely to cause some worry and 
anxiety ; for although a weak aspect it will tend to upeet the native's 
magnetic oooditioos and disturb his mind, and bring changes, and 
probably removals, that will not be i^easant. It will be well for him to 
avoid changes as far as possible, for they cannot be conducive to his 
good. The mind will be somewhat sarcastic and irritable, and he will 
be inclined to act abruptly and far too quickly, without adequate 
forethought : hence he should set himself to act cautiously and discreetly 
while it operates. His relationships with others at this lime, especially 
the oppoeite sex, will not be conducive to bis happiness, for he will bo 
nugneticaJly attracted to others and peculiarly aflected by them. If 
the other directions are evil this tends to canae all thmgs to go wrong 
unexpectedly, and it will be neces«;ary to exercise care, not only in 
financial afTatrs but also in tlie domestic relations. An erratic state of 
mind and an abrupt manner usually result from this lunar position, and 
very often fate is precipitated in quite an unexpected and peculiar 
manner by the native's own hasty conduct. 

D « 9 This is a very fortunate aspect iu many ways, principally in 
elevating or raising the consciousness to a higher level. It brings into 
the life important and often sudden and unexpected changes which arc 
beneficial in many ways. It will alter the native's magnetic currents, 
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and the acute tension which it will bring will make him very intuitive 
and quick to perceive. Me will form some remarkable friendships under 
this influence, or come into touch with some new thought, probably 
astrology or some kindred study, for this is the influence that stimulates 
the hnagination, giving inspiration and inventive geoins. It is a very 
good time for removals, and often brings clianges for the better that will 
be beneficial and of good import for the future. It will act either directly 
or indirectly upon the mind, and the more he uses his intuitive faculties 
the more ingenious will the native become. Only the truly progressive 
type of person can rightly appreciate this aspect, and for the ordinary 
individual it brings nothing more than a good physical change ; but to 
the mwakened it means an advent of new thought, and fresb opportmUties 
to expand and grow in refinement and originality. 

D O ^ This is an evil aspect, threatening the native with sudden, 
unexpected, and adverse changes. lie should as far as possible avoid 
removals or quick changes while it operates, for it will be the result of a 
mental attitude toward his surroundings and environment that will 
induce changes at the time, changes he is likely afterwards to regret. 
Hit ndnd will be wayward, abrupt, whimsical and fandfol, cusing bim 
to become somewhat eccentric and erratic. He will now meet with 
those who will alGsct him magnetically, and all relationships with the 
opposite sex at this period should be carefully guarded, for there is a 
liability to act indiscreetly and very impulsively, giving way to acts that 
will occasion remorse. This is an evil aspect for all domestic affairs, and 
any tendency to say more than he means or to speak harshly or 
sarcasticnily should be avoided by the native, for he will be prone to 
strange impulses and very liable to set without thinking. To those 
who are advancing it^ means reform, and the changing of old condi- 
tions for new, but with many obstacles to overcome in order to 
accomplish this new advance and talce advantage of the opportunity for 
progress. 

]) ^ ^ This is a very good aspect, for it increases the native's 
magnedc currents and awakens vilHXtioiis b him that will enabin him 
to respond to a higher state of ronacirnifawwis than usual. He will be 

intuitive and very original under this influence, bis mind inclining to the 
study of metaphysics and the investigation of occult subjects ; it will, 
moreover, make him inventive and ingenious, and very responsive to all 
improvements and reforms for the good of others, He may now make 
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important changes and rAmovals, and seek to advance his interests in all 
directions. He will fbrm new and very renurlcable friendships and 
become magnetically attached to otfaers, and may also gain very 
suddenly eitlier by investment or specnlatioo; for tlie tmejqjiected 
generally happens under this influence, and it is nearly alwajs in the 
direction of improvement and advancement that the change is made. 
It is a pood time to travel, form fresh plans and join societies; in fact 
to the progressive individual it is a splendid aspect, while even to the 
lethargic it is bvourable, quickening the nervous forces and rendering 
them alert and sprightly. 

D 0 9 is not a good aspoct, for it is very likdy to cause the 
native to act rather too impulsively and to become initaUe or abrupti 
and to do acts that will either bring immediate remorse or cause him to 
repent later, owing to their consequences. He should be very careful of 
attachments or engagements made under this intluence, not allowing 
himself to be hypnotised or magnetically aActed by others, for he will 
no«r be very impresaonable and esrily influenced. It is not a good time 
to have removals or make changes ; it is also an unCavonraUe period to 
form new acquaintanceships or friendships, for the native is liable to be 
mistaken and to entertain notions that will not be to his advantage in the 
future. It is an aspect that tends to upset all existing conditions, and 
for those who are not mentally balanced it is liable to cause them to go 
to extremes and to become fur too cbangeable» not suflfidently reasonable, 
and more prane to act upon impulse and through personal bluthan from 
any well-defined motives. 

J> 7^ V I'bis is an aspect that may only affect the native indirectly 
or at a much later period, for the magnetic conditions it induces are often 
latent, and not brought into direct activity until the magnetism of 
another sets it in motion. It is not a very good time to form attach- 
ments, as the influence of another is likely to have a rather peculiar 
ttt&et npoQ the nativei causing him to act rather by impolie than with 
fiscretioo. He should.not make changes suddenly, nor allow Umself to be 
moved from his purposes for insuflident reasons, but act with care, and 
watch his interests, keeping from erratic and fanciful notions. This 
influence may be made beneficial if used in the reformer's spirit, but not 
to destroy before there is the opportunity to build anew. The native 
will be bventive, or impressionable and ooostmctive, or abmpt and 
foolhardy, accqrdin^-to his **root of tn^rit," and to the nature of tho 
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other directions operating at this time. It will, in fact, be a good or evil 
aspect jost as be may choose to make it. 

D 5 9 To Che nutjority at our present stage of evolution this is n 
very evil porition, for it acts suddenly and very uneitpeetedly, chiefly 
because the vibrations acting through tlie magnetic conditions it induces 
are difficult to understand. To the awakened it denotes a period in 
which reforms may be made in the life, and when existing habits and 
customs may be replaced by new and more improved methods. It will 
cause the native to have some sudden changes, and it will bring into his 
lifo some s^arations or estrangements ; in butt it isa most critical period, 
tor it means the breaking up of ties and the forming of strange and 
peculiar attachments and some remarkable undertakings or engagements. 
It is not a good time to travel or make important changes, and there is 
danger of accident as well as many a peculiar experience indicated. The 
native should not allow himself to act abruptly, and should guard against 
eccentric and strange conduct. This is a period when be is very likely 
to be mismiderstood and to cause others to talm sudden dislikes to him, 
so that he shoold be careful not to oflend st^erlors and be drcomqiect 
in his deaUngs with friends and acqnaintancea. 

]> P. y This is a weird and strange directum of wliich the true 
nature cannot be accurately known. It may have no effect whatever 

upon the life, but if it does it will be to bring the native into the most 
strange and p>cculiar experiences, and will make this period quite unique 
in his life history. He will have very remarkable dreams and some 
peculiar impressions, and will probably come into contact with persons 
who are quite out of the common, very likely such as have some peculiar 
affliction, either phyncal or mental. He will have his qrmpathies drawn 
out in many and varied ways. The planet Neptune is connected with 
hospitals, asylums and places of confinement, and he may therefore have 
some direct or indirect connection with these institutions about this 
time, and it will be well for him to avoid any conditions that would tend 
to deprive him of his liberty at this period, for cmifinement in some form 
b prabatde, the hifluance of the phmet being invariably km^trmg and 
mfrMfw as regards physical things. [See ** Dreams," Mtd, A$ln„ V0L 
IIL (New Series).] 

J) d y The conjunction of the Moon with the planet Neptune is 
rather a peculiar lunar direction which may act upon the native in many 
different ways. It will probably bring him into contact with strange 
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and peculiar persons, and cause him tj suffer or gain through them 
according to the attitude of his mind at this time. He will have some 
rather remarkable and strange dreams which it would be well to tabulate 
for future consideratioo. Many weird and psychic impressions will come 
to him, for in mmm manner this coojunctkm will act upon his oonadotia- 
neas and bring some peculiar experiences. It is imposrible to aay 
exactly how this will affect the native, but he will probably find himself 
under influences that will either awaken the sub-conscious mind or give 
very new and original mental conditions. This is a good aspect under 
which to try thought transference or to study psychometry, the brain 
being now very receptive. 

})^^ A very weak but at the same time a peculiar aqtect. It 
will probably give the native some mtbd moments when he will receive 
impresmons from other planes, or become peculiarly receptive to mental 
and psychic vibrations. This will be a good time to study telepathy or 
psychometry ; but it is only those who are growing very responsive to 
new conditions who can take advantage of the aspect, weak as it is, so 
that if he feels no new impressions coming to him it will be a sign 
that the vibration is passhig him by and that die timo has not yet come 
for him to answer to its high rate of moticm. To some it will mean new 
thought, or some new friend whose inflttenoe will be more psychic than 
physical. It is however an unimportant aspect at best, and it is difficult 
to understand its full influence. It is beneficial for the investigation of 
spiritualistic matters. 

J) Z y The semi-square aspect irf the Mono to the planet Neptune 
is a weak aspect which n»y not aBRsct the native in any marked manner, 
bnt it will be well for him to be on bis guard irith respect to forming 
new friends and acquzuntances while it operates. He should be prepared 
for deception, fraud and illusions, for his mind will be easily influenced 
by those who seek to take advaiU,'if(e of him. His dealings with the 
opposite sex should be only of the most select and approved order, and 
he should not undertake anything he does not fully understand, watching 
his interests in every duectioo, so that he may not be unwittingly 
imposed upon or deodved. His dreams will now be very strange and 
peculiar ; in fact this influence will probably afiect bfan cUefly when out 
of the body in sleep. 

D 'i' Thesextile aspect of the Moon to the planet Neptune is a 
somewhat strange fispect, indicating a change of consciousness and a 

I 
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very receptive mental attitude while it lasts. It will bring the native 
into contact 'with unique and strange individuals who will in some 
manner be psychic or quite uncommon characters, and he will now have 
strange and remarkable dreams, probably symbolic — dreams which wtU 
coawf soms warning or message to bim while In sleep out of the body. 
This will be a very good time tor him to study the Airtral Plane, and be 
would do well to read up the subject of dreams, dream-consdousnesB, 
and the astral plane. ThouRht-transference or psychometry may be 
attempted with advantage, should the nativity indicate any aptitude, or 
any study that is either occult or mystical ; but it is rather a psychic than 
A mental hifluenoe, and inclines chiefly to music and poetry. 

D o Y The square aspect of the Moon to the planet Neptune is a 
very strange lafluenoe mbkik warns the native to be very careful in all 
dealings with others. He will be liable to suffer from some deception 
under its influence, and should watch all his affairs carefully and 
minutely. It will bring some peculiar and possibly weird experiences, for 
this is usually the aspect under which ghosts or apparitions are seen 
though it does not follow, cS course, that tvvyom under this direction, 
will see something of that kind. The native will have remarkable 
dreams and will have strange experiences when out of the body Id slesp. 
He will be very impressionable and perhaps mediumistae, and diotild 
not give way to fancy or to any notions that go against common sense 
or outrage reason, for it will he important to distinguish between the false 
and the true, the real and the unreal. It is a strange influence, not 
favoorable by any means. 

K A y The trine of the Moon to the planet Neptune is a very 
peculiar aspect. It will probably bring the native some entirely new 
experience of a psychic nature, for his mind will now be peculiarly 
sensitive, and it is even possible to open up some of the higher senses 
under this influence. He should very carefully note all dreams and 
psychic impression.s, and this would be a good time for him to read Lead- 
bMter*s book on** Dreams " or the ** Devachanic Plane,'* for it might help 
to put him mnppui with the conditions needed to awaken this latent 
Inflnencn, an influence which is rather connected with higher states of 
consciousness than the purely physical. If he will keep an open and 
unbiassed mind at this time he may come into touch with impressions that 
will help him to understand another part of his being, but he will have to 
live very purely to do so. To the ordinary person it will probably bring

about Dotliiog more out of the coininon than some particularly enjoyable 
excursion or picnic, in which the watery element will play an important 
part. But even here there is a peculiar charm about all Neptunian 
experiences, and the excursion or what not is likely to be long remembered. 

X) Q ^ This is an influence very uncertain in its operation, but it 
tends to produce a morbid or bypochondriacal fraow of mind. la tboae 
whose nativities indicate a mentality constittttionally weak, and wbere 
there is a decided affliction from Neptune, there are even likely to be 
decided aberrations (thoiigli not of a violent character) under this 
influence. To the everyday person little is likely to result save a series 
of petty annoyances, unpleasant dealin^^s with vulgar persons, etc. The 
disintegrative cliaracter of the sesquiquadrate aspect blends with the 
poenliarly eludve nature of the planet to produce a Angularly unsatls- 
factcny'period. A slack time in bnwness and many petty worries or 
losses are probable. This is nevertheless an aspect that may be taken 
advantage of for the reading of mystical and devotional books. 

This is not a powerful aspect, but may make itself distinctly 
fielt by those who are susceptible to Neptune's influence, which may be 
ase^ained from e study of tbe mtivky. Thebampering and restri^va 
influence of Neptune is peculiarly marked under this aspect, and some 
more or less unimportant and temporary afleetum of tbe brain or eyeagbt 
is likely to impair the native's executiveness at this period. The 
sensuous element in the nature is likely to be awakened, and indulgence 
of any kind - especially any experimentation with drugs — should be 
rigidly discountenanced. For those who are highly devotional, and for 
all who lead lives of ezo^tiooal purity, this aspect will bring a stage of 
psyebic consciousness or religioos ecstasy. 

]>$ V T^^^ opposition of the Moon to the planet Neptune is a very 
uncertain position. It may bring the native into touch with very 
undesirable persons, either when in the body or when out of it in sleep : 
his dreams therefore will probably be very remarkable and not altogether 
pleasant. He will be liable to come into contact with frauds and 
shams, also to suffer from weird and oocommoo fancies, and sbould in 
particalar keep himself firee from the influence of those who do not Hve 
pure and chaste lives. He will probably have some strange attachment 
or will separate from others and sufTer throiigh estrangements, and the 
breaking of ties. This influence may bring strange episodes, and not 
pleasant happenings ; but it is impossible to enumerate all the events

that have been known to happen under its influence, for it is always that 
which is uncommon and often absurd that comes to pass ; things which 
it is almost impossible to decide. It is probable that in the majority of 
cases " nothing at all " may happen, such is the elusive nature of 
N«|itoiMl Forititooly upon th»iw»e advKiiced of httnumity Uwt thto 
plaiiek*8 influenca makeB any marked impraaskn.

CHAPTBR XIL 

Mutual Aspbcts. 

Mutual Aspects are aspects formed between the planets tbetnselveB« 
apvt fromUielttmiiiaiiMk Thegr denote events of thenetaseof tiMboaiBB 
which the nspectim planets rule, also events in harmony with their own 

nature. Thus, Saturn when aspecting any other planet will limit that 
planet's influence, and cause time to be a consideration that must be taken 
into account ; when afflicting, it will retard and delay events promised, and 
in all its actions will act as a restraining and retarding force. If afflicting 
Venus there will be disappointment, and probably sorrow, or depressed 
e m otion. If afflicting Mara the passional natura will bo affected, and 
mora preaaeditation will be mixed with passional delves of any load. If 
afflicting Jupiter it is unfortunate, depressing the social and moral 
faculties and generally bringing disfavour and discredit. Mars will act 
as the reverse of Saturn, causing impulse and a quickening of the out- 
going energies, giving less restraint and precipitating actions without the 
balancing power of thought. 

In this oonnectioM the fiilkmiiig paragraphs abonld bo carefully 
studied and thought over : — 

Whbn the planet VENUS plays the most prominent part during 
the period for which the calculations have been made, to obtain the full 
advantage of this hcncfic planet's vibrations it is needful to know the 
nature of the vibrations of the good star angel Anael or Venus. 

AU grades of love, as maoiiiBsted on this earth, are under the rule of 
Venus— from the lowest and most degraded form of sensual attraction to 
tbo highest attitude of pure love, in all its stages from sincere personal 
aflection to universal sympathy. To come under the highest and what 
appears to be the most refined influence of this planet, it is necessary to 
purify the personal afifections. For it is not the vibration of Venus that 
is altered, but tkt mtdium tkroMgh whkh it acts that must be refined and 
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purified ; and when the selfiahnese of personal feeling is removed from mere 

sensational expression and transmnted to the higher emotions in which the 
mind acts as a guide, then there are no limits to the expression of this 
benefic influence. To those who can respond to them every aspect and 
every vibration of Venus act to raise and elevate the consciousness, ail 
Stages being grades of expression through the vehide or "matter "mivfaich 
the influence is dothed, and which is of every degree of coarseness or 
rdinement. 

It is the same vibration that guides the artist's brush or the musician's 
finger, that draws two persons together by mutual attraction; it is also 
that same vibration that raises their feehngs from physical attraction to 
soul union. And to comprehend the possibilities of this wonderful force 
is to grow ever more loving and more wise until love becomes Wisdom 
and wisdom Love. 

When the planet MARS plays an important part in the 
••directions" under consideration, there is denoted a period in which the 
native will be tried in the fire of animal heat, which the vibration of the 
fiery God of War " expresses. Now there is no real evil, except as 
" thinking makes it so " ; and if Mars seems to most of us the Great 
Tempter, it is only so because we have drawn into oorsdves more of tiie 
vibrstioos of Mars than of any other phmet. 

In the period under discussion the native will l>e tried through the 
passions and the personal feelings; and according to his impulses and 
out-rushing tendencies so will he suflfer. For by the strength of his 
martial or desire nature he will learn those experiences which the 
planet Mars has to teach. The steps of the pathway that lead to the 
castle of the **God of War*' are many, from physical and mnscniar 
force to persistent energy and endurancSf moral integrity and oonragn, 
and bom animal passion, lust or wrath to righteous indignation or 
championship, and the strength of the wise Protector. Stage by stage 
those who climb the spiritual ladder of Mars come to the final realisation 
of motion and directive energy wisely and unselfishly applied. 

When the influence operating calls the native forth from his centre 
—as it is sure to do at some timo or other— let him see that his dedres am 
not coutfoUing him, but let him seek to control his derireSt and hoM, in 
dieck the force that rushes downward, endeavouring to uplift it and to 
turn force into motive. Let him seek to transmute Desire, which is 
always attracted from without, to an inner Aspiration, striving to raise 
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his consciousness above the attractions of the external world to aspire 
after the things of the spirit. 

When the planet J UPITliK plays a very prominent part in the 
"directions'* that have been calculated, it is well to know stnnething of 
this mighty and majestic power, known to die andents as Zeus, the 
ange] of power and beneficence. 

Its influence is always roost potent hi the sodal world, or where 
sympathy and unity gather proup'; of persons, or even single individuals, 
together, blending them into union by love and harmony. The prosperity 
and success which this planet brings to those who come under its 
vibration is generally the result of an inner expansion, which enlarges 
tiie whole nature and brings an elevatioii or npraidng of the mind beyond 
thoee limitations which in the past the vibrations of Saturn have imposed, 
thus pa\nng the way for new realisations in better surroundings and a 
more congenial environment generally. 

From personal feeling to individual sympathy, and from generosity 
to benevolence, also from love to compassion, the steps of the pathway 
of Jupiter lead to the Mercy-Seat, where Universal Love beccnnes the 
final goal of all thoee lessons in the school of life whidi the angels and 
devas of the Archangel Jupiter have to teach mankind. 

When the planet SATURN has chief influence during the period 
for which the " directions " have been calculated, as this planet's 
influence is sometimes more favourable than otherwise* much may be 
learned by knowing the virtues of that cold planet and the message its 
vibrations are destined to bring. From economy of material, to oonser- 
vatioa of energy; from caution, to meditatitm; from sdf*caiitnd, to 
patience and faith ; these are the steps which lead to the gate of heaven, 
where St. Peter (the patron saint of Saturn) waits, holding the keys of 
the sacred door to admit those who have learned those lessons which 
this mighty angel has to teach all mankind sooner or later. The keynote 
of every vibration of Saturn sounds the oft-repeated command " Man, 
know thysdf " ; the good influences of Saturn should therefore be used 
for this purpose^ and the native should strive to be steadfast and feithful to 
the trusts and responsibilities that will be placed upon him, endeavouring 
to serve others through the opportunities that he will have to guide and 
lead them. He should weigh his thoughts and control his actions 
through this good influence. 

* According as the wpecis thereto are bene5c «) or adverse (07^ #)• 
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When this is an afflicting planet a sad and troublesome time is 
denoted. Still, Saturn is the Purifier, the chastening planet, so that 
there is some necessity for the affliction which the influences indicate. 
This period will be in some respects critical, and care will be required to 
keep the inflaancet operating from becondag too Mvefe. This can bo 
dona bgr endoavoaring to nndecatand tho nntoie of the planet Satan and 
all thftt it iigaifiea. The vtrtOM of Satorn are thrift, patience, industry, 
caution, penovorance and economy. By keeping these ideals before him 
and by trying when sorely afflicted by financial troubles or deaths and 
disappointments to realise the impermanence of the changing forms of 
this world, and also by endeavouring to perceive the effects these causes 
have upon his individnality, or mm nature, tlie nativo will catdi a 
gUmpae of the method by which character is moulded and destiny 
foreshadowed. 

There may be SOROW, ackness aod failures, but the autbcur of 
tlus treatise ikwaw— from personal experience— that, as the poet lias said, 

*' Men may rise on stepping stones 
Of their dead selves to bisher things." 

When the Planets URANUS or NEPTUNE are prominent in 
the directions that have been calculated it will be well to refer to what 
has been said in the second and third chapters of How to Judge a Nativity, 
Pari II., which should be read through in their entirety in order to 
refresh the student's mind as to their inherent natwea. For the hints 
regarding thsir inflnence that are given in the soooeeding pages are 
necessarily brief and incom^ete. 



The remainder of this chapter will be devoted to the influences of 
the various Mutual Aspects of the planets, in a general sense, apart 
from the houses from which they are operating or the houses which they 
rule, which will of course produce appropriately modified effects in each 
individual case. 
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Mutual Aspbcts and Mixbo " Primary Dirsctioms. 

" Mixed " Primary Directions* are those coming under the heading 
of Solar and Mutual aspects. The Sun forming the major influences, 
which hold in latency the potent force, while waiting for lunar aspects 
of a similar nature to call them forth into physical activity. 

It has been explained previously, either in this book or other works 
of thb series, that in a general sense the planets per se govern the 
mentality of man — by wliich is not meant the intellectual faculties 
merely, but the purely mutal development, as considered apart from the 
emotions and the senses. It will be readily understood, then, that the 
Mutual Aspects produce their immediate effect upon the mental plane 
direct, and do not necessarily result in actual ewHts at once, since their 
influences are first gathered up into the Snn, which may be regarded as 
the synthesiser of planetary influence, and thence conveyed by conjunc- 
tion or aspect to the Moon, (ruling the feelings and emotions), whence 
they are precipitated into tte sense world of phy«cal matter through tba 
medium of the Ascendant of the Progressed Horoscope in its annual 
progress tlirough the twelve signs (see Appendix I.). Consequently a 
^ven Hutoal Aspect does not always produce visible effects the moment 
It becomes technically complete, since it has to wait for the process 
described to take place, though it is true that the latter may sometimes 
be short-circuited," as it \s ere^-at least in the case of highly developed 
or very responsive people— by means of a direct aspect between tho 
Moon and the plauets concerned. 

This eaq^anation is necessary in view of the fact that so man^ 
students expect a matual aspect to prodoce immediate effect directly it 
is formed. 

Thus the aspects that the Sun forms to planets denote the possibilities 
of the future, according to the nature of the aspect and the planet aspected. 
But these ** primary " influences extend over a period of several years, and 
only culminate when a lunar aspect coincides with them. In a similar 
way the "mutual " aspects, which are the aspects between planets, are 
even more dependent upon the lunar aspects then the solar, as they 
simply point to conditions forming, and to mental states preparatory to 
the period when the influence of the Sun and Moon is ripe to bring the 
mutual influences to fruition. 

When there are no solar or mutual aspects in operation, the 
"directions" tend to become more or less unimportant. 

[As in the case of the solar aspects (^.o.) the ensuing delineations 
are intended to apply to the progressti position of one plaiwt in retation 
to the radical position of the other.] 

* The term " primary," as rbke vsbd. applies to the SoUr aspocts oaly. The 
OMS ef thte tano as oidfaisiUj emplt^yjkl an given diavriine. 
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Mbkcury. 

$ p. $ This acts practically in a similar mauner to the conjunc- 
tion, but on the one hand it is longer in operation, exteiidiiig over 
•eveni years, and on the other it is more of the nature of an faclining than 
acompdling fiwce— corresponding to environment rather than to character, 

to use a suitable simile. 

? d 9 This is very good for the mind, making it bright and 
cheerful and likely to bring benefit in many ways, especially from a 
social and mental standpoint. The native will benefit iinaociaily 
thruugh this ooojnnctlon, more especially through the help of friends, 
or partners, or those who are associated with him in the domestic sphere: 
he will meet with muthf ul friends, will incline to associate with otbara, 
and will come into contact with musical and artistic people. Under this 
influence he may gain many social advantages, and the more he exerts 
himself socially and makes himself free and expressive, the more will he 
benefit and make this period successful. It is not a powerful influence, 
and depends a great deal upon Innar aspects in fivce to bring the good it 
promises ; otherwise it may pass with only minor benefits. 

V ^ ? This is a very weak and comparatively onimportantaqiect 
It is osually regarded as good on the whole, but it brings tittle to pass 
in any material sense and is chiefly of service to those of the artistic or 
poetic temperament, to whom it will bring a considerable dcf^ree of 
inspiration and mental upliftment. To the highly devotional it will bring 
a period of sfptritual enUghtenment, acoompamed, perhaps, with some 
grief as fsgards everyday concerns. To the average man it is more 
likely to be tt sonroe of petty annoyance than ddigfat. The paragraph 
relating to the sextile aspect of Mercury and Venus may be read with 
advantage. 

^19 This will tend to hinder the benefic influence of Venus 
from acting, and keep the mental vibrations of Mercury from working 
harmonknuly. During this period it will be wdl for the native to ham 
as fierw dealings as possible with those who are not &voarably disposed to 
him, and it is e^edally advisafafo to be carefril in all c o rrespondence, 
writings, or intercourse with others. It is never a very powerful aspect 
and often passes without efTect, but it is just as well to act discreetly at 
this time, especially if the lunar aspects are not good, for the worry and 
tendency to anxiety that any affliction to Mercury causes will act 
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against progress and make this period rather trying, and affairs will not 
go particularly smoothly between the native and those to whom he may 
be attadied, or to whom he may be in any way bound by sympathy and 
affection. It is not a good^ ime to sign papers or documents of any 
kind* unless thoroughly experienced in soch matters. 

}i Mr 9 This will bring social advantages and enable the native to 
express himself successfully in any direction he may wish, and will give 
him the ability to use the opportunity it offers. A great deal, however, 
will depend upon the innate capacity to use either the artistic or mental 
atnlities. He mil probably gain financially, or in some manner in which 
friends, oe those in the domestic drde, are concerned. He should 
cultivate his mind under this aspect, and also do all in his power to 
improve the social conditions. It is a good time for travel, or for 
pleasant changes, and it should bring pleasure and happiness to the 
native, helping him to realise some of his hopes and wishes, bringing 
attachments or beneficial engagements which will expand the feeUngs 
and emotions, and enabling him to live in the higher part of his iMing. 
It is a good influence for peace and good wilL 

V □ $ This aspect of course can only be formed between the 
prog^resscd \J and the radical 9 ; or vice versa. It is similar in its 
nature to the semi-square, but somewhat more drastic, indicating a 
forcible separation of the thinking principle ( $ p. □ $ r.) from habitual 
feelings and conventional thoughts, domes^c customs and hide-bound 
observances of all kinds. Smilarly, the converse aspect p.a |fr.) 
will indicate that the feeluigs in tbdr new espandveness are at war with 
fixed habits of thought, and artistic enlightenment is therefore likely to 
result at the cost of some sacrifice to any pedantic tendencies there may 
be in the native's disposition. 

9 ^ y A S ¥ These progressed aspects cmnot be formed during 
the normal span of earth life. 

V P.^ This will accentuate all the mental faculties and render the 
native acute, active, enterprising and ambitions. This aspect will endora 
iorsome time, and as a oontintting bfluenoeit will be bdiind all the other 

influences operating. It is liaUe to cause too much activity, with a 
tendency towards impulsiveness, and towards acting without counting 
the cost. Care should be taken with regard to writings, signing papers, 
correspondence, all mental activity generally, and matters connected 
with travel. It is not a good time to be concerned with legal afiairs, mr 
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to deal with solicitors or agents, tior with persons who are over active 
meotally. The miiid will tend to give tome trouble u the native will 
be easily excited, and will meet with penons whose ioflnence over Urn 
will not be good. The nervous system will be liable to suffer, and any 
tendenqr to nenralgia will be a sign that the general health is solBaring 
through this position, which affects the mind and nervous system 
generally. 

^ 6 i This influence will accentuate the native's mental con- 
ditions, and cause him to be either very practical or dogmatic and 
somewhat severe. He will be observant, shrewd and alert, but incUned 
to over-estimate, and to be too expectant, with a tendency to coflunit acts 

of indiscretion or to give way to impulsive conduct. He will meet with 
very shrewd persons, and his life will be active and enterprising. He will 
be very asscitive and confident of his abilities, and well able to hold his 
own under any circuuistaaces. Tliis conjunction is very good for making 
the mind bright, cheerful and active, but it also denotes a period in which 
care is necessary to avoid going to extremes, or givmg way to strong 
passio n al desires, and to avoid hasty speech and a tendenqr to be bitter 
and sarcastic. The native is likely to become the victim of sharp 
practice, or to suffer from fraud or by the actions of others, especially 
where writing, correspondence, or literary work is concerned. This 
conjunction excites and over-stimulates the whole nervous system ; it is 
theretoe necessary to act cautiously during this period : it is not a good 
time either to travd, or to deal with literary persons. 

If 2kd ^ This is a vwy weak influence, but it adds some force to the 
mind, and stimulates the mental activities, causing the native to be 
mentally more active and alert than usual. It will bring some slight 
financial advantages, principally by exercising the mind in the direction 
of improving general cunditiuos. lie will incline to be more assertive 
and sdf-confident, and if impulse is avdded it vrill enable the native to 
gain through enterprise and the help of agents or persons who can in 
any way act for him. This aspect sometimes brings a small gain through 
the death of others, or if there is no one from whom the native is likely to 
benefit in this way, then gain or benefit through co-workers, partners, or 
those with whom the life is in any way bound up. 

9 Z ^ This is a weak but uuLtvourable aspect, giving a tendency 
toward impulse and making the mind over active and indined to become 
hasty and too easily excited. The native must be very careful in ap ee cht 
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alto in writing and b all dealings with agents, solicitors, or those who 
would have any power to affect him adversely if over f^xpressive or in 
any manner indiscreet. He must guard against fraud in dealing with 
those whom lie is not certain of, or fully acquainted with, for under this 
influence be is liable to fmancial loss, and also to sutler either through 
tmval or tiiroogh dealings with friends, relatives or those with wbom he 
is intimatflfy rdated. It is a period in which care is necessary, especially 
in s p eec h or commnnicating thoughts to others in any way. The aspect 
does not last for a very long dme^ however, and it is very subject to 
lunar influences. 

9 -if ,y This is a very favourable aspect for the mind ; it will make 
the native very keen, bright, sharp and active, and he will gain through 
all meiUal pnrauits, tbnmgh travel, writings, correspondence, and all 
matters wherein papers and literature are concerned. This is a good 
time fiirhim to exert his mind and keep it well employed, for he will now 
perceive clearly and will in general be able to exercise his mental faculties 
to the best advantage. He may now profitably deal with agents, 
solicitors, clerks, or any persons who can act for or be of service to 
him in any way ; friends and relatives also will now be well disposed 
towards Mm, and he may now confidenUy asaert his personality and 
allow the adf-assoranoe which this influence gives to act in the best 
manner, either to overcome adverse or to make the most of good lunar 
influences. It denotes a period in which much activity and mental 
force will be to the fore, and if the native knows how to use the influence 
wisely it will greatly benefit him and bring success to his wishes. 

\i a S This is an evil aspect, as it makes the mind too impulsive, 
inclined to act laahly and without dne conridBiation r^iarding the 
outcome of those actions. The native will be liable to make errors in 
speech and say much more than he means, or than it is wise to say, and 
will be inclined to be unkind and cutting in his speech : he must, there- 
fore, be careful in all dealings with those intimately connected with him 
in the domestic sphere, and also with inferiors or those who can affect 
his honour and reputation. This is an evil time to sign papers, to write 
or have much cornspondence, or to deal with aoUdtors or agents; 
tiie native should guard himself against fraud, and beware of being 
imposed upon by others. In fact this is a time when the greatest care 
should be exercised, especially if there is a natural tendency to uncon- 
trolled speech or to act upon impulse^ Removals should not be made i{ 
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tliay can be Avoided, for it Is an uabrtimate time for chaaget of any 
Und. 

V A ^ TIlis will sharpen the mentality and render the native eager 
tolearn and to gain experience, active, energetic and industrious: very 
keen, shrewd and practical in all matters requiring mental ability. It is 
a splendid influence for the mind, and gives ability to put into practice 
any latent ideas. Hence the native will become enterprising, aspiring, 
and speculative, and should meet with snccess in moet of bis activities 
as he vnll be able to observe accurately and quickly. This is a caintal 
influence for travel, writing, correspondence or literary undertakings of 
any kind, also for dealing with agents, solicitors, or those who act in a 
mediary capacity. This influence is good for the nervous system, and 
also for the general health, as the mind is rendered bright and cheerful 
and keenly alive to the hopeful side of things. When the lunar influences 
are good this aspect will make it a good period for general success and 
material welfore, as the mind will be eager to take advantage of 
opportunities and mil sed clearly bow to act. 

^ Q ^ The native will have rather an anxious and trying time 
under this influence, his mind being restless and too active, prone to act 
from impulse and to over-estimate ; he will be somewhat snappish in 
speech and liable to say more than is wise or than he really means. He 
should act very discreetly ^ile it operates and be generally careful io 
all dealings with others, especially as to what papers or documents are 
signed, undertake as little correspondence or writing as possible, and do 
all he can to restrain his impulses. It will be well for him to avoid travel 
and also to safeguard health, for under this aspect worry or anxiety will 
react upon the nervous system and cause him to suffer in health. It 
renders the native fiable to fraud and deception, and he should be very 
careful with regard to all attachments, and all matters where the feelings 
are concerned, as he is liaUa to Ulu^ in these matters. 

If ^ Thisisquiteaweakaspect, the two planets being 150" apart, 
and may not affect the native very seriously ; but still its influence is not 
favourable, for it tends to make the mind too acute at times and over 
active. If he acts impulsively or rashly he will suffer, his health will 
be afihelnd through exhaustloa, and nervous strain will be upon him 
while this aqiect operates. If any other (espedally lunar) influences are 
operating it will nudm this period not successful ; rather onfovourable, 
infacti particukrlyif the native is one who is indiscreet in speedi or who 
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acts without thinking. In many cases this aspect affects the personal 
conditions and gives much more assortiveness, strengthening the mind by 
maldttg It mora positive and mantotcMt bat at best it is only a weak 
influence and dq)end8 a great deal upon the lunar aspects operating. 

\t S 9 This is an adverse aspect, and one likely to bring the native 
much trouble and opposition. I le will sufTcr through fraud and deception, 
and should act very discreetly in all dealings with others. His affections 
will also suffer more or less, and this will upset the mind and cause hi in 
to worry a great deal. During this period he should watch all papers 
^t he^gns, and deal cantioody with all correspondence, avoiding all 
that is not absdotdjr necessary; moreover it is not a good time to deal 
with agents, solicitors, or those who could a&ct him adversely* He 
may be the subject of scandal, libel, or ill-repute under this aspect; in 
fact may even be threatened with litigation or attacks upon his honour. 
He will be separated from friends or relatives, and will have serious 
quarrels or disputes with others while this influence operates. It is not 
a good time to travel or to commence ai^ new ondertakiogs, and it will 
be wdl tor the native to guard ^{unst accidents or inflammatory 
tendencies when the Moon is adversely aspectcd, but if he can keep the 
mind in a calm and orderly state and avCHd impulse bis troubles will be 
greatly lessened. 

>t P. 11 This is a very favourable influence, which will extend over 
a period of several years, being a kind of " background influence " 
operating favourably whenever the lunar or other influences are good. 
It will benefit the native in maiqr waj's, socially, financially, mentally, 
and at times spiritually ; he ^ come into contact with bdphil and well 
diqmsed persons, and thqr will be the means of inspiring him to greater 
efliarts, and also of raising his mind to a much higher standard. His 
general health will benefit, his mind become more hopeful, cheerful and 
joyful, and all things will tend to improve and go better with him. His 
attachments will be successful and promising, with the possibility of 
forming permanent finendshipa and lasting ties. It will be a good dme 
to travel and ei^age in literary work, to sign important papers, write 
and correspond— in foct do all things in whidi the mind may be well 
and successfully employed. A very favourable period and one that 
should be made the most of. 

9 d y A very favourable and fortunate position, which will bring 
good judgment, sound reason and intuition regarding all mental matters, 
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The native will sec clearly, will become hopeful with regard to the 
future, philosophical, and very much inclined to higher thought, looking 
on the bright side of all things. He will probably travel under this 
aspect or will gain tlirough travel and fioreign afhirs. He will benefit 
either through Idndred or rektives or else through their aflairs, either 
directly or indirectly. The general health and tone of the nervous 
system will be good and he will feel much more confident and capable of 
mana-^inf^ his affairs to advantage. This position will greatly strengthen 
the radical horoscope, and — when under good lunar influences— a very 
good period is before the native in which success and prosperity are to be 
looked for. It is good for all literary work and for the general expansion 
off the mind. 

\i Is a weak good aspect and will benefit the native in some 

slight way, financially or socially. His mind and general mental 
conditions will improve, a philosophical tendency being denoted by 
this aspect ; it is good for travel, friend.ship and general health. This 
aspect is rather too weak to operate of itself, but when others correspond, 
especially the lunar ones, its good eifocts will be felt. It is good tor 
correspondence, writing, reading, and literary wodc generally. The 
native will probably form some new acquaintance under this influence, 
or a friendship which will ripen into a deeper attachment. It will make 
his mind more hopeful and free from anxiety, giving him an opportunity 
to expand and to learn more of the Mner side of life. In quite a general 
sense it is a good aspect, but weak and not very pronounced in character. 

yZ2( Thia is a weak aspect somewhat unfavourable in its 
character but not sufficiently strong to a£foct the native very seriously, if 
he does not allow it to overcome his judgment. It will be well for him to 
watch expenditure and to avoid becoming security for others, also to 
sign no more papers than necessary : he will not gain through travel 
or any journeys he may undertake under this inBuence. The native 
should keep his mind free from doubt and suspicion ; and he should note 
that tiiera is aliatnlity tomake errors in judgment, aa the mind will not be 
BO dear as usual, being very prone to see things from a biassed or pre* 
judiced standpoint : for this influence gives a distorted nod illusory ooo* 
dition of the mind, causing things to he seen out of due perspective, so 
to speak. There is a liability to suffer through deception, and inferiors 
will cause some trouble ; indeed, it will be well for the native to act very 
discreetly with all persons not of the same social standing as himself. 
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^ This is an excellent planetary position, for under its 

influence the mind will expand and become hopeful, bright, and intelli- 
gent. The native will be intuitive, will have excellent judgment, and 
will be able to arrange his affairs satisfactorily and successfully : he will 
gain through all affairs whan writiiig or Gorre5q(NMideiioa b xaqoired, and 
many financial benefits will oome to him under this benefic aspect. He 
will other have profitable journeys or travel for gain and pleasure, and 
will meet with those whose influence upon his life will be helpful and 
peaceful. He will become more than usually interested in philosophy, 
or will engage his mind upon higher thought subjects, to his permanent 
advantage. This aspect brings successful engagements and attachments 
that have a very lasting good effect ; and when the lonar aspects are in 
sympathy it will cause the native to so deal with others as to make ties 
and Mendships that will not easily be broken. It is a very good period 
for general concerns. 

V D U This aspect will tend to made the native liable to grave 
errors of judgment, mistakes that will produce much worry and anxiety. 
He should guard against hypocrisy and deceit, and do all he can to 
protect hfanself sgainst fitaod and treachery. It is by no means a good 
inflnence and if the native is not carefbl in regard to all papers or corre- 
spondence, etc., he is likely to get into trouble, either through writings OT 
through speech. He should act as discreetly as possible when dealing 
with others, for he is liable to legal troubles, litigation being easily 
brought about under this aspect. He should be mindful of his promises, 
but should not phice too much reliance upon the promises of others at this 
time. Inferiors and those in a lower station of life will now be inimical 
to bim and cause him anxiety, especially if he baa been unwise in qieeefa 
where they are concerned ; for this influence often causes libel or scandalt 
in which one's good name is likely to be imperilled. 

^ Alf. This is a good and a powerful aspect, causing the mind to 
become intuitive, sound in judgment aud full of common sense. The 
native will now expand in ctmsdousness and see dearly a path before 
lum, becoming more plulosophlcal and of a truly religions firame of mind. 
He will in all probability gain by investment, speculation or com- 
mercial enterprise : he will also be inclined to travel, and will form 
ties and attachments of a permanent and very beneficial character. His 
nervous system will be in good order : dealings with inferiors will be 
profitable ; and he can now engage agents to act for him who will manage 
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his affidzB honestly and diacraetlj. Ha will hava sucoess thfoogh 
writing, correspondence, matters concerned with papers and legal 

transactions. If other influences are fjood he will now come under a 
series of very favourable and successful happenings and should in every 
way make the most of this period. 

g 4 This is an unfavourable aspect in many ways, chiefly, 
howsvar, lirona a mental 8tandp<mit, the mind being very liable to 
pcejudice, bias* and misconception at this time. It is not a good time 
to speculate or invest money, for there is a lialuHty to losses and to incur 
heavy liabilities. The native should not become surety for another or 
lend money, as his financial affairs are liable to undergo a change for 
the worse under this aspect. He should avoid writing or correspoodeace, 
be eanfnl and discreet in ^eeeh, and never say more than he means 
to stand by. It is not a good time to travel, to deal with agents or 
solicitors, or to take part in any legal tranaactions. If the other aspects 
and influences are not good at this time, the native is likely to suffer 
under this aspect, but more through the mental attitude than from any 
other cause. 

This is a very weak aspect and may not have any appreci- 
aUe eflfect ; but when other inflnencea are &youEable it will help theoi 
to bring out the benefits promised. It is slightly good for the mbd and 
may besiefit those who are associated with the native, or he may gain 
through them in some nuouwr. It Is slightly beneficial for health and 
gives some impetus to the nervous energy, favouring matters relating to 
travel, corresp>ondence, servants and the general affairs of life, the mind 
acting more harmoniously and smoothly under its influence. If the 
lunar aspects are good it will tone up the mind and mcrease tiie mental 
fKultiea. To come under the good influence of this aq>ect it is necessary 
to read and study the best snd highest literature that can be procured 
and thus cultivate the philosophi 1I side of the nature which this aspect 
Is especially fitted to strengthen and benefit. 

^ 8 U This position is not favourable, for it impairs the judgment 
and causes the native to make errors and mistakes, either through 
^eeeh or in writbg and correspondence. This position will produce 
separations, also a liability to suAht through litigation or legal troubles. 
The native should not lend money or become surety for anyone, and 
great care will be necessary with regard to finance, for expenditure will 
tend to exceed receipts. In ail attachments and dealings with others 
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nheie feding ia coooerned ha Aoald act very diacreotly* for he is liable 

to offend others or be in some way separated from them, either through 
misunderstanding or through conditions arising from outside matters 
which will cause unpleasantness or trouble to arise. This position is 
highly important from an occult standpoint, for it means a conflict 
between the higher and the lower mind, in which a struggle for mastery 
vill take place, bringing very peculiar realisations mentally. When die 
lonar aspects are not good this position of Mercury and Ju^tes will 
cause much trouble and anxiety. . 

)f P. ^ This inflnence is not confined to one year in its operation 

bnt usually occupies several years in working out its adv«rsB effects. It 

slows down the mental activities, makins: the mind more solid and con- 
centrative ; yet at the same time it tends to hinder and delay the native's 
progress, though it keeps him from being too assertive or unduly liberal : 
he will iodine to be more indnstrions or podding and patlsnt than usual, 
and somewhat supidous or mistrustful and apprehensive withal* though 
keenly alive to his own interests in a quiet way. This may be a good 
influence when the other aspects are favourable, as it will steady and 
solidify the mind, making the native careful and thoughtful and well able 
to look after the advantages that the lunar aspects may promise ; but, 
generally speaking, tlie period over which this influence operates will not 
be good. 

^ 6h Tins is not a good porition, hindering the activities of 

Mercury and retarding the mind from full expression. It will make the 
native very careful of his own interests, rather suspicious and apprehen- 
sive, and, when the mind is depressed, it will incline him to melancholia 
and despondency. It is not a favourable position for health, impeding 
the circulation, chilling the blood and affecting the nervous system, 
which may give rise to neuralgia or some congestion. Under tills 
iaflnenoe, however, the native will become more amtntious in his ideas 
and will in all probability have some responsibility placed upon him, or 
will engage in some difficult task where much tact and diplomacy are 
required. He will experience some mental disappointments and is likely 
to suffer at the bands of persons older than himself, or those having some 
power or authority over hint He should not become too critical at fiuilt 
finding. 

y ^ ^ Thte is a very wank aspect bnt alightly beneficial, tending 
lo make tfw nUnd cahn and balanced, and enabling the native to benefit 
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to some extentt dthw financially or through the energies of his mind : 
he will become graver in manner, and will tend to be more thoughtful 
and serious than usual. He will benefit slightly by this aspect, but it 
may pass without his being immediately conscious of the influence 
ankn ^ lunar aspects are good, when it will help to make the time a 
mora favourable one owing to his mora conoentrativa mental oonditioii. 
He will discharge bis dattes more fiutfafully and become more coosdous 
of his actions while it operates. It may not perhaps be important in its 
effects, but it is more good than evil. Under this aspect elderly persons 
will benefit ; a far more temperate state of mind is engenderedi and some 
steps may be taken to economise both time and money. 

9 z Although weak, this is not a fswrarable aspect and denotes 
some financial losses and troubles, and difficulties Ibraugh othen, 
particnUrly elders, or those having authority: the mind should be kept 
free from worry and anxiety and not allowed to despond or become too 
depressed. The native will sufTer some discredit and may lose friends 
or reputation under this influence: he should avoid taking cold, and 
should be careful to keep his circulation in good order and his system 
wdl nonfahed. It is not a good time for correspondence, to sign papers, 
or to deal with agents; theft and frand moreover should be gwuded 
agslnst. The mind will become somewhat suspicious and inclined to 
look on the dark side of things ; and therefore the native should cultivate 
all the hope and cheerfulness he can and not give way to over<anxiety or 
apprehensiveness. 

9^1? This is a very good aspect for the mind, renderijig the 
native steady, thoughtful, careful and prudent. He will seek to act with 
great discration and order his afiiun wisely and systematkadly. He will 
have more than Mual raqmnnbility put upon Um, and may improve his 
position by the honour and credit that this aspect will bring thereby. 
His dealings with agents, elderly persons and those who are serious- 
minded or much concerned with commercial undertakings will be 
satisfactory, and all things will tend to go smoothly and well with him. 
Tlis aspect makes one thbk well of the physical virtues of purity, 
chastityi and temperance ; and the whole aspect of the mind is improved 
and made more sober and earnest. The native may take long journej'S 
under this influence, or come into good relationship with kindred and 
those to whom he is intimately related. It is a good aspect iior contracts 
gnd engagements.

9 □ This is an evil influence, causing many delays and 
hindrances to progress. It will cause the mind to be warped and 
suspicious, and the native will be inclined to fret, worry and look 
npon the Uack side of things while it operates. It is an evU time to 
tagn papen, or enter into any correspondence with others ; also to deal 
ivith elders sgents, soliciton, or those who have power to injore him in 
any way. He will not agree with those related to him in the domestic 
sphere, and may suffer losses which will aflfect him mentally and cause 
grief and sorrow. It is a period full of mental disappointments and 
worry. The native should safeguard honour and reputation, and 
exercise can in all actions, but not become too desponding or low* 
sfririted under this depresshig influence. There is a liatnlity to scandal 
or slander and to suffer in credit or reputation, unless great prudence is 
exercised and care taken to keep all action above suspicion. 

^ A h This is a very good aspect and should benefit the native in 
many ways, as his mind will be very steady, sinc ere and honest. He 
will undertake responsibilty and eater into tiic details of life with a 
sexkms and earnest endeavour to discharge all his duties fiutfafully and 
to the very best of his ability. It is a good time for him to invest 
mon^or to so arrange alEurs that future gain and benefit may result from 
the exercise of care and forethought, and will gain either through science, 
philosophy or the higher thought, and will derive benefit from any study 
or research- work in which he may be engaged. This is a good time for 
important correspondence or for signing paperf, also to see agents and 
solicitors and make all arrangements for permanent and fiiture good. If 
the lunar aqiects are good while this mntual influence Is operating it will 
be a splendid time when all will tend to go satisfactorily. 

^ Q ^ This is not a favourable influence and tends to make the 
native despond and give way to worrying and depressing conditions of 
the mind. He will see things from a limited standpoint, and will not be 
as expansive or broad minded as be should be while this aspect lasts. 
It is not a good time to sign papers, write letters, corre^Mnd, or deal 
with odiecs m any way personally. Under its influence tiie native will 
be liable to fraud and deception, and should be very carefol in ell dealings 
with others : he sliould not speculate, or invest money, but act with 
great discretion while this aspect is in force; neither should he travel 
nor deal with relatives, nor allow himself to be influenced by those who 
are not well dispoeed towwds him. It is a bad time kit the mind 
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generally, and either some disappoiatment or an unfavourable attachment 
will result from it. 

9 7v I? An aqiect which apoils the good inilaeiica of Mercury by 
hUidering and ddaying thought and clear pereeption. The native will 

however find his mind more steady and less impulsive than usual, though 

he will be inclined to fret, or to give way to anxiety and worry under its 
influence. His nervous system will not be ro well ordered as usual, and 
there will be some liability to take cold or to suffer from nervous prostra- 
tion if the mind has any unusual care or worry during this period. In 
many cases this influence (although a minor one) may be turned to good 
account, there bebg some tendenqr to dday matters that would other* 
wise have been precipitated; the critical power of the mind is also 
enhanced. Out of evil will then come good, if the right use is made of 
the opportunity thus given to understand the circumstances and conditions 
in which the native hnds himself placed. Honour and friendships are 
sometimes adversely affected by this aspect, but iu any case it is a minor 
one and oomparativdy unimportant. 

V 8b "This is by no means a favourable period. The native will 
meet with deception, fraud and treachery, and his mind will be depressed 
and given to despond and look upon the black side of things. Separation 
and estrangement will result from this opposition, and he will find those 
in whom he has placed his trust prove untrue to bis interests. It is not 
a good time to sign papers, to write or correspond, or to study or incline 
the mind to serious thought. The native cannot be too careful in his 
dealings with others, and be should especially avoid law or serious 
disputes ; Ibr all affairs will tend to go wrong under this aspect, especially 
if the lunar aspects are also adverse. 

9 P. V This is an important position ibr these two mental rulers, 
as it extends over a rather long period and during this time its influence 
will be of potent effect. It will expand the native's mind and broaden 
his intellect, causmg him to become interested in the deeper side of 
things and inclined to study metaphysical subjects, to investigate 
astrology, §n instance, and those subjects which are more related to the 
higher mind and subjective world than the purely objective. He will 
meet with stiugert whose influence upon him will be peculiarly felt. 
He will become more original and inventive, and whenever the lunar 
aspects are favourable he will travel or make important changes, and 
otherwise break up the old or existing condiiion.s. He will now either 
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join some eclectic society, or make some very strange and romantic 
attachments. It is a good time to study science and medicine, engineering, 
etc., also to deal with all matters oS an occult character. 

This will bring sodden and unexpected mental changes, 
and make the native acute^ ingenious and original : there will be a 
tendency for him to become abrupt and nervously irritable. Quick 
changes in his attitude towards others are denoted and it is probable that 
his mind will undergo a complete alteration accompanied perhaps by an 
entire reversal of his previous opinions and beliefs. He will meet with 
strangers whose influence will impress him deeply. He will profaablj 
take sudden journeys or travd and make changes while this conjunction 
operates, and will suffer estrangements from relatives Or those to whom 
he has been closely attached. If he avoids giving way to impulse the 
vibrations of this influence will benefit him, for his maf^netic conditions 
will be highly accentuated, and he will be able to influence and impress 
others by his inventive ingenuity. 

This, though slightly &vo«trable in its nature, is but a 
wesk aspect, so that it may not have much eibct npoo the liCs except to 
esqpand and broaden the native's mind and cause him to take a de^er 
interest in metaphysical subjects. He will probably gain unexpectedly 
some benefits from a monetary standpoint, or form some new and 
strange acquaintanceship which will be of a magnetic and attractive 
nature while it lasts, though liable to be as suddenly broken off as it was 
ibrmed. This aspect gives some tendency to romance^ or to form 
attachments that are of an indq>endent< and free nature, and in which 
the n^d is more exercised than the feelings. The native will have some 
strange mental experiences while this aspect lasts, if the lunar aspects 
coincide ; but if not, the aspect is liable to pass without much effect, its 
operations being confined to the mental plane ^er se and not entering the 
normal copsdou s uess. 

y ^ 9 This is a weak aqwct, but at the same time one that is 
not at all favourable, as it causes the mind to be wayward and at times 
irritable, and also gives a liability to meet trouble through those in any 
way connected through friendship or acquaintance. Some unexpected 
financial loss is probable under its influence, also difficulty in connection 
with travel, writings, correspondence and literary affairs ; but its chief 
effect is connected with the mind, which tends to be irritalile and almost 
nervous in its exprssHoo. The native will profaaUy speak unwisely of 
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someone, and suffer disappointment or sorrow through his own attitude 
toward others. He should not travel any more than is necessary 
under this influence and should keep as quiet and calm as he possibly 
can. 

9 #y This is a very good aspect, making the mind ori^al, 
thoughtful and ingenious. The native may now find himself very 
inventive and fertile in construction, with original plans, good Ideas, and 
the ability to put them into practice. He will form some romantic 
mental attachments, and come in contact with those who will attract him 
mentally ; while his own magnetic aura will be powerful, and able to 
afiect others. This infloence will give the power to hypnotise and 
Impress others, also to turn the mind to the study of metaphysical and 
occnit studies. The mind will expand and progress, with a desire to 
reform and improve existing methods, also to take a broader and more 
comprehensive view of life and its expression. This good aspect will 
bring success in travel and will enable the native to get on favourably 
with kindred and relatives ; it also favours the forming of attachments of 
a unique and uncommon character. 

tf □ y This is an evil aspect ; one which threatens sudden and 
unexpected changes, also strange and peculiar qtisodes in connection 
with any attachment or friendship that may have been formed: the 
mind will not be peaceful or harmonious, and a cantankerous temper 
with a sarcastic turn of speech will be engendered. The native should 
exercise great care in speech, and should avoid signing papers or entering 
into any conespoodence that is likely to bring discredit or dishonour. He 
will become Interested in reform, and will tend to hold strong views; but 
unless he can be temperate and avoid going to extremes there will be 
danger of his becoming too iconoclastic, and thus injuring the very cause 
he would espouse. Me should act very cautiously in his dealings with 
others, and also with regard to those in the domestic sphere. The 
nervous energy will now be in a state of extreme tension. It is not a 
good tlm^ in any sense of the word : women under this influence a» 
liable to hysteria. A dm^imtt ttMhtg ikt txmk$ tf grmt $4/- 

9 A 9 This is a very good and powerful aspect, benefiting the 
native's mind and causing him to be deeply interested in all metaphysical 
and occult subjects. He will have sudden or unexpected benefits, and 
form some very unique and original attachment, which will assist him in 
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many ways. He will gain in some quite unexpected way, by speculation or 
investments (more especially by business connected with transit, such as 
railways, etc.), if he puts his mind into the matter. This aspect is 
especially beneficial to those who enter into any study of astrology or 
kindred subjects, and also fbr literary wock and for deding diractlj nith 
othen when magnetic conditions are able to influence them. The 
native will be very original in his thought and fond of reform, becoming 
interested in all movements connected with humanitarian principles and 
advanced thought. lie should make the most of this very good influence 
and expand the mind to its fullest limit ; for when the lunar aspects are 
good there will be much success under this aspect. 

9 g 9 This is l>y no means a fitvcnirafale aqpect, for by it the 
mind is aflUcted, and there is a danger of taking a distorted view of life 
and going to extremes, particularly with regard to matters of reform, 
80 that exceptional conditions are generally the result of this aspect, 
which, acting upon the nervous system, tend to afTect both health and 
mind. The native should be very careful in his dealings with strangers, 
and be prepared for disappointments and estrangements from friends and 
those to whom he is hi any way attached, eqieeially kindred and relatives. 
He should avoid travel or the making of any Important dianges, and 
should also be cautious with regard to his speech and correspondence, 
dealing very carefully with all papers he may be called upon to sign. This 
is an unfavourable aspect in many ways, and if the lunar aspects are 
adverse, he will find it a very trying period. 

g 7v Although a weak aspect, this irill cause the native some 
troulile and annoyance if he allows his nund to grt into any imaginative 
or bndful mood. It will make him inclined to go to extremest «nd to 
take distorted views of things. This aspect may not act ui any 
appreciable manner until a train of adverse lunar aspects is operating, 
when this mutual influence will affect the nervous system and react 
upon the mind. The native should endeavour to act discreetly and be 
careful in all his dealings with strangers, friends and acquaintances; 
he should not sign papers or enter into more corre sp ondence than is 
necessary, and he should also watch Us magnetie conditions dosely. 
Travelling should be avoided while this r.^pect operates. In some cases 
the influence would be very good, but only where the mind is ahready 
very broad and expansive in outlook, when it would allow more 
expansion, and bring into play magnetic conditions that would incline 
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the miod to the study of metaphysical and occult lines of tbooght. This 
aspect is essentiaUy regenerative in nature. 

This is a very evil aspect, tending to make those who an 

not well balanced mentally inclined to take unreasonable or very extreme 
views. The native will find himself liable to serious and persistent 
opposition, and will have oppoDeats whose effect upon him will l^e 
decidedly hurtful. He cannot be too carefol at this period in wliom he 
places his trust ; also in all his dealings with strangers or acquaintance^ 
fbr some disappointment will come to him, and he may become the 
subject of charges or accusations which it will be difficult for him to 
refute. There is a decided tendency towards eccentricity, and with this 
influence operating, he will, if he gives way to the mental exhilaration it 
brings, develop bohemian tendencies, or will incline to be strange and 
peculiar in manner, with some abruptness of speech and action, as a 
sequel to tlw mental attitude it brings. In the lives of all to whom it 
occurs it Is an extraordinary influence, bringiog sudden and quite 
unexpected events into the life ; but to advanced characters it brealcs op 
ail conventionalities and loosens bonds that have grown irksome, giving 
rise to separations that seem to be fated or inevitable. Many romantic 
and very strange episodes follow this aspect. 

9 P. Y ^ This, in common with all parallels, is rather an inclining 
Uum a determinative influence, and tends to act chiefly on the subjective 
planes. Should the native be an imaginative writer, a poet or musician, 
his work at this period wiU be tinctured by that vdn of semi-sensuous 

mysticism that characterises the works, among many otiiers, of Poe^ 
Maeterlinck, Wagner and Swinburne, or such humour as is found in the 
writings of Artenius Ward and Lewis Carroll — to mention two extremes. 
In less refined natures the position is hkely to incline to " decadence," if 
the natal aspects to Neptune predispose thereto. 

y d V* The Influence of this position will depend vwy largely on 
the innate susceptibility to Neptunian influences, and whether or no it is 
likely to be of a favotirable character. Where little susceptibility exists, 
this influence is certain to prove almost negligeable, amounting to no 
more than a meeting with some singular or outri character or some 

• The elusive character of Neptune's influence renders it extremely difficult to 
convey in words any idea of its nature. The reader will do well to refer to the 
infurniation given in How to Judgt a Nativity, Part II. (pp, lo, 19. 42), as well as to tlw 
ioterpreUUion of th« aoUr aapects to Nepluoe given on pp. 9a, 93 01 this book. 
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unkd sspeciance— ^haps « stnuagv and vivid dnam. But b vary 
refined or artistic characters, there will be at this period a flow of 

inspirational or creative ability of a mental character, and of a very 
high order. This essential mental fecundity is almost certain to 
produce eflects of some kind in all who come under this influence, but in 
the less evolved it is only likely to result in a disposition to scheme lot the 
athdnment of some dosired object, cither personal gain or the gratifica- 
tioii of pasrioo. However, in soma form or other irJfcwi i i y (either in tiie 
good or in the bad sense of the word) is sure to be the oatcome of this 
position of Mercury and Neptune. 

9 V ^* This aspect has but a slight influence on the mind in most 
cases. To those who are highly mercurial, or who have Neptune 
prominent in the nativity, it is likely to bring moments of rare mental 
exaltation of a more or less ecstatic cliaracter, with poetical or musical 
inipirations at times. Unless the lonar aspects assist, however, these 
rapt conditions are hardly lilcdy to take efTect on the physical plane, and 
will consequently only be conveyed in the form of dreams, sonu of which 
at any rate are likely to be remembered. Where Mercury is bthind 
Neptune in the Zodiac, there may be some inhibition of speech or the 
mental fiicultiee for a short period in some cases. 

If Z V* 'Hiis is a weidc aspfct, and will probaUj pass minotioed 
in tiie majority erf cases. It indicates a change of phase in the vibcatioDs 
passing from these planets to the earth, and hence to those sensitive 
thereto it portends a harassing and distressing period, when things will 
go wrong in a most unaccountable way, and petty persecutions and 
restrictions will cause sorrow and annoyance. The mind will, as it 
wer^ osc i llat e between two conrsss, oncertsin which to take. 

TUs is probably the best aspect between tiiese two 
planets, and should the nativity indicate any such posability, poetic, 
mystical, fanciful or humorous inventions will flow in upon the native's 
consciousness, and he may reap a lasting benefit from the exercise of 
any literary or artistic skill at this time. To others it will bring pleasant 
journeys, friendships, religious or mystical experiences, invariably 
connected in some strange way with tiie ssa. 

a V* This is a very onfortunate and in some ways a perilous 
aq^t The mind is obscnred by vague and indeterminate fDars, kng • 
ings or aspirations ; so mncfa so, that in sonM cases the sooial ssnss may

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become quite perverted and the native achieve an unenviable notoriety 
through some evil deed. (This of course depends upon the indications 
shown in the nativity.) Otherwise, fraud and deception of some kind or 
disease or hypochondria will be likely to cause the sorrow and meditation 
wUch may lead to the expanskm of oonscioasness this a^ect is destined 
tosiwuttto. 

5 A ^ * This is very similar in nature to the sextile (q.v.), but 
less definite in its operation. The mind is usually in a pleasant — and in 
some cases humorous — state, and all things signified by Mercury in the 
horoscope run well and smoothly. The trine aspect of Neptune is often 
the indicator of pronounced good fbrtnne, but only, of coocsei in the absence 
of affliction at birth. 

V 0 y * This Is practically identical in nature with the semi-square 
(q.v.). It is, however, more likely than the latter to act upon the feelings 
rather thnn the mind, and some trouble of a more or less romantic 
nature, or other similar cause for secret grief, is probable. 

9 A This is somewhat similar in its nature to the semi sextile, 
bot is of a more critical and resolvent nature. A dond will hang over 
the native's consdoosness, of which no one, probaUy, will be aware sav» 
himself, and which no friend or helper can avail to lighten. 

^ g y * xhis is, if not worse than the square, at least as evil. The 
native will find himself deserted by those whom he has trusted in, 
deceived in his speculations, and disappointed in his hopes. The exact 
nature of events will depend on the houses ruled by $ in the nativity, 
but in a gennal sense deritt, servants, messengers or agents will be (he 
•oorce of trouble. 

Vinos. 

$ P. ^ This parallel, in common with all parallel aspects, will last 
over a oonsideraUe period, and is not specially confined to one year far 
operation. It will expand the fiseUngs from a personal and pasdonal 
standpoint, and will cause the native to come into contact with, and 
to form attachments to, the opposite sex, suffering and experienc- 
ing pain or pleasure according to the attitude of the mind during the 
<>peration of this expressive and expansive vibration. It is not an evil 

* See pravioH fooOMria. 
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aspect, and may be made good and beneficial if the native acts discreetly 
while it operates ; but if he is rasti and imprudcDt he will find himself 
liable to suffer from excesses and from too much exdtemeait, or through 
beii^ too eager and intemperate ui his deaires. Much will depend upon 
the lunar aspects, whether adverse or benefic—if the latter, all will go 
well, but if the former, then care must be exercised In all actions, taking 
thought always before yielding to impulses. 

5 d (J This is a very impulsive and expressive position, and 
always produces either " love at first sight," or some very hasty decisions 
which affect the feelings and emotions. If the natlvo can quell the 
desire for sensation— and keep from rash condact — this influence will 
benefit him, as it will make him fiberal and free^ and bdng success 
through his quick response to mirth and cheofnlness and hie readiness 
to participate in any pleasure or gaiety that may come in his way. The 
inner nieaninf^ of this aspect is the conjunction of the Soul and the Senses, 
bringing a fuller aud a more sensuous expression of either than would 
otherwise be the case ; ao tiiat much will depend upon which is the 
stronger force in the nativity, $ttU or smscv. If both are evenly balana<d 
then a full and liberal time is befave the native ; if the soul is the 
stronger, then the senses will be raised to a higher level, and love will 
absorb them, but if the senses have the preater hold then there is a 
liability of the soul being made captive to sensuous or sensual feelings. 
The native will himself know best his own position in this matter, and 
so will be aUe to judge how the conjunction will act. 

A weak good aspect of very little account in the ordinary 
sense, but vital to those who raqmid to every vibration. It will benefit 
the native by causing his nature to be more expressive, and may also 
help him financially by the social advantages which it brings. It some- 
times denotes unions or attachments that are well founded, the feelings 
responding to those who may at this time be attractive and who are 
passbg through a aimihr vibratkm. It is good for the desira-natove^ 
which is now helped to accomplish many of its hopes and wishes, for it 
makes all matters connected with the desires to run smoothly, adding as 
it does some of the passional clement, which in the more cultured of 
mankind is expressed as motive power, strengthening the whole nature 
as regards tlie feelings and emotions and rendering all more inclined to 
bo demonstrative and to give expfession to thdr feelings, also to seek 
the society of others, more especially that of the opposite sex. 
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91,^ This It an un&voiarmble aspect, although sooMwhtt wmIc fai 
Its nature. It will cause some atniggle to take place between the Soul 
and the Senses, and nay possibly be the first faint quiver between tiie 
twOt denoting that a struggle is about to begin — a struggle which may 
not have its ending for many lives to come, according to tlie native's 
attitude while this influence operates. If he gives way to his passions 
and to sensation he will increase the force of his desire nature, but if be 
Uplifts bis emotions be will fealise tbat in his soul there is love firee from 
senaatian and that passioo may be transmuted into a higher force wludi 
hat more to do with individual love than personal affection or sensation. 
He will now experience certain temptations, and the feelings will be 
keenly alive. He will have danger of financial losses, also of separations 
and disappointments, all of which will bring the right kind of "realisation " 
in the end. 

9*i This is a favourable a^Mct so bx as harmony between the 
Soul and the Senses is concerned ; but a great deal will depend upon the 

native himself as to whether Mars or Venus becomes the stronger 
influence. If the former, he will now enter upon a liberal and rather 
free exp>erience of sensation, wherein personal feeling and desire will play 
a prominent part i but if the Venus influence be the stronger, then his 
mind will become more artistic and tfia force of tliis aspect will give him 
great mental energy, and will raise his fodinga into a higher npreaiion 
hi which the soul will express a purer and a fuller love, enabling him to 
form good attachments which will lead to a successful and fruitful union. 
He will now find the influence of another affecting his life and lie will be 
linked in a friendship that will be binding in nature and very pleasant in 
its course. If the lunar aspects are amUar In nature it denotes a very 
good period in which to di^ingdsb between toiU and timt, 

9 0^ Thia is in many respects an evil aspect; for it denotes a 
oonfltct between the Soul and the Senses, in which either may gain 
according to the native's own attitude toward the circumstances in which 
he will be placed. If he falls under tlie infUience of the afflicting planet 
Mars, he will act indiscreetly, and on impulse without forethought; 
this will cansa him to go to extramea of feding, and the passional side of 
hianatnfe will then be uppermost. He will be aeverely tempted just now 
and many events will occur to upset domestic affairs and to bring 
tfsappoinfment and maybe pain to the feelings. It is not a good time 
dther financially or sodaily, and the greatest care will be required to 
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•void dther diignce and didraaonr or MMne aflBktloD wUch will cauw 

bim to regret and to repent of some of his actions. He cannot act too 
discreetly during this period, eqwcially where the feelings and emotioos 

are concerned. 

9 AS This is a beneiic and successful aspect, although, in 
oommoD with all aspects betweea Mars and Venus, it shows some danger 
of the passions overooning the higher iselings. But it is nevertiiden 
harmonious and peacefiil in character and will bring fruitful attachments 

and satisfaction to the feelings and the emotional side of the nature. 
The native will make permanent ties or unions that will be successful 
and fortunate. This aspect strengthens the love-nature and gives 
opportunities for the realisation of hopes and wishes; it brings financial 
gain, presents, sodal advantages and the sode^ ci those who will 
minister to his happiness and pleasure. It will bring joy into tiie native's 
life, according to his power to respond to its benefic vibration ; but if he 
goes to extremes of feeling and allows sensation to overcome love, then 
he will suffer through any excess of emotion and thereby miss the 
opportunities that are placed in his way for the expansion of the higher 
feelings and emotions which belong to the vibrations of Venus. But if 
he chooses he may make this one of the most happy and sncoesafiil times 
ofhisUfe. 

? Q S This is not a bvoorable or fortunate aspect, and denotes a 
period in which the feelinfjs are liable to suffer. However, it is not a 
powerful aspect and therefore mucli ot tiie evil it indicates may be over- 
come, especially if the native exercises his will to restrain the passional 
or sensational dement whidi will be aroused in him by it. He should 
be very careful in all his dealings with others, and act as discreetly and 
as prudently as possible and do all in his power to prevent his fedings 
being misplaced. He diould be prepared for disappointments and Car 
troubles afTecting his personal feelings. He will either have some 
financial losses or some social disadvantages under this influence; and if 
the lunar aspects are evil at this time it will be a rather trying period. 
Since much, however, will depend upon the feelings and the attractions 
a aerdsed over him by others, he should see to it that he mixes only with 
those who are pure-minded. 

$ ^ ^ This, although slight in its influence (being one of the 
minor aspects) is favourable, as it tends to quicken the emotional side of 
tl^e nature and stimnlate the feelings to greater activity than usual. U 
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C«W is exercised in all dealin!»s with the opposite sex this aspect is on the 
whole favourable, but if other — aad especially the lunar — aspects are 
unfavourable then it will tend to involve the native in difficulties, in 
which a certain amount of impulse and lack of premeditation bring 
tronUM arising firom excess of feeUag. As a stimulating and quidcening 
influence the aspect is a good oae» but ease h needed to keep the 
emotional nature under control during the period in iidlidi it is operatiog. 

9 S ^ This denotes that the native has come to a period in which 
a struggle is to take place between the Soul and the Senses, and much 
will depend upon his own internal attitude as to which will conquer in 
the omifliet. He will meet wiHi mndi oppositioo, and will suffer 
disappointments in liis attachments and love-a&irs. He will he torn 
be t w e en Will and Deare, and will find himself severely tried and 
tempted ; and a very great deal will depend upon his actions while this 
influence lasts as to his future destiny. This aspect also denotes some 
financial losses, and social troubles and disadvantages. It is a very 
evil time to make engagements, to bind one's self to others, or to allow 
the fiedings and emotions to be drawn out in any way toward sensation or 
passion. The native sliould act v&j discreetly and be careful in wliom 
he puts his trust, especially when the lunar aspects are unfavourable. 
On tJu whole this is a dangtnm ptritd, 

? P. y This is a very favourable and forfunate position, though 
rather indefinite in its time of action, the influence being spread over a 
time that has only vague limits. Its influence is really only operative 
when other influences are favourable, more especially wiien the lunar 
aspects are in harmony with it. It denotes a good poriod generally, in 
winch social affairs aiul monetary prospects improve, and drcnmstanoes 
gradually shape themselves towards a good ending ; so that many events 
may occur that come under this influence which cannot be directly 
traced to it, since it may be the seed, so to speak, of events that are not 
manifest until later. 

S d V This is a somewhat mild influence between these two 
beaefic planets, and can only be liilly appreciated by those who are 
making for harmony and seeking a higher mode of expressioo far their 
life. It brings peace, happiness, and success to those who are well 
disposed and livinp; on the principle of *' Noblesse oblige" for it is an 
influence that can be attracted only toward those who are able to 
respond to its verjr high vibration. It brings some financial gain and

much social success when tlie lunar or other influences are good, but 
when there is no lunar link between this and the other influences it is 
very liable to act in an indirect manner, bringing benefits through others, 
who are thus the cfaaanal for the distributioa of this bantfic yibration. 
The higher he can raise the fediags aad emotions the more will the 
native feel this influence of Venus and Jni^ter. 

; ^ 2; This is quitea gmieral and in many respects an animportant 
aspect, but as it is good in its nature, it may be made to benefit the 
native when the lunar aspects are good, by bringing him some social 
advantages, agreeable company, pleasant travelling and friendships that 
win be hdpfnl and favoorable in the future. This aspect wiU only act 
with any finrce when the lunar aspects or other influences are good, for 
then the two beneBcs will have a greater force than when acting alonOi 
To increase the value of this vibration it will be well for the native to 
act as calmly and peacefully as he can, so that the good influences can 
be felt. It will benefit him in some way financially, but only in a 
general and indirect sense. He will, if religiously inclined, have an 
aoossa of purer and better thoughts, and he will SmI more than usually 
sympathetic and tolerant tinder its influence. 

9 /. U This is a weak mutual aspect and not likely to effect very 
much, but at the snme time as it is adverse it will act as a hindering or 
delaying influence, especially if other aspects are also adverse. It will 
not be a good time for social affairs, or monetary prospects, expenditure 
tending to exceed receipts; and there is also a liability to lose money 
throngfa friends and thdr aflhirs. The native will not find travd or 
joom^ 80 pleasant as antidiiated, and he will find it inadvisable to 
form attachments that are in any way not in keeping with his ideal of 
friendship. It is generally speaking a minor influence and not likely to 
be productive of anything very dehnite or decisive, but the native should 
be warned against extravagance, excess, or dabbling in legal matters, 
there bnag a tendenqr to waste money nnder this aspect If, however, 
tiie lunar aspects an good, then very little harm is to be expected. 

9 -N- 4 A veiy favourable and fortunate aspect ; one which wiU 
greatly benefit the mind, making it very intuitive and more than usually 
inclined to the philosophical, tending in fact to bring out the inner part 
of the nature. The native will have very pleasant dealings with kindred 
or rdatives, and with those wbo will benefit htm aodally and also 
financially. He will be drawn towards pleasure, all things tending to go 

L 
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evenly and smoothly with him while this harmoaious influence is operating. 
It will act very beneficially in conjunction with other aspects, and when 
the lunar aspects are good its influence will be most powerful. This is a 
splendid aspect for travel, also for making binding and lasting attach- 
ments, and it often leads to unions that are highly satisfactory, and 
out of which many benefits are obtuned, not 00I7 from a finandsl 
standpoint but also sodally, tending to increase frf hooonr. 

2 au This is not a good influence, although being an aspect 
between two benefics its power for ill is siigiit ; it will, however, cause 
some financial losses, also losses throus^h travel and through dealing with 
religious persons, while those who have mtluence in the social world will 
not be wdl di^osed to the native at this time ; lie should therefore take 
care not to come into conflict idth soperiors, nor with those who are in 
any way connected with the law. This is not a good aspect for domestic 
affairs, nor for any attachments that may be formed at this time, as it is 
likely to cause disappointment or some temporary loss and difficulty; 
probably someone to whom the native is attached will go abroad, or will 
have some important engagements which will necessitate a separation 
while this influence is in operation. It is not on the whole a good 
influence for pleasure ; there is, in het, usually a nrizture of pleasure and 
sorrow combined under this square aspe^; but with care it will not 
affect the native seriously unless the lunar aspects are also evil. 

? A 1^ This will bring general gain, and many financial benefits, 
for all things tend to go well while this aspect operates. The native 
will experience many aodal advantages through this influence, will make 
lasting attachments, and will attach himself to others by a bond that 
will be not only permanent, but very helpful and profitable: be will gain 
by travel under this aspect and much pleasure will come into his lifs 
(especially if he i? under good lunar aspects at this period). His affections 
and sympathies will expand, and he will feel generously and kindly 
disposed to ail with whom he comes in contact. He should make the 
most of this period, for the more he expands and allows himself to enjoy 
Ufo, the more win he benefit by its very good influence. This aspect 
sometimes brings others into the Ii£i who do all they can to help and 
assist to make it happy and prosperous. It is a good time for spiritual 
and higher thought meditations, for it tends to expand the sympathies and 
the religious sentiments. 

? g 2^ A weak a^ect. It will cause financial losses and sonie 
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social difficulties, tlie lutivs's general aflhirs not gdng so well tinder 

its influence. He should not lend money or be surety for anyone, 
should also guard against extravagance or waste, studying thrift and 
economy as much as he can while this inlluence lasts. It is not good for 
engagements, promises, or matters in which feeling and emotion are 
concerned, and the nadve will su&r disappointment, be liable to some 
deception, or find liimself under obligations he cannot realise. If the 
Imor aspects are adverse at this time it will not be a good period, but if 
good, then this aspect may pass without any serious effect, simply causing 
some slight monetary or social troubles. It is not a good time to travel 
or visit friends and acquaintances, however. 

$ 7^ 2{ This influence is somewhat indefinite in its eflect, which 
operates chiefly on the emotimis, in which a conflict ia likely to take 
place between personal and rellgons devotion, to the cooseqneat pnrifica^ 
tion or degradation, as the case may be, of the inner natore. A reflection 
of this inner struggle may show itself in the material world, in which 
case it will probably take the form of financial losses, in which most 
likely inherited or family property will be swallowed up in speculation. 
In any case, the effect upon the feelmgs may be considerable, but as 
both these planets are ccoMmed with the higher part of the nature, 
ultimate benefit to the soul will be the result of the suflforing undergone. 
Much will depend upon the houses ruled and the ngns occupied; in 
some cases this aspect will eflfoct little beyond temporary family or 
domestic disagreements. 

i 8 U ^iiis is very liable to bring a separation between the native 
and some one to whom he is much attached : it is very unfavourable for 
social affairs, for travel, and Cor monetary affiure also. He should avoid 
all waste, see that expenditure does not exceed receipts, and be sure not 
to lend money to anyone or become surety for another, as he Is liable to 
be involved in heavy losses or in pecimiary embarrassments. Money or 
love affairs are sure to go wrong under this influence if the other aspects 
operating are of an unfavourable nature (more especially the lutuur 
aspects). This is a period in which legal troubles are threatened, and 
mudi opporition may result, therefore great care is necessary to avoid 
grave risks, especially where money is concerned. It is unfavourable 
for religious matters, and for dealing with ecclesiastics or with those who 
arc proud and aristocratic. 

^'P,*^ This is an affliction that will extend over several years, 
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opontiiig with a forea mora or less ev3» aeoording to tiio natiira of other 
infliMiices that may be in action ; for when they also are evil the effects 
will be severe. It denotes financial difficulties, trouble with regard to 
possessions, sorrows, love disappointments, and also, if care is not 
exercised, loss of honour. The favourable side of this influence is to 
bring attachments to older persons, also to form ties or engagements that 
are binding and of long doration. This is the aspect that catt9es» when 
operating in the horoaoopes of those who an single, long ooortabips widi 
little or no prospect of marriage. In a general sense It givea economy 
and thrift, also a love of saving, but when carried to excess danger of 
hoarding wealth and becoming far too careful and parsimonious. It 
causes delays to progress, hindering the flow of affection that Venus 
gives, and ft sometimes even completely chills aSiectioa, stopping the 
outflow of feeling altogether. The native sliould act discreetly while 
this influence operates. 

9 6^ This is by no means a favourable conjunction, and tends 
to cause disappointment and loss of honour and credit. It is not good 
for financial affairs, nor for the affections. It sometimes indicates 
attachments to elderly persons or to those who are older than the native, 
and in its good effoct causes fiiithfolness and very Unding attachments. 
The thrifty and careful dde of this a^iect should be used for purposes of 
economy, or for securing a steady and permanent income by application 
to professional or business undertakings, but any tendency to over acquisi- 
tiveness or avarice should be vigorously contended against. It is not a 
good position for expansion of the feelings, and is apt to limit the 
aflections and thus cause the native to be a slave to his emotions. It 
causes grief and tends to chasten the CseUngs by snflinring and to purify by 
ionow ; to the undeveloped it is a dangerous position, more especially 
when the Moon is also afflicted. 

9 ^ h This is a very weak aspect, but favourable enough in its 
nature to steady the inHuence of Venus and bring more faithfulness into 
the affections, so tending to bring attachments that are more binding and 
permanent. It brings some ilight financial benefit, bat modi wiU 
depend upon the other Influences operating. The native will gain in 
honour and reputation under its influence by taking upon himself any 
duty or responsibility where he can acquit himself favourably, and to the 
satisfaction of those who may in any way be concerned with his welfare. 
He should while this aspect lasts seek to form the friendship and 
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acquaintance of those older than himself, for any attachments of this 
kind will be beneficial. If the lunar aspects are also good, this influence 
will be the more beneficial. 

$Z ^ This is not a good aspect, bat is somewhat weak in its 
iaflueoce ; it will bring some disappc^tment with regard to any attach^ 
ment that may have been formed, and is adverse to the even or steady flow 
of the afiections. It is not good for financial affairs, nor for dealings with 
persons older than the native ; and he should now safeguard his honour 
and act as discreetly and prudently as he can, for the conditions in which 
be is likely to be placed are inimical to his material welfare. Social 
ondertakings will not go well, nor will any dealings with ddeis, or 
persons In authority, for those holdkig responsible posts will not be wdl 
disposed towards him* and if the lunar aspects are also unfavourable, it 
will be an unfortunate period altogether. Great care will be needed in 
all the native's actions, especially actions undertaken in association with 
others, for he is more likely to suffer through than gain by friends and 
acquaintances, and should therefore guard against deception. 

9 This is a kvourable mflnenoa and it irill benefit tho native 
in some way financially, or help him to add to his inoomo, probably 
through his own industry or by some efforts on his part to improve his 
general conditions. He will form some very favourable and permanent 
attachments which will end in a successful and fruitful union ; he should 
gain in honour or reputation while this influence operates, and should 
raise himself into a more responsible and important position in life. 
Tbisaspect denotes a steady period, b which improvement is made and 
progress Is of that honest type which Is so beneficial to the i^owdiof the 
individual character. When the lunar aspects are good, this will be a 
very good and prosperous period, in which the foundation may be laid of 
much future good. 

$ □ I; This is an evil influence for all matters concerned with the 
affections, and tends to bring a period in which very intsnse emotions 
wSH be experienced, causing grief, ei»rrow, and disappointment. The 
native will not only su&r through bis feelings but will also have some 
financial losses. It is an evil time for all attachments or unions, also for 
domestic and social affairs. This influence sometimes affects the morals, 
and tends to make one careless and less self-controlled than usual. The 
native should do all he can to avoid deception and fraud, and should not 
trast otben too mneb : fi* he is now NaUe to be imposed upon, and to 
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suffer libel and dishonour or cneral ill-repute. If this affliction ts 
supported by other influences it will be a very evil time, though if the 
lunar aspects are good it will not act so severely. But it is a trying time 
in any case, and car* shonld be exercised in dealing with friends, 
saperiora, elderlj personal creditors, and those who have anj power to 
aftct the financial affiurs. Portfiiooght and discretion duMild be the 
native's watchwords, bat lie should courageously determine not to give 
way to despondent or remorseful feelings. 

? A This is a very benefic aspect and tends to brinp a very 
steady period for the feelings aud emotions. The native will now liave 
fiuthful attention from others and will indine to be chaste, thoughtful, 
sincere and thrifty, bis moral character undergoing improvement while 
this influence operates. He will gain in some way financially, either 
through judicious and careful investment, or by the advice of friends or 
others whose interests are also in some way his own. This is a good 
time for the strengthening of the general health, for the study of hygiene, 
and for the enjoy most of social pleasures and entertainments of all kinds. 
It tends to the formation of lasting attachments, binding people together, 
cementing friendships already established and rendering them enduriog. 
The native will find himself faithful to all ties, and moreover feeling a 
deeper devotional spirit than usual. It will bring him credit and honour 
and help him to establish his monetary affairs upon a sound basis ; thus, 
under this mutual influence it would be well to make a settled provision 
for the fotora. If the lunar aspects are also good it will be a very good 
penoda 

$ g 1? This is an unfavourable aspect, and under its influence 
unfavourable lunar aspects will either cause domestic affliction or some 
serious disappointment. It is an evil time to have dealings with elderly 
persons, to sign contracts, or to enter into any engagements where the 
feelinfl^ and emotions axe concerned. The native shonld do all in his 
power to maintain control over Ins fadings under this a^sct,' should not 
allow himself to be influenced by others to his detriment, and shonld 
keep bis own counsel and act as discreetly as possible : it is not a good 
time to pay visits to friends or to form new acquaintances. He is liable 
to suffer in various directions from dishonour, discredit, or scandal — 
whether deserved or not. He should live temperately during the period 
of this aspect, and study tktifi and scwmni/. 

9 7^ 1^ A very wmIc aspnet, but MOMlimes deddadly harmliil 
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when other directions or aspects are evil, especially lunar ones. It then 
denotes deaths ia the family circle and losses in connection with domestic 
ftlhin: there is also some liability of taking poison or of being injuriously 
affected by drugs at this time, if care is not ezerdaed. There are many 
troubles threatened by this aspect, and where attachments or £riendsb^ 
are affected by it there is always danger of disappointment and sorrow 
through the affections ; therefore, deliberation is necessary in all matters 
connected with the emotional side of the nature. As this mutual influence 
is weak it may have no appreciable effect, but it will be well for the native 
to be prepared for the un&vonrsUe conditions it produces. When the 
hinar a^ects are of such a nature as to faring this aspsct into operstimit 
especial care is necessary. 

9 8b An evil position, likely to bring much trouble and anxiety 
while it operates. The native will have disappointments in all his 
attachments, and will suffer in consequence, his feelings and emotions 
bmi^ acutely tried whenever tin lunar aspects correspond in being 
dsularly unfisvoarable. This poution denotes sqmrations, and often 
bereavements and sorrowful partings; it also brings financial lossss and 
monetary tvondiles. Uis aa evil time to deal with elderly persons, or those 
who have any serious claim upon the native; it also threatens him with 
scandal and a liability to be secretly attacked or to have his good name 
assailed. He should therefore act as discreetly as he can, for this position 
causes persons to become his enemies— wliether deservedly or no— and to 
seek to injure him. If cars is maintainsd he may avoid much of the evU 
of Saturn's affliction, for l)y a knowledge of its nature the causes that sst 
the evil ia motion may be minimised. 

9 P. § This peculiar influence will last for some considersUs 

time; for all parallels act over more than one year, often extending over 
a period of many years, since it is a gradual and not a sharply-dcfmed or 
decisive aspect. Under its influence the native will undergo strange 
and somewhat remarkable experiences in conneetioQ with the fedin^^ 
forming attachments or connections that will not be in any sense of die 
word orthodox, but somewhat bohemian and free, tinged with romance, 
and having all the elements of independence and originality. It is a 
period therefore during which care should be exercised, as his motives 
and actions are very liable to be mistaken, and have wrong constructions 
placed upon them ; this will be due to the magnetic vibrations playing 
npoo the native, which wiU make him act from unpremeditated and 
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spontaneous promptings of a somewhat impulsive character, rather than 
from deliberately reasoned motives. 

$ d W ^ *^ peculiar and iiuioBd nondeable podtiao, wliidi 
win taod to pradpitate the feelings and so bring to a premature 
oootanunatSon or sudden termination any attachments formed nnder its 
influence. The native will form sudden ties, or will be peculiarly 
•fleeted by others, whose magnetic influence will move him to actions 
that will have lasting efTect upon his life. Sudden gains or sudden 
losses are likely under this influence, according to the nature of other 
mntnal aspects operating, either good or ilL Of this conjunction it may 
be said that "the unexpected always happens,** Cor under its influence 
DOtUng transpires just as one would expect; experience, however, 
shows that the afTections and emotions are often stimulated to their 
highest pitch when the Uranian vibration thus afTects the impressibility 
that Venus gives. The native will be more than usually idealistic and 
imaginative, also very susceptible to the influence of others, and will 
•edc to act as lndq»endently and originally as bis nature will permit: it 
may aft least be sud that he will certunly not 1m apathetic or callous 
under this influence* 

? \1 ^ This is a very weak aspect, but often has an effect of some 
importance as the result, since it tends to excite the feelings and 
emotions, rendering them unusually susceptible, and bringing an accession 
of sentunent into the nature, acting thus in various ways, more especially 
by ptompthig to impuUve acts where feeling is concerned. During the 
operation of this aspect, it will be well for the native to be guarded in 
the formation of fresh friendships, making only such acquaintances as 
are social rather than exclusively personal : for he will be idealistic and 
imaginative, and through his idealistic tendencies prone to give way to the 
mental impressions of another, and will thus be affected according to the 
conditions and circumstances in which be will be placed. It may 
bring some Increased financial prospects or monetary gdn, for its influence 
is beneficial in many ways, none of which can be very definitely 
indicated. A good time to travel, also to investigate subjective ideas, 
as the intuition will be active. 

2 /.^ Not a very strong, but at the same time not a good aspect, 
likely to afiect tiw feelings if sensitivi^ and to bring sadden estrange- 
ment and disappomtments into the life. It will bring oonie mi- 
ttqiected lonet» and all tiw native's bnafawss alUrt should bo carefully 
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watched ; for it is a time in which liis financial pr j^^^jcts \u\; injst liable 
to fluctuate. He should not cultivate chance acquaintances nor nmake 
friendships with those of whose character he is not certain. It is by no 
iDMUis a good period, but it will not have aerious effecta unleaa the lunar 
a^ects an very evO, in which case affaira are likely to go wrong 
•ttddenly, or in aome manner that coold not very well be avoided. All 
a^ecta between Venus and Uranus are peculiar in their nature, and 
generally tend to brinp^ about romantic and strange attachmenta in 
which magnetic influence plays a prominent part. 

$ -X- ^ This is in many respects a very bvourable aspect, but in 
aome cases the good that it brings may end nnfiivourably : it brings 
strange attachments, in which the feelings and emotiooa are ranch moved 
and aflfected. This Nvill be a splendid time for social pleasures, 
entertaining friends, and mixing with others generally. The native will 
feel sociable and magnetically drawn towards others, more than usually 
inclined to act freely and independently ; for the feelings will be moved 
rather by itentiment, and a tendency towarda the idealistic, than by more 
oommooplace interests. He will find himself now strangdy Imkad with 
othersi and liable to unexpected mshea of fading, which will cause him 
to act somewhat impulsively ; and if he is not very discreet, or if he 
allows others to take advantage of his susceptible conditions, he will 
ultimately sufTer. This is a good time for inventive ability to be 
displayed ; it also shows the prospect of some financial gain and many 
unexpected advantages : in fiict, should the lunar directions be good this 
snll he a very favourable period generally, more especially if the native 
is capable of displaying any originality in his methods, and if he acts up 
to the highest standards of his moral nature. 

? □ ^ This is an evil aspect, that will cause domestic troubles, 
sudden estrangements, or very unfavourable family conditions. This 
aspect often leads to notoriety, for it brings out any latent tendencies to 
singularity or ecoentridty, more especially in regard to the exptesdon of 
feeling* The native should therefore be careiid to do nothing that will 
be likely to arouse scandal or cause others to be hurt or offended by his 
conduct ; for his magnetic conditions will be such as to make him a little 
erratic and inclined to act peculiarly where feeling is concerned, and it 
may cause attachments or connections that will not be favourable 
to his prospects, events arising out of them that will tend to mjuriously 
afiect Ids honoor or serioody thwart Ms hopes and wishes. Ha will 
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suffer some financial loss and also be affected by the action of others in 
•ome faarmfal manner. No removals or cbanges sboold be made wbile 
fhis infloenoe operates. A itddtify mHeal ptrM, 

$ A ^ A very favourable aspect and one likely to bring success, 
not only financially but also emotionally and socially. The native will 
have some sudden gain under this aspect, and should he speculate or 
invest money it will benefit him unexpectedly or bring bim sudden profit. 
He will also find himself magnetically attracted to odiers, and fiarming 
firesb engagements and attachments which will infloenoe his life in some 
very marked way: thiais a good aspect for travel and making important 
changes. Friends will help and benefit him, and if he is in any way 
inclined to be imaginative or idealistic he will now have abundant 
opportunity to experience friendship of a romantic character, for he will 
be easily ailected by mental attractions. This is a good aspect for all 

occult matters, and tot studies of tfie metaphysical and higher thought 
type: it gives the alnlity to study astrology and kindred subjects. It is 
a good period in every way and should be made the most of. 

S Q ^ This is not a favourable aspect and warns the native to 
avoid all travel, changes and removals, for it threatens him with sudden 
and unexpected troubles. It is not a good time to enter into any 
engagements or to have attadmients of a romantie character; imagina- 
tive mental conditions, in which either fiincy or &scioatioa plays an 
important part will be the result of this magnetic influence, which ia in 
no way a good aspect for friendships of any kind. This is not a good 
time for legal affairs, nor for dealing either with solicitors or those who 
are engaged in any work where law is concerned. Financial affairs 
should be watched, for monetary losses are likely, and if the lunar aspects 
are now of an adverse nature it will not be a good tiuM. The native 
should act as discreetly as he can, and should be guarded in all hb 
dealings with others ; especially tiiose who have any influence over his 
fseUngs, as he will now be very impressionable. 

? 7v W An aspect that is very weak and may have little or no effect 
upon the life; if it does in any way affect the native it will be owing to the 
fict tliat other influences of a similar nature are operating, especially 
thoee shown by the Mooo ; for iriien the Moon aspects either Venus or 
Uranus it inll set this aqwct in motioo. Its influence will be Ut in 
the general health, as it will cause a tendency to nervous disorders; 
and some indications of those nervous troubles will be a tendencj to 
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become easily effected by others magnetically, to be ovcr-imprcssioirible, 
whimsical, and sentimental. The native will meet with those whose 
inflnence upon him will be move attnctive than is ordinarily experi- 
OBced. He should not lend money or aUow himself to be over*indebted 
to others* far this ie a period in which care will be needed not to fidl too 
much under the influence of others. 

? g ^ This is an affliction which is far from good in its inflttence. 
It will bring separations and estrangements from those loved and cause 
sorrow and pain while it operates. The native's feelings and emo* 
tions win be aft a high tension and Uable to be easily affscted, and he 
afaoold theiefbre be careful in all attachments to guard himsdf ficom 
sensation or becoming too susceptible to the influence of others; for the 
magnetic conditions will be such that his sensibility to the personal 
attractions of others or their plausibility of manner will put him very 
much at their mercy; it is aa evil time for legal affairs and for all 
monetary matters, especially as r^ards speculation and investment. 
The native cannot be too carebil in all Venus afiaira while this influence 
operates: he will either make some sudden and unwise change or 
dispby a general inclination to do things abruptly and suddenly: the 

unexpected is sure to happen under this peculiar mental aspect and he 
cannot be too careful in all his relationships with others, it is a very 
critical period, especially for women. A dangtrous time. 

? P.^* This is virtually equivalent to the conjunction but 
acts over a longer period, and is more general in its effects. 

$ d y* Thb will bring some very remarkable attachments or 
engagements that will be unique and quite out of the common. It 
sometfanes produces phttonic love«affiurs, in which no thought of sex 
enters. Upon those who are advanced or making attainments it has a 
very beautifal intlacncc, acting in a manner that can only be understood 
by those who have passed through a similar experience. It has in the 
majority of cases the fSbtit of refining the love element, and raises the 
affections to a ^ higher level than the orduuury individual can nndsr- 
stand. If there Is no response in consciousness to this vibration it will 
in all probability pass by, and not act te several lives to come, in which 
case the vibration merely acts upon the environment, bringing social and 
financial benefits, unusual popularity and adulation being often a marked 
characteristic of its influence in this way. 

* See note on p. 154. 
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9 V This is to a certain extent similar lo the Conjunction, but 
has less material effect, operating chietly upon the inner consciousness. 
Inspirational moments and artistic or poetic intuitions are likely to result 
firom this influence^ but only the very refined and sensitive will be 
capable of TespamKng to them. To the mystical and aesthetic it will 
brung true delight. Where the planets are in nratoal affliction at IHrth 
secret sorrows, strange pecaectttioos, hallucinations or obaesnons are 
likely to result. 

? Z 'i'* This is somewhat allied in its nature to the square aspect 
but as the semi-square always indicates that the interplay of the 
planetary vibrations is undergoing a change of phase, this period will 
be more than usuallj harassing and indedsive. The influence is most 
liksly to show out as a series of petty worries or some small scandal. It 
may affect the health, in which case functional derangements in obscure 
parts of the system are probable. 

$^(■9* This is a most harmonious and beautiful influence, and, 
unless it is marred by some other contrary influence, betokens a period 
of puce joj. Some friendship or interoourae of a peculiarly sweet 
diaiacter, jet with somethii^ mystnriona and secret about it, is indicated ; 
and the events resulting from this influence are certain to be looked 
back upon with delight throughout the whole of the life. To the 
religious minded, a period of cloistered seclusion and happy musings; 
to the ambitious schemer, a period of marvellous prosperity ; to the 
artiat or poet, a period of unparalleled creative fecundity. 

foV* This will bring very strange and peculiar attachments, and 
caure the feelings to be aflected by magnetic conditions quite out of the 
ordinary. The native should avmd all perscms who exercise any strange 
magnetic influence over him and keep away from all those who are not 
strictly honest and pure in all their dealings. He cannot act too 
discreetly while this influence is operating, for its efiects upon him cannot 
beof the best, or in any way conducive to his futuvs happiness. Only 
those whose desires are chaste and who live a very pure Ufa can escape 
the baneful influence of this planet's afllictions, andjt is sure to play a 
part in the native's history which will be long remembered ; or, it will 
have no perceptible effect whatever. None can say precisely how it will 
act, for " extremes meet " when Neptune has any vibration to V^enus, 
especially in ail matters where feeling is concerned. In any case,

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however, finendal sffidcs should be veiy doeely watched dnriqg this 
penod* 

? A^* This, like the sextile, is also an aspect denoting a jojful 
period. Unless contradicted by adverse aspects between other planets, 
the native will experience a period of complete satisfaction, when the 
sweets of life will be tasted to the full, success pouring in upon him from 
aU quatten— unsought for, as it were. Financiel matters will prosper 
amadngly, and all will go •* merrily as a marriage bdL** This, like all 
good influences, may be used either for material or spiritual ends, and 
the effects which result from it will depend upon the inner deares of 
the native. There is a possibility of rare spiritual experiences in this 
aspect, ecstasj', illumination, and mystic vision. 

S g * To the majority, the eflect of this aspect will be much the 
same as that described fot the send-square* To the progresnve soul 
who aspires after the purification of the inner nature, however, it is likely 
to be a time of severe suffering, the feelings undergdng a complete 
depolarisation and regeneration. The native should watch his actions 
and his thoughts, and guard against self-deception. Weak-minded or very 
negative people are liable to hallucinations under tiiis aspect. 

9 7\^*' To the average individual little or nothing is likely to 
arise from this aspect, but to the refined and aesthetic person it will 
bring some poetical but withal sorrowful mperioices, leading to a refine- 
ment of the artistic sensibilities. To all will come some opportunity for 
gaining control over the emotions. In all aspects to Neptune, and 
especially the adverse ones, there is invariably a certain tantalising 
element — hopes aroused but unfulfilled, success promised in greater 
measure than is attained ; and this will prove no exception to the rule. 

9 8^* This position denotes the balancing of the ' objective * and 
* subjective *fedhigs and emotions. In grasping at what appears to be the 
substance, the native will discover that substance and shadow are relative 
terms. He will attain the fruit he has desired only to find it turn 
to ashes in his mouth ; or he will be biulked of his success at the last 
moment. To those who live chiefly in their feelings, this aspect is 
productive of the keenest sorrow, secret though it may be. Only those 
who have experienced it can appreciate what it means. To the ordinary 
easy>gofaig person, however, it is not formidable in its effects, and at 
worst will amount to no more than some experience of fraudulent

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misrepresentation. The native should be constantly on his guard 
coQcerning all business matters during the time that tliis aspect operates. 

g F. H In common with all parallels this influence is ipraad over 
a period that is lonj^er than that for which ordinary aspects endure, 
therefore it is more or less at work behind all the other influences which 
may be operating at this titue. No influence of Mars to Jupiter is good, 
end this poMtioo will cause the native to be rather over-libeiil and, 
Qoless very csrefol, wastefulness or extravagance, dither on his own part 
or on that of his inferiors, will occasion loss. Moreover while it lasts he 
should avoid litigation, or he may be involved in much expense or in 
some Io?s of honour. If care is exercised in all artairs it may only operate 
as a stiniulntint,' inlliu nee where money is concerned, or as an excitant 
where enthusiasm is affected. The native should not borrow or lend 
money under its iafloence ; he diould live as temperately as be can, and 
let it work as a motive power to raise his anil>itions to a higlier level. 
It is not a satisfactory period for religious matten nor for dealing with 
religious persons, but it will give great religious enthusiasm, where the 
nativity itself shows any such tendency. 

([ 6 U This position of Mars and Jupiter is not altogether good, 
but it can be usefully employed for the betterment of the native's 
penonal conditions, if he can avoid over-mudi dignity or pride. It 
will make him very liberal, not to say extravagant, and will be 
accompanied by some desira to *' plnnge," and if be is not careful over 
financial affairs there will be some danger— especially if he should 
become involved in litigation — of losing large sums of money. He may 
either gain or lose suddenly under this influence, according to the nature 
of the other aspects in force at the time, more especially the limar ones. 
To the weak or those who lack lull self-co ns ci o uaneM it briugs a tendenqr 
to frivolity and giddbeaa, but to the developing soul it gives a spirit of 
enterpriaOf a feeling of independence, and a great increase of energy. 
But it is a good position only for those who luve both ability and 

^ V A very weak influence, one that may not affect the native 
in any appredable meawre. He may turn it to some good account by 
koUng after finandal aflaira ; and by pattbg some of his Mait energy to 
the Jupiter aide of the aoooont, so to sfeak. 
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but they are usually small, and take the form of presents more often than 
otherwise. He will be wise to look after monetary matters, for he can 
gain in this way by giving attention to the improvement of his financial 
afiairs. 

TUs is a weak aspect, Imt not a good (Mi^ for it shows a 
liabifitf to lose monqr; M>d if the native has any tendenqr towards 

being lavish he may become too extravagant and give way to excess. 
He should watch his expenditure and check any waste that may be going 
on in his affairs. It is not a good aspect in many ways: sometimes it 
gives impure blood and inflammatory conditions, especially when the 
hinar aspects are evO; bat this would be doe to excess in diet or to not 
living temperately, and might therdbre soon be remedied if proper 
attention were paid to the laws of hygiene. The [native should neither lend 
nor borrow money wliile this aspect lasts, should avoid litigation, and 
become surety for none : nor should he cither speculate OT invest under 
this influence, but use great care in all bis affairs. 

<7 -K- 2; This is favooraUe in its nature, but as Mars is never very 
suitably combined with Jupiter it cannot give all the beneSt that might 
be expected from it. It will have the eflect of making the native very 
generous and liberal, and unless he is careful to avoid excess of any kind, 
perhaps extravagant also rind inclined to to extremes. It will make 
him enterprising and fearless, rather too inclined to take risks, especially 
where money is in question. It gives social advantages and brings 
assodatioas into the life wUch have an eiqpanding taidencj, and hi aO 
enterprises or undertaldngs the native will not hesitate to push fiorward 
and use all his energies to increase and improve his conditions. To 
those who are devotionally inclined it gives an extra impetus to religious 
thouf^ht ; for it is the aspect that often brings " conversion " or a great 
uplifting of the emotions, the feelings being very easily excited to 
enthusiasm. If impulsiveness is avoided, the influence will prompt to 
useful activi^, but unless it is kept under a certain amount of restraint 
rash actions will ensue, ending unfevoorably. 

SOU This is a very evil aspect in many ways, but only active or 
evil in a particular sense when the nativity is not a very progressive one. 
The native is liable to some heavy financial losses, or to become 
extravagant in expenditure and too lavish in giving ; for this aspect 
shows some sign of waste going on, either in the physical system or In 
the sitrroundings. He most avwd litigation, fix any 1^^ trouUes are 
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likely to involve him in heavy loss, nnce decisions will go against him. 
This aspect sometimes brings fidse imprisonmeat or ooofinameiit or 
other oooditioDS tendiog to deprivation of liberty* It is not a good 
influence ibr social affairs* or fat re&i^otis matters, as it inclines to over> 
enthusiasni and excess at feeling. It b never so evil as it appem, 
however, unless the lunar aspects are at the same time evil, in which case 
many troubles are threatened, especially troubles arising through extrava- 
gance or excess and a spirit of too great liberality. Lending money and 
long journeys should be avoided. A aniHed p*ri»d geturally. 

^ This benefic aspect is good for those who know bow to 
speculate or invest money, since those who are judicious enough to act 
irithout impulse can make things very brisk and profitable under this 
enterprising influence. It is good for social affairs and for money making, 
but like other aspects of Mars to Jupiter it tends to excess and an over- 
estimation of opportunities. It will give the native enterprise and 
freedom enough to allow him to venture where others would heritate and 
hoM back ; and, as ** ftirtnne always Ctvours the tnave,** in accordance 
with his ability will success be assured where undertakings are of the 
adventurous type. This aspect pro:notes feeling to the highest side of 
the emotional nature, but there is al-.vays a danger of reaction in this 
direction, and hence it is only the very pure who can get the true 
spiritual bMiefit out of this aspect. It is the only aspect that 
(theoretically) promisee a fortune through speculation; but tiie lunar 
aspects must cdndde and the whole directions tend that way to make 
this ao accomplished fact. 

3 QU It is not a good aspect by any means, threatening many 
troubles, financial, social and personal. It acts upon the health, by 
over-heating the blood und giving some blood disorders ; upon the 
monetary aflairs, by bringing losses, either through deliberate extrava- 
gance, 1^ robbery, or from unavoidable expenses ; and it affects the 
aodal conditions either by diflferences of o^ioo concerning religious 
matters, or through assuming more than can be well substantiated. 
It is not a good period for travel ; changes and removals are best 
avoided, or postponed. If the lunar aspects are evil while this mutual 
aspect is in operation, it will be a trying and troublesome time ; but if 
the lunar aspects are all good then its effects will be readBly overoome* 

^7^U TUs is by no means a strong influence, and may pass 
frithoot causing any serious consequences, or even witliout aflfecting the 
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native at all, unless the lunar aspects are evil, when it will add its tribute 
to make the period rather trying and troublesome. It sometimes 
denotes a death in the family or social circle, from which either gain or 
loaa enniet ftCOonUng to the natal conditions. It is an aqwct of tho 
indifbrant order, good wiien Jopiter is the stronger planet and evil 
wfaea the influence of the planet Mars is the more pronounced ; in the 
latter case it will cause blood disorders or ill-health through surfeit and 
excess of bile, etc. It acts upon the health, and affects those connected 
with the native according to the. general testimony of the directions in 
force at (be time. 

^ 8U This is deddedlj evil, and it ivill be necessary ibr the 
native to ezerdse extreme cantiob while it operates. He inll have 
losses caused by separations or by dealing with his opponents in the 
wrong spirit, or perhaps by actual robbery : it threatens losses, either 
through extravagance and waste or by being too liberal and inclined 
to overdo things and go to extremes. He should not be too assertive 
nnder tUs aspect and dwald not attow hinisdf to become pragmatical or 
too ogoUstlcal, or he will overstep recognised bounds. He shoold not 
allow himself to be carried away tqr feeUng or to become too zeaHoM, 
for all tendencies towards extremes will now be iUmg$mi$, This positioa 
marks a very critical stage in the career and may mean shipwreck, or 
indeed utter ruin, if there be a train of evil lunar aspects operating at 
the time ; and hence the native cannot be too careful in ail bis actions, 
at this period, studying to take a temperate and a jvurt view ol all 
qoestioas he is called opoit to decide. Grtat cam i$ utM ti 1M* Hm, 

^F.tf This, like all the parallel aspects, will last over a very 
long period, for Saturn is a slow moving planet, and Mars is not qoide 
enough in motion to allow the influence to work oflf in one year. It is not a 
favourable aspect, for Mars represents heat and Saturn cold, and therefore 
unless these planets neutralise or balance each other, by " mutual dis- 
position " or favourable aspect in the nativity, one of them will exercise the 
stronger iniliiwifift, with all the evil of the other added* In common with 
all parallels this must depend upon the operation of the lunar aspects and 
their naton to awalcen from latency its evils. When, therefore, the lunar 
directions are evil, it will cause the temper to be too readily affected, 
any tendency to give way to anger resulting in awakening the passional 
side of the nature, and by the very strong feeling it engenders giving an 
indinatloa either to go to defiberatv extremes or to act very indtocreetly. 
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The period may be made good by allowing the strength of Mars to be 
blended witli the tact of Saturn, this giving the finest form of diplomacy 
and persuasiveness. 

^ Tha ooojnnctUm of these two mslefic planets merles a very 
important period of tiie life; for this sodden blendiaf of lieat and cold 
acts in many cases disastrously, much as though a bar of red-hot iron 
were plunged into cold water. To the undeveloped person this is a very 
serious conjunction, for it stirs up the animal side of the nature and 
causes ail the passions and the vices n the character to be awakened into 
activity. The native should curb his desiras and aeelcto atet temperately 
in all tUngs, doing all in his power to ke^ firom being called out firom 
his centre; or be will find it diiBcnlt to control his temper and may be 
moved to act rashly or impulsively and either say or do things he will 
bitterly regret later on. If the lunar directions are evil it will he by no 
means a good time, and according to the nature of the other directions 
80 will be the effect of this aspect. This aspect may be likened to the 
Mending of iron and carbon to form steel : if the proportions are not 
ri^t, or the "conversion *' is not properly done^ only brittle and osdess 
cast iron will resolt. It will affect the native aooofding to his response 
to either Saturn or Mars ; or to both, if he has not yet learned bow to 
control himself. It is a highly critical period. 

^ ^ ^ This is a weak aspect, but more favourable than otherwise. 
It will strengthen the will power and give more determination and 
purpose than would be the ease without it. Much need not be eiqpected 
to come firom this infinence unless the lunar aspects are very bvoiirahlei 
when it will strengthen the lunar influence by giving mans stability and 
a more enterprising spirit. The native will incline to be more enterprising, 
ambitious and energetic than usual ; for the force of Mars and the tact 
of Saturn combining will benefit him by giving both purpose and 
Stability. In many cases this aq>ect has no appreciable eflbct, except to 
make dewe and action blend more harroooiously; but by sisnillnf 
himself the native will become firmer, and will find himself pQseeMSd of 
a stronger will to carry into praaical expression the good Inner aspects 
operating. 

^ Z I7 This is an evil aspect, but not at all powerful, and only 
operates to a marked extent by exciting the passions, causing an 
esprssdoB of energy which may be euesnve if the nature is not wdl 
mider oontiol: when other directions, especially the lunar aqtects, are 
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evil, this is likely to act very adversely. Tlie native should now exercise 
care, in order to avoid accidents, never acting rashly or impulsively, for 
there are elements of dmger in tliis aspect, making the present period ft 
very trjwg time far those who are ruled by impnlae: many nnder its 
influence act imprudently, and often rush into danger without stopping 
to think before acting. It is only by taking care not to give way to the 
impulse that is produced by external attraction that the dangers of this 
influence can be avoided. To many it may have no other effect than 
that of increasing the activities, but those activities will be the result of 
deidn and impulse more than carefal thought This mutual a^ect 
rarely operates unless the luminaries sre selecting ather Mars or Saturn. 

^ # I? This is a favourable aspect between the two pUnets; but 
since they are malefic in their nature and the aspect is good, extremes 
are being blended thereby. It is very difficult to interpret the two 
natures of these influences blending, but to those who are seeking to 
harmonise the will and desin it gives ibfoe of cfaancter and mndi 
directive purpose. The native will be more than usually courageous and 
perhaps ventnreaomsk hot if oompetent, he will blend desire and ac^ in 
such a way as to make him very decisive and capable, carrying through 
all plans to a successful and well -foreseen issue. He will be steady and 
clear-headed, with enough force and tact combined to enable him to 
accomplish a great deal. Much, however, will depend upon the lunar 
aspects ; if they are very favourable this will be a q^lendid period, as it 
will give all the energy required and all the diplomacy necessary to 
bring affiurs to a suc ce s sful issue ; but if the lunar directiona are not 
good, not much is to be expected, for while the ability and energy will 
be there, circumstances will militate against its successful employment. 

^ □ I? An evil aspect, which will act very much against the 
native's progress, causing him to be at the mercy of two very opposing 
Gmoss, corresponding to heat and cold, force and inertia. He will be 
prone to give e:9ression to outbursts of temper or exhibit very hasty and 
at times rash conduct, winch will briqg trouble; Indeed, if the other 
directions operating are very evil it miy cause dishonour or disgrace, if 
not complete ruin, through his impulsive desires and wilful actions. 
There is no occasion oa which this aspect may be said to operate 
favourably, for it is a war between two very powerful malefics and is 
Ukdly totend the native in its violence if the vibrations are more than he 
qan control ; theiefiMPS mors thyi osnal c^re is necessary at this psriod

to avoid quarrels, disputes, or any friction with others, especially if it is 
likely to deprive him of his liberty for any time. This is an excitable 
and turbulent aspect, and when not otherwiit acting as a disturbing 
dement gives over«eiitIiudastic and extreme tendencies. The more evil 
the lonar directions, the moss evU this mntna! aspect. A vtfy mHcat ui 
hying p«riod necessttafing gnal cmiHoH and self-control. 

^ A ^ This is a very powerful aspect between the two malefic 
planets. Tt will pive a very strong will while it operates and in- 
spire the native with enthusiasm, courage and enterpriss in plenty. 
He will be able to add strens^th to tact, to work diplomitically, and to 
manage his affairs with both Insight and ddtl and with snffident stea£< 
nees of character to carry throogh his scliemes snccessf ally. It trill give 
him authority, with enough dignity to hold firm and to act with bravery 
under the most tryin{» circumstances. If the lunar aspects are good 
and the other directions favourable he will find this a splendid period 
for his ambitions, as it will cause him to be enterprising, though 
judiciously so, risking ventures that others would not undertake. He 
may make it a very good time for aH his affairs, as lie will be snflideatfy 
assertive and very reliable^ managit^ all duties so that they win bring 
him honour and respect. With some persons it will not act : only those 
whose " root of merit " is established cm mikc full use of this vibration, 
which mcms the usin? of desire in the direction of emotion turned to 
purpose. According to the native's soul growth, so will this influence 
act for good. 

^ □ ^ This is an evil aspect, somewhat similar in its natnrs to 
the semi-square (f .«.), bnt still mors drastic in its operation. It is less 

likely than the square or opposition to show out in the everyday concerns 
of life, b'lt will take effect chiefly in th» inner m ntal or spiritual life of the 
native, who will qo throuijh a very tryin_,' period of doubt and uncprtiinty 
and mental instability. As in all semi-square and sesquiquadrate aspects, 
theirfbrations of these planets an now going through a change of phase, 
as it were, and thia Is llkdy to lead to a complete breakdown, or rather 
reconstruction of the centre of thought and fiaeling. It may take aflbet 
on the health, which is sure to be affected more or less in any case, but, 
with advanced souls at any rate, it is most likely to manifest in a period 
of disbelief in all one's pre\'ious ideas — in short, a state of mind briefly 
summed up in the street arab's cynical question : " Wot's the good of 
anyfisk? Why, nnflinkl** The native thonid itrivn against tl)if 
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de^pcndency and hesitancy, by bringing lus will to bear in the enfinroed 
carrying out of previously-determined*OD lines of conduct : the extent to 
which this can be done will prove an excellent test oC the moral standard 
which has been reached. 

^ 7v I? This is perhaps the least iiarmful of the evil aspects between 
Mazs and Satom, for the Satumhie dement serves as a snitaUe 
balancing or adjustmg agent to the Hais force, and the feelhigs and mind 
will operate as mutual critics, the mind Miquiring into the operation of 
the feehngs and the latter serving as a corrective to the limiting and 
contracting tendencies of the former. It is necessary, however, to take 
care that the feelings are not allowed to fritter away the mind force in 
nsetesB refnnings, and that on the other hand the mhid ia not permitted 
to rqNress all nataral strivings after new experience or emotions. The 
native will find this an excellent aspect for critical or analytical work, 
especially in all such technical subjects as chemistry, scientific agriculture, 
hygiene, etc., should he have any natural abilities in these directions. 
The senses will become the servants of the mind under this aspect, and 
will be sharpened in their discriminative power. 

^81; This is an evil aqtect, which will being a liaUlity to aod- 
dents and some very acute physical experiences. The native should act 
with great discretion and do nothing impulsively, for this aspect brings 
some very rash tendencies in which action will be guided by sudden and 
unpremeditated desire to do some deed of either great bravery, or 
perhaps foolhardiness, or even crime, whicli may have fatal results. He 
will find himself easily irritated and piona to giva way to anger, and may 
commit some violent act if not auffidbntly self-controlled to keep tfaue 
desire nature wdl in hand. If the lunar aspects are evil at this time 
it will be a very bad period, especially if the other directions operating 
are also adverse. If the lunar directions are good, this mutual aspect 
will not act fully at this time, but will wait till other infiueaces set it in 
motion. In any case it is an evil time, and much opposition is to be feared ; 
separation and marked estrangements are usoally the chief foatores of

Thii parallel, which itemaias in font soma yearly is by no 

means a favourable influence, for it will bring an irritable and excitable 
tendency, and is a period when the native will be liable to accidents and 
violence. He should be very guarded in all dealings with strangers and 
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•hould avoid quarrellmg with anyone. The best side of this influence is to 
give energy and activity, with inventive, constructive and mechanical abil- 
ity. The native will do wisely to avoid litigation or conflict with others, 
also to keep from being too abrupt in manner or too impulsive in action, 
and should restrain all tendency to rashness. He should act very discrsetlj 
in Um pgresmoe of any magnetic attraction ; for when tiie magnetisni 
has passed off he will find that he was aihcted rather by outside 
influences than directed from witlun by his own will. He should avoid 
travel and removals. 

^ 6 ^ This is in many respects a remarkable influence, and it 
will make this period unique in the native's life history, for it trill 
bring sudden and unexpected events and peculiar experiences widch will 
commence in an unexpected and strange manner and end as abruptly. 
He will find himself in some way drawn towards the occult and the 
mystical side of things, and will have the courage to investigate 
phenomena or to study psychical subjects at first hand. This position at 
lurth is generally found to accompany clairvoyance or seersbip of some 
Idndt and hence is likely, as a progressed a^ect, to be aocompanied by a 
temporary manifestatioa of the same f acultyi which in many cases is apt 
to be regarded as *' hallucination.** It Is not a good time for taldog 
journeys, for removals, or forming any new acquaintances. In fact it is 
a period when great care should be exercised, for the whole nervous 
system will be at extremely high tension while this conjunction lasts, 
wbidi in some cases k n oernddafaUe period, and those who have friends 
comiitg .under tUs influence should exercise the greatest patience and 
sympaUiy b their deaUngs vrith them. With the posaUe exception of 
the square and opposition between the same planets tUs Is perhaps the 
most trying aspect that can be lived through. 

S This is a weak aspect, and one that is not likely to affect the 

native very much, but it is good in a measure and he may t>e able to 
take advantage of it. It will bring some opportunity to improve eitfaer 
himself or his oQoditions and surroundings. It will cause him to be ener- 
getic and enterprising, and may bring soms temporary financial benefits. 
It will stimulate the native mentally, and it promises the advent of some 
friend or acfijaintance who;e iiitluence w.ll be helpful. Hi may take 
some journeys or removals under this influence, travelling being good, or 
any mtmnnsnt of an enterprising nature likely to become advantageous* 
Agnat deal of good may be extradod from this mhior aspect if the lunaf

tarn of miod are likely to have some " happy thoughts " in connection 
with hivwitioiis and nediaaical appBaneas. 

^ Z 9 This is not a good infloenoeb but it is rather weak m its 
nature, and therefore may be overcome if care is used. It is not a good 
time for the native to dispute or contend with others, for he will find 
himself somewliat irritable and inclined to go to extremes, since this 
influence tends to awaken all the latent energy of the nature, resulting in 
aitliar rashness or a veiy dictatorial attitude. Ho should not travel aay 
more thao is neoessaryt should avoid tUm^stn, or be very careful in hk 
dealingB with them, and diould be on his guard against breakiaf ties or 
suflbring disappointments and estrangements. His magnetic conditions 
will be at a very high tension, and whenever the lunar directions are 
likewise evil it will be a very bad time for him, and he wiU need all his 
self-control to pass through the ordeal satisfactorily. 

9*^ Tins is a very fitvoncable aspect for all practical worir 
invohrbg enterprise and orighial methods. It stimulates tiie inventive 
afailityi gives insight and quick perceptiveness, and increases energy and 
general readiness of resource. It is excellent for journalistic enterprise, 
for stock-jobbing and all concerns where incisiveness of action and 
comprehensive judgment are required ; but no continuous success in such 
matters is to be looked for unless these planets are favourably aspected at 
birtii or other tndicatioiw of inherent capacity are present The native 
will make some accidental acquaintance which will prove greatly to his 
advantage, and which will Qi other aspects are also favourable) give him 
the "lift" that he may have needed for a long time. The personal 
magnetism is greatly increased, and commercial travellers and others 
will find this aspect " spell business." It is beneficial for psychic 
Studies, mesmerism, etc 

# □ 9 Thisis one cf the most unfortunate aspects tiiat can be 
experienced, either cauahig the native to behave with faisane rashness* 
or overwhelming him with some great trouble from an entirely unexpected 
quarter. In any case, the feelings will be subjected to the utmost stress, 
and all the self-control the native can command will be required to 
prevent some action which will lead to his utter ruin. Accidents by fire, 
dectrical UMtaOatioiM or eaploa iv es are oocariopal copcomitaats of tfits , 
tufluence, and all unneosssary expoaura to risk in such matten should be 
avoided. The whole period will be one of extreme tension, and the

nathra should Study to pnaorve as hr as posnble a calm and wdl-balancad 

attitude, by bringing into play his own divine will-power, striving to 
meet his misfortunes with fortitude and scorning to despair. It is 
a very doHgtroHS aspect, and cm only be contended against by the power of the 
spirit. 

S This is a remarkably good influence, for it will stimulate 
tiie native to greater mental activi^, and make him deeply interested in 
occult and psychical studies* mesmerism, etc He will find his nervous 
aura highly charged, and there will be every opportunity to make the 

present period particularly active and enterprising. It is a good time to 
travel, to deal with strangers, friends and acquaintances, also to join 
societies or seek alliance with groups of persons ; further, it will add to 
the native's general attractiveness, and in addition make him one whose 
society will be benefidal to others. He will find this influence help him to 
become inventive and constructive, his mental tendencies being original 
and advanced, and if the lunar aspects are good it will be a good period ; 
he will be capable of making much headway, advancing himself by his 
own inherent abiUty, which will now be called forth from latency. This 
mutual influence sometimes brings forth the powers of genius. 

^ g 9 This, although an evil, b a comparotivdy weak aspect^ 
and is more likely to lesutt in a very unsettled time with a host of petty 
worries, fruitless enterprises and abortive efforts, than in any disaster off 
great moment. The nervous system is sure to be in a highly irritable 
condition, and the magnetism of the native will be repellent, resulting in 
many annoying disagreements and " scenes." He should endeavour to 
preserve a just and equitable frame of mind, and guard against being led 
by his feelings, which will be more than osuaUy decatfrd guides at this 
time. He is likely to meet with some trickery or underhand dealing, 
and should look well to all his affairs and guard against being imposed on 
by subordinates. It is his own impulses, however, that he h:is most to 
fear from, and should either Mars or Uranus be afflicted at birth, especially 
the latter, this is likely to be a memorable time in his life history. 

^ 7C 9 This is a somewhat indeterminate aspect^ aether good nor 
eviL It will provide a fund of oiergy, however, which may be turned 
either to improvement of chariicter or to betterment of conditions 
according to the native's choice and desires. It is a splendid aspect for 
those who are studying physical regencation, and in any case will 
-ncrease the flow of magnetism, serving doctors, mesmerists and magnetic 
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healers well, and spurring the ambition of those who Daturally are 
aomowbat indolent The native will feel hhnsdf impelled to the study 
of aome aabject which he iiaa previously looked upon as recondite, and 

his previous theories and beliefs will undergo a marked transformation. 
This is an excellent aspect under which to make any important jOonMy 
regarding business affairs of serious moment. 

d 8 ^ It is difficult to say whether tlxis or the square is the most 
disastrous aspect between these two planets; probably this tt the mon 
far-teadung in its cooseqinenoes. The native wUl undergo a complete 
fanak'Up of existing oonditians, involving the taking np of an entirdy 
new environment, either moral, mental or phfSical, probably all three* 
A disastrous termination to any love affair or any affection of a matri- 
monial nature that may have been recently entered into is certain, and 
some acute suffering either as the result of accident, violence or extreme 
paadon or grief is highly probable. This is a most trying period, and 
the native should summon all his philosophy and all his fortitude to go 
through with it courageously, bringing his will to bear upon the ideal of 
maifttaining his own centre ; for all the forces now acting on him will seek 
to draw him from it. A period of extrem ttusioit, reqi$miig th$ utmsi sdf' 
control.

^P. V' This, in its general scope, is somewhat similar to the con- 
junction, but in common with all paralleb lasts over a longer period, 
remaining in force for some years. It will act in a manner which may 
be best apprehended by studying what ia said below regarding the other 
aspects : by synthesising these, and ioppoaiag the combined influences 
to be maintained in a state of suspension, as it were, ready to manifest 
at any favourable opportunity during the period in which the aspect 
remains in force, the student will have a good idea of the nature of this 
parallel and its influence in the progressed horoscope.

* The elusive character of Neptune's influence renders it extremely difficult to 
convey in words any idea of its nature. The reader will do well to refer to tba 
information given in Iloti' to Judge a Nativity, Pari II (pp. 10, ig, 42I, as well aslOtiM 
uiverpietaiion of the solar aspects to Neptune given on pp. 93, 93, of this book. 
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energy, a wealth of creative fecundity — poetical, literary, speculatory or 
merely animal, according to the temperament indicated by the nativity 
■ad tiie lodiaeid rign is wMdi tlie conjuDction takes place— will b* 
pound into (he nature, and undceamt of possibyUies, both of desire and of 
capacity, trill make themselves manifest. Shonld this take place in a 
fivourable nativity, and from suitable houses, something V(Uy like genius 
may be looked for in the direction of artistic or literary creative work. 
There is always, however, a danger that the Kdmic or sensual animal 
nature may obtrude itself to the detriment of the spiritual influence, 
though this will be the less likely where fieiycr airy signs are in question, 
7« in* miimt^ti tkU, «r Habmi esyr g^td bOmtm Mm md N«fhm$, it • 
dmigmm posHioH. 

^ V <p * A curious psychological state will be experienced by the 
native at this time. Strange and unfamiliar emotions will force them- 
selves upon him, and new and perhaps questionable tastes will show 
themselves. The bidden characteristics of the nature will be more or 
Isss dragged up to the snrfiwe and deposed. Much, however, will 
dqtend npoo the houses mled and the signs occupied by these planets 
as to the probable way in which this influence will work out in real life, 
though there is always a great probability of some morbid tendencies 
being displayed. Those inclined to intemperance will find this a very 
troublesome period. It may be remarked here that all aspects of S to 
the occult planets ^ and SI appear to prodnce effects, (m the case of the 
more highly evolved souls, that is to say), throni^ the medium of ttkir 
ptapU, the evil current working through someone assodated with tiie 
native rather than through himself and his own actions, as it were; 
so that instead of liimself committing a violent or dishonourable deed he 
is made the victim of some such outrage himself.

A very h a r a ssin g state of mind and jiseling will be ex p e ri enced , 
an unsatiirfactoty and discontinuous flow of plans, and a magnetic State 
that proves antagonistic to others and consequently subjects him to more 
or less ill-favour. (If the aspect lietween these planets in the nativity 
is harmonious, however, this will be very much modified, and little harm 
wfll result) Disagreeable conditions in his daily environment will beset

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him, and he should at this time take precautions to see that he does not 
suffer from defective drains, adulterated lood, or other enemies to sound 
health. 

J V* Tfait is m thoroughly favonnbto position and one that 
proodaes (other things betng equal) a vccy agroeaUe and p rD spa ims 
period. The positive personal magnetism of the native will not only 
prove beneficial in all business and social relationships, but will tend 
to promote a cheerful and humorous outlook on life which will minimise 
its troubles and magnify its joys. A special feature of this period is 
iilcdj to be excursions, picnics, or other similar social gatherings of a 
mora or less **bohemhm " diaracter. The health will be good and the 
spirits boofsnt. Thsra is nsnally also a religious tsndencj to be noted 
about this influenoe» inclining the native to religions eathosiasm of an 
emotional kind. 

^ □ This is a decidedly dangerous aspect, more especially in 
the case of those in whose nativities the influence of either planet is strong. 
A host oi turbulent desires will Ascend upon the native, and h« will 
become the subject of sodden and unaccountable attractions and dislikes 
— probably the former. Should there be any latent tendency to 
sensnality or eroticism in the nature, thia influence will bring it out, and 
if the native is wise he will see to it that all impulses of affection, 
religious cinotion, etc., are subjected to a very close analysis of the 
reason, and that no temporary enthusiasms are penniiied lo hurry him 
bto actions or dedamtions that he will be aftenrards ^D^oaed to repent. 
This aspect rardy or never passes without marking its p rsse nc e by 
violenoe of some kind, either physical or emotional, which will either be 
expressed by the native himself, or suflered at the hands of others. (See 
ramarks under ,7 ^ .) 

^ £i^* This aspect is very favourable in its influence, being in 
many respects similar to the sextile, but operating rather on the feelings 
and internal centres of the naturei than tiirough the mind and brain. It 
la good for travel and adventure, also for all hazardous enterprises, 
speculations and investments, emigration and similar prospects where an 
entirely new field has to be entered on, — though other aspects must of 
course be taken into consideration also. An access of bodily vigour will 
assist in these plans, and abundant ideas and schemes will present them- 
selves to the mind. There is only one disadvantage attending this and

similar good aspects of Mars to Neptune, and that is that the personality

^ Q tp* In common with all semi-square and sesquiquadrate 
aspects this marks a change of phase in the vibrations interchanged 
between these planets, and this change of phase is likely to be attended 
with unpleasant results.

f^Hf* To those who are sendtive to the N^unian infloenoe thb 
brings an opportunity tot the purification and exaltation of the denre 
nature, which by the experiences now undergone tonds to be lifted from 
things earthly to things spiritual, the first lessons of renunciation thus 
being learned. There is likely to be grievous friction between the desire 
nature and the moral sense, and a wearing struggle will be the result in 
the case of sensitive and highly strung persons. In those of a mors 
ordinary stamp, little is likely to result save an apparently purposeless 
episode or adventure. Those of a passionate or sensual temperament 
will be in danger of being so stirred up as to commit some indiscreet act, 
and should therefore do all they can to guard themselves from 
intemperate thoughts or desires. 

d 8 Hi* ^his is a very trying and, to impulsive people, a some- 
vriiat dangerous influence: with all it is lilcely to mark a memonbie 
period. The whole of the denre nature will be in amis, as it were, 
against a sea of troubles, and unless the £uth of the native is well 
grounded, he is likely to give way to despair, or to commit some rash act 
which will only prove to add to his sufferings. Only through a firm reliance 
on his spiritual birthright can the native hope to come unscathed through 
this ordeal, which may be compared to that passage through the "under- 
world ** of which we leadso oltoo in the ancient myths* Women under

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this influence should take care not to place themselves in any situation 
where advantage might be taken of their defenceless condition. It is 
perhaps a fit place here to add that no one can hope to escape the effects 
of the oecoU ptaiwts 9 and 9 by a mare reliance on precautions or 
defences of a ptudy phjrsical kind, since both these planets are concerned 
with the spiritual nature, and therefore only ^iritual remedies can 
prevail against them. 

The remaining planets, Jupitbk, Saturn, Uranus and Nbptumb, 

are so slow in their motion that by progression they can seldom or never 
form any aspects to planets in the radical horoscope that were not 
"within orbs" at birth. Hence it is unnecessary to take up space with 
any delineation of the nature of such aqiects, which will all be found duly 
set out m their proper places in Homi^Jnigt • NtHmty, Part 11, 

Concluding Nora to this Sbction. 

We have now dealt ni^th all the aspects fetmed by the Sua, Moon 
and Phmets, but* m stated at the foot of page 136, these aspects are 
described in a gennal sense only, and quite apart frCHn the houses 
through triiich they are operating ; for it is obvious that had the details 

of each aspect operating throuph each one of the twelve houses been 
delineated it would have required much more space than could be 
spared, in fact a volume ten times the nze of the present book would 
hardly have sufficed. But any student who is familiar with the instme> 
tion given in Ham h Judgt a NaUn^ will know how to fitthe various 
aspects to the different houses. 

For instance, the lord of the first house in affliction with the ruler 
of the seventh, would cause disharmony between the native and his 
partner ; in afifliction with the lord of the fourth, trouble in the home, 
removals of an unfavourable nature, and trouble in connection with 
parents, or those more or less directly connected with the domestic 
qihere ; in affliction with the lord of the tenth, troubles in connection with 
employment and profession, or some discredit, slights upon the honour, 
etc, ; in affliction with the ruler of the eleventh, trouble through friends 
and acquaintances ; afflicting the lord of the third, disputes and troubles 
through relatives, etc. ; and so on, in accordance with the rulers of the 
various houses: while on the other hand, the benefic aspects of the lord 
^ the first ^ vai:ioi|8 hoiwe* would bring pleasure and joy froo) 
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dmflar sources, according to the strength of the aspect. The same rule 
may be applied to the ruler of each house in succession ; the lord of the 
second affecting all monetary affairs, so that the ruler of the second in 
affliction with the lord of the fifth would denote loss through speculation 
and invMtnn&t ; in aflKctioB with the lord of the eleventh, loos and 
tronhle through fnends, acqaaintanoe«» etc., etc These houses aie to 
be understood as those of the radical horoscope of course : similar 
interpietadoos may be made in relation to the houses of the progressed 
horoscope also, but it must be remembered that these will relate only to 
that environment, and those qualities of mind and character, that the 
native has achieved for himself by his own power of adaptation ; and 
since few, comparatively speaking, possess snch a degree of adaptability, 
the interpretation from the radicallwuses will be of most service as a mle. 

AU tiiese considerations will depend entirely upon the student's 
judgment, and there can be no fixed or hard-and-fast rules by which 
any judgment can be made absolute, but it is again necessary to 
emphasise the fact that above all considerations the radical positions and 
aspects must be first carefully studied before any judgment is given 
with regard to their p r ogre ss e d positions ; br a powerful square at bixth 
can only be slightly modified by a trine aq»ect in tiie p rog r e s sed borot- 
/V, • ( cope, while a powerful trine at birth cannot be overborne by any severe 
^ \ aspects in affliction with that trine. In fact, the nature and character of 

Vi.'^Q native should be carefully studied before considering him a mere 

Q puppet of directions — which, after ail, are always more or less transitory, 

«k ^ whereas the radical influences are practically permanent. So that tbej 

should be thought of as modifying or aecentnattng the radical infliMnoes 
only when they are more or less of a like nature. 

It should also be borne in mind that Mutual Aspects remain in 
force for several years, but are never wholly complete till the Moon 
forms some aspect thereto, and then only fully when the solar influences 
are of a similar nature. 

^ personal illustration may serve to malm the meaning of the above 
quite dear. 

The author was bom with Jupiter in the ninth degree of Leo and 

the Sun in the fifteenth degree of the same sign, as will be seen by refer- 
ence to the map of his nativity, therefore the Sun was within six degrees 
of a conjunction, an especially powerful solar influence, for at the same 
Hme the Moon was in trine to both Sun and Jupiter, 
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However, it wu not until his tiiirtieth year, in 1890, when the pn>> 

gressed Jupiter arrived at the |dace of the radical Sun, that the eflhct of 
the radical Asc. 6 •? was removed and a period of prosperity commenced, 
for in that year the " Astrologer's Magazine " (now Modttn Astrology) 
was commenced, and all other pursuits were put on one side, in order to 
take up the etncty of Astrology as a life work. Thenceforward all othtt 
pragreaeed podtkos, no matter how severe or evil, must be moderated by 
this beaefie progress of Japiter over the Sun, trine Moon ; for to con- 
sideraUy accentuate this benefic influence, Jupiter at the same time by 
progression reaches the parallel of the Sua at birth, a position which will 
remain in force for a great many years. 

It will also be noticed that Venus is in square aspect to the Moon at 
birdi, but that in the forty-eighth year Venus comes to ths trine a^ect 
of that Inminsry and passes over the Snn*s phce. Now notfaig the 
houses governed by thess planets at birth, it is not difficult to hitsrpret 
the nature of the influences that will be operating in the future ; but it 
will suffice to say that by this favourable progress of the two benefic 
planets Jupiter and Venus, — the " Greater Fortune" and the "Lesser 
Fortune " — all aspects of an adverse nature will be considerably miti- 
gated, and it wiU thus be ssen how nattvitios may in some cases be 
improved by the piograasion of ths phuists, or how, b otiisrs, where the 
nudefics pass to affliction with the luminaries at birth, a period of 
advernty will set in. 

Just a few hints may be added as to the best way of utilising the 
descriptions that have been given in this section. 

Having made out a tabulation of the aspects of Progimti to Radical 
planets, as described in Chapter VII., the student should cassfiilly read 
through the ddineatlons here given of thdr nature, and ha should 
endeavour to epitomise the whole of each delineation in one or two pithy 
sentences. He should then embody the whole of these in a short report 
or prScis, which he should place on one side until he has executed a 
similar condensation of tlie aspects which the Prtgrtss4d planets form 
among themselves. 

The next thing to do is to oompsre thess two foports and carefully 
balance the various testimonies, always remembering that the aspects 
of progressed planets to radical ones (p, to r.) tend to work out in terms 
of the Nativity, relating to family matters, inherited social c')ndition<?, 
etc., etc ; whereas the aspects occurring among the progressed planets 
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themselves (p. to p.) tend to express themselves in terms of the Progressed 
Horoscope, affecting the native and his environment in relation to the 
modtficatloiiB of character and circtimstances that he himself has effected 
throogh the opentko of his own thought and will. (This has beao 
stated heferat it is true, bat it is well to remind the studoit of it here.) 

Having done this, it only remains to weigh up these two more or 
less independent series of influences, and to estimate their probable 
effect as a whole. The fmal judgment should then be committed to 
writing, and the three papers preserved and afterwards studied together, 
in coonection with the actual events that take place during the year, at 
any snitaUe time— 4ay the next birthday. 

At a first attempt, this will certainly be foond rather a formidable task, 
(tliough by no means an uninteresting one, in any sense of til6 word). 
But it will have the efTect of developing the judgment in a very remark- 
able manner, and it will encourage systematic and definite habits of 
thought, the value of which cannot be over-estimated. Moreover, 
every time that the tadc is repeated it wOl be found more simple and less 
tedious, until in the end the student will be able to sit down and write 
out a prognostlcatUm far the ensuing year without any reforenco to the 
book at all. 

The student is recommended to avoid, for the present, all consideration 
of " transits," for until he has acquired a fair power of judgment by the 
method just described, he is only likely to fall into error thereby, and, 
by according undue importance to ttieir inihienc» (as many beginners 
do),lose sight of the &et that aU "transits** are subsidiary in their 
effects to the '< directions** operating at the time, just as the latter are fal 
all cases inferior in power to the "radical" influences — a fart which 
cannot be too often insisted on, as it is only too frequently overlooked. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 
Transits. 

The favourable and adverse periods of each person's life may be 
approximately known by giving a little attention to the " transtis " of the 
superior planets, Jupiter, Saturn, Mars and Uranus; i.e., the dates on 
which these planets cross the various sensitive points in the nativity. 
ThiB method of forecasting can be adopted by all who know the symbols 
of tbe planets and who possess an ocdimury ephemeris. The period of 
Saturn is thirty years, of Japiter twelve years, of Mars about two years, 
and of Uranus eighty-four years, this being the time in each case that 
the planet takes to complete the circle of the zodiac. 

The transit of Saturn throu<,'h a nativity produces contraction, and 
that of Jupiter expansion, these planets being opposite in their vibrations 
the one solidifying and the other expandbg. 

The transit of Mars qiuckens and tiiat of Uranns hastens, these 
planets tending to press forward all things, Mars ripening matters 
quickly and Uranus tending to precipitate things prematurely, as it were 
— somewhat in the same way that electricity ' forces ' the growth of plants. 

Any prognostications based upon " transits " without having regard 
to the current directions then in force (as shown in the progressed 
horoscope) can necessarily be only vague and general in their aoop^ 
and are chiefly Intradaeed here on accomit of the ease with wUch tiiey 
may be ascertained by those who shrink from calculations. They are in 
great favour with those who incline towards what may be termed 
rough-and-ready methods. While " transits " form an easy means of 
supplementing and to some extent defining the events shown by 
'directions,' it should be remembered that their eflects are thnyt 
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subsidiary to those of the * directleiiB * in force at the tima. We will 
take the four planets in order, oooiniendng with Saturn. 

Saturm 

1^ passing tfuough the FM Hem$ of the horoscope will pfoduca 

depressing influences in any nativity where desponding tendencies are 
shewn to exist in the native's mind and character. In a nativity of the 
progressive order, it will bring responsibilities, and a patient and careful 
frame of mind, producing caution, reserve and tactfulness. 

1} passing through the Siemd Hoiu$ inll prodnce a diminishing 
income kes of finance and monetary anxieties to those wliose horaacc^ies 
denote financial troubles ; to the pmgnsdve individual, ecoDomy, can* 
Inlneas regarding expenditure, and fmimt in giving to others, tempering 
mercy or benevolence with justice. 

passing through the Third House denotes hindrance and delays in 
travel, disappoiDtments and difficulties through relatives. To the 
progressive type this will bring gravity of mind, thoughtlnlnesa sod an 
inclination to engage in profound and deep stupes, or perhaps a desire 
to invest^(ate occult and mystical subjects. 

^ passing through the Fourth Houst will bring domestic troubles, 
bereavements, unfavourable changes, and hallucinations, etc. To the 
more highly evolved individual a desire for rest, and more attention to the 
needs of his household, preparation for the closing years of life, and the 
making secure of benefits to frmily and lieirs after the dose of the eaitUy 
caieer. 

I? passing through the Fifth House will cause ^Usappointments, the 
breaking of attachments, loss of children, ill success in speculation, 
troubles over investments ; but to the enlightened it will bring chastity, 
prudence in affection, careful examination of all investments and the 
avoidance of haxardons enterprises, and more care and diought witfi iqgevd 
to the welfare of the young. 

^ pasnng through the Sixth Hctut will depress the vital conditions, 
cause sickness and liability to take chills, and also to have trouble with 
inferiors. Those who have not a weak Saturn at birth it will incline to 
carefulness regarding diet, a cautious preparation against change of 
climate and temperature, and prudence in all dealings with servants, 
nnnts, uncles and dderly tdativee. 
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passing through the Seventh Houu will cause domestic sadness, 
grave misunderstandings, separations and grief; but to those who are 
not affected by transitory changes, and who do not succumb to passing 
moods, it will strengthen conjugal ties, give faithful adherence to contracts 
and vows, and bind closer the ties tbat unite and cement true mdoos. 

\f passing thfoughtiieE^MifcHMiw will bring deaths; and troubles 
through partners* or legacies. To the awakened individual, however, it 
will bring some connection with occult societies, reconciliation to change 
of consciousness, and thoughts concerning the soul's condition after 
death. 

I? passing through the Ninth Houa» trill bring legal troubles, 
diqaites with partners* relativesi and unfavourable voyages; to pco- 
grssnva natures, calm and deliberate thought regardbg nietaph jsies, an 
inquiry into philosophy and a devout ndnd, prone to meditate and think 
deeply. 

I? transiting the M.C. and passing through the Tenth Houu will 
bring failure, scandal, trouble with superiors and loss of honour and 
credit* To the cultured and refined it will cause prudence in speech 
and cooduct, the nndertaldng of great respondbiUtiss» and a strict 
scrutiny of moral eooduct 

1} passing through the Eleventh House will bring false friends, 
deception and frustration to hopes and wishes ; in the thoughtful it will 
produce a respect for elders and a scientific turn of mind, it will also bring 
care in choice of acquaintances and a true appreciation of friendship. 

ip passing through die TwApk Hmm udll produce sofiows, em^es, 
oonfinements, uid sad experiences generally ; to tfie mystic^ strange 
realisations^ careful reflections, a patient review dl the past and an in- 
taming of the mind in search of latent possibilities. 

All persons will feel the transit of Saturn throngli the various 
houses of the nati\'ity according to their capacity to respond to his dark 
and searching influence. Those who ridicule this idea as contrary to 
their own experience are either wholly immersed in the senses, or liave 
the nd]k*and< water** nature, and are tiierefbre indifietent to any but 
Martial vibrations. 

Those who have not controlled the senses will feel the adverse side 
of Saturn's transits, but those who are not fettered and handicapped by 
the lower mind and senses will have an opportunity of solidifying and 
concentratiog the special indications pertaining to each house. 
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Whan Satoni transits the places of the luminaries <w pUBea to aB 

adverse aspect thereto, it denotes a critical period ; if in square, oppodtioo 
or conjunction with the place of the Sun or Moon at birth, it denotes a 
period of depression, ill-health and loss, depending as to its precise nature 
upon the houses and the signs occupied by both ; but the transit will have 
1h8 eSbct if mafely tuLwaSog tha houses and not affecting eitiier off tiie 
luminaries. 

The most important transits of Saturn are when this planet Is 
passing through one of the angles, for then critical periods are reached. 
When in the first house or Eastern Angle the health is affected, the whole 
body being susceptible to cold and chill, and if the " directions " are adverse 
decided ill-health is denoted. When passing through the mid*heaven or 
Soathem Angle bnsiness afiirs are afib^nd, tiw native's credit b not so 
good, and grave risks are ran, all matters off a respom^ble nature having 
reached a critical stage. While passing through the Western Angle 
oppositions and obstacles are met with of a tryintr and difficult nature. 
The transit of the planet Saturn through the fourth house or Northern 
Angle is felt more when occurring toward the close of a life than at the 
beginning, but it nearly always upsets domestic aflGurs, and caoasa 
trouble fai the home life. 

The work of Saturn is soUdifying, concre tin g and tending to make 
the affairs of life more stable and secure ; and hence if the native is not 
ready for these conditions it disturbs and unsettles the mind, causing 
resentment at the conditions which it imposes. Saturn tends to produce 
permanent moods of consciousness, and produces settled habits which 
liecome firmly boflt into the character. This trandt coneequeotiy is 
often the b^iniung off condit i ons that finaliy^become permanent. 

Jumsa. 

The transit of Jupiter is a blessing of a more or less definite 
character. It brings fortune of minor or major importance according to 
the power of the native to respond and the conditions imposed by the 
nativity under which he is bom. The transits of Jupiter bring oppor* 
tnnitfes for improvement and progress in all departnoenta of lifa^ but 
mainly soda! ud spiritual. In some casea socfad advanoonant takes 
place when Jupiter sets in motion a henefic direction, in other cases a 
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Bpiritual npliftmant is eaqta ri mced by those who aie g^voo to pnqrv and 
A^inuioo; in all it tends to expand and incteaae the emotianal side of 

the nature. 

If. passing through the First House brings good health, renewed 
vigour, increased vitality, much cheerfulness, hope and joyousness. It 
often brings advancement, and sodal advantagea and opportunity to 
make the most of pecsonal abilities. 

U passing tbcoo^ the Steoid Hmu ranly fails to increase finan> 
cial prospectSi or to bring some opportonity to make money, and if the 
nativity is a good one for financial success, it inCTMSgg the income and 
adds considerably to possessions. 

4 passing through the Tlwfd House improves the mind, gives 
tftvooiable joomqrs and eBtahlishes a good understandmg with relatives 
and neighbours. It is good fiir cocrespoodenoe, travd, and all literary 
worit or mental pursuits. 

"H passing through the Fourth Hoim is good for domestic affairs and 
home life and for the termination of any important matter that has been 
in hand awaiting settlement. 

2^ passing through the Fifth House brings opportunity to speculate 
to invest, or otherwise increase income thcooi^ enterprise. It brings 
some pleasvre, increase of consciousness, and finraors love^affiurs, 
courtships and attachments. 

K passing through the Sixth Home benefits health and is good 
for work and industry, bringing gain or success throiigh inferiors, agents, 
servants, etc. It also favours all ceremonies, forms of respect and 
aca^ted customs. It is good for relationships between aunts and uncles 
and distsnt rebUivee. 

V passing through the Stmik Hmm is good tat marriage^ partner- 
ships, and unions of all kinds. It binds persons together, causing unity, 
amity and satisfactory ties. It is favourable for lawsuits, when undertaken 
with pure motives, and brings favours from those who are lovers of 
justice. 

3^ passing through the Eighth Ham brings legacies, or gain throng 
partners and co-workers. It is good for all occult or psychic investiga- 
tion, and favours dreams and the psychic or sub-conscious side of the 
nature. To the ipag it brings a peacefid death and to thoee who are 

receptive enough some religious experiences. 

3^ passing through the Ninth Houu is favourable for the mind, 
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bringing aspiration, clear thinking, intuitions and philosophic thoughts. 
It is good for all foreign aflfairs, and all benefits or emoluments coming 
from abroad, and sometimes produces travel and long sea voyages if 
the dinctioos an also fitvonimblt. 

If. pnring thnMgh the TmCA HMfSi is good Ibr howNir and ieputa> 
tioD, and if the nativity and the directions indicate it, £ame and good 
report follow this transit. It strei^thens ciedit and often brings 
much good fortune. 

2^ passing through the Eleventh Houu is good for friendships, 
favours and unions. It brings a peaceful and happy state of mind and 
some intamal spiritual realisations. 

U pasiiqg throng the rwil/UH«n» brings indirect sueoess through 
foes or enemies, and often good following on bad or unfiivourable 
conditions. It is good for occultism, romance, secret adventures and 
unpopular enterprises. 

An imfortunate nativity is often improved by the transits of Jupiter, 
but irithoat the power on the part of the nativs to mptai to the tranrfts 
of tills planet it will avail very little. For Jupiter acts more txpm the 
interior idanes than the exterior, and by working throoi^ the oonsdons- 
aen from within prompts to success and fortune, rather than actually 
producing good fortune from outside, therefore the most intuitive and 
the most highly cultured will gain most by its transits. Experience has 
proved tiiat in tiiis case fortune favours fortune and verities the statement 
that **to him who bath shall be given." 

Jupiter tranating either of the luminaries is alwajrs a promiang period, 
bringing opportunities that come at no other time. It takes Jupiter one 
year to pass through each sign of the zodiac and as it occupies fully ons 
month in passing over the radical place of the Sun or Moon, it brings out 
ail the intluence received by the luminaries from the other planets ; and 
if either are in aspect to Jupiter at birth, the benefic nature of Japiter b 
tiMtt seen to most advantage. The secret of its tnfluenoe lies mexpansioo 
and fnlaen of exprcsiion. 

Mabs. 

The transits of the planet Mars are quick aud soon over, they tend 
to pre d p ftate matters and rarely give any choke of action, being hot and 
somewhat hnpnlsiv^ npid, and ei^anflive-HDOt temperate, as in thecass 
of Jupitsr. 
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This rapid expansion produces impulsive and unpremeditated action, 
and seems to act as an ezplodent, so to speak— mild or vicdent according 
to temperament— fior the thought force dut has been generated in tlie 
past: tbereEoce much depends upon the nature of the native's past 

thoughts as to how the transits of Mars will act. In an undeveloped 
Ego, where impulse and feeling sway the mind, the transits of Mars will 
find a convenient field for operation, but in a developed Ego the thought* 
control normally exercised will tend to counteract the exploave nature 
of tUs planet, and the transits of Mars will consequ e ntly avail but little, 
and in some cases have no appreciable eflfoct upon the lifs other 
than by supplying an extra fund of working energy. The passage 
of Mars through the houses is of less importance than that of either 
Saturn or Jupiter, but seems to have more effect when passing over the 
luminaries. 

$ passing through the Fcrtf Hmw arooses the temper, and 
stimulates the de^re towards action and impobe. 

9 passing through the Steotd Hmm tmds to impulsive expenditure, 
extravagance and some waste. It promotes both acqnimtivenese and 

inquisitiveness. 

^ passing through the Third House is not good for travel, giving 
liability to accidents. It makes the mind turbulent and hasty. 

^ pasmng thxongh the FwrUt Hmm is not good for diangea of 
re^ence or removals. 

^ passing through the Fifth House inclines to prodigality, videat 
demonstration of feeling and the awakening of the passions. 

3 passing thruu^'h the Sixth House affects health through overwork 
and brings trouble through inferiors. 

S passing through StMHlk Hmut is not good Jbr marriage, 
attachments, lawsnitB, or partaenihips. It tends to promote qoarrda 
and leads to much opposition. 

9 passing through the Eighth House, unimportant. 

^ passing through the Ninth House, enthusiastic and rash speech. 

S passing through the Ttnth Houu^ scandal, loss of credit and ill> 
repute. 

^ passing through the EInmtk Hmut, trouble through friends or 
acquaintances. 

^ passing through the Twelfth Horn, liabilitj to islao accMations 
and trouble from enemies and iU-wishers. 
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Mars has very little effect in any other houses but the angles, or 
when passing over the luminaries. It then gives a liability to accidents 
and impukiva actions, Csverish tendencies and general exdtafaility. If 
tiie diredioos denote ill-health, inflammatory oom^aints and sadden 
rdapees ate caused by a tranat of Man over the points of direction. If 
accidents are denoted the transit of Mars over the luminaries indicates 
serious results, although not necessarily £ataL 

Uramus. 

This planet has been left to the last because it is quite separate in 
its mode of action from tlie foregoing "normal" planets; it has chief 
inlluence on the most advanced of humanity. Uranus takes eighty-four 
jeais to complete the circle and is ^m^on about seven years going 
thioogh each sign, and a similar period in passing through each house. Its 
influence is that of the ** Awakener," and it is slow Irat sura in effecting the 
changes it is destined to produce in the life while transiting each house. 
To many the change is quite imperceptible, and when accomplished it is 
often not attributed to this planet's vibration but set down to other 
causes. It acts directly upon the mental side of consciousuess, mdirectly 
only upon tlie fselinga and emotions, and very fiuntiy if at all upon the 
physical body. In one sense Uranus may iw cooadered the purifier or 
the cleanser, and as such is the disorganiser, breaking up all that which 
has been made permanent by Saturn, destroying or regenerating old 
conditions and introducing important changes and improvements. 

As the great " Regenerator " he tries every soul who is aspiring to 
rise above the senses, and he may be said to be the greatest enemy of the 
feelings when tiiey ue made too personal or purely selfish. Although it 
nuiy appear somewhat of a paradox, these an the very types who Csel 
his influence most of alL The principal regenerative power of Uranus is 
felt in connection with sex, and in such matters the vibration of Uranus 
is peculiar and ditiicult to fully comprehend; but we find the chief 
influence concerned with the "magnetism," Uranus acting directly upon 
the magnetic aura, and In this respect we can see why Uranus has 
little or no eflect upon nudevdoped Bgo^ for their magnetic aura it 
insnfficientiy charged to rsoeive itovUnationa. 

y passing throogh the First Houu or ascendant brings sadden and 
onei^ected changes of environment* a chequered career, and many 
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Strange experienoes. It cames nervous tniables» neomlgia and peculiar 

ailments. 

^ passing through the Second House, iinaacial changes, good or ill 
according to the nativity, often producing reverses of fortune. 

9 passing tbrongh the Tkiri Hwu, much travd, dianges in tlie 

nund, an inclination towards the occult, and inventive tendencies. It 
awakens the mind to interior or subjective thought. 

^ passing through the Fourth House, changes in the home life, 
sudden and unexpected endings to general a£Gurs. 

1^ passing through the Fifth Bmu la often inimical to love a&irs 
and causes strange realisations on questions of sex. 

9 paaaittg through the Sixth Hmm, the health is aflfocted by 
jnychic conditions and impure magnetism. 

^ passing through the Sevinth House, separations, divorce, etc* ; in 
some cases platonic unions are formed at this time. 

^ passing through the Eighth Home, occult and psychic 
experiences. 

^ passing through the Ninth Houu, psychic experiences, desiresfbr 
reform and travel, awakening of the Higher Mind. 

^ passing through the Tfttth House, changes of profession, loss of 
credit, or sudden reversals of fortune. 

^ passing through the EUomth House, strange friendships, peculiar 
inner longings. 

y passing through the Twdfih Stmt, stcani^ experianoes, danger 
of false impflaonnient. 

Sun, VsMoa and Hbrcuiv. 

The Sun's passage over the important planetary positions in the 
nativity stirs into activity any principal features that thej indicate. This 
ia ofken shown in ordinary lifii^ where a certain day of the year becomea 
wdl-known as some person's " unlucky day." (See M«derH Astfohgy, 
VpI. I. (New Series), p. 355). The Sun passing through the twelva 
houses stimulates into activity the planets occupying those houses. 

Venus and Mercury have very slight influence as transiting planets 
and are rarely, if ever, noticed. If either is the ruling planet, however, 
the fortune and temperament will be found to vary somewliat with tiie 
conraa of tlw planet, its motion, rapid, slow, or retrograde, and axgetit^ 
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afflictions or otherwise — reflecting themselves in the career or tenfonury 
welfare of the native. This is espedallj the case when the tempanudent 
is highly sensiiive. 

Ths Gbhbkal Effect of Transits. 

Too much stress should not be placed upon the influence of transits, 
for it should ever be remembered that they are necessarily ephemeral in 
their nature and can therefore only bring into activity the natal influences 
openting at birth. Thn^ if Saturn is an afflicting planat at bfatli the 
good transits of Sattim will not mitigate or in any way lessen the evil 
natal effects, but Jupiter's transits will assist to raise the hopes of the 
native. In a similar manner the adverse transits will depress and hinder 
the good vibrations of Jupiter or the other planets. It may be taken as 
a safe rule that when an evil direction is operating an adverse transit 
will accentuate it. The most potent and noticeable tranats are the 
following:— 

When the Moon 1^ *' directum '* is fonning a square or opposition to 
Saturn, a transit of Saturn over the place of the Progressed Hooo will 
bring out all the evil of the lunar directions. In the same way a benefic 
aspect of the Moon to Jupiter will be doubly benefic when Jupiter by 
transit is passing over the Moon's progressed place. 

One of the most certain and direct tranats is that of Saturn **liunt- 
ing the Mood," as it is termed, that is, when Saturn is in transit over 
the Moon's progressed place. Since the progressed Moon takes twenty- 
eight and Saturn thirty years to complete the circle, this will often last 
for many years and in some cases for a lifetime. The most unfortunate 
aspect in a nativity is the affliction of the Moon by Saturn, either by 
square or opposition, and when the aspect is very close and the pro- 
gressive UooB is moving slowly, or at the same rate as Saturn, the 
transit of Saturn goes on for the beet pait of the fiCs. For the Moon by 
progresave motion moves through one sign of the xodiac in two years 
and a half and Saturn's motion by transit is at the same rate, therefore, 
unless the Moon is moving fast and moving out of the sphere of influence 
of Saturn, a double affliction is kept up for the best part oi the life. This, 
of eoorse, can only be the case wfaaio the Moon ia in coiyaiictioDi 
square or opposition with Saturn at birth. 
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A very careful study of transits is necessary to obtain the best 
results or take full advantage of their influence. When the planets are 
gioaped tofetlnr in one aign tnnnts have most eflbc^ especially when 
there is a aatdUtium of planets b an angle. 

The declinations of the transiting planets should always be carefiiUy 
noted, for they are very powerful and from their slow formation ate 
operative for a much longer period than the ordinary aspects. 

CONCLUSION. 

It is intended from time to time in the pages of Ifftbra ^lilrabKy to 
deal with examples, illustrating the method of directing adopted in 

practice by the author. But it would be to the student's advantage, 
before proceeding to examine these examples, to form his own judgment 
as to the best way of applying the various methods mentioned in the 
presoit ipoilt. Too much stress cannot be laid upon the fiftct that the 
taiix or Horoscope of Krtfa contains the germ of the whole lile : it is the 
rootof thetreeisotoflpealc Everyddng depends npon the cInmflMr and 
Umperatnent of the native as to how he will act under any given series of 
directions. To become a competent judge of the fruit of the tree, as 
indicated by the directions, the student will lequire to possess a certain 
amount of belief in the New Psychology ; for it will often happen that 
inflwmrwt are maturing under certain aspects which cannot eventuate 
Yrithout the opportUDitj for thdr true eqwession. 

The most reUaUe and tlie most simple method of directing is to 
take the nativity as a fixture and move the planets according to their 
position each complete day after birth (which is equivalent to one year), 
and then to see what aspects they form to the radical positions, always 
keeping an eye, however, on the root character as indicated in the 
nativi^. 

I will take my own case as an eianiple of what I mean. The map 

has been given on the page fadng Chapter I., and in my remarks on 
p. 190 I alluded to the fact that Saturn is upon the ascendant, an 
unfortunate position, hindering the personality and retarding progress, 
but that when 30 days (years) after birth Jupiter came to the conjunction 
tA the radical Sun, and abnost simultaneously to tlie trine of the radical 
Moon (2(p* d Or*» A J^t^ it relieved the radical oonjnnctioD of 
Saturn with the ascendant and Hberated a great deal of benefic inflnsnce 
which brought a period of ridng ibrtnne. 
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But it was the mdiod podtioo of Satora wbich gave the pw w effance 

and cantion necessary to enable the expansive Jupiter to act temperately 
and steadily, thus making a practical application of the good influences, 
and enabling a permanent position to be built up from the year 1890 
onwards, since when the benefit promised by Jupiter's favourable 
position to the luminaries has gone on steadily increasing. 

A lew words may be added on the Hm dement in relatioa to events 
marked in ** directions.** All positions and aspects denote the natnn of 
events likely to happen, sooner or laUr^ the actual time usually depending 
upon opportunity, impulse, and also, to some extent, the " directions " 
operating in the nativities of others closely affecting the native's life — 
the latter an important consideration that is generally overlooked. 

Where it a^ears advisable to know the best time to anticipate 
bvoontble directions, or use means to modify and if possible avert the 
worst effects of unfavourable ones, a " horary Bgure " may be taken fan 
a definite question upon the subjects involved ; or, a suitable time may 
be Elected^' when the ephemeral influences are favourable for the more 
satisfactory working of the directions under consideration— suppose, for 
instance, that an interview was necessary with some person whom the 
corrent directions indicatsd as likely to be hoatib to the nativeb the 
most suitable time were choeen, it woold be iu more easy to come to an 
amicable arrangement. 

Never should the student allow himself to look upon events as fixed 
and irrevocable at a certain definite time. The time in many cases is not 
determinable, prayer in some instances having the power to modify evil 
^Bractioos and accentwite the favourable inflinmcts, whUe in otiwcs a 
strong and determined will, aided by knowledge and foresight, can alter 
the course of events indicated as/ieJete by the nativity and the direct jone.

In introducine: this section, which consists of a treatise on the Art of 
Directiner, simplified and condensed from a series of articles expressly 
written for Modtm Aiiniogv by Mr. Hbinrich DIath, (who has hitnsdf 
supervised this arrano^ement), the Editor feels it desirable to add a few 
prefatory remarks for the benefit of those readers who have studied the 
fiwegoing pages, but have not as yet attempted to grapple with the 
system known as Primary Directions. The natural bauBlS of this system 
is discussed in Appendices 11. and VII. 

At the outset, the student should be reminded that the number of 
* arcs of direction ' fmeasnring to various periods of the life) owing to 
the number of possible aspects between the various planetary bodies, 
and between the latter and the angles of the figure, is very considerable. 
Moreover, from the variety of methods, "direct," <' converse," " rapt,** 
etc., all of which may fa«, and are. Intimately employed in these 
calculations, this number becomes enormously increased, so that it is 
posnble if sufficient ingenuity is brought to bear on the matter to 
discover arcs of direetiOD, vf smw U»i «r othtft for eveij month of the 
native's life. This need occasion no surprise, for it is certain that 
events of some kind, whether significant or otherwise, are constantly 
happening. 

But it is necessary, for the reason just stated, to be very cautious 
before jumping to conclusions as to the relationship between anv given 
arc and any given event, even although they synchronise as regards time. 
And this is particularly the case when the methods now to be treated of 
are employed for the purpose of " rectifying " a doubtful time of birth. 
Nevertheless, there is no warrant for casting aside as useless all, or any, 
of these processes of calculation and measurement, merely because they 
produce what may at first seem a bewildering array of possible influences. 

What is necessary, however — although unfortunately too often 
overlooked, even by those who make this a life-long study<— is, to pay a 
rigid regard to : (i) the primal attributes of the planet concerned ; (2) the 
quality and nature of the aspect ; and (3) the mode of formation of the 
latter, and what it implies in its relation to the circle of day, month, or 
year ;— whether it is more, or less, ephemeral in its essential nature than 
another which may produce an arc measuring to about the same period 
of life, for instance. These are the chief considerations, and they 
should be constantly bone in mind, wbatever the calculation that is in 
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progress. For it is dearly quite useless to know accarately at what 
time a riven hifliieiiee will be in force, nnless one has at l^e same time 

a wcll-aefined idea of the natvire of such influence.* 

To these recommendations may be added one more, namely, the 
point which has been so insisted on in all the previous chapters, that 
the Horoscope of Birth is the " Radix " whence all Directions come 
forth, and that nothing can come to fruition that is not in accordance 
therewith. The student should not therefore expect "great good 
fortune" from the direction " M.C. 6U," if that planet is heavily 
aflfiicted in the nativity, nor on the other band grievous misfortune from 
** Asc. d ^ " if Mars is well placed and essentially dignified or in |^>od 
aspect to the Sun in the nativity. 

With these preliminary injunctions well kept in view the reader 
may be encouraged to proceed, with a full assurance that he will find his 
time and labour well spent. No astrologer worthy of die name has ever 
ignored the methods now to be unfolded, and no one is justified in 
belittling their worth till he has made himself practically acquainted 
with them. More than this, no astrologer can form just and accurate 
notions of the value of the various aspects till be has studied their 
Ibnnation in detail, and has grasped the essential diflferences subsisting 
between the Right and the Oblique Spliere. And no one is entitled 
to look down on ** mere mechanical methods " till he has transcended 
those methods, which can only be done by mastering, and not by merely 
omitting them. 

For the rest, to the earnest student " difficulties" will ever prove a 
stimnlns, not a hindrance. 



N oTE.— For such calculations as are here required Raphael's Ephmmt 
(or any other good Ephemeris giving the bMiiidtt and ikHnsHom v& weU 
as the ioHgttudes of the planets) will be needed. Better still is the 
Nataual Almanack {Eyre and Spothsttfoode, 2/6), for in it the Right Ascensions 
of the planets are given, which saves their calculation ; but aomeyeaiBof 
tiiis pubhcation are out of print. Chambm' MtthtmaHul TMa wUl also 
be required.

INTRODUCTION. 

DiiBcnNG^ or the art of oomputiog angolar distances betiroeo 

planets, arising through motion in longitude and by tho diurnal mova- 
ment of the earth subsequent to birth, is by far the most diflScult and 
involved portion of the science of astrology, not only as relates to the 
time element but also to the nature of the event produced by the aspect 
Haai£i That the physical fiutor is not concerned so much as the psychical 
one, even in the prodnctioD of many events wliich appear eddy to 
proceed from the rational plan^ is almost beyond dispute. The root of 
all lies in the £act that every element has its archasus or spiritual 
principle. It is through the astral soul that planetary influence 
functions. This is the repository of stellar forces. The rational soul is 
a part of the Divine or intelligible world-principle. As the astral soul 
regulates the body, so the rational aonl dominates the wbde man. 

Yet consistent and inviolable methods are reqtdsite in any cassi and 
to lAuA extent astrology can offer these must be judged by actual results. 
However, there is nothing empirical in any process appertaining to the 
casting of the theme of nativity, the tabulation of planetary aspects, and 
the computing of others which must inevitably form within a certain 
period ensuing. They are matters which belong to the realm of 
practical astronomy, and are oertahitiesin the light of modem knowledge* 
It Is premised that before the astrotofer can step in, the required 
calculation must be truly performed in order to d^uce the period of 
operation of certain magnetic or other forces ; for if errors be made here 
it cannot be expected that the stars should substantiate conclusions based 
upon them. We pre suppose likewise in this treatise that the student 
who intends to apply himself to the solution of problems associated with 
primary Effecting hu ahwady a practicd acquaintance with the processes 
involved in casting the horoscope and estimating the radix* 
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CHAPTER I. 

Of Aspects and their Nature. 

"An aspect is an angle formed on the earth by the limdiunn nqrtof two 
idaneto; «fficaciou8 ia stlmnUtirg sublunary nature." — Kepler. 

All radical aspects are ordinate,* and intrinsically able to form a 
regular-sided figure which may be inscribed in a circle, the angles of the 
said figure touching, each one, the circumference of such circle. 

Tbe word aspect comes firam the Latin aspectus^ from aspkiot I 
look OB. The refennce is to the aatfoloi^cal maimer of aupposbg, tenljr 
enoqgh hideed, that planets posited at cwtain distances of longitude kti 
ufm each other, or receive and distribute each other's special influence 
more readily and powerfully, than when situated at distances apart, the 
ioining line of which to their centres, considering them as geometrical 
points having no objective existence, does not form the side of an 
equilateral drcunucribable figure. 

The geometrical nature of aspects is best illustratad bj fhe per- 
fMrmance of the problems in geometry which have fefemice to the 
construction of regular-sided figures within a circle. 

The circle, preat or small, is always considered as being composed 
of 360 degrees, this being the approximate number the sun travels in a 
year through the great circle of the zodiac, corresponding to the 365 days 
which tiie civil year contains. ** A year for a day and a day for a year,** 
likewiaa also a degree for a day and so a day for a year. 

It must be understood at the outset that each aspect is an angle of a 

certain number of depree«; ^depending upon the varying planetary 
situations in the zodiac. The particular reasons of the general credit or 
discredit of a planet's ray we have not now to con^der, or where such 
lay has its origin, wbetl)er in tlie planet's natural or aural atmo6pheie» 
wbstfaer from the bullc itadf or ficom any other cause. Wo know that a

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certain force does exist and is able to distribute its power through millions 
of miles of void, but to the question how it is generated and in what 
manner conserved science as yet gives no definite reply. 

ClaudittB Ptolemy says that aspects made from like signs, Ig,, 
mascnline or feminine (positive or negative) agrees and transmit frivoiir> 
able influences, while those made from signs of an opposite nature 
disagree, and are the occasion of discord. This theory being untenable 
in the case of the opposition, which is always made from like signs, it 
becomes necessary to look upon the supposition with some amount of 
suspicion, notwi^standing the esteem in whidt its promulgate w ltdd» 
for we know the oppo^km to be almost an uunitigated eviL 

We may take the zodiac as representii^ a vast ethereal sea, as did 
the Egyptia:is, who have symbolically typified the sun's passage through 
the signs as n ship passing over the bended body of a woman whose robe 
is studded with stars, while beneath reclines another figure, the little 
Htnu, the earth. In the crypt of an ancient church at Piacenza there is 
a moeaic pavement before the altar, upon which water is symbolically re- 
presented by wavbg lines in the Egyptian manner with fishes swimming 
therein, and plaques containing the godiacal signs, the whole representing 
the zodiac as a great ethereal da\aava encompassing the earth. 

In this zodiac move the sun and planets, the former never 
removing its track from the central line or ecliptic, but the latter 
occasionally temporarily leaving it, and by that means producing 
laHlmU, north or south, as the case may be. The sun, never quitting the 
ecliptic, is said to have no latitude. 

I may here remark, though it is not of great importance in consider- 
ing aspects primarily, that the signs of the zodiac and the constellations 
of the same name must on no account be considered as one and the same 
thing. Ages ago the constellations occupied the signs now bearing their 
names, but by the precession of the egninOKOS, the case Is now altered.* 
And this brings us to a question frequently put to the astrologer, eik.,

if the constellations no longer occupy the signs bearing these names, 
how comes it that the same qualities are attributed to the signs now as in 
former ages, there being not the slightest deviation practically from the 
powera ascribed to them in those times ? The reasoo is diat an oocait 
property bdongs to each thirty-dagrae section into which the xodiac is 
apporticmed, a pnqwrty quite inherent, unchangeable, and in no viae 
dependent upon the groups of fixed stars which bear the sama names as 
the signs in question. 



If it can once be uudcrstood that actually the zodiac is a vast sea of 
wonderfully mobile ether impressed universally with specific virtues and 
aabg the planets more or less as mediums between it and things 
mundane, the difficulty will have vaidshed. But to continoe. Aspects 
tliemselves are not straight lilMS» as the figure here given will illustrate. 
(Fig. I.) Here a regular hexagon is inscribed in a circle, illustratinj^ the 
aspect known as a uxtilt, or an angular arc of sixty degrees, whicli is 
one-sixth of the whole circle of 360°, so chat the true aspect is the measure 
of the intercepted arc lietween two angle points, as A B, the incidenceof 
the rays being at E— the earth, where the power would manifest. Planety 
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being posited in such wis2 that the arc lying between will equally divide 
the great circle into six parts, are said to be in sextile aspect to each other. 
And so irith tiMOtbar disUmoes. 

It now beoomes evident at onoe, if we look into the matter, that we 
may form three distinct aeries of progres^s or affinitive aspeets, fir—-

The first two series are good, the latter evil,* while the Quincunx,! 
150°, appears common to the three groups. There are some alien and 
irreconcilable elements in the division on this plan, I admit, but it 
servos in a general sense. 

The aspects comprised in the series denominated a are little nsedt 
mainly because th^ an comparatively modem addBtioas to the Usti their 
influence, therefore, not being fully understood. They appear to act on 
the psychical plane, and have little to do with our ordinary everyday life. 
For this reason they arc only transitorily and tentatively appreciated 
and appertain chiefly to the occult. 

The two other series act in all eases more or less powerfully on the 
material plane— our loves, our hates, passions, worldly prosperi^ and 
good fortune, or the contrary. The series comprises those aspects 
indicative and productive of the pleasures, and the y series those of the 
indignities and pains of mundane existence. They are the worldly 
rewards and punishments the ego has aforetime earned, and are not to 
be regarded merely as the result of accidental positions of the heavenly 
bodies at the birth, or rather rebirth, of the ego. Properly the 000- 
ception is one of indications, the faoroaoope being a ^ecies of pas^ort

whole question of aspects may be studied in the light of the Qabalah. 

It may be noticed, however, that the j8 series is built on the triangle, 
while the y series is founded on the square, and inasmuch as the 
Pythagoreans maintained that in the first of the five regular solids, vi>., 
the tetrahedron, or pyramid, the tetractys is to be found — for tliat a 
point answers to mdtj, a line to tlie nmnber two, a superficies to three, 
and solidity to four — we may conceive something of the bonds in which 
the two last of onr series hold each other,* wliile remaining free enough 
to operate in seemingly opposite directions, or rather, by opposite 
methods. The Pythaporeans further maintained that the judicative 
power is fourfold, and consists in mind, science, opinion, and sense ; or 
in physics, metaphysics, ethics, and theology. In bctt tiM nomber four 
was made a nniversal measure, and the idea was asserted that the U§ni 
typified God himself. For the number four contains the decad — tim 
finite interval of number — as before the ten is completed the sum 
of the first four presents all the virtue of the ultimate decad; thus 

Four is the arithmetical mid-point between i, the unit (God), and 7, 
which is called die ViiiB^ inasmnrh as it produces 00 number between 
itsdf and 10; 8 is the reflectko of 4, and 14194.34.44.5+6+7+ 8<»36^ 
the number of deeanatea of the zodiacal circle, also representing tlie 
letters of the tetragrammaton and the numbers of the Sephiroth. 

Though of course the position of greatest intensity in an aspect is at 
its exact formation, such formations being rarely found in the horoscope, 
it yet bshofves us to consider ratios of the gmdnally kasening or 
increanng actiidty of the favoe ham or up to a certain known point. 
For Uiera sn no blanks in the zodiac, nor in the circle of aspects, but 
only an appearance thereof, to be satisbctorily explained on rational 
grounds. Everything is continuous, there is no hitch, no flaw, but 
undeviating progression along lines fixed and immoveable. Apart from 
this, there inheres a particular nature to each several aspect. We are 
used to lumping trines, sextiles and qnintiles together and denominating 

* For Instance, the number 3 expresses the triangle in the ternary nature of its 
sides and angles. Looked upon as dissociated units, they are triple, but together they 
constitute a unit — the synthesis of the whole, angles and sides, forming the coataioing 
figure.

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^tumgooi; and semi-squares, squares and oppositions, and stigmatising 
OuOi M toil. When we do this, however, we wilfully ignore the fact 
that each has a special character and influence of its own, which can be 
shown to be substantially the case.* 

The giaa&taX tS&cuj of eadi and every aspect arises from its 
haimooical proporkioii, and bears equally on the laws of light, oolonr, 
and harmony, as on those of astcsl science, and mcnnover, every sgent 
acting by itself does so only according to its own peculiar form and 
virtue. It will thus be understood that aspects are not active forces, but 
passive mediums, which, being formed, enable tlie influences proceeding 
from the heavenly boifies to innction. Th^ nnlocic, as it were, the 
shiioe-gates throo^ iriiich the foroes rush, just as at the moment of birtfi 
only that ego urith irincfa the stars are in sympathy can attach itself to 
the day.

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CHAPTER II.

Directions proper are of two kinds — Mundane and Zodiacal ; 
primary directions, strictly speaking, belong entirely to the former and so- 
called secondary ones to the latter, i^.^ one is made according to the 
cird«of the n^nc and the other acondiiig to that of the world, or in 
reject to the mundane distances of houses and angles. 

(1) Primary arcs are constituted by the diitmd motion of the earth 
immediately preceding and following the birth ; and it must be conceived 
from the commencement of the study that the planets' places at the 
moment of drawing breath only are dealt with, they having all the efhcacy 
impressed upon them of the heavenly bodies which have moved away. 
So that it will be comprdieDded tiiat the Primaty IXsections ibr a 
fifettmo are formed within a very few hours after birth by the diomal 
motion of a planet or planets, either bodily or hf aspect, to: (a) the 
angles; (() to other planets; («) to its own or another planet's original 
place. 

These are considered the most powerful agents in the production of 
tvent^ but thdr caJcolation entails patience and n certain share of 
maUieniatical ability, two things not always at the disposal of the 

ordinary student. 

(2) The other or secondary system, primarily intended as an aid to 
the foregoing, is purely zodiacal, and was much in favour with the 
Hermetists and Arabians, hence it frequently goes by those names. It 
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is based on the daily motion of the sun, moon, and planets subsequent 
and antecedent to birth, possesses undoubted power, and appears to be the 
method which finds most favour in the eyes of the modern astrologer ; per< 
hapB this is tcarcely to be wondered at seeiiig the rapidity at which the 
age Uvea. Thia method is, in &ct, that of the ** progressed horosoqye,*' 
to which the previous sections of this work have been devoted. 

Certainly it cannot be boasted that either of these two methods of 
calculating for future events is perfect. Far indeed from it, and there 
lies the trouble. The whole subject is the most alluring and withal the 
most provoking in the field of astrological research. 

At the outset we are confironted with a grave matter— a cmdal 
pobt in vety trnth'-npoQ iriiicb a great deal must racUcally depend, m., 
the division ol the drde of the world into proper mundane houses. To 
do this there are some wonderfully various methods, the majority of 
which have some rational basis hard to be overlooked, and all of which 
have at one time or another been experimented upon and adopted with 
more or lesssoocese. Memory wiUeasfly recall the systems of Ateabitius, 
Julias Fiimicns, Cardan, Campanus, Ptolemy, Scboner, Porphyfins, 
RsgiomoDtanns, etc. Even these are not all, but they are suffic^nt to 
show that a great diversity of opinion must eiist, and inculcate the 
necessity for accuracy in this particular. ^= 

The method of setting out the twelve cusps of the mundane houses 
almost universally followed by present-day Western astrologers, is 
acoocding to the method advocated by Ptolemy and followed by Placidus, 
sir., by obliqne ascension, so for the present the others maybe dismissed, 
Ibr they constitute a separate enquiry which the exigencies of time and 
space now prevent. 

In directing it is quite possible that a number of methods may 
exist, it is equally probable that they may lead to the same end, but it 
certainly becomes impossible when they do not define similar arcs in 
sfanilar times, and this is what mevitably occurs when one enquires into 
the subject. 

The object wmed at in directing, is to ascertain the value of the are 

intercepted between the degree held at birth by a planet and the degree 
at which, when it arrives, it will form an aspect of a particular number of 
degrees with another planet, or the bodily conjunction itself, always bear-

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ing in mind that the so-called boify is circumstantiallj one point onlj— 
that bdng the point of a radical position at a certain moment, and that 

moment the one in whicfa the child inspires its first breath. Now if there 
is any intrinsic virtue in an aspect, it evidently resides in its constitution 
of a definite nunil-)er of tiegrees, antecedent and subsequent to the forma- 
tion of wbtcb, power must increase in a certain definite ratio. It follows 
then, and thia view is perfectly tenable^ that tiie events prodooed by Che 
completion of a directional arc are the ontcome of longer or shorter 
lengths of time, the inception being the approach of the aspect. If we 
grant this we shall find no difficulty in understanding the reason for such 
an event as death happening in some cases before an arc is completed. 
For directly the signiiicutor and promittor are withm orbs the exertion 
of force must begin to be appreciated, according to the radical weakness 
or otherwise exhibited in the genitnre, so that either in a person of 
advanced age, or in one whooe 'ntal forces are radically low, having been 
so induced by previous affliction, it is consistent to e^qwct that the spark 
of life may not be able to suffer the fuU strenuoiisness of the perfect 
aspect before the demise occurs. 

In Primary Directions proper, we have both mundane and zodiacal 
arcs, so called, although ia reality they afe all mundane or formed by 
the diurnal revolution of the earth (m its own axis, as wiU be shown latar. 
The distinction consists in this, that whereas the former are measured 
in the world independent of the zodiac and have to do with the angles, 
cusps and bouses of any figure and are taken with latitude, the latter 
appear to be measured by zodiacal degrees only, the latitude of the pro- 
mittor not being taken. Closer distinctions will \x observed during the 
progress of this treatise. 

THB TRlOOMOyBTMCAI. FUNCTIONS OF AN AnOLB OR ASC 

Since in operating the formulse concerned in the calculatioa of what 
we term Primary Arcs, we must proceed by trigonometrical means, and 
therefoctt employ the logarithms of certain lines rdated to the radius of a 

circle, it will fiKilitate the tmderstanding if some explanations are first 

submitted. The mathematical ability actually requisite is really trifling 
and an averaf^c intellect will be able to solve all problems related to 
directional arcs solely by close attention to the formula: presented, 
without any spedal technical knowledge whatever. 
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Trigonometry means literally the measuring of triangles (T/>ty<iiw>s> 
inrnght fitirpWt wtumn) and is founded on the mntoal pr oportion 
sniMnating tMlween the sides and angles of a triangle. This pcoportion 
is known by finding the proportion which the radios of a circle has to 
certain lines called trigonometrical functions, viz., sines, tangents, etc. 
Tlie reader is therefore requested to observe the following definitions, 
which convey the most important conceptions applicative to the subject 
ialiand. 

The cMVMi0nMS of a oiicle, laife or sfluU, is always reekoned to oondst of 
360 degrees. 

Angles are measured by each degrees. 

A right angle is one of 90 degrees— the astrological quadrate aspect.

The speculum being completed, the nativity stands in a podtion ibr 
directing in real earnest, and to do this with pleasure some qrsteraatlc 
attention must be given to the order in which aspects are progressively 

formed from the earliest period of the native's infancy to the latter period 
of his old age. This, however, need not be ri^^idly enforced, for a coIlec» 
tioD of the arcs in proper sequence may be niade after all computation 
is finished. 

The best way is to commence vnth the varioos directions to the 
angles m mimiI» in as near the natural formative procession as possible, and 
follow these with the mundane directions amongst the planets themselves, 

not forgetting the Rapt Parallels. Then the zodiacal aspects to angles 
may be taken and the mutual configurations of the planets. A very few 
problems will suffice to enable any fairly intelligent person to bring up 
tiiese various orders— tiie pith of the primary system— with ease, profit 
and pleasure; for the directing of cusps of houses, the port of fortune, 
fixed stars, caput and cauda draconis may be best ignored. If the student 
wishes to investigate these and other points of astrological doctrine he 
should first be able to perform the problems necessary in the computation 
of the directions mentioned above. 

I shall now bring forward some examples of mundane and zodiacal 
directing, so that the student may form some idea of tlie pncticai 
p r oce s s es concerned, and the theoretical reasons for them, and thus be 
enabled to follow subsequent remarks with a clearer luderstanding. 

Within the limits of this essay there is obviously not sufficient room 
to extenuate greatly the various problems. Even if there were, there are 
so many difierent methods of working, that an account of them all would 
fill mere tium one fot quarto^ 

P 
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Obsbkvb : For those in whidi the M.C. is concemed we employ 
right asoeosioo. Those to the ascendant axe worlrad by seroi-arc of the 
body moved. 

By attending to the following method, all directions to the angles in 
mundo completed in an ordinary lifetime may be computed easily in 
something less than half an hour by one who has his Mercury or Moon 
aqiected by Han. For it must be noted that after the M.D.*8 an 
obtained in the speculum you also have the conjunctions and oppositions 
to the mid-heaven, as well as the mundane squares to the ascendant ; 
because when a planet is on cusp of either tenth or fourth, it is in exact 
square to one on cusp of first (supposing there to be a planetary body 
that) in mmdo. These being obtained, the several aspects to M.C. and 
ascendant may be derived tiierefrom by aliquot portions of the various 
semi*afcs. 

In doing so we commence with those to the M.C, premising that 
when on the completion of the aspect the planet is above the earth, the 
temi-diurnal arc is used, but when below, the jmj «oc^«r/w/ arc must be 
worked with. N.B. — This point should be particularly noted. 

Fot instancoi in the foregoing nativity, when the Moon arrives at 
cnspof deventh it Ibnnsasemi-seztile to M.C and aseztile to ascendant : 
so that by one computation you have two directions, both of triuchan 
calculated with the diurnal arc. Wheu Saturn reaches cusp of second 
house a trine to M.C. is completed, but the planet being sub-terrene, 
necessitates the employment of its nocturnal arc. 

In the speculum the semi-arcs are for the radical positions of the 
pUnets, M., in all cases where the phuiet is below the earth the arc in 
the column is its nocturnal Mie ; and if above, its diurnal. By the rule 
previously given eMwr arc required is easily found. 

I shall give now a table of complementary arcs to the M.C. and 
ascendant in ttiutulo, which will show at a glance what synonymous 
aspect is formed to the ascendant, if any, when a star is directed to an 
aspect of the M.C or Pta-vend.

Of course, before the square has formed to M.C. in this case, 
the native would probably long have succumbed ; but that fact does not 
invalidate the object for which 1 have given the calculation, that is, to 
show bow one aspect can be obtained from a foregoing one in unbrdcen 
continuity. 

The whole arc stretches from tenth house to fourth, and should con- 
sist of 180 degrees, neither more nor less, therefore the opposition of $ to 
M.C. should equal 180" minus its distance from cusp of tenth. In other 
words, i 's M.D. plus the arc of direction M.C.) should both sum to 
I8o^ Let us see:

We thus prove the correctness both of the method and the working, and 
all the aspects may be tested in the same manner. 

All the aqiects of ^, it is needless to ffsmaric, were formed after 

birth by mundane motion, or that motion which the planet would ai^ear 
to have if regarded for a few hours, as we would the Sun or Moon — its 
rising, culmination and setting, which happen daily, irrespective of its 
position in the zodiac. 

It is seen, tlien, that tiie conjunction of M.C. and i occurred 
shortly before birth, and if we take the M.D. f*^ as the directional are, 
it must be so understood, for Mars will not travel back to the M.C, the 
daily motion of the earth never varying its direction of rotation. On 
this account, because such aspect as the conjunction of J and M.C. 
GOttld not be formed after birth, many practitioners disallow the effects, 
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and reprehend the calculations of such arcs. Experience will show the 
student what he may expect, and by this alone must he decide. 

Aspects to the ascendant may be similarly calculated, recollecting 
that, in doing so, many will probably have been already included by 
complement when oocnpnting those to the M.C. Note also that the 
dizection of a planet to the mundane aqoara trith the aseendant* isalwajs 
equal to that planet's meridian distance, either above or below the earth ; 
the opposition, as likewise the conjunction of the ascendant, is of course 
a square to the M.C. Such positions will soon become familiar, and I 
should advise much practice in bringing arcs to the angles in mundo 
before extending the purview iisrther, ao as to obtain a thoioagh 
comprdiension of the process, and the reasons for same. When the 
stodeot has made progress here, and feels ground under him, he may 
proceed to the oompatation of the mundane directions to the luminaries. 

DllBCT AND CONVBRSB DlRBCTIONS. 

These are based upon certain relative distances from angles and 
cusps of houses, and depend for thdr constitution and dissolntion on the 
diurnal motion of the earth. A direct direction is one in which the Sun 

or Moon is supposed to stand still, mundanely of course, so that to it 
other planetary bodies exert completed rays, formed successively liy their 
apparent motion from east to west. Thus it will be seen that the zodiac 
is not requisitioned. For instance, in the exemplary bmosoope (p. 233) 
the Sun htkag supposed to stand hi its rdative position to Ae western 
cusp, or rather, the Sun's mundane place being understood to retain the 
radical solar power, — (for the body of the Sun itself moves on in 
continuity), — Saturn rising in diurnal conformity will form an opposition 
in the twelfth house, at an equivalent distance from the eastern angle ; so 
that the problem resolves itself : first, into a question of knowing the 
radical distance of Sun from cuq» of seventh : mwmI, of detsrmtning the 
dis t anc e Saturn must travd in wder to arrive at the same distance on the 
other side of ascendant. And this will be the arc of direction— not to the 
real Sun, which has moved away, but to a former locus, in which it 
happened to be posited at a critical ino:iient, and that moment the birth. 
At this highly psychic time, it is understood that the specific irradiations 
of a heavenly body become, like the image focussed upon a photographic 
negative as it wers, fixed and efficacious.

(4) The reasons for the use of these aliquot parts of the various 
semi-arcs have been already explained, so that it will be snffideot to 

remind the reader that, in calculating, he must use the pn^er arc. 
Converse directions may be obtained in exactly the same way. It is 
highly important to recollect that the semi-arc used is that of the body 
directed. Otherwise, there are no great dilliculues to be overcome. 

Taking the directional part of a nativity in systematic order, we 
come next to condder Mundane Parallels, direct and converse, and then, 
finallj, Rapt P&rallels. 

MuKDANB Parallels. 

JfeeiiiMi JMIffe are tiiose equal distances formed In the world from 

the upper and lower meridians, in contradistinction to those formed in 
the zodiac by being equally posited from the equator. Thus a star on 
cusp of twelfth, and another on cusp of eighth, represent equivalent 
distances from the M.C., so far as the world is concerned, as likewise 
from the nadir, of course, they being re m o ved from the former point by 
the ^aoe of two houses, or two>thbrds of the semi-diurnal arc; and they 
are therefon undecttood to be in mundane parallel. In like 
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Other di&uaces ; it matters not whether formed from the upper or lower 
heaven, in the same hemisphera or diffeient, so long as the selathre 
distances are the same ; remembering, however, that if a star has to pass 

the horizion to complete the a^ect, the complementary {diurnal or 
nocturnal) arc must be used. They are simple in calculation, and ooe 
or two problems will suffice to exhibit the method of working them.

Converse directions have a slightly different formula, but only 
apparently so, for in these converse directions the luminary's semi-arc 
occupies the third term of proportion. In other words, the third term 
is the semi-arc of the moved or directed planet, be they converse or direct 
directions.

In these the radical places of the planets are not taken into account 
with reference to the completed aspect, as in the paraileb before dealt 
with; for the places are supposed to be carried on by the** n^t** motion 
of the earth* (or, aooordiag to dm ancient astrologers, by what they 
termed the primum mobiU), in such wise that when a certain number of 
degrees of right ascension has passed over the meridian, the two planets 
will arrive, should they be agreeably posited at birth to justify the event 
within the ordinary lifetime, at equal distances from the meridian 
anglos. 

Rapt Parallels entirely differ from the foregdng Hondane Parallds, 
inasmuch as while in these latter the planet directed to remains 
immovable in the horary circle of position, the UnUtd planet bearing 
eventually a relationship thereto, in the former, i.e., " rapt " parallels, the 
places of bcih are carried forward, and thenceforth in computation bear 
no direct relation to the radical loci. 

Gbmbbal bulb : Add together S.A.*s of planets for first term, and 
tske the diffiawncss of R. A.'s for third term, while for the second term 
use the S.A. of directed planet, which will always be the one approaching 
zenith or nadir when aspect is complete : the result is the secondary 
distance of directed body. For the Arc of Direction, the difference 
between this and its primary distance must be found.

Notfs. — (i) As this problem generally provides bulky numbers, it is 
better, as well for correctness as for ease, to work \vith ^ or even less of 
the amounts, — remembering however to increase the proportional part of 
MOondMjr (HBtanca, when obtained, by so many aliquot parts as havo 
been worked with.

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With these Rapt Parallels I conclude the practical portion of 
Mundane Direction ; the problems given being quite sufficient to exhibit 
the method of bringing up all the principal arcs of that aattare in what« 
ever nativity. Those difficulties which may appear at first sight ivill 
lessen under a little applicatioo; and the mora of the latter there is* the 
quicker and nore certun irill be the results obtdnod. 

SECTION IL 
DiRBCnoMa m woiUm, 

We come now to an entirely new set of arcs, denominated zodiacal, 
since instead of beinp formed by the mundane motion of the earth, they 
are apparently constituted by the proper motion of the various bodies 
through the belt of space in which they move : in reality, however, it 
is not so^ as the stndent will soon see for himself. They are of several 
Und^ vit, .-^M.C and Ascendant (direct and converse) ; planets to 
asoendiaf and cnlminating degrees, and to Son and Moon (iSract and 
converse); etc., etc. 

As in the mundane group, we shall find it best to commence by 
bringing up all arcs to the M.C. and ascendant and then to follow them up 
among the various planetary bodies. And in doing so the student must 
observe that ha cannot proceed with an assumption of extracting one aic 
from another previondy obtained. Each arc will have its separate 
problem, which must be worked out in Mo, for he cannot here use the 
proportional parts of the semi-arcs. Yet although doubtless zodiacal 
directing will present greater initial difficulties than mundane, these will 
not be found insuperable by any means. 

Tub MiD'Hbavbn {ik$e$ md cmmtw). 

Commencing as we did in the former section, we require to direct a 
planet to an aspect of the M.C. The matter is a very simple one : the 
difference between the R.A. of the M.C. and that of the place of aspect 
(taken without latitude) is the required arc. 

In considering Direct Zodiacal Directions, wiiether the planet is on the 
eastern or western side of the M.C, on the mid-heaven itself the degrees 
must advance in regular conformity. For instance, take the H.C. to d 
9. Here when the twenty>seventb degree of Cancer (or, to be more 
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correct, ® 26°38') arrives on the M.C. the conjunction is formed; but 
had 1^ been on the other side of cusp it could not have been so»— exc^ 
by amverse motion.

sndi a ravolntion of the earth as would necessarily present us with tin 
Sun rising in the west and setting in the east.

We are now prepared to ester upon the computation of direcdoBt to 
Ifao Inmiduries, and a rafemioe at thia stage to that porHoQ of tlua 
diapter which dealt with the eqaivafent mnndaDe aeries will not be 
amiss. (Sm /. 229.) 

The terms direct and converse had there quite a difTerent meaning, and 
it is no doubt owing to the confusion which this double import of terms 
occasions, that students fail in their earlier attempts to grapple with the 
theory or practice of Primary Directing. 

It is wall oonstantly to liear in mind that Direct Motion lA#MiM0 
is in the natural order of the signs from T to }f , etc, while shmImw IMiect 
Motion is that dinrnal movement which results in an apparent track mada 
by a heavenly body from east to west. 

In this latter form, however, the Luminaries must be oonddered as 
fixed ; otherwise, arcs are said to be " converse." 

Direct zodiacal arcs of the Sun and Moon are more akin, in one sense, 
to secondary ' ' directions proper, and frequently in the case of the inbrior 
planets they sgree witti them very dosely as to time. 

Upon examining Map 2 {see page 238) we find Uranus in 036^38*) 
and the Sun in i'l3''33'' It is evident that before the trine aspect can 
be formed the luminary must traverse a certain number of intervening 
degrees between its radical position and )Tt26°38', and so if we wish to 
find when sneh an s^sct wiU operate, the process most bo arranged 
accordingly, m., so that the result may furnish such degrees. 

Thereliare tlie general rule is : (i) to find the place of aq)ect, its 
declination, R.A., M.D. and semi-arc; (2) to work by It^rithmic 
proportion the formula : as S.A. of Sun or Moon is to M.D. of the same, so 
IS S.A. of aspect to ucond distance of aspect ; (3) to take the sum or difference 
of primary and secondary distance, and this will give the required arc.

N.B. — In tabulating any such directions, be careful to use the terra 
"ascending degree " and not " ascendant," since in this connection the 
terms have different meanings, as a little thought will show. The 
Ascendant is a point in mundane square to the M.C. ; the Ascending 
Dogne ia the point of the Ediptic (Zodiac) whkh has that letatmbip 
at the moment of birth. Bnt we are hem concecned with It aa a 
s od la ca l point pure and idmple, without regard to its moadane 
aignificance at birth. 

In the case of the Moon, nearly all the old authors advise taking into 
account the latitude of the place of aspect.* To the dements necessary 
to be extracted from the place of an aspect, as tabulated at the head of the 
previous example, he will of coarse add the latitude, wluch moreover most 
be tsken into account when determining the R*A. of the point. 

With these few illustrations there should be no difficulty in calcu- 
lating similar ones in any other part of the horoscope if the student will 
Study them well and be sure of each step he takes.

It will have been seen ficom the foragoiog chapter Aat because zodB- 
acal and mundane diiections are made iatwodi0erentcucles,and1^ two 
diflecent motions, the luminaries meet all bodies that have latitude 
twice. For, in the first case, by motion forwards through the ecliptic 
all stars' rays are encountered iu that pathway without latitude; whereas 
in the latter, the significator is supposed to remain fixed in its hour circle 
meeting rays by the diurnal motitm of the earth. 

Accordmg to Ptolemy, the prorogator ought never to be directed 
except to the west angle, ''for,** as Wilson says,* "according to the 
actinobolia,the prorogatory place is that point of the horary circle in 
which the prorogator is found at the moment of birth, which always 
retains the same relative position to the meridian and equator. It is 
consequently immovable and exposed to the bodies or rays of promittors, 
whether gojd or evil, as they arrive by mundane converse motion." 

This is the reason that the latter form of directing is so powerful, 
and should obtdn attentive consideratioa ; but it must be borne in mind 
that the mundane circle is relerred to, and mi the zodiacal one ; for In 
the latter, as reiterated before, direct motion, or motion in conse^uentia\ in 
the zodiacal series is the most power&il, that itt atfttttdtnti al being 
decidedly weak. 

Ptolemy describes both mundane and zodiacal aspects, although the 
invention of the former is generally imputed to Placidus, as, for instance,

that there is no zodiacal direction in the whole quadripartite sad that the 
system of application and separation is entirely mundane ; with which I 
am in great measure inclined to concur. 

In Lib. III., cap. xii., other proof occurs, for it is stated that the 
ascendant and eleventh house are in sextile, the ascendant and M.C. in 
quartile, the ascendant and ninth hooss in trhie, and the ascendant and 
western angle in oppodtioo. And In the ^0axit Migutu, known lo the 
Arabians as AI Magest, a work treating wholly of astronomy, it appears 
quite evident that Ptolemy was acquainted with and taught aspects in the 
world as well as in the zodiac. He speaks, too, in the TeirabMos, of a 
sextile of the Sun and Venus, from which also it may be inferred that a 
mundane aspect is intended. 

From these and vanons other passages scattered throughout his 
works, it is, I ttiink, oondnsivaly shown that both systems won nader- 
stood ; and as Pladdos himself admits this, it appears Intlle te aspects 
in mundo to be relegated solely in the first instance to the disciple. 

In respect to mundane and rapt parallels, however, Ptolemy does 
not seem to be very much enlightened, and perhaps Placidus may justly 
claim the honour of introducing them at any rate. 

By mundane motion eadi temporal honse obtains its valne solety 
from a proportional part of a star's semi-arc, which must always be a 
third, either noctomal or dhimal, as has been shown bsfora; and as in 
spherical trigonometry* every section of a sphere made by a plane h a 
circle, it follows that these mundane houses are constituted by a series 
of great circlesf above planes which cut the sphere of the heavens and 
form the boundaries of the several houses. It is well thoroughly to 
understand this and otiier things connected with the sphere, as sodi

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knowledge will advance one greatly in the study of primarj directing, 
and a course of trigonometry is easily obtainable and to be desired. 

Munduitt motion being caused by the dinmal rotation ol tlw mrtb 
from West to East, which is completed in the twent j-four hoars and is 
responsible for the alternating effects of day and night, it billows that it is 
umform, so that when one direction is given others are easily deduced 
therefrom by a proper use of the aliquot parts of the semi-arc. Whereas 
in zodiacal motion pure and simplt the appulse may be interrupted by retro* 
gression,'^' stationary attitude, or slow motion ; or may be quickened by 
the adoption of a higher rate of progress than the mean. So tliat, taking 
these thiqgs amongst othecsf into oonsidecation, zodacal arcs obtained 
in the usual mannor appear artificial as contrasted with the natural and 
regular motion wludi is responsible for the moBdans onas; and the only 
conclusion one can arrive at is that all primary arcs are wmdmUt and 
determined solely by the rotation of the earth. 

This appears also to be the decision of Mr. Pearce, and some few 
years ago he cited in a letter to the since defunct FaU and ForUtm several 
instances, and further commented on the matter in his own paper Uramm* 

** In z86o^"t he writes, ** when computing my own nativity, in wlUch 
the Sun was above the eastern horizon and Mercury was just below it, I 
found that in directing the Sun to conjunction with Mercury in the 
zodiac I had to take the diurnal semi-arc of the place of Mercury ; and 
this led me to conclude that all directions are formed by the rotation of 
the earth, and that those termed zodiacal for the purpose of classification 
are really mnndane.'* 

So tliat hi point of bet instead of Sun diwrwnding into tiie first 
house, as it would by landiaail nu)tioQ, to form the conjunction, Ifercory 
itself rose above the eastern horizon to the place of the luminary. 

It appears from this then — merely a representative and not an 
isolated fact — that the only pure zodiacal directions are those formed by 
" secondary motion " after birth, and that practically all primary arcs are 
mundane, inasimidi as when computing Arack dinetions <s jmMmv it Is

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not in reality tin lundnuy which is diracted but tho place 6[ the 
aspect. 

Therefore, when directing the Moon, the latter should be taken 
without latitude and not otherwise, as is generally advised, and as laid 
down ia tho Text Book — to which doctrine, however, I believe the author 
of that work himaelf no longer aabacribea. 

It ia atated by Fladdua in the 6oth aegoMnt §t aiy. off hia E l a ml my 
PhUuo^ that angles cannot be conversely directed, that th^ only 
receive rays in the world, but not parallels or rays in the zodiac ; and 
that the other significators by a direct motion receive the rays and 
parallels both in the zodiac and in the world; but by a converse motion 
the rays only and parallels in the world, and by no means in the zodiac. 
Ptolemy himself denied the efficacy of zodiacal directiona to angles, but 
Wilson disagrees. 

When Simmonlte* waa directbg the nativi^ of the Qneen he brought 
Mercury, Mars and the similar positions to the cOKp of the ascendant 
and added a note in explanation of this procedure, which he supposed 
would be objected to by some professors. He remaked that he found 
such positions to have a very powerful effect and therefore be 
nnheaitatingly adopted them. 

PRE-NATAL DIRBCTIONS. 

As a matter of fact, converse directions to angles are formed before 
birth ; that is, they are pre-natal* If, as Mr. H. S. Green has shown, 
Pie-natal Seoondaiy Diractionst ace powerful facton in pcodudng eventa, 
it will not be unwise to look upon Primary Pre>natnl onea in thia light; 
and indeed, their effiKta liiUy warrant it. 

PAIALUU. 

There ia one point to be regarded in compntbigpanlleb, and that ia, 
that their efiecta generally precede their formation, owing, as Pladdna 

thinks, to the magnitude of the luminaries by which their bodies are 
affected before they are completed centre to centre. This may or may 
not be the case, but it is a matter which is more or less attributable to 
aspects which are not parallels. For greater accuracy a small equation 
might be uaed if it were thought worth while, but it iMed not concern ua 
here in taking a broad view of the aubject.

Arcs. 

We hear of children being " killed by position." It will be well to 
enquire what the term " killed by position " means. Simply it is this, a 
child may at its nativity have a conjunction of Saturn and the Sun ; it 
does not follow however that we take this to mean that both heavenly 
bodies hold Uie same degiee and minute in tlm same agn of the aodiac, 
fiar th^ may merely be in that orb, say km degrees apart, so that by 
taking a degree for a year, roughly, the aspect would not be complete 
until about four years of age, before which time however, other things 
concurring and conducing thereto, the child might die, there being no 
perspicuous operative direction complete at the time. It is easily seen 
that this, the anaretic arc, is nothing more nor less than a gradual 
planetary appulse ftom partial to complete, or, as It it tsdmically termed, 
*platlc' to *paitile* ooojnnction ; the said arc beh^ftile distance the tfvo 
bodies stand originally from each other, which equated should point oat 
the period of death, although it is possible that the child may be born 
with such a low vitality that before the full power of the major arc is 
completely exerted by a close conjunction, death may ensue — yet even 
tlien, not, i am disposed to think, without som minor direction being 
formed* 

But hi the miyocity of cases it will be fbmd that these early arcs 
act very doady to time, bsqnai^ receiving the most staitlhig fiil^ment, 
sndi as would Incline one to believe in a £ate as rigid, cruel and naoom- 
pronWag as ever was meted out by the triune Parc«. 

THB HYLBG 

No mention has yet been made of the Hyl^^ or lifo-giver, winch 
makes a point of considerable distinction between certain contending 
schools of natal astrology, but an impartial glance may be taken at the 
subject as there seems to arise a fitting opportunity here. 

In early works upon Astrology the determination of the hyleg 
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cooMqiMBft apOA an evident oonfusion and ignotwws on the put of the 

writers, appears an almost inextricable poiiit, it being mixed up with the 
Part of Fortune, the Ascendant, dispositors, etc. Later the matter has 
undergone some amount of purging, but even now there is so strong a 
savour of artificiality connected with it that a great number of students 
ignore and a ttill larger Dumber look askance npoo the rules bequeathed 
by predecenora for the selection of the Upheta' or giver of Uie, and 
preCsr to fdkm the hermetic views in relation thereto. I do not for one 
moment question that theBnvFerfciMf may contain more verity and reason 
for its existence than are recognised at the present hour, but for myself 1 
draw the line when it comes to its selection or constitution as byleg. 

The ordinary method used to distinguish this latter now is as 
fdllows: — 

The Snoi Moon* ud Afcendnt taigf can be hyleg, aad mder the 
fdlowiaf coodltioiia. (i)ThelnmiBei]rmiKtoeenpjoaeofthehjIagiMal 

or prorogatory places ; these are the whole of the first, tenth, Mventh and 
ninth bouses, and the half of the eleventh nearest the mid-heaven : in each 
case an orb of five degrees is taken into the reckoning, (computed by 
obUque|ascension] ; so that the first house limits would be from five degrees 
above the cusp of ascendant to twenty-five below, and the western angle 
from five ^greet MSmt to twenty-five «im». The nmaining honaee, 
other than thoae iMwrkNnly mentioned, can never be occupied by the 
hyl^. Then the luminary which pomeaiei any part erf these divisions 
of the horoscope is accounted the true prorogator, and as such is directed. 
(2) If both luminaries are discovered in hylegiacal places either the Sun 
is chosen or the luminary aphetically strongest by accident. (3) If neither 
luminary hold such position then the office iialls upon the ascendant. 

Now as, according to Ptolemy, the nmendant cannot meet aspects 
in the aodbe, and as Pladdna further states that even mnndane aspects 
(not parallels) can only be received by direct motion, it frequently happens 
that under such restrictions few directions can be formed by the ascendant, 
and if it chanced to be hyleg an ordinary lifetime might not provide 
affliction sufficient to cause or account for death. Unfortunately, these 
tabooed conditions do take effect, and it is senseless to ignore them. 

Experience shows that there is much verity in the apfuta chosen 
according to the foregoing rules, although the system does not appeal 
greatly to one's reason ; yet on the other hand it is useless attempting to 
deny that it is not to tru s t w orth y as generally advertised. I have 
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nativities in which tfieir owners have died without tiw hyleg hting 
afflicted in any way, and £bn Shemaya also cites an example.* 



Solar energy, will, vital force, I take to be emanations from the 
photosphere of the Sun, and life, from the lowliest to the most complex, 
to proceed Aenoe and thence alone. It signifies nothing in respect to the 
sex in which It happens to ceside, lor the nal lifo^princifte is not sexed. 
In liBimnine hoiosoopes the Moon has, of course, an influence in excess 
of its dominion in male genitures, because of the role it bears over 
functional matters; but this does not justify us in fonsidering it as 

It requires small power of comprehension to grasp the idea that if 
life proceeds from the solar orb and from it alone, it must be literally and 
naturally ** giver of life.**

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CHAPTER IV. 

PARALLAJC. 

Parallaxis et distantia stellar urn Axanim, aoa potest certa et [evideoti 
obaenwIioiiM hamanitoa.— Riocioli. 

Thb parallax of a heavenly body is the angle between the directions 
of two fioM drawn to it, Um one from tiie obaarver, the other kom the 
centie of the earth. ReiaKiioe to the diagrams wiUjuuke all perfectly 
clear and plain.

In this, S is some star, O is the observer, and C the centre of die 
earth. Then the angle O S C is the parallax for the observer at O. 

It is self-evident that the larger the body from which another is 
viewed, and the nearer the body under inspection, the greater will be 
the parallactic angle O S C; and the smaller the globe from which 
another ia viewed, and the tuOm fbe distanoe of the orb in qoestion, the 
more ndnnte and inappreciable wiU it be. It likewise IbUowa that it will 
be at its maximmn when a star la on the horinn, and absolutely nil 
whan in mid-heaven. From thia it ia soen that different mundane 
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poiitidiis win ctnie diflbrences in tiie amount of parallax, which WMild 
neoe«iteta varying factors in the calculation of any heavonly body, 

unless some definite point were decided upon to which all others may be 
referred. Such is the case, £or astronomical positions are calculated to 
the ctntre of earth. 

If the child at birth is supposed to be the centre (O) of all extra* 
mundane force, and aspects are cakolated, notwithstanding, to the centre 
of our sphere, (C), a diacn^anqr must arise* and this diacr^nqr calls 
inr oonsideratioa» amendmmit, and an equation. 

This will introduce also the division of the mundane circle into 
houses, to do which it is very necessary to know from which point they 
must take their rise, from the observer's superficial and tentative position, 
or from the mathematical centre of the globe. 



We shall be told at once that man is, for all purposes, the focus of 
planetary influence in regard to the horoscope, and this, whether he be 
situated at the poles, at the equator, or elsewhere ; and as he cannot 
dispoM hfanself centrically he need not trouble about such centre, which 
ia wvidsatly not for him* 

There are, then, two horixons, the plane of one passing throu{^ the

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eye of the observer, and called the sensible, and the plane of the other 
passing through the centre of the earth (Mtallel to the sensible plane^ 
and called the rational horizon. 

Now, at th« diameter of tho earth ia roughly about 8»ooo miles, it 
feUowt that these two planea cut the aky at a distance of 4^000 miles 
apartt and are extended inimitably into space. Tiiey are parallel to each 
other, and parallel lines and planes, however far they are extended, never 
meet; but we are told that "on the infinitely distant surface of the 
celestial sphere, the two traces sensibly coalesce into one single great 
circle, which is the horizon as first defined. In strictness, therefore, 
while we can distinguish between the two horizontal planes we get but 
one Mm» eMa io the skj.*** 

We know that theoretically this cannot be right although practically 
it may be partially so, er en entirdy so in some instances, perhaps. 

P<Mr all ordinary practical purposes the earth may be considered as 
a mere point in space, since though all influence is exerted to the central 
point, the fractional differences introduced by the observer's superficial 
position are too small to cause serious error. 

The appended diagram (Fig. 3) is intended to exhibit, at a glance, 
tiie two difoent po^tSons of the mundane drde into bouses. I have 
not made the honsc'divirion from the centre^ except the fintr cardinal 
pobts, in order to eliminate as much as posdble the demeotof confiuaon 
created by a multitude of lines. 

The dotted lines exemplify the twelve houses divided from the point 
of an observer at O, his horizon being a, b, and his zenith and nadir 
respectively Z and N. 

O is an observer, a ft is the sensible horizon, A B the ratkoal one, 
and the earth is rotating in its usual manner in the direction indicated 
by the arrows, at, or about, the time of her equinox. At L it is noon : 
at O, 90° west longitude, it is understood to be 6 a.m. ; at M, 90° east 
lonf^itude, it is 6 p.m. ; and at S, 180° west or east, it is midnight, while 
45° west it is 9 a.m. Before the observer at O can catch sipht of the orb, 
it must — disregarding refraction for the moment — rise above his horizon a 
h — ^but it does not do this really, as we know. What happens is, that the 
observer's horison beo>mes deflected or extended in the direction of O A, 
although the sun afputn to be just elevating itself above die point «; so 
that a small discrqiancy ensues, not, of course, as regards the oppodte 

* FMr Yoaog's G<iimiM«fn«Mipr. 
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point but those involved in the quadrature, because it canuot be exactly 
6 a.m. at O when it is mid-day at L. Yet the very minute amount of 
disagreemeDt is fitf too small to cause moch difference in effects, so fiur 
as the astrologer is concerned, the son itself having had no deductble 
parallax for a long time by usual methods. Various observers have since 
given their results: thus Newcomb, in 1867, gave it as 8"-85 ; Leverrier a 
little earlier, as 8"'85, while others make 8""78. The first, I believe, is 
the standard used in American, English and French year books and 
Ephemerides; but it has been stated latterly that tiie most correct 
appears to be 8*'8+o" o3, and still again 8"*8o. 

It must be remembered that the horizon A B, the rational one as 
ragards O, is not the horizon at all for a person at L, but his zenith ; Z N 
becomes the rational horizon, and, of course, a parallel plane to this 
through the observer at L, the sensible horizon. 

If we assume the astronomical coincidence of the two horizons at 
vast distances, there is no need to trouble over the problem at all, as I 
stated previously. But it appears very plain that if we admit that 
planetary influx, as we understand i^ comes like light* in straight lines 
to the earth, and supposing there to be some star at Z, 90P distant finom 
the sun at A, the square aspect will be formed at G, and at G only, not 
at O. But as we see, the earth is relatively so small a quantity in 
relation to the enormous stretches of space across which light and 
influence come, that it is probably little else than a point at the apex 
of a triangle — no more ; certainly this is so in relation to the majority 
of the fixed stars, wliich are too remote to exhitnt anj sennUe paiallaz. 
It is only when we enter the planetary rogion that parallax becomes 
evident ; the mom parallax of the moon for instance, is as much as s/V, 
while the horizontal parallax of Mars is only about 24"'64. 

The points of observance in this matter of commutation are, (i) that 
it increases the right and oblique ascension, and diminishes the equiva> 
lent descensions ; (2) that it diminishes nothem declination and latitude 
in the eastern part, increases them in the western ; (3) increases the

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southern ditto in the eastern and diminislies it in the western part ; and 
(4) that it diminishes the longitude in the western, and increases it in the 
eastern part. So that its effects are just opposite to those of refraction. 

For the sake of perspicacity I shall here give one example of 
calcnlathig parallax,* for some attitude above the hori«m la a given 
latitude, bearing in mind what has been stated respecting parallax being 
greatest at the horizon, and at its minimum at the mid -heaven, — ^wbere 
it only affects the declination. 

EXAMFLB. — Required the Moon's parallax when its declinatim is M^ao^iV. mi 
Miudifor apUu* sa^zS'N., the horizontal parallax being at the time 56'.

The other elements must be calculated similarly. 

Parallax will of course make some slight difference in computation if 
we suppose each man to be the centre of planetary influx, but whether it 
udll ever become important emnigh for serious notice appears pro. 
bte m a ti cal. The method of taking the moment of birth will have to be 
a fur moce accurate one than it now is.

On THB EQD4T10N OP THB ArC OP DlRBCTION 



When the arc of direction has been obtained, there still remains 
food for consideration in the equation and timing thereof. For as it 
stands it is in degrees and minutes of arc, and tbesA must represent an 
equivBleiit in time. The question to be decided is, wJuU equivelent ? 
The lour prindpel methods of equation in use are those advocated bj:— 

1. Ptolemy. 

a. Valentine Naibod. 

3. Placidus de Titus* 

4. Simmonite. 



Ptolemy himself does not advance any methods of eqintioii« strictly 
qpeaUag, such as the remaining tluee. **Tben is but one rule to be 

observed,** he says.* " by such as would calculate agreeably to aatuie, 

namely, to ascertain in what number of equatorial degrees the succeeding 
place (whether it be the body or aspect of a planet) will arrive at the 
preceding place in the geniture, and as these degrees pass the horizon as 
well as the meridian, all distances must be calculated according to the 
various positions of the planets in question mth respect to those angles, 
and every degree signifies a year." 

This lias the meiil<tf extreme simplicity but nevertheless does not 
alwajrs prove correct, although if the birth-time is doubtful or known to 
be inexact, it provides probably the best scheme that can be adopted. 
On the whole it is by far the easiest, and in his period of probation the 
Student will naturally take kindly to it. It consists in allowing one year 
of Hie for every degree of arc, and for minor periods in lilce proportion ; 

five miiNites of arc (one-twdftb of the whole d^;ree) would be

The method of Naibod is to convert the arc into time by allowfaig 
the mean daily motion of the Svm to represent one year of life, and a 

minute to equal six days four hours. And so we get a table known as 
Naibod's, by reference to which any arc may be easily converted into the 
equivalent time of operation. 

To use it, we enter the degrees of the table with the level degrus of 
the arc, and opposite we get a period of time in years and days which we 
set down ; ivith the remaining minutes of arc (if any) entnmoe is to be 
made in the ai fatto colomn, fi^iere a farther period is given, this liowever 
bsiogin days and hoaiSt whidi most be added to the other to obtain the 
tme time*

The hours can be cooveniently neglected. 

This is, so fitr as ray experience shows, one of the most satisfactory 
ways of equating, and the one which gives the closest results when the 
Ptolemaic measure fails to approach in an inconsistent degree. 

In arranging the arcs after computation, i generally turn them into 
time by botii methods, unless I am oonvincsd by a knowlsdge of events 
that one of them bears an advantsge over the otiier; the native can tlien 
see, by repetition of observance, which period gives the more accurato 
time of pbmetary action.

3. THE METHOD OF PLACIOUS. 

The next method I shall draw attention to is that of Placidus. This 
consists in adding the Sun's R.A. at birth to the arc of direction, the 
sum being the R.A. of that point in the zodiac, which, when the Sun reaches 
it, will complete the direction. The time must be ascertained by allowing 
a year for each day he takes in arriving at such point, and the minor 
periods in proportion. So that afier adding the two CtA.*8 together, 
inspectkm moat be made of the EfAemeris* in order to find tiie day and

4. simmonitk's iibtuoo. 

There is one other method I shall include here which, theoretically 
regarded, appears very rational but in practice is scarcely so satisfactory. 
I refer to the method outlined by Simmonite in the Arcana. 

This requires a table to be made, for each geniture, of the Sun's 
motion after birth, his proper daily motion and not the mean. In 
dmng this we commence with the day of birth, setting down of course 
cW of R.A. and add to this the motion in R.A. for the foUomng day. I 
shall exhiint the table— 4Mr rather a portion of it — ^which would be a 
necessary appendage to Map a, taldng it just so far as will suffice to 
equate the are of 0 6 9 ttm, ni, for comparative purposes.

The utility of these tables now becomes apparent. The arc of Q to 
Gonjnnctioii of $ before mentioned b i3°36'. To turn this into time we 
look down the second column of the Bxtt table, and find that the nearest 
expression to this is the last of the series, m., xaVB'i and dite is sa^ in 
excess, but it is equivalent to fourteen years of the native's life. We 
want to know then what deduction must be made for the aa', and this 
we shall easily do by a reference to table No. 2. 

Carrying the eye up the right-hand column (because the period will 
fall bt/ort the fourteenth birthday) we see that the 22' fall in June, so that 
tfw complete arc would naeasure to thirteen years seven and a balf 



Institnting a comparison of this one directional ai^ originally ex- 
pressed in degrees and minutes, we shall be in a position to judge- 
not the superiority of either method over the other, from a single arc 
chosen at random, but to how great an extent they are synchronous in 
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the pcwent instance. Ho striking variations occor in the time eachibtted 
bj tfie various proceaus tabulated below, it is true,

CHAPTER VI. 
SbCOMDAKV DlKBCnONS. 

" I flAVB appoioted fhw fladi day &r a yur.'*--!E«Mrf, It. 6. 

Tub nomendatuce of these aspects has of late yean become veiy 
oonfuaed, and by way of cleazing the groood I will briefly enmnentethe 

various terms as employed customarily. 

(i) As remarked in a former chapter, Primary Directions, properly 
so-called, are the aspects produced by the diurnal rotation of the earth, 
aad are therefore mundane in constitution. 

(a) In contradistuiction to these, Secondary Directioos are formed by 
tim proper motion of the various Janets, Son and Moon, through the 
toUae, each day's increase in longitude measuring exactly one year in time. 

(3) Bat here an anomaly has crept in, by the too great attadiment 
to one system. I refer to the denomination of xodiacai aspects, formed by 
proper motion after birth, in which are concerned the Sun, (progressive 
or radical), as ** Primary " ; and those formed by the Moon, (progressive), 
as " Secondary." 

(4) Raphael in his Gmi$ dUingmsIies diffiMrently again. "In the 
first place/' he says, **the directions termed 'secondary* are caUed 

me 'primary.'" Later be remarks: "For distinction I call those 
directions which are made to the planets in the radix primary, and those 
made among the planets by secondary motion I call local." 

Those in the habit of relying entirely upon the Arabian and Persian 
method, i.e., secondary aspects as described in (2}, are responsible for the 
confusion tliereby instituted. For the sake of greater perspicuity it 
wouM be deuraUe to have set terms of art for thpse latter, terms of 
pointed applicability and significance^ so that mistakes in the future may 
notaxisebysuchanhiteidiaQgingofappdlations. Thereforoi I append 
the scheme I shall nse in the present treatise. 
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I. PRIMARY. 



(a) Primary Directions, i.e., those formed within a few hours after 
birth by mundane motion and computed by right and oblique ascension, 
the semi-arcs of planets, etc. ; the result being an arc of direction 
vtjpnMtd in degrees and mlnirtes, to be reduced to time and equated 1^ 
aonie particular method. (Chapter II.) 



(&) Secondary soiar directions formed by a planet's proper motion in 

longitude after birth to radical Sun ; or by progressive motion of Sun to 
radical or progressed planetary places ; or by Sun or planets, progressive, 
to M.C. and ascendant radical.* 

(r) Secondary fixed (or radical) Lunar, m., similar aspects to the Moon's 
place in Radix. 

(4I) Pngmdvf Lmmt— those formed from day to day by the Moon's 
increasbg longitude : i.e., with the Sun and planets, (radical or progzesied); 

Its own place at birth ; M.C. and ascendant, whether radical or progressed. 

Classes (c) (d) are generally included under one head in the 
secondary method of directing, and it maybe asked why I have separated 
them, having regard to the increased power ot the Moon when the 
radical place is directed ta If poirar in this respect were the sole reasco 
. of the arrangMuent, such might not have twea the case^ tot there is an 
enormous diflbrence between the Moon R. and the same P.; but a 
secondary radical Lunar direction is quite different intrinsically to a 
secondary Solar, and on this account I have thought it best to separate 
them. 

Wlien we come to enquire into the matter through the medium of 
works relative to astral science, we find secondary directions almost

Indeed, this portion of the chapter night almost have been 
omitted, bat that it furnishes an additional example of the method of calculation, and 
moreover exhibits an instance of the employment of the radical house cusps in 
connection with the /roymsfrf planetary positions— a practice largely adopted by many, 
though it does not commeoa itself to the author of this book, since it leaves out of 
accmmtthatolowicacftiielYogn—ed Aacmdant^— Eonoa. 
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uDivereattj condemned, or commented upon in the moot hx ud invidious 
Cashion, as though their power were not even so great MM that of simple 
transits, and, easy as their calculation i8» not worth the small amount of 

labour entailed ! 

But upon pursuing our investigations fiurther, we discover the strange 
andalmott inexplicable bet that the system is in c<mtinnal las^ either 
solely or coojointiy yAQi certain others. We need not go &r to seek the 
canae of this cowiter-piocednre, if we oondder briefly tiie phun bets of 
the case. 

Let us see. Primary arcs themselves it is evident must inevitably 
require in their computation, more time, attention and accuracy from 
the student than any other method of determining periods of planetary 
activity. Unless the time of birth is known very correctly, directions are 
thrown months, perhaps years, out. 

In secondary directionsi on the contrary, tliere is a minimnm of 
labour and snflkient r^om at Isast to more than compensate for its 
exertion ; the time need not be so correctly taken, altlmui^of course this 
is desirable ; the workings of the scheme are succinct, easily compre- 
hended, and continually under view, which to meaner capacities are 
things to be thankful for. Added to these there are the conveniences 
arising from tfie ability to out a year's influences m IM0 witlioat 
having to calculate periods not required or encroach npon former or 
latsrarcs; and b primary directing— unless llio student is wdlacqa«nted 
with its internal economy by long use— this is a matter ooataiaing an 
element of confusion. 

It is not always requisite to compute more than perhaps a year, 
though indeed when once the horoscope is cast a glance down the columns 
of the ephemeris will rev^ to a trained eye the broad outline of the 
wliole liib^ with very little trouble and vary great aocnraqr- The hnpor- 
tant parts of the career are taken in mentally with ease, and vnth audi 
perspicacity that, in the present coo^tioo of the science, to take a crutch 
like this from onder the invalid's arm, is surely nothing short of cruelty I 

But even apart from these considerations we must remark its highly 
symbolical aspect and its ability to point out the critical periods of life, 
those depending on certain positions of the radical or progressive Moon. 

Summing up all advantages and disadvantages it will be admitted 
that wh0e we faww it is not wise to nflglect other methods in the pcesent 
state of our knowledge, there is yet so much to be said for tiiess maligned 
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" secondaries" that (bearing in mind their ease of oompatattoo, monOTSr) 
they are convincing, important and valuable. 

We will now turn to the practical working of the system and plunge 
maudias n$. 



Secondary disactions, as before remarked, are those formed by the 
progressive motioD in the zodiac of the Soot Mom and j^nets, antece- 
dent and subsequent to birth. The motion taken into account is the 

actual daily and not the mean zodiacal motion. Thus it is demonstrated 
at once that regularity of motion not being a factor, calculation must be 
made for each day after the nativity and for every planetary body 
concerned. 

The first st^ may be made with the help of a map cootainfag 
laidical and ptogressed places;* but as the student advances be will 
preCsr a map simply containing the progressed planets, and ultimately 
he will come to find maps a liindrance rather than a help, the tabulated 

positions being quite sufficient. 

The motto I have chosen for the heading of this chapter hints at 
their archaic derivation, and points out exactly the method to be 
followed in taking these seooodaries, as well as the stmctnral basis 
upon which they rest, nr., that each day afler birth shall be equivalent 
to one year of li&^ measuring firom the time such birth occurred on one 
day to the same on the next* 

Thus, suppose a person born July 4th at 3 p.m. in any year, then 
from 3 p.m. July 23rd to 3 p.m. July 24th would represent the twentieth 
year of hfef and for everything relative to that year such date would 
have to be dealt with. It is easy to remember that so many days after 
and inclusive of l»rth, so many yean ah«t ditto ; or in other wor^ the 
number of days af^er and inclusive of birth will be the number of years 
of liCs. 

Owing, howevw, to somewhat vague statements in regard to this 
particular made now and again by writers upon the subject, there has 
arisen a doubt in the minds of some as to what is exactly meant.

f I.t., from the completion of the aineteenth to the commeacement of the twenty- 
first year ; in fact from tbe nineteenth to the twentieth birthday. [See Chapter VII., 
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270 THE PROGRESSED HOROSCOPE. 

Therefore, let me give one word of warning to those younger students 
for whom I write, and apprise them that when a number of days are 
meDtioiMd m bearing affinity witii an iddntical niUDber of years, it is 
intended they should be cotinted from the inception ollifie ; the natal day 
being the natnnd n f g aa e ntative of the ficat year of life, and the day 
after the second, and so on. This measore it is apparent is a natnral 
one and exhibits plainly, logically, and practically, the intimacy between 
the formation and dissolution of aspects and the rise and fall of the 
native's power, the increase or loss of wealth, etc., or the instillation of 
the germs of disease, leading through serious illness to convalescence or 
death as the case may be. 

Cftlaclysnic effects are seen to be the outcome of loi^;er periods 
than their action on the material plane warrants one in believing. Bat 
the inference is just and a thorough study of the subject confirms better 
than any words the continual growth of aspects, the slowly unfolding 
gates, or unlocked sluices, through which planetary influence can 
function ; cause and effect ramifying and interlacing, like the roots of a 
monster tree— not badly represrated by the Scandinainan Yggdrasil, 
with the serpent Nithfiggr gnawing at the bottom and the eagle perdied 
atop, while the nimUe sqnirrd nms np and down sowing strife between 
the two. 

In these directions the Moon of course by her quicker motion will 
play an important part, calling forces into action and distributing the 
karmic rewards faithfully and unerringly, and hence it is to her aspects 
and positions that we mast pay most regard. The Other planets iriU 
not move so qoickly, and in the case of Jupiter, Saturn, aad those 
beyond their orbits, tiie positions will not vary much for days at a time, 
leaving however their Impress on ytan. 

I shall now commence the working out of the secondary directions 
in Map No. 2 for the year 1897. As it is more convenient to take the 
civil year than the natal year the tabulations will date from January 
and close with December. 

In ordinary cases, if the planets are calcnhited to the hour of birth 
upon that day representing the year required, the poiltioiis wiU be found 
nearly enough correct, as the small motion, if divided by twdve to give 
mootbly values would not be appreciable for practical purposes. Yet 
when the motion in longitude of Mercury, \'enus and Mars does exceed 
the usual amount, or when the birth occurs in the hrst part of the civil 
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year, the half-yearly position nay be noted down. In the latter case it 
is almost imperative.* 

As our directions are required for 1897 native was born in 

1870, they will be for the twenfy-seventh year of life, represented by 
November asnd, which, natally speaking, commences at 3brs. 5omin. 
a.ro., and extends to the same time on the day fbllowmg. But as we are 
calcnlating for tlie dvU year there are two months of time left between 
the com men CP in cnt of one and the commencement of the other, and though 
this will not affect tlie major planets and only minutely the minor, it will 
produce a difference of some degrees in the Moon's position. 

Therefore to find the place of the latter for the first day of January, 
S897, we proceed as followB.t

We can now sec for ourselves that the increase of longitude being 
so great, averaging a degree per month (or what is the same thing, a 
like quantity every two hours), some provision will have to be made for 
this motion, and it appears at once to be obtained by dividing the daily 
increase of longitude fay twdvo. This will give the motion for eadi 
tm hmmt and therefore will be equivalent to 0fw mouikt fix as the day 
measures the year, the twelfth part of either must bear a direct relation- 
ship ; so that wlut happens in the ephemeris in two hours wiU take one

Hence we divide the 
Moon's daily motion hy twelve to obtain the monthly motion ; a further 
diviaioQ of the latter by iour results in weeks, and may aometiiiies 
advantageoasly be nwde. The table below will exhibit this at a glance. 

We can then fill in our secondary map. This map of course will 
contain the progiessed places of the planets calculated to time of birth* 
on the subsequent day already noted, making an exception in the case of 
the Moon for reasons already explained. The skeleton of the map, i.e., 
the signs and houses, will remain for our present purpose precisely the 
same as in the nufical map. [Herem lies the distinctioii between this 
method and that of the Progiessed Horoscope described in Cluster 
VI., Section Aw^Borroa.]

The solar group is the most important, for as the Sun is the source 
of all manifested life as we know it, it was natural for the ancient 
HenneUsta to bestow thereon primary ooosidemtioo. TUt must never 
be Ibrgotten when judging the effects of the lunar ones, liar these merely 
bring into pky the emanations resultii^ from portions and conditions of 
the progressed or radical Sun, and depend to a great extent upon such 
major conditions for the coostitatioaal direction in which they will 
function. 

We have now a certain basis to work upon, inasmuch as from the 
elements calculated the progressive map may he drawn ; and with the 
aid of the table showing the Moon's place at the beginning of each 
month, and the knowledge of the various groups of astral foroea, we may 
further compute the aspects for the year decided upon, and finally deduce 
what measure of joy and pain, advance or recession, vnll be the legitimate 
fruit thereoi Some {dain rules here follow : —

(i) Take the Sun in radix first, and see what ejects aie ^fanned

may be easily noted and sometimes profitably, for when the solar orb, or 

any other body whatever, reaches the cusp of twelftli, a mundane sextile 
to the M.C. will be formed as before shown, and the same if the cusp of 
eighth is the point of position. It is merely requisite to take note of the 
various cusps and refer to table given in an earlier chapter. 

Secondary Directions to the Radical Moou^ 

«r% of course, made to Oat liuninary. They are of great power, and 
are ascertained in the same way, just as though the radical lunar wore 
the radical aohu* orb. 

Lunar Secondaries. 

In these, by a continually increasing longitude the Moon forms 
aspects, as before tabulated, with radical and progressive planetary 
places and with the angles. These will need the closest attention, in so 
far as calculation is concerned. 

In the wholo of these various ocders the pmMpf 4tdkutim must 
upon no account be forgotten. It may occur as an aq^ between 
either radical or progres s ive places, or both. 

As we have seen before, the Sun as being the source of all power is 
well regarded as the mainstay of the system, and as it moves on the 
average only 59' per day, an aspect may begin to exert force before the 
partile condition obtains and may remam in a like state, in the 
ability to actively function as a solar direction, some time after the 
actual completion of the number of degrees which exactly comprise it 
Upon this acoQont directions in which the Sun and planets are concerned 
— (bat not progressive Moon) — ^will remain in action over comparatively 
extensive periods of time, gradually of course increasing or decreasing in 
power, while in the interim every lunar direction of a similar constitutioQ 
will arouse the latent power which resides therein. ' 

Thus it is not absolutely necessary to compute such positions, a 
mere inspection of the ephemeris being suflident to show the /Mr In 
which they are completely formed, and this will bo the year of most 
intense manifestation. It is desirable, however, in some cases to 
calculate to more minute periods of time, and by so doing the student 
will discover he has frequently to experience the pleasurable sensation

of bong not the equivocal amoont of two montbe behind or befoce the 

date of activity, but sometimes little more than a day.* 

In looking through a whole series of years, or even broadly at the 
whole life, these solar positions are the groundwork, and it is astonishing 
with what precision, in a few moments after receiving birth data, one is 
able to approximate to actual fact in giving a brief outline of mundane 
matters aa th^ have albcted the individual. It is phun, then, that to 
get out this group of Erections is a remarkably eaqr task, relativeiy, 
and in approaching the matter of secondary influences it is the first duty. 
For convenience, too, when oonsideriog this portion, we may indude 
aspects to the Moon radix. 

And now, before venturing further, and in order to render every- 
thing plain and straight- sailing to the youngest student in astral 
dynamics, we will make a tabulation of solar and fixed lunar directions 
firom Map No. 3» comprised between, and inclusive of, the ages of 
twonty and thirty. 

Counting the days from, and inclusive of, birth in tiie epbemeris lor 
thatyear, we find that the natal twentieth year of life representatively com- 
menced on November X5th and the thirtieth terminated November 35tb.

As will be noted, the signs and houses these aspects hll in are not 
inserted. This is merely for the sake of clearness, SO tliat no element of 
confusion may creep in while developing methods. 

By this time the student will have obtained some notion both of 
what is required of him, and how practically to proceed in his exertions. 
Having arranged the sohv forces that will operate in a year, a certain 
number of years, or a whole life period, to his satisfaction it will be high

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time to consider the remainlDg lunar ones. So iu as the preaent 
•loddation goes, they are required for the twenty-seventh year alone, for 
which we have made certwn compntatioos prevtoadjr. 

Upon reierence to the table of the Moon's motion, and comparing its 

various positions month by month, first with radical places, second with 
progressed ditto, we shall acquire a series of aspects that will occur at 
shorter intervals of time than those we have before dealt with, the time 
elapsing between two such, varying from a few days to a few weeks or 
months. These act only for a short period about their formation, and 
thdr dissolution quidcly follows. 

From January ist to February ist, the Moon travds tiie intervening 
degrees between nn9**36' and in.2o''52'. The only perfect aspect formed 
from a point included in such degrees of longitude is a Quincunx (150") 
to the radical Neptune in 7th. In April a Quincunx is likewise formed 
to the progressed Jupiter, but nothing of importance occurs until the 
beginning of June, when a conjunction with the progressed Venus is 
completed, immediately followed by a. trine of the radical Uranus. 

And so we oootinue, noting the monthly advance of the Moon and 
comparing it witli radical and progressive planetary places, marking the 
points where aspects are formed in terms of the civil year, until weobtain 
the list which the latter in question yields. 

Both the signs and houses the bodies happen to be in when the aspect 
is formed, must be remarked and set down in the list, as well as some indi- 
cation wh^her tiie direction is made to a radical or to a progressive place. 

I think there is no need for further elaboratioo on thia point, the 
operations beuig so eactfmely simple that they cannot foil to be 
comprehended and adopted after a little attention and study. I shall 
now, however, collect the whole of the various aspects under their proper 
headings, exhibiting at one view the stellar causes of certain events that 
would (and did) occur during the year 1897. Roman hgure) 

indicate the houses from or in which the aspects fell.

We have now the framework vpoo which to build onr jadgment. 
We have the deep-rooted causes which will produce effects according to 
the nature and qualities of the factors we deal with. We have, in point 
of fact, logically to eventuate a series of pissive positions on the plane of 
activity; and it is probably in this requirement that the majority of 
students hil to produce anything save food for further thought. 

Obviously, extended obeovations on such particuhre are out of the 
question in this place.* But to put the matter as succinctly as possible 
io that none may be left entirely in the dark, we can enunciate some 
general rules and considerations to be kept in the mind's eye wlien 
giving judgment of Secondary Directions. 

Think of the solar positions as dividing the life into great periods and 
the lunar ones as filling in the smaller affairs of life. Thus during the 
travail €i a Sun square Saturn tliere is no reason why, under suitable 
lunar directions, 9me pleasure and good health may not be expecienoed. 
The real state of the case can best be seen by looking backwards through 
the life to some earlier period when the d^resiing influence of Saturn 
was in action. 

For several years round the completion of this aspect, remembrance 
will be vivid enough of the sorrowful experiences of the occasion, 
which ai^peared as though a heavy cloud had enwrai^ed the whole life 
fbrtunes. But at the time there would have been bright intervals when 
the clouds were temporarily dbpersed by lunar podtfamt ; yet these being 
in their nature to slight and fugitive and, withal, enchained in a d^;ree 
to the mora powerful solar, are forgotten after they have served thdr 

• Moreover, the reader who has cnrefully studied the foregoing Sections of tUs 
book vfill be now in a far better position to form a correct jadgment than those students 
for wbom tills inatise was origually wiittBB.— Boiinm. 
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purpose; and the mists of succeeding years almost totally dissever tliem 
from association with the greater influence of the solar action. 

Again, in judging a position we know that, by an occult sympathy, 
the various planets bear some relation to the zodiacal signs, and through 
these to the mundane houses, and so we get a series of highly important 
pbases for coosideratioD, which must claim our full regard bdore we can 
attempt to give a true judgment. They are 

(1) The intrinsic nature of the planets concerned. 

(2) Their modification by position in radix (s^ and house). 

(3) Their modification by aspect in radix, 

(4) The signs fioin v. hich direction is formed. 

(5) The houses from which direction is formed (both r. and p.). 

(6) The nature of the aspect itsdf. 

(7} The whole collated with the indication of the radix. 

The solar conditions will point out the quality and trend of the main 
influence, to which all lunar positions must be subjugated. It is idle to 
expect any lasting benefits from the latter, however promising in them- 
selves, under evil solar aspects. When, too, no solar ones are formed in 
a particular year, we must refer to the year before or ensuing for the reign- 
ing iniiuence, and should none be formed then we must hnd the nearest 
within an orb of five degrees, and take this into our reasoning, though of 
course the furflier from oomirietion the aspect is, the less will be the force 
exerted, and the freer for unrestrained action will the luiiar be left. 

It moit be borne in mind also that the heavenly bodies, when 
directions are formed, continually act according to their inherent natures, 
and the square aspect results in undesirable effects, simply because it is 
the principle of unbalanced force, and where this is, there is evil. 

Again, each change of sign by the various bodies will incorporate 
a new influence, and the Homi, of course, as collector, transmits this to 
the individusL The Moon itself by its frequent ^gn*change in its passage 
round the zodiac, will have to be carefully considered and compared with 
indications in the radix, fot if the geniture exhibits stomach troubles, they 
will be felt most intensely when the progressive Moon is in cardinal signs; 
if heart troubles, then when she is in fixed signs, and so on. 

Besides the zodiacal sign, the mundane houses are to be considered, 
for the location of the lunar orb in each and every one will bring to the 
foro, advantageously or disadvantageoosly at tilings happen to stand 
and as the radix imports, the powers ascribed to such house* 
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Thase secondary diractions do not always act, even when there seems 
no cause to prevent them. The reason will be generally disclosed by 
reference to the primary forces in operation at that time. But, speaking 
broadly, it will be found in moie than the average numlier of times that 
primary and sccundary will agree in pointing out the same event at the same 
Hmt, thsral^ adding a great utility to the eeoondarj. Of ooniae, there 
■re, as I said before, exoepCuNis; but neverthdess, that this should beso 
in ft majority of cases is in itself an extremely dgnificant fac . 

As an illustration of how both series balance each other, take the 
exemplary nativity. No. 2. During September the arc of 0 P • dec. j) 
zod. d. d. came up. In October the secondary lunar of J) d 0 p. Again 
in my own nativity by primary direction there was completed in June, 
1897, the arc of o d ^ eum, mmi. The seoondary solar for the year was 
O d K (there being no rdation as vegaids eitiier the method or actual 
point of formation of tiw two shmiUur Ibroes), and inthe June thesecondarr 
lunar were ])•](> r*) ]) ^ t P** I> ^« ^ P*» }> ® P*i end a transit 01 
Jupiter over tny radical Mercury near the cusp of my ascendant in the 
sign Virgo. But there were no coincident portions with the J) □ >? M«v, 
mund., which eventuated in October. 

Enough has been detailed on this head to awaken the student's 
reasoning powers and suggest channels for his activity, but there remain 
one or two other points which daim a few words before clonng this section 
of my subject. 

(i) The first i^ that those years which are dimacterical, mr., those 
in which are formed the □, S or d ofthe progressed Moon to its radical 
place, are to be particularly noted, for if evil directions ultimate then, they 
are particularly dangerous, therefore it is best to tabulate such years and 
take them into account when executing a judgment. 

(s) It is wise to note also that the directional motion of the Bfoon is 
very l&e that of Saturn by transit, and tiiat it happens at times that the 
latter will be upon the directional place of the toner, or in square or 
opposition thereto. Such positions will remain in close conformation, 
frequently for long periods, the two dogging each other's footsteps as it 
were by their allied rate of progress, bringing in their train consequent 
e£fects hard to overcome. 

For instance, in the nativity No. 2, during October, 1897, the directed 
Moon catches up with Saturn m InMidv, and ramains pretty dose till the 
oonduaioaof ths yev, wbsn Saturn gets a pull, (but not a great one), 
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and about May aad Juue, 189S, by reirugression eucouuters the luminary 
again ; and ao <», until tlie Moon gradually dears oompletdy out of orb. 
It givos aome bitter experiences while it lasts. 

Another case .* fmuht bom (kkbtf 239d, 1966* About the same time 

as above (to whom she is related) the progressed Sun conjoined with 
Saturn by transit,* and from the August onwards the progressed Moon 
was in opposition thereto, and a peculiarly unfortunate period set in for the 
life and interests of the family. The temperament of the native became 
acerbid, and easily provoked into sarcastic rejoinders, — in fact the 
change waa marked enough to be noticed. Ill<health was also eicperi- 
enoed. Three members of the funily came to grief by serious illness and 
accident, and there was scarcely anything but trouble during the whole 
of the period. 

(3) Finally, it should not be overlooked that the Moon's change of 
sign (by direction) will Uw^g the mind with fresh colour; but always 
in accordance with the luminary's particular radical expression, which 
must never oooe be lost sight oL

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CHAPTER VII. 



Minor Forhs : Cyclic and PRoracnoNAL Dirrctino. 

Wb have now disposed of the more important and recognised aids 
to our peeps into futurity, but there are still left a number of minor 
operations which are of more or less doubtful utility, and which cannot be 

detailed at this time. 

A method of Hindu directing has been already exemphfied in a 
former vohime,"^ and although I intended including an outline myself in 
this survey, yet the disparity of various factors between Eastern and 
Western methods causes roe to doubt whether any good purpose would 
be served 1^ a more extensive conaderation of the peculiar qrstsms of 
the Hindus, than that which I have alluded to. For until there is a more 
reasonable amalgamation of the two in essentials and preliminaries, it is 
idle to expect the average student to give much of his attention to the 
directional portion. 

cyclic DIRBCnONS. 

Let us turn now then to what is known as cyclic directing or direct- 
ing by planetary periods. It has been found that each planet possesses 
a distinct period of its own, one not directly related to its actual motion : 
therefore, given the particular lengths of these periods as they concern 
each bdividnal planet, the actual place of the latter attained by period 
at any stated epoch can be eanly discovered by proportion, the motion 
being uniform throughout. Then we may see what aspects are formed 
to the places of the heavenly bodies, and consequently judge what 
influence is operating. The following is the usually given table:

This table, it most be comfaaaed, is not very well attested in some of 
its parts, and noany who ose the sjstan take nineteen years as the period 
of Mars. But be they right or wrong, the method of computing the 
places for any time required is simple enough. The major aspects alone 

need be dealt with. 

For instance, if we desire Saturn directed to the conjunction of the 
Radical Moon in Map No. 2, we find that they are I5°38' apart, Saturn 
being mdiacally in advance of the Moon; then as the Satumian pedod 
is thirty years, and, at the rate of xaP per year, 15*38' will l>e equivalent 
to X year, 3 months, ao days, and this subtracted from the whole period, 
as Saturn has passed the place of aspect, gives a8 years, 8 months, 10 
days, at which time Saturn, by cyclic direction, will be over the Moon's 
radical position. Seven and a half years after that, a square aspect 
would be formed, and another similar division of time would result in the 
opposition, and the half period of fifteen years added to this would bring 
about the second conjunction at 58 years, 8 months, xo days. Other 
positions may be rimilarly csknlated. 

As will be seen in the following chapter, the use of these periods 
seems to consist in providing a broad and extensive basis rather than in 
denoting particular passing events. Simmonite avowed he would rather 
pay more attention to transits than periods; and I am inclined to endorse 
his opinion, until a wider investigation has yielded us a sounder.and surer 
knowledge.

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PKOFBCnOMAL OlSRCTIOMS. 

There is a method of directing laid down in the last chapter of 
Ptolemy's TetrabibloSt which is much akin to the Hindu system, in that 
each pknet is brought to rule a certain term or period (rf life in sooces- 
doo, from which is derived anotlier under snb^rule, a still tower dMcent 
being made to a circ le beneatii this. I refer to probcticma] diiectiiig. 
Briefly we proceed as follows. 

Number the years from birth to the one for which the profectional 
directions are desired to be taken, and for every year add one sign to the 
sign containing the Hyleg at birth. The lord of the sign so deduced is the 
duonocrator for that year. Note that the computatioii is made from the 
degree (tf the sign holding the hyleg, therefore the term may include 
portions of two dgns. Thus if it be reqinred to find the annual chrono> 
crator for the twenty-seventh year (Map 3), reference is made to the 
hylegiacal place, which is here the ascendant, and from a** 1^13' to 2°TTti3' 
would be the ruling period for the first year, and from 2*'iTi,i3' to 2° t 13' 
that for the ensuing year, so that for the twenty-seventh year a pro- 
gression through the various signs of the zodiac would have been 
omipleted twice before arrival was made again at the pcnnt required, 
v£r., 1 13' to 3^13', flie lords of which signs are the actual chrooocrators 
for the year. 

Having determined this point, the monthly profection may be 
acquired therefrom in this manner: — Allow twenty-eight days for the 
month,* and for every month after natal month add one sign, counting 
from the sign of the year.f 

Ejcakplb iRtquired, the ruling sign and piaiut for August 27th to Septm' 
fer 37th, 1897 {^"P 

Counting from the annual sign, the first month of the natal year, 
m., October 27th to November 27th, has for chronocrator the identical 
sign governing the whole year, and proceeding with the enumeration we 
arrive at the month required, where we find roughly! 2°^ 13' to 2*^11113'

To the days may be also apportioned their respective rulers,* if 
desired, by allowing a sign for every two days and eight hours after birth, 
still keeping to the mooth of twenty-wght days, and oonntlng (as Wilson 
thinks) from the day of the month on which the Urth occurred. 

Thus ignoring the days, we get finit the annoal period bearing rule 
over the entire year ; ttamHyt the monthly ones, having a sub-dominioB 
over each month, thus :

The method of giving judgment is similar to the Hindu, and is 
arrived at by a judidous combination in the first place of the several 
elements as they stand. The annual sign and its rulers will exhibit the 
general influence tot the year, and the monthly pkces the equivalent 

monthly influences. 

Notice, however, is to be paid to the representation of these places 
in the radix, both as regards sign and planet and their position by this 
progressed motion in regard to the ascendant, M.C., etc.; also what 
planets, if any, art at ike timt of profuHon passing by transit through such signs 
nUing the yew 9f month. The principal use would appear to be, as stated 
of cyclic directions, in supplying media fix primaries and secondaries to 
fonction b, and in this respect I can omcdve an influmce more than in 
any other way. 

Of course, further division of the yearly sign itself can be made into 
solar months by dividing the 30*^ by 12, and so obtaining a measure of 
3'*30' for that time, and it follows, too, that this monthly period can be 
proportionately divided to ascertain daily minutes of passage, but this is 
scarcely practicable when we are so much at sea with the Urger

There is no doubt an element of truth in this, but we cannot honestly 
subscribe to much at the present hour. We must continue groping a 
Uttle longer. 

SOLAR RIVOLUnONS. 

Another method of prevoyance is that of the Solar Revolution, 
which strictly is made from a map erected for the time the Sun reaches 
the exact degree and minute of longitude in the sign it possessed at 
birth. Upon this basis Simmmiite has laborioitsly reared a complicated 
stmctuie which to explain here, even partially, would exhaust many 
pages and most likely the reader's patience as well, so that an account 
and an explanation must be deferred to a future occasion ; and as it is 
not properly a method of directing, it may very well be omitted. 

Metliods are so numerous that it is well-nigh a hopeless task for 
one student to become thoroughly conversant with all. Far better 
would be the result if, while by no means neglecting to become acquainted 
with any and every matter appertaining to the art of directing, some 
one department were to be chosen by each worker, to be intmded for 
special investigation, and the results, however small and apparently 
insignificant at the time, accurately tabulated. 

In an ap(r(H like the present, it is totally impossible to enter deeply 
into every topic, when each one might have been in itself the subject of 
an inquiry quite as extended as the whde essay. 

For my own part, I omsider that the computation and combination 
of Primary and Secondary directions, with a due appreciation of InMofo, 
ingresses and lunalions, to be, for all ordinary interests and purposes, the 
best method of procedure. It will be objected, doubtless, by some, that 
the first-named do not act commensurately with the time they occupy 
in calculating, but this is only partially true, the personal bias having a 
great deal to ^ with it. Even so, however, it b no excuse Ibr ne^ect, 
and as our investigations deepen, little 1^ little we shall see ior ourselves 
the former objection removing fartiier and fiirther away, and our own 
ignorance becoming slowly but surely a thing of the past. 
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If a hasty or general survey of a subject's life be required, then 
secondaries provide a ready and excellent means. But when we corae 
to consider what a life means, I think it will be admitted that to map out, 
year after year, possibilities and events, change and circumstance, 
advance and recession, intention and contingence, will be a more 
enormous task than the ordinary astrologer countenances ; so that he 
might well feel justified in proceeding on the assumption that g^ave 
matters and lengthy operations need an equivalent consideration when 
attempting to ascertain them by means of astrological laws. 

In the next chapter I shall outline what I consider an appropriate 
method of co-ordination of the several series implicated, including only 
those mentioned praviously, which I think will be found to cover the 
most ground reasonably to nature and satisfactorily to human nature. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 



The Co-ordination, Interdependence and Power of the sbveral 
FORMS OF Directing, with the use of such Auxiliaries 

A8 Transits, etc. 

" FoRTASSE non omnia eveniunt qiise predicta sunt. Ne scpria quidem qui 
a non omnes convalescunt, idcirco ars nulla medicina esW—Dc Natura Deorum, 
Cicero. 

If we look over the subject carefully, it will be found tliat we can con- 
struct a scale of the various processes involved in aifecting man's welfare, 
and approximately obtain a very £ur idea of thdr rdative intensity, their 
aoopet interdependenoe and order. Collecting the more nnivecaal ones 
together, they may be arranged somewhat as follows b a gradually 
aaoending series. The correlation is probably not exact because we can 
only in a general way at present — and clumsily at that — recognise fully 
the interdependence and ramification of all systems, and the peculiar 
sympathy of certain methods with others* 
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Such a tabular view I am well aware is, and must be, incomplete, 
so that I have not descended to details. It is almost impossible to 
include all the orders through which planetary influence communicates 
itself to us, and certainly so to fit them in their proper niches. Roughly, 
however, for our present purpose the tabular view will be sufficient, and 
we see at once that it forms a gradually ascending scale, whose compo- 
nent parts deal more hardly with us the higher we ascend, " Leading 
through nature up to nature's God." Or we may think of it as a ladder 
which all have to climb, the height not being proportionately lower for 
the nervous ones, but equally formed for both them and their more self- 
possessed brethren. 

Immediately below Karma we find the Life Periods common to all 
men, vis.: 

(1) The first four years of life ruled by the Moon before the 
rational mind is exerted, a period characterised by rapid growth and 
imperfection of parts. (0—4.) 

(2) The period from four years of age to ten years immediately 
following, under Mbrcurv, in which the rational and intellectual is 
shadowed forth and intelligence begins to be displayed. (5 — 14.) 

(3) The next eight years, over which Venus dominates, and during 
which the seminal motion commences, resulting in eagerness, desire and 
rashness. (15 — 22.) 

(4) The Sun's period of nineteen years during which, if ever, 
ambition, honours and authority are aimed at. (23 — 41.) 

(5) Mars follows with fifteen years and brings the true age of man- 
hood, with the incidental anxieties, difficulties and austerity. (42 — 56.) 

(6) A period of twelve years under the dominion of Jupiter. 
Maturity with reflection, prudence, and all the vivid results of experience. 
Ease, honour and quiet. (57 — 68.) 

(7) From here onwards to the end of life comes under Saturn. 
The animal spirits evaporate or become obstructed, and the mind, 
appetites and enjoyments become dull or entirely fail. (69—100.) 

These things are so well-known* as the concomitants of the natural 
trend of life, that astrologically they are forgotten, but the possibilities

Whether it is best to omit all mention of actual sources firoDl wliidl 
judgment is drawn, when executing such for the benefit of persons not 
astrologers and the matter not intended to see the light of day in print, 
is a point to be decided individually. Personally I see no reason to 
admit the least extent of tabolation or reference to wiginating influences 
for «MiM ktd even though m t$t lulistima; and in the majority of cases 
it will be found to depredate rather than add valne to the remailcs when 
continual reference is made to signs, houses, arcs, etc., and the text 
plentifully bestrewed with symbols. Any astrological explanation to one 
who has no acquaintance with even the rudiments of the science, and 
who perhaps never intends to trouble about them, would not only be 
useless but unwise. To him of course who is endeavouring to grope his 
way in the stndy, I can conceive that in the initial stages of such 
attempt the purely astrological references would be suggestive and 
instructive if coming from a conscientious elucidator. 

Returning from our digression it may be mentioned in passing, that 
the column for the event may be conveniently omitted when a horoscope 
is under treatment by various methods; for the results of these latter 
will require combining, as the unity of the whole will not be obtained by 
discoursing on each separate arc, aspect and tnmsit, without having 
recourse to a considsratioo of the enthn tiend of planetary influence at 
any one period* 

Let us first collect the parts of the various series together into a 
tabular statmneot, which will present such an appearance as here follows :

• "Ingresses" are the passages over the frrgnssive places of plaoStS la COBtm 
distinclioa to those over the radical positions, denominated " Transits." 
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We have now a fairly complete outliDe of the operative influences 
for the year, and one which will be adjudged sufficiently expanded to 
ensure a satisfactory explanation on a purely astrological basis of the 
events of the year. It remains only for the various factors to be skilfully 
blended and translated into plain and pointed language, and the task of 
the astral philosopher is complete. The length, the extent, the applica- 
bility and truth of the delineation depend obviously enough on the 
powers of the operator — powers which time alone and an intense, 
unwearied, conscientious study will obtain for him. 

The transits, ingresses and lunations will bring all into play, and I 
should advise a particular attention to the former, as apart from 
directions they will indicate much to a true student. The latter will 
never allow a day to pass without ascertaining those in force for the 
twenty-four hours in advance, as well in his horoscope as in the world. 

Those who look upon them as only acting when they happen to 
occur round the birthday must have small powers of observation, or 
such a ridiculous theory could never be supported. Let each examine 
for himself until it becomes clear in his own mind that transits are 
continually acting, and though occasionally they appear to produce 
nothing, a passage of if. bringing no benefits and one of no evil, the 
cause is not far to seek, and will be found in the strength and 
constitution of the direction at the time. 

I could adduce many instances of judgment drawn solely from a 
series of transits, and what is more, with unimpeachable attestation, but 
1 am of opinion that what has been previously remarked will be sufficient 
for my purpose — that of inducing students not to overlook them. 

In writing the delineation, attention should be first paid to the 
general nature of the whole year deduced from a consideration of the 
primary arcs and solar secondaries. Endeavour to realise what the great 
karmic law of nature has intended the ego should learn, suffer, or energise, at this 
one time. Try to understand what is the lesson to be leantt, the trial to be overcme, 
or the wisdom to be indrawn. They are there if we will read them. 

Thus on reference to the tabulation we find in this instance that 
worry, ill-health and intellectual advancement are the dominating 
characteristics for 1897. 

The solar secondary of 0 6 9 will throw open the intellectual 
channels as wide as the nature is fitted to allow, and there will result 
much dealing in books and association with literary persons and things* 
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This is intensified in Septeml^er, when D (1 ^ formed. Mystical 
affairs are certain to be to the fore, and abundant opportunity is pro* 
vided for the perceptive faculties to develop. It is pretty safe to assert 
that if this chance is lost the gates will be closed so far as this present 
incarnation is concerned. The opportunities the year affords will never 
arise again. 

After thoroughly unravelling the major influences which affect the 
native more or less throughout the entire year, consideration may then 
be made of the minor aspects, reducing these to the heading of months, 
and noticing when there is any particular concatenation of major and 
minor influences, because then the resultant effects will be more serious, 
or beneflcial, as the case may be. Directions also of planets which 
concur with similar life or planetary periods, will act powerfully by 
sympathy during such times, or the opposed planet by antipathy. 
Thus during Mars' period directions of that planet would act with full 
force by reason of its sympathetic accord, as well as those of Venus 
by antipathetic discord. 

Finally, recourse may be had to the transits, etc., which, supposing 
all our calculations have been correctly made from correct data, will 
frequently appoint the exact day of planetary action, its incipience or 
its culmination. 

There will be faults, assuredly, for neither directing nor the director 
is infallible, but that is no more argument that the art is false, as Cicero 
remarks in the note at the head of this chapter, than that medicine is so 
because patients die under the doctors' hands. 

A last word. The Radix is ever the key to the whole matter. Let 
not the student anticipate the worst from " evil " directions arising out 
of a fortunate nativity, nor, on the other hand, the most favourable 
results from " good " directions from an afflicted geniture. 
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To those who wish to study in detail the directions predisposing to a 
certain event — lo find out, as far as possible, why the circumstances were 
exactly as they were and happened exactly when they did — the following little 
exposition of the general theory of The Progressed Horoscope Aod Its Offshoots 
will b« of interest. It is taken from a paper which appeaxealn Modsm Astrol<^ 
in Jttoe, 1903 (Vol. XIV., p. 229), to wnicn article those may refer who wish to 
see a practical exemplification of the method suggested. The whole idea is but 
the logical ontoome of the principles previously enunciated.

•* Having, I trust, clearly estabhshcd my working principles so far, I want' 
before commenting in any way on figures A\ B', and C, to turn aside for a 
moment, not without due grounds, to consider the question of the so-called 
"converse directions." For a careful discussion of this subject I must refer 
the reader to Mr. Green's admirable Theoretical AUrology, to which book I am

There is one point which descn cs attention, and that bears on the question 
of " primary " directions — which it is perhaps just as well that every student 
should understand, at least in principle if not in practice. 

In normal cases, the foetus is nine months in gestation, during which time 
the Sun completes three quarters of his annual journey. Far only three 
months of that particular cvcle does the child see the Ught of day : the previous 
nine are spent in the darwiess of the womb. Tliis gives ns the proportion 
I to 3, ana it suggests that the visible life upon earth is only a quarter of that 
particular cycle iu the greater life of tiie Ego of which it is a section. 

Now, il this is so, we sec that the ninety years wliich form the normal 
complement of human life will correspoud (^i) to the three months or quarter- 
year succccdiog Uxlh, {ue., the ' progressed ' or ' progressive ' horoscope) and (b) 
to the six bows or qtutrttr-day succeediiu; the moment of birtlu (* primary * 
dhrectlons). The first of these analogies will be seen to bdd good as regards 
the Progressed Horoscope, from what has been already said concerning the 
latter; the second, on the other hand, affords a reasonable explanation of the 
principle underlying the so-called " primary " directions, which latter have 
undeniably established a claim to co:iiidcration through practical iustanceSi 
but are yet (in our opfadon) mistakenly conceived of «rlMnffBgKl4edMtJlO0«(|r 
possible accurate means of fbreteilios the future. 

The qnesHoo now arises:—^ If these methods are both true in some way 
as analogy suggests they should be, how arc wo to regard thcni : and, in the 
case of a ' good * direction in one coinciding with a ' had ' direction in another, 
to which are we to accord precedence ? " The answer to this appears to be 
that since the horor.c Dpe of birth is the prime factor iuvolvedt so that good 
directions therefrom can only be interpreted in temistheno^— A consideration 
too often lost siiiht of by many students— in the same way, the qnarteT'iotatlon 
of the globe succeeding birth must be regarded as boKling precedence over 
the Progressed Horoscope. 

In other words, the six-hours-after-birth directions — (* primary ') — may be 
regarded as determining, in conjunction with the birth figure, those conditions 
of life which constitute our JaU, that portion of our " karma" wUch does not 
depend upon any actions or our own in our present life but is the heritage, good 
or Dad, of our past lives ; that which we cannot escape by any circumspection on 
our own part. As examples may be instanced inherited or unexpected sources 
of revenue, death of parents, misfortunes brought upon us through national 
disaster, etc.; in a word, our fixed JaU, corresponding in a sense to the effects 
of Uranus, the planet typical of the inevitable and the unforseen. It represents 
wlu^ may be termed the heceditaiy constitution of the soo^Tfo Form, md Ut 
flMtfo of txpansion. 

The " progressed horoscope," on the other hand, may be taken as repre* 
senting the possibilities of individual growth within the limits of the form thus 
marked out : it indicates those trials and conflicts which are brought against us 
in order to test our strength, and by struggUug with which we may develop and 
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expand these resotirces we already possess ; and also, of cootm, those joys and 
benefits of which we may accept just so much as we can proiitably ase; 
corresponding to the planets Saturn and Jupiter. It represpnt?, in fact, what 
may be paralleled as physical exercise, rest and nourishment : in brief, Tht 
Life and Us inflow. No doubt this distinction will be found also to apply to the 
** converse " directions alluded to in Appendix I.t if the suK«stion there made aa 
to the essential diatinctton between dinlet and coo^ec a e mrectkma la carefoDy 
borne in mind. 

With these consideratioos we may leave the subject for the present. In 
another portion of tliis work will be founil ;i treatise on the method of computing 
' primary ' directions, and it need hardly be said that any delineations baaed on 
the " progressed horoscope " will be capable of appUcation in anaoalacoaaway 
to the diractiona calculated according to this method— due aUowaneak hoiravari 
iMiiig nuido for the fimdamental diffiBreooe hinted at above. 

A SiMPLB Way of Cai.cui.*timo Primasv DiRECTioMa. 

A word in conclusion as to a brief and easy way of Computing (approxi- 
mately) the most important 'primary' dircctious for any year. Set up the 
bouses of the horoscope just as you would for the progressed horoscope, but do 
not insert the planets' places : then refer the positions in the birth horoscope 
to this new map. Note particularly the angles of the new figure: any aspect 
theceficom to a radical planet is of importanoai but by £ur the most important 
*dinetioa* la the arrival at an vanglu of the radical posMon of a planet, for 
the Influance of that planet will then reach its culminating or lowest point (M.C. 
or I.e.), or will thenceforward fade, disappear (Dcscdt.), or, on the other hand, 
increase (Ascdt.), according to the angle concerned.* Thus, suppose .at birth 
M.C. is a 15,° while ^ is an": in the 26th ye.ar of life, when the M.C. has 
progreaaedto n 11° the influence of ^ hi its physical aspect (calamities) wOl 
ihen raacb tta maximum, and the greatest crasli will fail upon the native— 
that Is, a sndden event, good or bad according to the nature of and the aspects 
to IJJ in the birth horoscope — will tlicn happen. In this way the most striking 
vears of Ufe (in its external aspect at any rate) can be seen, by mere inspection, 
nom a Table of Houses for the birth-place. 

It should, however, be remembered that tliis method is only approximak in 
any case, and is at best incomplete, so that those who value aoctutaoy aboold 
study carefully that part of this book which ia devoted to th« natbenatlcal 
method of directing. (Section D.)

interest and ImpoctBiiee to be inciuded ben, Tho writer, Mr. C. C. iUmtft 
says:—

me to send you tbe following comGdon in compating the secondary direction (con- 
sidered primary by Placidus). whicb solves the problem ot bringing u exactly to the 
meridian as the direction for accession to the throne.

My sugstestion is : — 

(i) To apply this measure to tbe direction now called secondary, by addition to

(s) To eoosidar tba "day ysar*' as dstamdaad. oot by dock tine^ bot by aa 

tfviwatmt— not an oqoaf distiwa of tbe Son fram tbe meridian. 
By way of illnstration, and also for verilieatkm. as fur as one lastaaos can avail, 

let me take the direction for Queen Victoria's accession, as follows :

I have tried this method with success in other cases, but I do not pretend that 
tba result is always satisfactory For what method of directing an tbat be dalmsd? 
But I hope that you or your expert readers will Rive it a trial. 

Posiicrif't.—'To the foregoing. 1 will add another mode of directing, by which the 
same result is obtained for the same event, in the same nativity. Bat a word of 
inrlsaattfwi or iostlAcatfan Is naosssarv. 
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No one will object to the above simple direction of G in the zodiac, because It 
merely substitutes the exact proportional advance of O (or the equivalent of longitude 
to lime ol>«ierve<1 in the primarv zo<liacal direction) for the diurnal advance, which 
does not keep that proportion H;it 1 have now to propose a bolder innovation.

The real question at issue is much doepcr than woald at first sight 
appear, namely, granted that a solar longittuiinal motion of 1° is equivalent 
to a year, why should it be so, seein>; that ttie Q doOS OOt mOve exactly I* 
during either a day or any integral fraction of a year ? " 

But in its practical aspect the method merely calls for ttstuigt and we hope 
all stadentsof *directioo8' will make trial of tM method on any nativity of 
aniropeachablo acoaraoy.

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Summary of Measures of Time. 

The thoughtful reader who has carefully considered the new method 
advanced by Mr. C. C. Massey in Appendix III. will perceive that there is a 
•omewhat formidable array of rival measures of time now before the astrological 
world. Perhaps it will condace to a clearer onderstandiag pf the matter i£ a 
short sammwry of these is given. 

(A) One degree measures one year. There are two possible varieties of 
this, io addition to the special oiodificatioas mentioned in the Art and Practk* 

(t) In this, the degree is taken as Right Asoensloo. This is tlie' measnra 

given by Ftolftny. 

(2) In this, the degtee is taken as longitude. This is Mr. C. C. Masaej'a 

suggestion. 

(B) One day measures a vear. There are several theoratieally possilile 
varieties of this ; but it will probably be sufficient to mention the following : — 

(3) The day is assnmed to be a mean day. This Is the method nsoally 

followed. 

(4) The day is assumed to be a true solar day. This means that the 

progressed horoscope is calculated for the apparent time of birth and 
not for the mean time. An explanation of this method is given in 

the astrological manual entitled Dirtctlons and Directing. 

(5) The day is assumed to be what may be called, for the sake of con- 

venience, a mundane day ; (.«., it ends with the Sun's return to the 
exact mundane position irom which it started. The progressed tioro. 
scope la calealaied fixr the time wlien the Sun's meiidian distance is 

in the same proportion to its semi-arc as at birth. An illostratlon 

of this method also is given in Directions and Directing. 

A student familiar with the mathematics of the subject might really employ 
anyone of these as the mcasare in cither of the two systems of directing;, the 
application varying according to whether it was applied to the progression of 
foe meridian or to that of the Sun. When applied to the progression of the 
meridian by the axial rotation of the eartli, the s/stem is called F^ary ; when 
appHed to the progression of the Son in the sodbu: l>y the ovUtal xevolattoo of 
toe earth, the system is called Secondary.

It often hAppena tbat one iHdies to know the aetnal toy on which a miven 

£ regressed aspect falls due, and it has therefore appeared desirable to give an 
lustration of how this may be done, in the simplest way, and with the least 
ainount of calculation. 

Let us take the Progressed Horoscope of the Editor, given on p. 37, for 
flliittration, and we will calculate the first lunar aspect, pp. Q 9 r. wmch ndlt 
due somewhera in Octol>er, igo6. We have chosen a lunar aspect, because, 
although the method of calculation is precisely similar in the case of mutual or 
solar aspects, it is rarely that any good purpose is served by calculating them 
to the day, since, as has been previously explained (p. 68), it is the lunar aspects 
chiefly that are concerned with actual events. Wc proceed in much the same 
way as described for the calculation of the time of a New Moon on p. 63 oC 
Astrology for Att^ Part IL — (iHiich book, by the way, the reader will do wen to 
ac(^uire, if be does not already possess it, as it is a perfect treasury of knowledge 
on just those points students are likely to be in doubt about) ; using preferably an 
cpbemeris for the year of birth, as it is more convenient than the " Condensed 
Ephemeris," where several calculations of this kind are required. Wc first

The day, then, that has this S.T. at uoon, or the nearest thereto, as recorded in 
tlie Ephemeris, is the day of the year to which noon on the day of birth 
measures. This day. in the year 1906, is November loth, and not the 9th, as 
we calculated approximately on p. 3s, and hence the map on p. 37 is really 
calculated for the latter dato— not that the discrepancy makes any material 
dlflerence, of course. 

Now wc can at once see the aoplication of tUsmethod to the determination 
of the date on which Tj p.Q ^ r. falls due.

Any other example can be worked in a similar manner, and the only thing 
the beginner needs to remember, in order to avoid coafusioo, is that we are 
here concerned with Greenwich time throughout, never local time, and witfi 
the R.A.M.C. of the radical and not with that of the prooessed horoscope. 

la the case of natives born elsswhere than in Loudon itls important to re- 
member that it is the difference between the actual R.A.M.C. of birth and the 
R.A.M.C. at Greenwich Noon on that day which is to be taken, and not merdv 
the time bafim or after noon at the place of birth. A moment's reflectioa wlU 
show why.

On p. 36 a passing reference was made to "The Progressed Birthday." 
This term deserves a roller explanation, the more so inasmttCOMtbe calculation 
of progtesied amecto to the exact day of falfilmeot b very possibly afifected 
by it. 

Briefly stated, the Progressed Birthday is as many days in advance of the 
ordinary " birthday " as the native is years old. But in order to explain how 
the term has arisen, and why the Progressed Birthday should be of importance, 
it is best to have recourse to an illustration. For the sake of clearness we will 
take the siinplest possible case. 

Suppose a person to be born on April ijtb, 1906, precisely at noon, at 
Greenwich. The Snn will be found to be exactly on the meridian — in other 
words, the 0 is c$ M.C— in T 22°38'. In a year's time the progressed Sun 
will be T 23~37', and yet the native's "birthday" will be celebrated at noon 
on April 13th, when the M .C. is T sa^jff and the progresaed San eonseqaendy 
one whole degree away from it 1 

The discrepancy here is very slight, and to argue about the matter may 
seem like " quibbling." But it is otherwise when the native has attained to 
thirty years or so, and is, perhaps, living far more in his progressed than in his 
radical horoHCopc — which is especially likely in the case of highly strong and 
sensitive people. If the 'progressed' horoscope, then, really is his horoscope 
rather than the * radical,' it is quite clear that the Sun has not made a complete 
circuit of the Zodiac, so bir as he is oonceroed, until it has reached the place - 
of the progressed Sun, 8 32*, on the 13th May, which will aooordingly be bis 
Progressed Birthday when he has reached his thirtieth year. 

In short, some able astrologers have contended that the Progressed 
Birthday is tlie true biitliday anniversary, and that the true meason In 
* directing ' is not " a year for a day," but " a year and a day for a day." 

It seems very likely that no bard and fast rule can be laid aown as to 
the genocal truth of this contention, and that jost as there are some people 
who seem to live a whole llfis<ttme la one portion of the radical horoscope, 
scarcely being aCEscted at all by directions, {see Introduction, p. ix), and others 
who are ready to respond to and take advantage of every new influence as it is 
shed upon them, so for some, the Pio,.;resbied Birthday may have no sisnific.uice, 
while for others it almost entirely overrides the " birthday " ordinarily observed. 

However this may be, there is one point which should not be lost sight of, 
and that is, that if the principle alluded to has any foundation in nature, direc- 
tions measured from the ordinary birthd.iy will (or may) be incorrect as to time. 

For instance, to revert to the case we have imagined, we find that the Moon 
meets the sextile of Jupiter at noon on the 29th of May, 1906. When may this 
be expected to take eSect ? In the year 1932, that is certain ; but will it be upon 
the radical birthday," April ijtb, or on tte •* prograssed birth Jay.** May agib ? 
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O.ily experieace can decide. But in any case the calculation need be no 
dUBoultV. All the itlldeat need do is to calculate the time the progreued 
«Veot Deeom«s due, as just described ia Appendix V., and note it in hto 
pocket-book, maktog at the same tfme a dmUar entry on a date a* many day* 

ahead of this as he is years oKI at thr; time. Nothing could be flfanpler than 
this, and the student can thus establish the point for himself. 

Some ob.servations made recently incliiu^ tlic writer to favour the influt^nce 
of the Progressed Birthday in the manner described, and be would be gratefal if 
atodeota would communicate the rMolts of their meanhea ia tbit direetloo to 
the pagea of U«d4m Atirohgy.

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Ths Umitv of All Systems or Dirbcthio. 



One of the first things that strikes a beginner is the multitude of "systems" 
and " methods " of direction, and he is tempted to think that if there are so 
many they will probably all be wrong, since they cannot all be right. Yet the 
advocate of each system claims that the one he follows gives results more 
reliable, according to his experience, than any other I 

It is quite clear, however, that the tests of two people with regard to any 
system of^directions will not be of equal value, even though the investigators 
be of equal inti ^rity aud ability. For one will look for his results in one 
direction, for financial lof^s, say, while the other looks for death, perhaps, or 
persona! sufi'ering; — this is only given as a crude illustration of the difference in 
mental bias between the two experimenters, (which difference of outlook will 
inevitably have its effect upon all results coming under their notice, nevertheless), 
and it is not, of course, intended to be taken too literally. 

Nevertheless, the mere fact that careful individual investigators swear by 
many different systems, is strong presuniptive evidence of .1 i^ood measure of 
trutli in eacli; and it immediately suggests itself to the mind that this common 
measure of truth is a fundamental pnnciple, the operation of which through 
diflisreDt media (so to speak) is observed and recorded by different witnesses. 

Let 08 exumoe into the question and see if this one fnndamental principle 
can be discerned. 

\Vc will first take the system of Primary Directions, so called, in which the 
angular distance by oblique ascension between two bodies is measured, and 
equated at the rate of 1° = i year. No reason is as a rule advanced for this 
procedure, beyond that it was the practice of Ptolemy or Placidus or some 
other ancient authority, who may have bad excellent reaaont for Us practice 
without, hoHever, stating them. One degree of obliqae ascension is one degree 
of the cqu.ator, and is the menn i:icrcment of the Sun (or the meridian) in 
Right Ascension /^r i^M'. If, therefore, the cuspal points of the "progressed 
horoscope" be considered in relation to the radical places of the plancls, as 
suggested in Appendix II., we shall thus iiave what is virtually Primanr Direct- 
ing : except (i) that the measure of time will vary — very sK^tly; (a) that in the 
case of planets having latitude, they would not arrive at the anglea or coups of 
hottses precisely as shown ; and (3) that this process, while Identtcal in principle, 
would not be so convenient in practice, siticc we should have no means of 
ascertaining thereby when one pi. met had arrived ;it the same distance by O.A. 
beyond a cusp that another was at birth, and thus formed with it the various 
mundane aspects □, 3 > mundane parallel, rapt parallel, etc.). Otherwise, 
however, these two processes are ideuttcal. 

This holds equally true whether the directions are * direct ' or ' converse ' ; 
it is only a question of regarding the pUce of the first or the second planet as 
fixed and the place of the other as moving towards the $ , d w aspect thereof.

at all — with the system of Primary Directing. 

Secondary Directions have been defined in " The Art and Practice of 
Directing " as consisting of : (a) Secondary Solar directions formed by proper 
motion in longitude (zodiac) flner birth by planets radical and progressive to 
Sun ditto, or by Sua or planets progressive to M.C. or Asc. radical, (6) Secondary 
Fixed Lunar, i^., aspects of above to the Moon's place in radix, (r) Lunar 
Progressive, t.^., those formed from day to day by the progressive Moon's 
increasing longitude, either with the Sua or planets radical or progressive, its 
own place at birth, M.C. and Asc. radical, etc. 

Tbeae. it will be seen, can all be classified under positions occurring io tbe 
Proraesaed Horoscope. 

There are thus but two things left unacconnted for, tbe ** progressed 
Ascendant " and the " progressed M.C." These seem to be the peculiar 
property of the Progressed Horoscope, as explained in Chapter V., and since 
they are found to be of undoubted efficacy it would appear to indicate that the 
latter method not only iwc/iM/fs the Pnmary and Secondary Directional Systems 
within itself (if properly stodied), but also adds a new factor of vital interest. 

Thus it has been mown that amid apparent diversity there is yet a unity 
of principle, vix., that the circle of the day after birth reflects itself in the year 
of subsequent life, starting from tbe birth-moment and the birth-day respec- 
tively, as shown in Appendix II. — in which the rational basis of the conception, 
that tbe first six hours after birth impress their influences on the subsequent 
history, at the rate of a year for each four rafamtes. Was explaiiied, and whidi 
therefore need not be reproduced here. 

There remains but one further consideration. Granted as alxjve tliat the 
planetary movements per day after i)irth reflect tliemselvcs iu due perspective 
on succeeding years, why should tlie conception be limited to the " year " 
defined by the orbit of our own planet merely ? 

Tbe period of Saturn's revolution is approximately 30 ye«es> Let ns 
suppose tnen that a mundane direction of 16 , say, occurs about two minutes 
afterbirth. This is (i) at tlic rateof4m.— a year, (Primary Direction), equivalent 
to about 0 months after birth ; (2) at the rate of 4m. = 30 years (one year of 
Saturn), 15 yean OT w; (}) at the rate of 401. » i* of preceaaoo,* 86 ymrtt ot 
thereabouts. 

From such a aeries of directions one would expect a parallel aeriM of 
events, acting, of course, on diflerent planes of environment as it were. As a 
matter of fact, in the illustration given that is precisely what happened. In the 
nativity! of a male well known to the present writer, the Moon is applying to 
the conjunction of Mercury, the joint ruler of 1st and 5th. (i) The events of the 
first six mouths have not i)een conmuuiicated, but it is known that a removal 
(d S) took place shortly after birth, (z) At 15 years native went abroad (tbe 
was la gth) and met a youth to whom be became warmly attached. (5) At 
uxmt 30 years he underwent a radical change of thought, was thrown into an 
entirely new mental environment and declares himself to have felt, as it were, 
illuminated in comparison with his past beliefs jyth house). At the same 
period, he became deeply attached (9 ruler of 5th) to a lady somewhat his 
senior, in whose caset a similarly close nmndane application of the mler to tho 
ascendant measured by the same process to tbe same event

The question which presents itself most forcibly to the mind on reviewing 

these many methods is — "which is the most important one ? " 

The . in swer appears to be that "Primary" and "Secondary" Directions, 
in conjunction with the Progressed Horoscope, have by far the most direct 
and immediate influence on ordinary concerns, the " Primary " apparently 
liaving chief relation to those events which can in no sense be considered 
dependent on the native's own actions,— in a word, bis " karma "; whfle the 
Progressed Horoscope, on the other hand, seems to chiefly indicate tiie 
unfolding of the character and of the opportiuufies for its development. 

In connection with this latter, many cases are found in which an unpro- 
gressive soul sticks in the rut of the radical horoscope, as it were, whilst a more 
progressive individual with a less favourable nativity responds at once to every 
new aspect or degree on the ascendant, with all the readiness and adaptability of 
those capable people who sdse and uttHse every opportonity for advancement. 

The ^rist of the whole matter is, then, that each and every system of 
directing is fonadcd on the universal correspondences of Nature, an I th it did 
we but know precisely the varlous"planes of operation, so to speak, ot each 
system, every event on every plane could be read ofT oa its appropriate plane 
and at its doe time. 

In the adjudgment of the " nature " of the effects— or rather the nature of 
ihe k^btatett operating, for the tffuts depend largely on the native himself—

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resulting from directions lies a wide field for the employment of those higher 
mental faculties which must be brought to bear id judging a nativity ; a field as 
wide at least, if not even wider, and needing a mind both even and well-balanced, 
capable of both analytical and synthetic processes of thoaght.
